in fpitc of all the vigilaiiice and a&ivityxif Vailars,: 
the duke of Savoy n>^Q hiiWfclf mailer t£ the im- ^ 
portatit fortreflfey of Exille3, L'a.Peroufe^ the valley 
of Su Martin and Feneflxeiles ; fo that by the end 
of the campaign he had fecured a barriet' to biiawn I 
frontiers, and opened a way into the French prof ; 
vinces, after having made adivcrfion in farour of 
king Charles, by obliging the enemy to fend a^ 
ftrong. detachment from RouflUlon to the afliftami^ 
of Villars.

nbk Petit, ; dn* engi n eer of great reputation . • • They 
landed on the iftand about two miles from St. Phi- 
lip?8 ^ fort, ' ori the twenty- fixth of Auguft, with 
about eight hundred marines, which augmented' 
their riumber to about three thdufand. Next day 
tteyere&ed batteries ; and jgeneral Stanhope or- 
dered a number of arrows to be ftiot into the place, 
to which papers were affixed, written in the Spa- 
m(h and French languages, containing threats, 
that all the garrifoii (hould be fent to the mines, if 
they would not furrendcr before the batteries wi?rc 
finiihed. Th^ garrifon confifted of a thoufand

.^ mended by colonel la Jonquiere, who imagined 
that the number of the befiegers amounted to at 
leafl: ten thoufand \ fo artfully had they been drawn 
up in fight of the enemy. The batteries began to 
play,- and in a little time demoliflied four towers 
that ferved as outworks to the fort : then they 
made a breach in the outward wall, through which 
brigadier Wade, at the head of the grenadier:s, 
ftormed a redoubt, with fuch extraordinary, valour 3,3 
ftruck the befieged with confternation.' On the fecpnd 
or third day they thought proper to beap a parley, 
' and capitulate, on condition, That they fliould march 
out with the honours of war : That the Spaniards 
fhould be tranfported to Murcia, and the French 
to Toulon. Thefe lafl:, however, were detained 
by way of reprifal for the garrifon of Denia. The 
Spanifli governor was fo mortified when he lean;ied 
the real number of the befiege/s, that on his arri- 
val ac Murcia he threw himielf out of a window in 
defpair, and was killed upon the fpot. La Jon- 
quiere was confined for life, and all the French 
. officers incurred their mailer's difplealure. Fort 
St. Philip being thus reduced, to the ama:5erncnt 
of all Europe, and the garrifon of Port Fornelles 
Jiaving furrendered themfelves prifoners to thc^fid- 
' mirals Leake and Whitaker, the inhabitants gladly 
Submitted to the .Englifli government, for king 
Philip had opprefled and deprived them of their 
privileges j and general Stanhope appointed colo- 
nel Petit governor of port St. Philip, and deputy- 
governor of the v/hole ifland. After this iniportant 
copqueft he returned to the army in Spain, where 
an uniuccefsful attempt to furprife Tortofa fiaifhed 
the operations of the campaign. 

The Britifh fleet not only contributed to the re- 
duction of Minorca, but likewife overawed the 
pope, who had endeavoured to form a league of

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Stc priftce* in Italy againft th* emperor. This ^' ^» »7««» 
pontiff had tnanifeftcd his partiality to the houfe t)f Ruptuw be 
Bourbon in fuch si palpable manner, that his Impe- *^""^^^*^ 
rial majefty ordered tnonficurde Bonncval to march tbf*c^pcr- 
•with the troops that were in Italy, reinforced by 
thofe belonging to the duke of Modiena, and in- 
vade the dutchy of Ferrara. He accordingly took 
poffeflidn of Comachio and fotne other places, pre- 
tending ^hcy wire allodial cftates belonging to the 
doke of Modctia, and fiefs" of the emperor, to 
^idh the Holy fee had no lawful daim. The rice- 
roy of Naples! was forbid to remit any money to 
Rome, and the council of the kingdom drew op 
a long memtorial, containing the pretenfions t)f his 
citholic majefty, which flruck at the very fownda* 
tion x)f the pope's temporal power. His hdinefs 
wrote a long remonftrance to the emperor oh the 
injuftice erf thofe proceedings, and declared, that 
he would adafert this caufe, though he ftiould lafe his , 
life in thecoAteft. He forthwith began to raife an 
army , and revived a plan of forming aleagtw! among 
thfe princes and ftates of Italy, for their mutual de- 
fence. Sir John Leake had received orders to bom- 
bard Civita-Vecchia, in rcfcntment for the pQpc's 
having countenanced the pretender's expedition t«> 
•Great- Britain •, but as the emperor and the duke of 
-Savoy hoped to^ effeft an accommodation with the 
court of Rome, they prevailed upon the Engliih 
admiral to fufpend hoftilities, until they fhould have 

' tried the method of negotiation. The marquis de 
Ptie, a Piedmontefe nobleman, was fent as ambaf- 

• fador to Rome J butj the pope would not receive 
him in that quality. Elated with the piromifes of 
France, he let the emperor at defiance ; and hh 
troops having furprifed a body of Imperidifts, wens 
•fo barbarous as to cut them all in pieces. The duke

On the upper 
Rhine ^ the eledtoKs of Bavaria and Hanover were (6 
weak, ^that they, could not vindertake any thing <pf 
cqnfequejQce againit each other. ^Xi Hungary the 
difputes ftill continued between the eryiperor and 
the mafcontents. Poland was at length delivered 
ftpnv the oppreflion^ibxercifisd by xhe king of Swe- 
dep> who marched ^intor the Ukraine ag^nfl: thf 
i:?ariof Mufcovy, .notwithlianding the fubmiflk)nB 
,with'whic:h% that. monarch endeavour^: to appesiiip 
his iMigi^^^n, . During the . courfc of; ^his-year 
the.£nglifh merchants fuftained no confideraUe 
loffesbyfea: the cruifers were judicioufly. ftation- 
cd> and the trade was regularly fupplied with conr 
Toys. - In the Weft-Indies commgdore Wager dei- 
ftroyed the admiral of the galleons^ and took t^ 
-xear^dmiral on the coaft of Carthagene.. ^.Hadth^ 
officers of his fquadron done their duty, the greatejfl: 
part of the fleet would have fallen into bis handij. 
At his return to Jamaica two of his captgiivs 
were tried by a court-^niartial, and difmiflfed from 
the fervice. -^ 

The court ofEngland was about this time * li*- 
tk, difquieted,. by the confcquenccs o^ an outrage 

committed 
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dife Mtlfe6vt^'*ami^flradJi>r. Hd was publkkly »- Cf^'k of 
reftlid at the fiiitof a laccman,* and maltreated by oio^e^ 
die i>ailHS5, who dragged him to prifou, where he oenmadu 
cohtihuc* titt he was bailed by the earl of Fever- 
ih$rm. Inceiried at* this iirfult, he demanded re- 
dtefe^of ^he governmeitt, and was feconded in his 
ifeTfiohfttantes by the mirtifters of the emperor, the 
ki^g<tf^^PriSffia, and feveral other foreign poten- 
tates i ^hfe queen -exprefied uncommon indigna- 
tfon '^eaihft the atithors of this violence, who were 
immediately Apprehended, and orders were given 
to profecutc tht?m with the utmoft fevcrity of the 
law. - Matueof repeated his complaints with great 
acrimony \ and • Mr; feoret^ry Boyle afllired him, 
Jh the queen*9^ name, that he (hould have ample 
fatisfaition. Notwithftanding this affurance, he 
demaiided a-pate for hitnfelf and his family, refufcd 
athe ordinary prcfeiits. at his departure, and retired 
10 Holland. From thence -he transmitted a me- 
tnor&l with a letter fpom the czar iothc*quceni 
infifting lipon her punilhing with death all the 
pejfftms concerned in violating the law of nrations 
«rp8n tht fJetfod^rf his ambafiadon . Such punifli- 
aififenpbeing altogether intonfiftent with the laws dt 
iElAglahcti the queen' and her /miftiftry were ex*-^ 
^i^ely fier^iexed, and hJ^ld feveral councils to deii^' 
^Jbift'^:5iS>pdn the meafures proper to be taken on fych 
¥» Qceafion. On the twenty-eighth day of Oftobi^ 
^riiiee Geoi^ of Denmark died of an afthmafand 
%dpfy^ with which he had been long afflided. He 
wasaprince of ai^ amiable rather- than a (hining 
'ichftra6ler, brave, good-natured, modeft, and hu- 
inane, but devoid of great talents and ambition. 
He had always lived in harmony with the queen, 
who, during the whole term of their union, and 
felpecially in his laft illnefs, approved herfclf a 
i|]^Hcrn of conjugal truth and tcnderneft.

The new The ncw parliament^ in which the Wh% intereft 
IffcmWcT ^^^^ preponderate!^, was aflembkd en th^ fix^ 
teenth day of November^ when they were given to * 
underftand by a commiflion under the great fea), 
that the archbifliop of Canterbury, the chancellor,' 
€he lord-treafurer, the lord-fteward, and the maftet 
of the borfe, were appointed to reprefenft the per- 
fon of her majcfty, whom decency would not per- 
mit to appear in the hbufe fo foon after the death of 
her conloft. Sir Richard Onflow being chofen 
speaker of the lower houfe with the queeh^s appro- 
bation, the chancellor, in a fpeech to both houfes, 
recom-mended the vigorous profecutten ^of the waf, 
teBing them her majefty hoped, they would enable

decree paflipd in the convocation of the uiuverfity 
of Oxford, aflerting the abfolwtc ai^thqrtfy and in- 
defeafible right of princ^. A like fci^tence was 
denounced by the commons jUppa^bopk intituled,, 
" Colledtions of paflTages ftferrcdto.by Dr. Sache^ 
" yerel, in his anf\yer. tp fhe- articles -pf, impeach- 
" m.ent." Thefe he had felled from impious 
books lately publiflied, and.thpy were ^f^d.byhis 
pounfel as proofs that the church was jn danger.

The French king feeing the mifery of his people ^^^^q^"^*^ 
daily increafe, and all his refources fail, humbled Itnhttz^^* 
Wmfyf again before the allies, and by the means 
of Petkuni, wHo ft ill correfponded with hisminiftcrs, 
imploried the ftates-gencral, that the negotiation 
might be rerumed.' In ord^f to facilitate their con- 
fcHt, he difpatched a new projeft of pacification, 
in which he promifed to renounce his grandfon, and 
to comply with all their other demands, provided 
the eledors of Cologne and Bavaria ftiould be re- ' 
eftaj>lilhed in their eftates and dignities. Thefe 
overtures being l^jjefted, another plan was offered, 
and communicated to the plenipotentiaries of the 
emperor and the queen of Grea,t-Britain. Then 
Petkiim wrote a letter to the marquis de Torcy^ , 

intimating that the allies required his moft chrit 
tian majeity fhould declare in plain and expreffive 
tenns, .that he cemfented to all the preliminaries, 
except the thirty leventH article, whicli ftipulatcd 
ji ccf^ion of arms, iti cafe the Spanilh monarchy 
ftiould' be 'delivered to king Charles in the fpa'ceof 
two months. . He faid, the allies would fend paf- 
ptircs. to the Fi:epch miniilers to treat of an equi- 
valeiiti. for ttiat article. Lewis was even forced to 
fwaJlow this bitter draught. He fignified his con^ 
feati: and appointed the marechal D'Uxelles and 
the abbe pqjignac his plenipotentiaries*. They 
wcrenot fuffered, however, to enter Holland, but 
were met by the deputies Buys and V^nderduflcn 
at'<jeiru«ydenberg. Meanwhile, l;he:ftates de-» 
Xircd the queen. of England to fend over the dukp^ 
of Maiiboroush to affift them with his advice on 
ps£& -coi^i;e^ces.

The conferences did not retard the oper^ions 
^c^e7ind of the campaign. Prince Eugene and the duke of 
co^rdwat^s^ Marlborough fet out from the Hague on the- 15th 
as weiTli '' day of March for Tournay, in order to aifemble 
Alre""and ^^ forccs which wcrc quartered on the Maefe^ ii^ 
St. ve^t. Flanders, and Brabant. On the twentieth of AfMil 
they fuddenly advanced to.Ponjt-arVendiny iA ord^or 
to atuck the lines upon which the French had' been 
at work all the wihter, hoping by thefe to cover 
Doway and other frontier town^, which were 
threatened by the confederates. The troops left 
for the defence of the lines retired without oppofir 
tion. The allies having laid bricks over the 
Scarpe, the duke of Marlborough with his divifion 
paired that river, and encannped at Vith. Prince 
Eugene remuned on the other fide and invefted 
Doway, the enemy retiring towards Cambray. 
Marechal Villars ftiU commanded the French army^ 
which was extremely numerous and well appointed, 
confidering the difbrefs of that king^krm. Indeed^ 
the nunlber was augmrated by t£is diftfcfs y for 
many thoufands faved themfelves from dying of 
hunger by carrying arms in the fcrvice. Th^ 
marechal having aOembled all his forces, pafled 
the Schelde, and encamped at Bouchaia, declaring^ 
that he would give battle to the confederates : an 
alteration was immediately made in the difpofuion 
of the allies, and proper precautions taken £or his 
reception. He advancccf in order of battle •, »but 
haying viewed the fituation of the confederates^ 
he marched back to the height$ of St. Laurence^ 
where he fixed his camp. His aim was by con-- 
tinual alarms to interrupt, tlie (lege of Doway^

Then they retired in diforder, leaving him mafter 
of the field of battle and of all their artillery. Six 
thoufand of the enemy were killed on the fpot : but 
the allies had fuffered fo feverely that the general 
could not maintain his ground. He ordered the 
cannon to be nailed up, and marched to Saragofla, 
from whence he retired to Catalonia. Thither he 
was purfued by the duke de Vendofne, who re- 
duced Balaguer, in which he had left a garrifon, 
and compelled him to take fhelter under the walls 
of Barcelona. At this period the duke, de Noaille^ 
invefted Gironne, which he reduced, notwithftand- 
jng the feverity of the weather: fo* that Philip, 
from a fugitive, became in three months abfolute 
mafter of the whole Spanifh monarchy, except, 
the province of Catalonia, and even that lay open 
to his incurfions. Nothing of confequence was 
, at(rhieved on the fide of Portugal, from whence 
the earl of Galway returned to England by the 
queen^s permiflion* After the battle of Pultowa 
the czar of Mufcovy reduced all Livonia; but he 
^ and king Auguftus agreed to a neutrality for 
Pomerania. The king of Sweden continued at 
Bender, and the grand fignior interefted himfelf fa 
tnuch in behalf of that prince, as to declare war 
againft the emperor of*Ruflia, Hoftilities were 
carried on between the Swediih and Danifh fleets 
with various Tuccefs. The malcontents in Hungary 
fuftained repeated lofles during the fum'mer -, but 
they were encouraged to maintain the war by the 
rupture between the Ottoman Porte and Ruflia. 
They were flattered with hopes of auxiliaries from

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me Turks'- and expefted engineers find riidney ^-^-^^ioi 
from the French monarch. 

In England the efFedls of thofe intrigties which The mig 
had been formed againft the Whig minifters began minifity 
to k{>f)ear* The trial of Sacheverel had excited a '**'^*** * 
popular fpirit of averfion to thbfe who favoured 
the diffenters. From all parts of the kingdom 
addreffes were prefented to the queen, cenfuring 
all refiilancc as a rebellious do6trine, founded upon 
antimonarchicai and republican principles. At the 
fame time counter addrefles were procured by the 
Whigs, extolling the revolution, and magnifying 
the condu6t of the preferit parliament. The queen 
began to exprefs her attachment to the Tories, by 
mortifying the d\ike of Marlborough. Upon the 
desith of the earl of Effex (he wrote to the general j 
dcfiring, that the regiment which had been com- 
manded by that nobleman, fhould be given to Mr; 
Hill brother to Mrs. Malham, who had fijppknted 
the dutchefs of Marlborough in the queen's friehd- 
fhip, and was in efieft the fource df this political 
revolution* The duke reprefented to her inajefty 
in perfon, the prejudice that would redound to thel 
fervice froin the promotion of fuch a young officet 
Over the heads of a great ririany brave meil, whd 
had exhibited repeated proofs of valour and capa^ 
city. He cxpottulated with his fover^ign on thiisl 
extraordinary mark of pii tial regard to the 'brothel' 
of Mrs. Mafha'm, which he could not help con- 
fideriiig as. a declaration againft himfelf and his 
family, who had fo much caufe to complain of that 
lady*s malice and ingratitude. To this rcmon- 
ftrance the queen made no other reply, but that 
he would do well to confult his friends. The earl 
of Godolphin enforced his friend's argurtlehts^ 
though without efFeft ; and the duke retired in 
difguft to Windfor. The qu^en ajipeared at eotin- 
til without taking the leaft notice of his abfence^ 
NyMB.XCIl. E .lyhich 
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A, c. 17X9. which dfd not fail to alarm the ^hole Whig foftr^fr; 
Several noblemen ventured to fpeak to her majefty 
on the fubjeft, and explain the bad confequences 
of difobliging a man who had done fuch eminent 
fcrvices 16 the nation. She told them, his ferviccs 
were ftill frefti in her memory ; artd, that flie re- 
tained all her former kindneis for his pcrfon. Hear- 
ing, however, that a popular clamour was raifed, 
and that the houfe of commons intended to pafs 
fome votes that would be difagreeable to her and 
her new counfellors, fhe ordered the earl of Godol- 
phin to write to the duke, to difpofe of the regi- 
ment as he fhould think proper, and return to town 
immediately. Before he received thi$ intimation 
he had fent a letter to the queen, defiring IHe would 
permit him to retire from bufinefs. In anfwer 
to this petition, fhe afliired him, his fufpicions 
wel-e groundlefs, and infifted upon his coming to 
council. ^ The dutchefs demanded an audience of 
her majefty, on pretence of vindicating her own 
charafter from fome afperfions. She hoped to 
work upon the queen-'s tendernefs, and retrieve the 
influence fhe had loft. She protefted, argued, 
wept, and fupplicated: but the queeit was too 
.well pleafed with her own deliverance from the 
tyranny of the other's friendlhip, to incur fach 
■flavery for the future. All the humiliation of the 
dutchefs ferved only to render herfelf the miore 
contemptible. The queen heard her without cx- 
Jhibiting the leaft fign of emotion,, and all (he 
would vouchfafe, was a^repetition of thefe wbrds, 
*' You defired no anfwer, and you fliall have 
*' none :" alluding to an exprcffion in a letter ftie 
' had received from the dutchefs. As an additional 
mortification to the miniftry, the office of lord- 
chamberlain.was transferred from the duke of Kent 
to the duke of Shrewfbury, who had lately voted 
with the Tories, and maintained an intirtacy of 
/ corrcipr 
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H^rrdpbndehce wiih Mr» Harley. The intereft of a c. 17x0. 
•the duke of Marlborough was not even fufficient 
to prevent the djfmiflion of his fon-in-law the 
• tarl of , Sunderland from the poft of fecrctary of 
ftatc, ill which he was fuccecdcd by the lord Dart- 
mouth, 

The queen was gcncraHy applauded for thus af- The pariia- 
ferting her juft prerogative, and fetting herfelf free "^^^J^^ 
from an arbitrary cabal, by which fhe had been fo 
long- kept in dependence. The duke of Beaufort 
went to court on this occafion, and told her ma- 
jtOiy^ he was extremely glad that he could now 
falute her queen in reality. The whole Whig 
party were juftly alarmed at thefe alterations. I'he 
directors of the hank reprcfented to her majefty 
the prejudice that would undoubtedly accrue to 
public credit from a change of the miniftry. The 
- cpiperor and the dates- general interpofed in this 
. domcftic Fcvolution. , Their minifters at London 
prefented memorials, explaining in what mapaer 
^ foreign affairs would be influenced by an alteration 
in the Brit^fh miniftry. The queen affured them, 
that whatever changes might be made, the duke of 
,. Marlborough ftiould be continued in his employ- 
iments. In the month of Auguft the earl of^Godol- 
phin was diveftcd of his office, and the treafury 
^ ; put in commilTion, fubjefted to the direftion of 
Harley^ appointed chancellor of the exchequer 
-and under- treafurer. The earl of Rochefter was 
,;'ide[Clared prefident of the council, in the room of 
Jord Somers : the ftaff of lord-fteward being taken 
* ftotn the duke of Devonlhire, was given to the 
duke of Buckingham ; and Mr. Boyle was re- 
. moved from the i'ecretary's office, to make way for 
. Mn:Henry St. John. The lord-chancellor having 
religned the great feal, it was firft put in commif- 
iion, and afterwards given to Sir Simon Harcourt. 
The earl of Wharton furrendered his commiffion 
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A. c. 1710. of lord- lieutenant of Ireland, which the qoeen 
conferred on . the duke of Ormond. The carl of 
Orford withdrew himfelf from the board of admi- 
ralty ; and Mr. George Granville was appointed 
fecretary of war^ in the room of Mr. Robert Wai- 
pole. The command of the forces in Portugal 
was beftowed upon th« c^arl of Porftnore: the 
duke of Hamilton was appointed lord4i«utonant of 
' ' the county-palatine of Lancaftet. In.a word, there 
'was not one Whig left in any office of ftate, exqept 
the duke of Marlborough, who would have re- 
nounced his command, bad not he been earneftly 
diffqaded by his particular friends^ from taking 
fuch a ftep as might have been prejudicial to tlie 
intcreft of the nation. That the triumph of the 
Tories might be con^lete, the queen diifolved the 
Whig parliament, after fuch precautions were taken 
as could not fail to influence the new deiftion, i^ 
favour of the other party. 
Meeting of To this end nothipg fo efFedtually contribuccd as 
the new par- ^[^ ^^^ trial of Sacheverel, yfho was ufcd as amin- 
ftrument and tool to.wind.apd tui^n the (^lons of 
the vulgar. Having been prefentcd to a benefioe 
in North-Wales, he went; in procefllpn to that 
country with all the pomp and magmficence of a^ 
fovereign prince. He was fumptuoufly entsertained 
by the univerfity of Oxford, and different jwjblc-' 
men, who, while they worihipped bim as the idol 
of their fadion, could not help difpiOng the objcft 
of their adoration. He was received in feveial 
towns by the-magiftrates of the corporation in their 
. formalities, and often attended by . a body of s 
thoufand horfe. At Bridgnorth he was met by 
Mr. Crefwell, at the head of four thoufaod hCMrfe^ 
and the like number of perfons on foot, wearing 
white knots edged with gold, and three leaves of 
gilt laurel in their hats. The hedges.were for twd 
miles drcffed with garlands^ of flowers, and lined.

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witJi pecyple •, and the ftecples covered with ftrea- a. c, 1710. 
mers, flags, £kid colours. Nothing' was heard but 
the cry rf ^* the church and Dr. Sachcverel." The 
ckrgy were aftuated by a fpirit of enthufiafm, 
which ieemed to fpread like a contagion through 
all ranks and degrees of people, and had fuch ef- 
feft upol) the eleftions for the new parliament, that 
very few were 'returned as members but fuch as 
had dtftitiguifhed themfelves by their zeal againft 
the Whig ^mjniftration. Now the queen had 
the pleafure t6 fee all the offices of ftate, the lieu- 
tenancy of London, the management of corpora- 
tbns,' and the direftion of both houfes of parlia- ~ 
menf, in the hands of the Tories. When thefe 
met on the twenty-fifth day of November, Mr. 
Bromley was chofen fpcaker without oppofition. "" 

The qi^n in her fpeech recommended the profe- 
cution of the war with vigo'ur, cfpecially in Spaing 
She declared herfelf refolved to fupport the church 
of England; to prefcrve the Britifh conftitution 
accmding' to the urtion -, to maintain the indul- 
gence fay law allowed to fcrupulous confciences ; 
and- w employ none but (lich as were heartily at- 
todDed CO t*ie proteftant fucceffion in the houfe of 
Hanover. The lords, in their addr^fs, promifed 
todoficur in all reafonable meafures towards pro- 
(tuting an honourable peace. The commons were 
niorel warm and hearty in their affurances, exhort- 
ibg^faer m^fty to difcountenance all fuch prin- 
capks* and meafures as had lately threatened her 
Boyal crown and dignity ; meafures, which when- 
ever they might prevail, would prove fatal to the 
whole conltitution both in church and ftate. After 
this declaration they proceeded to cohfider.the 
cftimates, and chearfully granted the fupplies for 
the enfoing year, part of which was railed by two 
lotteries. In the houfe of peers the earl of Scar- 
boroiigh moved, that the thanks of the houfe

but the duke of Argyle made fomc objcdionatoi 
the motion, arid the: general's frieftds, drcadiftg^ 
, the confcqvience of putting the queftion,paftjx)ned 
the confideration of this propofal until the duke 
fhould return from the continent. The; earl of 
Peterborough was appointed ambaiBuipr extraondl* 
nary to the Imperial court : the earl of Rivers was 
fcnt in the fame quality to Hanover; and Mr/ 
Richard Hill nominated envoy extraordinary to 
the United Provinces, as well as to the council of 
Hate appointed for the government of the Spanifli 
Netherlands, in the room of lieutenant-general Ca- 
dogan, Meredith, Macartney, and Hoaeywood 
were deprived of their regiments, becaufe in their 
cups they had drank confufion to the enemies of the 
duke of Marlborough, 

This nobleman arrived in England towards the 
latter end of December. He conferred about half 
an hour in private with the queen, and next morn- 
ing aflifted.^t a committee of the^ privy-council. 
Her majefty gave him to underftandtkat he needed 
not expeft the thanks of the parliament as formerly ; 
and told him the hoped he would live well with her 
minifters. He expreflcd norefenteient at the al- 
terations which had been made; but refoiyed. t0 
acquiefce in the queen's pleafure, and retain the 
command of the army on her own terms. On the 
fecond day of January,- the queen fent a meiTage 
to both houfes, intimating, that there had been an 
aftion in Spain to the difadvantage of king Charles i 
that the damage having fallen particularly on the 
Englifli forces, flie had given direftions for ieoding 
and procuring troops torepair the lofs, and hoped 
the parliament, would approve her condudt. Both 
houfes feized this opportunity of venting their 
fpleen againft the old minillry. The hiftory of 
England is difgraced by the violent conduft of tw.a 
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turbulent fiidions, that in their turn cngrofled the ^•^- z'®' 
a^miniftr^tion ind Icgiilative power. The parlia- 
njentary ftrain was quite altered. One can hardly 
conceive how refolutions fo widely different could 
be taken on the fame fubjeft, with any (hadow of ^ 
reafon and decorum. Marlborough, who but a 
few months '.before had been fo highly extolled and ' 
carclTcd by the reprefentatives of the people, was 
now become the objcft of parUamentary hatred 
and cenfure^ though no fenfible alteration had hap- 
pened in his conduct or fuccefs. That hero, who 
had retrieved the glory of the Britifli arms, won lb 
many ' battles, fybducd fuch a number of towns 
and diftrids, humbled the pride, and checked the 
aunbition of France, fecured the liberty of Europe, 
and, as it were, chained vi&ory to his chariot wheels, 
^As in a few weeks dwindled into an objedt of con- 
tempt and derifion. He was ridiculed in public 
libels, and reviled in private converfation. In- 
ftances were every, where repeated of his fraud, 
avarice, and extortion ; his infolence, cruelty, am- 
bnion^ and xnifconduft : even his courage was call- 
ed in quei^ion, and this confummate general was 
reprefeni^d as the loweft of mankind. So unftabJe 
is the popularity of every charader that fluduates 
between two oppofite tides of fadion ! 

The lords in their anfwer to the queen*s jnef- inquiry in- 
, i^e, declared that as the misfortune in Spain ^^f\^ 
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tqight h^ve been occafioned by fome preceding in sp*ii». 
mifm^agemenr, thev wouy ufe their utmoft en- 
deavours to difcoycr it, fo as to prevent the like 
for the future. They fet on foot an inquiry con- 
t:erning the affairs of Spain ; and the earl of Peter- 
^borough being examined before the committee, 
imputed all the raii'carriages in the courfe of that 
•wur to the earl of Galway and general Stanhope. 
Notwithftanding the defence of Galway, which was 
dear and convincing, the houfe reiblred. That 
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A.c. 1710. the (pari of Peterborough had given a faithful an 
Jionburaljle account of the councils of war in Va 
ienci^: That the earl of Gal way, the lord Tyraw- 
ley, and general Stanhope, in advifing an ofFenfive 
war, had been the unhappy occafion of the battl? 
at Almanza, the fource of our misfortunes in Spain, 
and one great caufe of the difappointment from 
the eifpedition to Xoulon, concerted with her ma-; 
jefty. They voted, That the profecution of aa 
offenfive war in Spain, was approved and direfted 
by the minitlers, who were therefore juftlyhlame- 
' able, as having contributed to all our misfortunes 
in Spain, and to the difappoiirtment of the expedi- • 
tion againft Toulon : That the earl of Peterbo- 
rough, during his command in Spain, had per- 
formed many gKcat and eminent fcrvices ; and, if 
his opinion had been followed, it might have pre- 
vented the misfortunes that enfued. Then the 
duke of Buckingham moved, That the thanks of 
the hbuTe ftiould be given to the earl for his re- 
maikable and eminent fervices: and fhefe he ac- 
tually received from the mouth of the lord-keeper ^ 
JJarcourt, who took this ppportunity to drop fome 
oblique refiedions upon the mercenary difpofition 
of the duke of Marlborough. The houfc proceed- 
ing in the inquiry, paffed another vote> importing,. ; 
That the late miniftry had been negligent in ma-, 
naging the Spanilh'war, to the great prejudice of 
the nation. Finding that the Portugucfe troops . 
were pofted on the right of the Englifli at the battle 
of Almanza, they refolved. That the carl of Gal- 
way, in yielding this point, had a£ted contrary to 
the honour of the imperial crown of Great-Britain. 
Thcfi refolutions they included in an addrefs to the 
queen, who had been prefent during the debates, 
'■ which were extremely violent -, and to every fepa* 

rate vote was attached a fevere proteft. Thefe 
were not the J>roceedings of candour and national 
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juftice, but the ebullitions of party zeal and ranco- a.c. i^xq. 
rous animofitjr. 

While the lords were employed in this ihquiry, f^if^^^^* 
the commons cxammed certam abules which had of commont 
pepit into the maniagement of the navy ; and fome ^^^J^iJi 
penfures were paffed upon certain perfons concern- over the 
ed in coritrafts for v^^ualling the feamen. The in- ^/t.^^^' 
habitants of St. Olave's, and other' parifhes pre-^ 
fented a petition, complaining, that a great number. 
of Palatines inhabiting ohe houfe might produce 
among them a contagious diftcmper ; and in tin^e ^ 
become a charge to the public, as they were de- 
ftitute of all vifible means of fubfiftence. This 
petition had been procured by the Tories, that the 
houfe of commons might have another handle for 
attacking the late miniftry. A committee was ap- 
pointed to enquire upoix what invitation or encou- 
ragement thofe Palatines 'had come to England. 
The papers relating to €his affair being laid before 
them by the queen's order, and perufed, the houfe 
refolved. That the inviting and bringing over the 
poor Palatines of all religions, at the public ex- 
pence, was an exf ravagaht arid unreafonable charge 
to the kingdom, and a fcandalous mifapplication , 
of the public money, tending to the increafe and 
oppreffion of the poor, and of dangerous confe- , 
queitce to the conftitution in church and ftate : 
and. That whoever advifed their being brought 
over, was an enemy to the queen and kingdom. 
Animated by the heat of this inquiry, they paffed , 
the bill to repeal the aft for a general naturaliza-? 
tion of all proteftants ; but this was rcjefted in the 
houfe of lords. Another bill was enafted into ^ 
law, importing. That no perfon fhould be deemed 
qualified for reprefenting a county in parliament, 
unlefs he pofleffed an eftate of fix hundred pounds 
a year; and reftrifting the qualification of burgefs 
to half that fum. The. defign of this bill was, to. 
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A. c. 171c. exclude trading people from, the houfe of tom^, 
mpnSy and to lodge the legiflativc power with the 
land- holders. A third aft pafled, permitting the, 
tioiportatign. of French wine in neutral bottoms:' 
a bill agairift which the Whigs loudly exclaimed, 
as a national evil, and' a fc^dalous compliment to.

cooncii- to look upon Harley as a- lukewarm Tory, becaufe , 
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Cmfcard, hc would not enter precipitately in,to all their fac- 
and cHfeated (ious mcafures : they even begarv to fufpeft his 
jbfd. principles, when his credit was re-eftabhihed by a 
Ycry fingular incicjlent! Guifcard the French par- 
tifan, of whom nixentjqn hath already been made, 
thought himfelf vpry ill rewarded for his fer vices 
with a pjcecarious penfion of foijr hundred pounds, 
which he enjoyed from the queen's boijinty. He 
had been* renounced by St. John the former com- 
panion pf his pleafures : he had in vain endeavour- 
ed to obtain an audience of the queen, with a view,, 
to deinand more confiderable appointments. Har- 
leywas his enemy, and all accefs to her majefty 
was denied. Enraged at thefe difappointments, he. 
attepipt^d to Wke his peace with the co^rt 6( 
France, and offered his fervices, in a letter to ono 
Moreau a banker in Paris. His packet, which bitf 
endeavoured to tranfmit by the way of Portugal^ 
was intercepted, and a warrant iflued out to appre^ 
hend him for high treafon. When the meffenger dif- 
armed him in St. Jarae$'s park, he exhibited marks 
of guilty confufion and dcfpair, and begged that 
' he would kill him direftly. Being conveyed to the 
Cofkpit in a fort of frenzy, he perceived apenknife, 
lying upon a table, and took it up without being 
perceived by his attendants. A committee of coun- 
cil was immediately fummoned, and Guifcard 
brought before them to be examined. Finding. . 
tijat his correfpondence with Moreau was difcover- ' 
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ed,. he dcfircd to fpeak in private with Secretary A;^ '7"V* 
St. Jcxhh, whom, in all probability he had refolVed 
to affaffinate. His requeft being refufed,' he faid, 
♦' That'5 bard ! not one word !" St. John being 
out of his reach, he ftepped up to Mr. Harley, and 
exclaiming, " Have at thee, then/* ftabbed him in 
the breaft with the penknife which he had con- 
cealed. The inftrument broke upon the bone 
-ti^ichout penetrating into the' cavity : neverthelefs 
be repeated the blow with fuch force, that the 
chancellor of the exchequer fell to the ground. Se- 
cretary St. John feeing him fall, cried out, " The 
V villaia has killed Mr. Harley !V and drew his 
(word. Several other members followed his en- 
ample, and wounded Guifcard in leveral places* 
Yet he made a defperate defence, until he was 
overpowered .by the meffengers and fervants, and 
conveyed from the council chamber, which he had 
filled with terror, tumult, and confulion. His 
wounds,, though dangerous, were not mortd ; but 
he: died of a jgangrene occafioned by the bruifes he 
bad fu^ained* This attempt upon the life of H«r- 
^y, by a perfon who wanted to eft«blilh a traitorous 
wrreipondqice with France, extinguilhed tSie fuf- 
piQioivs of thofe who began to doubt that miniftei*'s 
Hitegrity. The two houfcs of parliament, in an 
addreis to the queen, declared their belief, that 
Jrjr. Harley's fidelity to her majefty, and zeal for 
her fervice,. had drawn upon him the hatred of all 
the abettors of popery and faftion. They befought Burnet. 
Jxer majefty, to take all poffible care of her facred ^"^f;^^ 
perfon ; and- for that purpofe, to give direAions for Torcy. 
caufing papifts to be removed from the cities of H^ft^^^f ,be 
London and Weftniinfter.. A proclamation waso. ofM*ri- 
publiflied, ordering the laws to be ftriftly put in Jj|i^."Hm. 
execution againfl: papifts. When Harley appeared conduaof 
in the houf<? of commons after his recovery, he was ^ Ma^bp* 

conw»«^- 
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A/a 17101. congratulated upon it by the fpeaker: in. a flprid 
fiuJai. and fuUbme prremeditated fpeecb. An aft wa» 
5r*rfu^* palled, decreeing. That an atte^npt xipon the life 
VoiTiI^* of a privy-cognfellor (hould be felony without be- 
nefit of the clergy. The earl of Rochefter dyings 
Harley became fole minifter, was created baron* 
of Wigm'ore, and raifed t6 the r^nk of earl by 
the noble and antient titles of Oxford and Morti-^ 
mer: to crowA his profperity, he was appointed 
lord-treafur^r, and vefted with the fupremiC admi-^ * 
liiftration of affairs. 
A. c; 171 1, rpj^^ commons impowered certain perfons to 
Pf$th of examine all the grants made by king William, and 
j^pJ7*'®' report the value of them, as well as the confidera- 
tions upon which they were made. Upon their rj5- 
port a bill was formed, and paffed that houfc ; but ' 
the lords rejefted it at the firfl: reading. Their 
next ftep was to examine the public accounts,- with- 
a riew to fix an imputation on the earl of :Godol-r 
phin. They voted, That above fivq. and thifty 
millrotis of the money granted by parliament SjS-;^ 
mained unaccounted for. This- fum, Wweyer^,

One half of thf lyiiol©^ 
was charged to Mf. Bridges the paymafter^ whqi

fice. The commons afterwards proceeded to i(>- 
quirc into the debts of the navy, that exceeded five,;. 
millions, which with many other debts wer« thrown ! 
into one ftock, amounting to nine millions fou^ 
hundred and feventy-one thoufand, three hundred , 
and twenty-five pounds.. A fund was formed for 
paying an intereft or annuity of fix per cent, until 
the principal ftiQuld be difcharged ; and with this . 
was granted a monopoly of a projefted trade to the

TRcy begged her ihaj^y 
wouliJ give iitraiedlate diredHons for coinpeUing 
the feveral imprefr accountants l|«eedHy to pafs their 
accounts. They expreffcd their hope^ that fuch 
of the accountants as- had neglected thtir duty ih 
profecuting their accounts, ought no longer to be 
intruded with the public money. They affirmed, 
that from all thefe evil pra6tices and worfc defigns 
* of fome perfons, who had by falfe jprofeflions of 
love to their country, infinuated themfelves into 
hef royial favour, irreparable mifchief would have 
accrued to the public, had not her majefty, in her 
great wifdom, feafonably difcovered' the fatal ten-* 
dency of fuch meafures, and removed from^ the 
adminiftration thofe who had To ill anfwered her 
majefty 's favourable opinion, and in fo many in- 
ftatices grofly abuied the truft rcpofed in them. 
They obferved, that her people could with grea^r 
patience have fufFered the manifold injuries done to 
themfelves^ by the frauds and depredations of Hich 
evil minifters, had not the fame wtn proceeded^to 
treat her facred pcrfon with undutifulnefs and diO'e- 
gard. This reprefentation being circulated throi%h 
the kingdom, produced the defircd effeft of' in- 
flaming the minds of the people againft the lute 
miniftry. Such expedients were become necefliry 
for the execution of Oxford^ projeft, which waa to 
put a fpeedy end to a war that had already fubjed- 
ed the people to grievous oppreffion, and evei^ ac- 
cumulated heavy burdens to be tranfmitced to their 
pofterity . The nation was infpired by extravagant 
ideas of glory and conqueft, even to a rage of war- 
making ; fo that the new minifters, in ortj^r tO'cUf- 
pel thofe dangerous chimeras, were obliged to take

She thanked the 
tontaaoM in' the warmeft est^effions for having 
€0n)plj|?d' "vvith ^all her defires ; ibr having baffled 
ritis e3ipe6bii(£8m$ of her enemies in finding luppUes 
foft- the ^fcwice <if. tte; enfuing year; in having 
granted greater fums than were ever given to any 
prince^ in one feffion ; and in hairing iettled funds 
^ the payment of the public debts : fo that the 
'icredit of the -nation was rcftored. She exprefled 
lier earneft concem'£c»' the fucceffion of the hotife 
of Hanover; and i^r fisted refolution to fupport 
'flnd encourage the church of England as by law 
^^ftabliihed; Then' the parha^aent was prorogued. 

Of the ■'convocation, which was affcnablcd with ^^'^J? 
the • new parliament^ the lower houfe.chofe Dr, vocatuw* 
AtterWry their prolocmtpr. He was; an entefpri- 
ifii^ eccleiiaflic • of extenfive learning, acti te taknts, 
^^iotently-^attached to Tory principtes^ and inti- 
c' maceiy connseded wkh the prime minifter Oxfcnd ; 
'^^ &• tisat he dlred^ed all the proceedings in the iower 
03lbii&r>of conv!ocatioa in concert with that minifter. 
^^he <jtieen, in a letter to the archbiflic^, fignified 
^[^r hope, that the confultation^of the clergy might 
•^be^oof ^e to rqyreis the attempts of loofe and pro^ 
^ '^e ' perfoAS, She fent a licence under the broad 
'^&A^ imptdwering them to fit and do bufmefs, in 
•a9' ample a manner as ever had been granted fmce 
the teformadon. They were ordered to lay before 
the queenan account of the exceffive growth of in- 
fidelity and herefy, as well as of other abufes, that 
fiH^l^flafy-meaLfures might be taken for a reforma- 
":'t(onv The bifhops were purpofely (lighted and 
• #t«l0(&ed, becaufe they had , lived in harmony 
*';•»- with 
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A* c. i7if * ^ith the late minifters. A committee being ajj- 
. pointed to draw up a reprefentation of the prefeni 
ftate of the cjiurch and religion^ Attcrbury undet^- 
^ took the tafk, and compofed a remonftrance that 
contained the moft'keen and fcvcre ftridures upon 
the adminiftration, as it had been exercifed (ince 
the time of the revolution. Another was penned 
by th^ bilhops in more moderate terms ; and fevc- 
ral regulations Mrere made, but in nojne of thefe did 
the two houfes agree. They concurred, however^ 
in cenfuring fome tenets favouring Arianitmt 
broached and fupported by Mr. Whifton, mathe- 
matical profeffor in Cambridge. He had been ex- 
pelled the univeffity, and wrote a vindication of* 
himfelf, dedicated to the convocation. The arch- 
bifhop doubted whether thisi afTembly could pro- 
ceed againft a man for herefy : the judges werer 
confulted, and the majority of them gave in their 
opinion, that the convocation had a jurifdidlion. 
Four of them profeflfed the contrary fentiment, 
which they maintained from the .ftatutes made at 
the reformation. The queen, in a letter tothi; 
bifhops^ faid, that as there was now no doubt of theit 
jurifdiftion, (ht expeded they would proceed in 
the matcer before tfaem. Frefh fcruples afifing, 
they determined to examine the book, without pro- 
ceeding againft the author, and this was cenfured 
Accordingly. An extraft of the fentence was fenc 
to the queen ; but fl&e did not fignify her pleafure 
bii this fubjedt, and the afifair remained in fufpence. 
Whifton publiflied a work in four volumes, juftify- ' 
ing his doftrine, and maintaining, that the apofto^ 
fical conftitutions were not only canonical, but alfo 
preferable in point of authority to the epiftles and 
the gofpel. 

The new miniftfy had not yeti determined to 
fuperfcde the duke of Marlborough in the ctMn- 
mand of the army* This was a ftcp which cDuldt

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nbt be taken without giving umbrage to the Dutch a. c. 1711. 
and other allies. He therefore fet out for Holland Thr duke 
in the month of February, after the queen had ^^^^^J]^|^ 
affured him, »that he might depend upon the punc- nues to 
tual payment of the forces. Having conferred ^^^""2?:^ 
with the deputies of the Ifates about the operations army, 
of the campaigp, he about the middle of April 
aflembled the army at Orchies, between Lifle and 
Douay; while marechal de Villars drew together 
the French troops in the neighbourhood of Cam- 
bray and Arras. Lewis had by this time depopu- 
lated as well as impoverilhed his kingdom ; yet 
his fubjefts ftill flocked to his ftandard with fur^ 
prifing fpirit and attachment. Under the prefTure 
of extreme mifery they uttered not one complaint 
of their fovereign; but imputed all their calamities 
to the pride and obftinacy of the allies. Exclufive 
of all the other impofitions that were layed upon 
that people, they confented to pay the tenth penny 
of their whole fubftance : but all their efforts of 
loyalty and affeftion to their prince would have 
been inefFcftual, had not the merchants of the 
kingdom, by the permiffion of Philip, undertaken 
repeated voyages to the South-fea, from whence 
they brought home immenfe treafures: while the 
allies took no fteps for intercepting thefe fupplies, 
though nothing could have been more eafy for 
the Englifh than to deprive the en^my of this great 
refource, and convert it to their own advantage. 
Had a fquadron of (hips been annually employed 
for this purpofe^ the lubjefts of France and Spain 
muft have been Jiterally ftarved, and Lewis obliged 
to fubmit to fuch terms as the confederates might 
have thought proper to impofe. Villars had found 
means to aflemble a very numerous army, with 
which he cnc^amped behind the river Sanfet, in 
fuch an advantageous poft as could not be attack- 
ed with any proi'pedl of fuccel's. Mean while the 
N%9Z. F duk?^ 
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A.C, yyffr (Jtike of Mariborough paflfed the Scafpe, and forrrj*^ 
ed his camp between Douay and Boijchain, where 
he ^vas joined by pripge Eugene on the twenty- 
third day of May. This general, however, did 
not long remain in the Netherlands, ynderftand- 
ing-that detachments had been made from the army 
of Villars to the Rhine, and that the eleftor of Ba^ 
varia intended to aft in the empire, he, by order 
from the court of Vienna, marched towards the 
Upper Rhine with the Imperial and Palatine troops 
to lecure Germany. The duke of Marlborough 
Tepaffing the Scarpe, encamped in the plains of 
Lens, from whence he advanced towards Aire, as 
if he h^d intended to attack the French lines in 
that quarter, Thefe lines beginning at Boiichain 
on the Schelde, were continued along the Sanfet 
and the Scarpe to Arras, and thence along the Up- 
per Scarpe to Canche. They were defended by 
redoubts and other works, in fuch a manner, that 
Villars judged they were impenetrable, and palleig^ 
them the Ne plus ultra of Marlborough, 
,iref'»rpnrc8 This nobleman advancing within two leagues of 
'the French the Frcttch lioes, ordered a great number of faf* 
cinesto be made, declaring he would attack them 
the next mornings fo that Villars drew all. h^ 
forces on that fide, in full expectation of an engage- 
ment. The duke, on the fuppofition that the pfftf- 
fage of the Sartfet by Arleux would be left .uh- 
guarded, had ordered the generals Cadogan /arid 
Hompefch to aiGTemble twenty battalion^ and fe- 
yenteen fquadrons, from Douay and thejieighbouT- 
jng garrifons, and march to Arleux, where thejr 
fhould endeavour to pafs the Sanfct. Brigadier 
Sutton was detatched with the artillery 3,nd , pon- 
toons to lav bridges over the ganal near Goulezen, 
and over the. Scarpe at Vitry, while the duk^ witH 
the whole, confederate army began ^ his march fo^ 
the fame :pla€e -about : nine in the evening, ii^ 
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proceeded with fych expedition, that by $ye in the a. c, 171^. 
inorning he paffed the river Vitry. There he re- 
ceived intelligence, that Hompefch had taken pof- 
..fcflion of the pafles on the Sanfet and Schelde with- 
Qut oppofition, . the enemy having withdrawn 
jheir detachoients^ frgm that fide, jufl: as he had 
Jiijagined^ He himfelf with his vanguacd of fifty 
iquadrons, haftened his march tcTwards Arleux, 
^nd before eight of the clock arrived at Baca Ba- 
chpel, where in two hours he was joined by the 
heads of the columns into which he h^d divided 
his infantry. Villars being certified of his int^n- 
.^ion, about two in th6 morning dpc^n^ped with his 
Fhole army, and putting himlelf at the head of the 
l^iiig's houihold-troops, marched all night with fuch 
€^j)edition, that about eleven in the forenoon ht 
was in fight of the duke of Marlborough, who had 
hy this tijme joined count Hompefch. The French 
general ipirpediately retreated to the main body of 
|iis firmy^ which had advanced to the high-road be- 
tween Arras and Cambray, while the allies encamp- 
.gd upon the Schelde between Oify and Eftrun^ after 
^ m^rch of ten leagues without halting, fcarce to be . 
j)^i:4llded.in hiftpry. By this plan, fo happily exc- 
xj^te^, the duke of Marlborough fairly outwitted 
^^Tjll.arSj and, without the lols of one man, entered 
||»^ lines which he had pronounced impenetrable. 
Xjii§ ftroke pf the Englilh general was extolled a3 
41 mjtii.er-piece of miliLary Ikill, wh;le VilUrs was 
f xpofed to the ridicule even of his own officers. 
Xhe field-deputies of the ftates-general prbpofed 
Xhat he fliould give batde to the cn^my, whg pafled 
<he Schelde at Crevecoeur, in order to cov^r Bou- 
chafn : but the duke wovild pot hazard an engage,- 
^ent^ confidering how much the ajrmy was fa- 
^g\icd by the long march ; ajid that pjiy misfor- 
tW?^ while they continued within the French lines,

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A.e, 17M. might be fatal. His ifltentidn w^s.td h^fi^Boii- 
chain, an enterprize that was deemfed imprajfUca- 
ble, inafmuch as the place 'v^as fituated in a mo- 
fafs, ftrongly fortified; and defended by a numer- 
ous garrifon, in the neighbourhood of an army (u- 
pcrior in number to that of the allies. Notwith- 
itanding thefe difadvantagca, and the diffiflafions of 
his own friends, he refolved to Undertak^ith^ fieg^ : ^ 
and, in the mean time, difpatched brigadier Sutren 
to England, with an account of his having paifed 
the French lines j which was not at all agreeable 
to his enemies. They had prognofticated • that 
nothing would be done during this campaign,, and 
began to infinuate that the duke could ftrike no 
ftrokeof importance without the afliftance of prince 
Eugene. They now endeavoured to leffen the 
glory of his fuccefs j and even tjaxed him with 
iiaving removed his camp from a convenient fitUa- 
tion to a place where the troops were in d^tiger of 
ftarving. Nothing, could be more provoking thaii 
this fcandalous malevolence, to. a great man who 
had done fo much, honour to his country, -and 
- was then adually expofing bis life in her fervi^e* r 
Recife. On the tenth day of Auguft Bouchainw^ inveftr 

BouFhain. gj^ and thc duke of M.arlborough exerted hilBftif 
to the utmoft extent of his vigilance and capacitfj> 
well knowing the dilEculties of t)ie uncjertftkirtg, 
arid how much his reputation would depend upon 
his fuccefs. VlUars had taken every precaucictn 
that his fkill and experience could fuggeft, to baftjte 
the endeavours of the Englifh general. He bad 
reinforced t|ie garrifon to the number of fix tb^^ 
fand chofen men, commanded by officers of knoWn 
courage and ability. He made fome efforts to raife 
the fiege^ but they were rendered incffeftuai by 
the conlummate prudence and activity of the duke 
of Marlborough. Then he layed a fcheme fof 
furprifing Douay, whidh likewife mifcarried. if

diftrefs fbr warft of fiabfiftance. The trea&rtr haid 
promifed to fupply him liberally y the' commonsi 
had granted one million, 'five hiwd-^^ thoufand 
pKOunds for that fetvice. AH their hq^es of fljccefe 
were fixed on the campaign iiy that kingdom ; tod 
indeed the army commanded by the duke of Vtn- 
dome was in fuch a Wrttched condition, tfiit if 
Staremberg had been properly fupported- by the 
allies^ he might have obtained fignai advantages. 
The duke of Argyle having waited in vain for the 
promifed remittances, was obliged to borrow mo^ * 
ney on his own credit, before the BritiCh troopst 
could take the field* At fenjgth StarerrttJeJrg ad- 
vanc0d towards the enefny, who attacked hini te 
the pafs o^ Prato del Rey, where they were ipe- 
pulfed with coftfiderabic damage. After thfe aftiOrt^ 
the duke of Argyle ^as fcized with a vidlcnt fever^ 
a«d conveyed' back to Bareelbnih. Vend6rtie itii 
Vefted the caftte of Cardoha, which was vigorootly 
defended titl the end of December, when a-d^ach^ 
ment being lent to the relief 6f the plice, defeat^ 
the befiegers, killed twb thouftnd bn the J^ot^ attd 
took all their artillery, amnriunitioh, and l*agg%e. 
Staremberg was unable to folloW the blow : tl* 
duke of Argyle wrote preffihg letters to the thinfe^ 
ftry, and loudly complained that, he was: altogether 
unfupported ; but all his remoiiftrances^. were ift* 
efFeftuat: no femittfances arrived ; and he retorh'ed 
to England without having been able to attempt 
any thing ^f importance.

The Ettgli(^ mioiftiry had conceived great ex- Expedition 
pe^:a^UO0S from an expedition againft Quebec and ^° ^ *'

Nicfaottwi,. who had taken poffeffion of Nova Sco- 
tj|%r a|i4 gwifoned Port- royal, to which he gave 
^ name of Annapolis. He had brought four In- 
dian, chiefs to England, and reprefented the ad- 
i^tages that would redound to the nation, in point 
d^ccunmerce, fhould the French be expelled from 
Nwth-Ainetica;, The minifters relifhed the pro- 
pofal. A body of five thoufand men were em- 
j^a^-ked in transports, under the command of bri- 
gadier Hill, brother to Mrs. Maftiam ; and they 
lail^ from Plymouth in the beginning of May, 
with a ftrong fquadron of fhips commanded by Sir 
Hovenden Walker.

Scotland, fuppofted the Tory intcrcft, while the commons 
cxpreffed the warmeft attachment tf^, revolution- 
principles. The two houfes made ftrenuaus rc- 
prefentations, and paffed fevere refolutions againft 
each other. After the feffion. Sir Conftaotinc 
Phipps the chancellor, and general Ingold{by„ were 
appointed jufticcs in the abfence of the duke, .of 
Ormond, who returned to England in the montjx 
of November. In Scotland the Jacobites madc.np 
fcruple of profelfing their principles and attach^ 
mcnts to the pretender.

They did not doabt 
of being able to nnfaintain the fuperiority whkh 
they had acquired in parliament ;lind perhaps 
fome of them chefilhdd views in favour of thd , 
pretender^ whofe fucceffion to the crown wbuitt 
have efieftually eftablilhed their dotiiiiniort owr the 
pppofite party. The earl of Jerfey; who afted Jen 
concert with Oxford, fent a privacp mtff^g^ to the 
court of France^ importing the queen^s earheft dtt 
fire of peace, reprefenting the impoflVbaUty of a 
private negotiation, as the miniftry was obUg^ed 
to a<5t with the utoioA: circumfpedion ; and de-- 
firing that Ijewis would propofe to the Dutch a. 
renews^ of the conferences, in which tafe^the Eng-* . 
Ufh plenipotentiaries fliould have fuch iA(tru£ti0ns^ 
that it would be impoffible for the, ftates-gcHi^ai 
to prevent the concl^fioa of the treaty. This in-i 
timatibn was delivered by on« G^altier, an oWcure • 
prieft, who aded as chaplain tK> count Gdlas iho 
Iniperial ambaflfador,- and had been employed afa a; 
fpy by the French miniftry, fincc the commence^ 
ment of hoftilities. His coftne4£lion with tord Jcrfey 
was by means of his lady, whb profeffed tl^ Ro*^ ^ 
man cathoUc religiori . His meffage was cMremdy:^ 
agreeable to the court of St. Gearmarti^s ; andh^T' 
returned to London with a letter of amtjj&iieM? 
from the marquis de Torcy to the earl of Jerfey^ iuJ 
which that n)inifter aflured him of hisf lidafirer's finn . 
cere inclination for peace, though he wa* a,vc$S^ 
to a renewal of the conferences with the ftat«s-gcrfj 
neral. Gxialtier wrote a letter to Verfaittcs, de^-^ 
firing, in the name of the Englifli miniftfy, thsui- 
his mott chriftian majefty would communicate ttr. 
thenvhis prppofals for a general peace, which they, 
would communicate to the ftates-general, iJhiat 
they might negotiate in concert with tb^ir aUtes;-

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A general ahfwer being m^de to this intimation, ^-^^ >7*<* 
Gualdeir .made . ii' fcwnd journey to V^erfaillesi and 
bnoao^t over a tneoroiial^ whk:h was immediately 
tranfmit^d to .Holland, la the m^an time, the 
penfiomry endeavoured to renew tl^e conferences 
in Hottandv Pctkum wrote to the French mini- 
ftry^; th»6 if Jhifi mjgefty .would refume the hegotia- 
tioai, in. concert with the qiaeen of Great-Britain, 
heflbaoldccitaitaly have rea^ to be fatisfied with 
the condud of the Dutch deputies. This, pro- 
pofsd Lewis deeiined, at the defire of the EngJilh 
ttiimfters. 

The ftates .general having perufed the memoriai, P*jj>Jwfent 
afibred quten Anne that they were ready to join wea^'*^ ' 
with her in contributing to the cohcWfion <5f a 
cbrable peace; but they exprcfled a defire that 
tfaGcJ^renchking would communicate a mpr^ par- 
tkolar plan fbr itrcuring tiie intcreft of the allied 
poweis, .and. for fettling th€ irepofe of Europe. 
Gutiltieh wks. once morefcirt toVeffaiUes> accom-v 
pmicd by Mr: Prki:, Mtho. had refided in France 
as fectetary;to ithe ©mbaffie$i c(f the earls of Port- 
hmir'^nd Jerfey. , He had. acquired fome. reputa- 
dcoK by^his poetical talents; was a manpf uncom-* 
ihon ^ility, .iafinttating addrefs, and perfecftly de- 
moted t» . the Tory interqft. He was empowered 
tBmeomiinumcate the prdiimlniuy deniands of the 
Eiagiafli 5 . to /deceive the anf^er of the French king; 
and. denaaad' whether or not king Philip had tranf- 
Aiitted 4 power cxf treating to his. grand^ther. He 
arrived incognitjo at Fontainebkau, and prefc^ted 
the queen's meixiorialy in which flie demanded a;

As Prior's powers were limited in fuch a manner Mcnagw 
tibat he could not negotiate, Menager, deputy from arrives yn- 
the city .of Rouen to the board of trade, accom- En%2 
pahied the Englifti minifter to London, with full 
powers to fettle the preliminaries of the treaty. At 
his arrival in London, the queen immediately 
commiflioned the duke of Shrewfbury, the earls of 
Jericy, Ehirtmouth, Oxford, ahd Mr. St. John, to 
treat widi him j' and. the conferences were immedi- 
ately begun. After long and Various diiputes, 
jhcy agreed upon certain preliminary articies, 
which, on die eighth day of Oftober, were figned 
by the French minifter, and by the two fecretarici 
of ftate, in confequence of a written order from 
herima^y. Then Menager was privately intro- 
^teured to the queen at Windfor. She told him (he 
^s ^vei-fe to war : that fhe would exert all her 
ptyircc tio coteckide a fpeedy peace : that (he Ihould 
beiglad to live upon good terms with the king of 
pramie, to whom fhe was fo nearly allied in blood; 
imd 'flie expreffed her hope that there would be a 
ifiofer union after the peace, between them, and 
between thjeir fubjc(fts, cemented by aperfeft cor- 
relpondcnce and friendfliip. The earl of Strafford, 
wIk) hud been lately recalled from the Hague, 
where he refided as ambaflador, was now lent back 
te Holland, with orders to communicate to the 
penfipnary^ the propofals of peace which France had 
made; to fignify the queen's approb'arion of them, 
>nd propofe a place where the plenipotentaries 
1 Ihould 
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^, Cjr rjji, fhouW aflembJe. The EngUlh minifters now ?rH 
gaged in an intimate correipondeac^ with the court 
of Verfailles ; and marechal TaUard being releafed 
»froni his confinement 3t Npttinghann, waq allowed 
.{o return to his own country on his parole. After 
the departure of Menager, the preliminaries were 
^communicated to count Gs^ljas, the emperor's 
' miniljer, who, in order to inflame the minds of the 
people, caufed them to be trandated and inferted 
m one of the daily papers. This ftep was fo mucl^ 
refented by the queen, th^t Ihe fent a meflage, de- 
siring he would .^ome no more to court ; but tha; 
he might leave the kingdom as foon as he fhould 
think proper. He took the hint, and retired ac- 
. cordingly; but the queen g^ve the emperor tq 

\ pnderftand, that ,any other minifter h^ fhould ap- 

point, would bp admitted by her without hefit^-

' 7^%^'*"'^^ The ftates of Holland, ^l^rmisd at |he prelimi- 
pofah'df™ naries, fent over Buys ^s envoy extraordinary, to 
agreeable to intercede with the queep that fn? would alter her 
refoludons : but fhe cohtinu<?d fteady to her pujjT - 
-, pofe; and the earl of Strafford demanded the ini- 
mediate concurrence of the ftates, dedaring, iij 
the queen's name, that ihe would look upon any 
del^y, on their p^t, jis a retuf;!! to comply with 
her propofuions. Intiniidsited by fhis declaratioiK 
they agreed to open the geper^l conferences aj 
Utrecht on the firft day of January.

Torcy. He wrote a letter to the fame purppfe tp 
the qiie^ of Great-Britain, who received it with the 
pioft mortifying indifference. No wonder that he 
^ould zealoufly contend for the continuance of 4 
war, the expence of which fhe ^d the Dutch had 
hitherto alnioft wholly defrayed. The newpreli- 
fhrnaries were feverely attacked by the Whigs, who 
ridiculed and I'eviled the miniftry in word an4 
writing. Pamphlets, libels, and lampoons, were 
to-day publilhed by one faftion, and to-morrow an- 
fweredi by ' the other. They contained all the in- 
finuations of malice and contempt, all the bitter- 
nefs of reproach, and all the rancour of recrimina- 
tion* In the midft of this contention, the queen 
difpatched the earl of Rivers to Hanover, with an 
affurance to the elector, that his fucceflion to the 
frown Ihquld "be effeftually afcertained in the treaty, 
The ^rl brought back an anfwer in writing : but, 
at the feme time, his eleftoral highnefs ordefed the 
^aron de Bothrfiar, his envoy. in England, to pre- 
§;nt a memorial to the queen, reprcfenting the per- 
nicious confequences of Philip's remaining in pof- 
fcffion of Spain and the Weft- Indies. This remon- 
^r^nce the baron publifhed by way of appeal tp 
the people, and the Whigs extolled it with the 
Jilgheft ericomiums, while .the queen and hernrurii- 
feers refented this ftep, as an officious and inflani- 
matory interpofition. 

The prbpofals of peace made 43y the French violent dc 
king were difagreeable even tofome individuals of ^^f" w^^ 
"the Tory-party, and certain peers who had hither- Lu" i" * 
JO adhpred to that intereft, agreed with the Whigs, ^"«J«- 
;to make a remonftrance ag^nft the preliminary 
articles. The court heing apgrifed of their inten- 
^ -^ . - tion. 
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A.c. 171 1. jJon, prorogued the parliament till the fevehth day 
of December, in expeftation of tlie Scottifh peers, 
who would caft the balance in favour of the mini- 
ftry. In her fpeech, at the opening of the feflion, 
• (he told them that, notwithftanding the arts of 
thofe who delighted rn var, the place apd time 
were appointed for a congrefs ; and that the ftatcs- 
g^neral had exprefled their entire confidence in her 
conduit. She declared her chief concern fhould 
be to fecure the fucceffion of the crown in the 
houfc of Hanover ; to procure all the advantages 
to the nation which a tender and affedkionate fove- 
reign could procure for a dutiful and loyal people ;

In the houfe of lords, the 
carl of Nottingham, who had now aflgciated himfelf 
with the Whigs, inveighed againft the preliminaries 
as captious and infufficient, and offered a claufe to 
be inferted in the addrefs of thanks, reprefenting- 
to her majefty, that in the opinion of the houfe, no 
peace could be fafe or honourable to Great Britain 
or Europe, if Spain and the Weft-Indies Ihould 
be allotted to any branch of the houfe of Bourbon. 
A violent debate enfued, in the courfc of which * 
the earl of Anglefey reprcfented the neceflity of 
cafing the nation of the burthens incurred by an 
cxpenfive war. He affirmed, that a good peace 
might have been procured immediately after the' 
battle of Ramillies, if it had not been prevented 
by fome perfons who prolonged the war for their 
own private intereft. This infinuation was levelled 
at the duke of Marlborough, who made a long 
fpeech in his own vindication. He bowed to the

Ikitr 
creat.end ^is to fr^f e her fiibicdbsi frcmi the nai&ries 
attending an unprofitable w4 and to refbrc peace 
to 'Europe; And this aJhiihc, was* refolved ta ao^. 
cdmpMIh^ in j^ite of all oppofitipn. J^he had aHb 
determined to procvyre reaf(5nable terms of .accQm^ 
Tnidation for her allies^ without, however, continu- 
ingtolavilh the blood and treafure.of her people , 
wi< fiipporting their extravagaht demands. .^Chc 
emperor obftihately infiftc4 upon his claim. to the, 
whole Spaniffi mgnarchy,' rcf ufing ^o gi\'e up the ^ 
leaft yttle of his preccnfions ; and tKc Dutch, ad* - 
hered ro the bid preliiniharie$ which Lewis h^d foK«- 
mcrly rejefted.

Sift knew by experience the difficulty oY dcthrcffif 
ing Philip, rooted asx he was in thj affeijliom of i 
brxrve and loyal people j and, ^at a pr6fecation' of 
this defign woiild ferve no purpofe but to protraA 
the war, and augnient the grievaaces of'the*Briti(h 
nation. 5he.was well acquainted with the diftreffes 
of the French, which fhe confidered as pledges of ' 
their monarch's fincerity. She fcught not the totai 
ruin of that people, already reduced to the brink' 
ef dcfpair. , The-didatcs'of truepaUcy difluaded 
• ' ^ her 
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A. c.i7iaii^j.. from contributing to further conqucfts iii that 
kingdom, which would have proved the fourcc of 
contention among the allies, dcpreffed the houfe of 
Bourjxm below that ftandard of importance which 
the balance of Europe required it {hould maintain, 
and aggrandize the ftatesgeneral at the cxpence of 
• Gre^ Britain. As ihe had borne the chief burden 
of the war, (he had> a; right to take the lead, and 
diftate apian of pacification; at leaft, ihe had a 
rigKt to confult the welfare of* her own kingdom, in 
delivering, by a feparate peace, her fubjedta from 
ihofe enormous loads which they could no longer 
fuftain 5 and iflic was well enough aware of Her 
l3wn confequence, to think flie could* obtain advan- 
tageous conditions. 

Such were the fentiments*of the queen : and her 
•jninifters feem to have aded on the fame princi- 
pled, thqugh, perhaps, party-motives may have 
w3mTb^^^^^^ to influence thcif conduft. . The allies con- 
«rudcd hj cutred in oppofmg with all their might any treaty 
•*^''"^"- -which could not gratify i;heir different vipws of 
fltvarice, intereft, and ambition. They praftifed 
A thoufand little Artifices to intimidate the qiieen^ 
<o eircitc a jealoufy of Lewis, to blacken the *fcha-» 
rafters of her minifters, to raife and keep vtp a 
dangerous ferment among her people, by which 
her life ^nd government were endangerfcd. She 
could not fail to refent thefc efforts, which greatly 
pej^lexed*her meafures and obftrufted her defign* 
Her minifters >jcre fenfible of the dangerous predi -v 
cament in which tl^ey ftood. The queen's health 
was much impaired -, and the fucceffor countenaric-r 
ed the*oppofite f;^6lion. In^cafe of their fovereign's 
death they had nothing to expeft but profecuttoa 
and ruin for obeying her commands ; and they faw 
no hope of fafcty except in renouncing their j^rin-f 
riplcs, and fubmitting to their adverfaries, or clfe 
in taking fuch naeafarcs as would Haften the pacific

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cation, that the troubles of the kingdom might be ^« c. »7W|. 

.appeafed, and the people be fatisfied with thek 
conduA before death fhould deprive them* of their 
foWeign*& proteftion. With ^this view they ad- 
vifed her to ftt on foot a private negotiation with 
Lewis J to ftipulatc certain anvantages for her own 
:ful5jedls in a concerted plan of peace ; to enter into 
-fuch mutu^ confidence with that monarch, as would 
anticipate all clandeftine tranfaAionls to berpreju* 
dice, an(| in fome meafure enable her to prefcribe , 
terms for. her alfies. The plan was judicioufly form- 
ed, but executed with* too muph precipitation, 
'fhe rtipulated advantages were not fu.ch as fhe had 
a right to demand and infill uppn ; and, without 
all dpmbt, better might have been obtained, had 
not the obftinacy of the allies abroad, and the vio- 
lent conduft of the Whig faftion at home, obliged 
,the minifters to relax in feme material points^ and 
haften the conclufion of the treaty. • # 

The articles being privately regulated bctwcca 
^thf; two courts of London andYerfailles, the Eng- 
, KIH plenipotentiaries at Utrecht were furnifhed with 
general powers and inftruAions, being ignorant of 
jthe agreement which the qu^en had made with the 
Jprengh monarch touching the kingdom of Spain, 
>whi(:h was indeed the bafis of the treaty. This ^^^^^^^^^ 
fecret plan of .negotiation, however, had well his" fo^!" 
nigh been deftrt)yed, by fome'unfonefecn events 
* that were doubly affiidling to Lewis. The dauphin 
had died of the fmall pox in the courfe of the pre- 
ceding year, and his xitlehad been conferred upon 
.his fon the duke of Burgundy, who now expired on 
the laft day of Februiary, fix days after the death of 
•>his wife, Mary Adelaide of Savoy. The parents 
weVe foon followed to the grave by their eldeft ofF- 
.jpring the duke of Britanny, in the fixth year of 
his age; fo that, of the di^ke of Burgundy's chil- 
.t^ren, none remained alive but the diike of Anjou, 
•a * the 
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A. a iyit. the prcfent French king, who was at tliat time .-^ 
ficlcly infant. Such a feries of calamities could 
rot fail of being extremely Ihocking t6 Lewis ifi 
his old age •, but tjiey were ftill more, alarming to 
the queen of England, who few that nothing bur 
'the 'precarious life of an unhealthy chiU diyidesd 
the two monarchies* of France and Spain, the unioa 
of which fhe refolvcd by all poffible means to pre- 
vent. She therefore lent the abbe Gualtier td 
Paris, with a memorial, reprefenting the danger 
to which the liberty of Europe would be expoied 
.fhould Philip afcend the *throne of France : and 
demanding, that \ik t;itle, fhould be transferred ta 
his brother the duke of Berry,* in confequencc of 
his pure, fimple, and vpluntary renunciation. > 

Mean while the French plenipotentiaries at 
Utrecht were prevailed upon to deliver their pro- 
pofab in writing, ynder the*name of fpecific offers^ 
which the%allies> received with indignation. They 
were treated in England with univerfal fcorn. Lord 
Hallifax, in the houfe of peers, termed them trifliag, ^ 
arrogant, and injurious to her majefty^and her allies : 
an addrefs was prefented to the queen, in ^ich they 
cxpreffed their refentment againft the'infolenceof 
France, an'd promifed to affift her with all their : 
power in profecuting the war, until a fafe ancj ho- 
nourable peace Ih^uld be obtained. The plenipQ- , 
centiaries oft the allies were opt Ifcfs extravagant; in 
their fpecific demands, than the French had been 
arrogant in their offers. In a word, the minifters . 
fcemcd to have been aficmbled at Utrecht,* rather - 
to ftart new difficulpes and widen the breach, thaa 
to heal .aqimofities, and concert a pfan of pacifica- 
tion. They amufed one another with fruitlefs con- ' 
fcrences, while the queen of Great- Britain enSea^ 
voured to engage the ftates- general in her mea- = 
fureS) that they might treat witj;i France upon mo- - 
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iderate terms, and give law to the reft of the allies, ^f- ^i^ 
She departed from fome 6f her own pretenfions, in 
Girder to gratify them with the poflfeOion of fom« 
• towns in Flanders. She confcnted to their being 
admittedlnto a participation of fome advantages in 
commerce ; ana ordered the Englifti mihiftcrs at 
the congrefs to tell them, that fhe would take her 
.meafures according to the return they ihould 
make on this occafipn. Finding them ftill obftLr 
•hjitefyattsCched to their firft chimerical prelimina^ 
rics, fhe gave them to underftand, that all her 
offers for adjufting the differences were founded 
upon the exprefs condition, Th^ they Ihould come 
into h^r nleaiures, and co-operate with her openly 
and findfcrely j but they had made fuch'bad return? 
to all her condefcenlloa towards them, that Ihe 
looked upon herfclf as releafed fr5m all engage* 
ments.

enter mto feparate meaiures, in order to obtain a 
peace for her own conveniency. When they remon- 
ftrated^ 9g\in& fuch conduft, as contradidory to 
all the alliances fubfifting between the qoeen and 
the ftates- general, the bifhop declared his irtftruc- 
lions further imported, that confidering the con- 
duft of the ftates towards her majefty, Ihc thought 
herfelf difcngaged from all alliances and engage- 
ments with their high mightincffcs. The ftates 
and thie minifters • of the allies* were inftantly in 
commotiori. Prirate meafures were concerted 
with the deftor of Hanover, the landgrave of 
Heflc-Caffcl, and fome other princes of the em- 
pire, concerning the troops belonging to thofe 
powers, in the payof Great^Britain. The ftates- 
general wmte a long letter to the queen, and or- 
dered their envoy at London to deliver it into her 
own hand: Cqunt Zinzendorf the emperor's ple^ 
nipotentiary dilpatched expreffes to his matter, to 
pririce Eugene, and to the Imperial ambaflador at 
LondOQ. The queen held a council at Kenfmgton 
up6n- the fubjeft of the letter-, and ^ frefh order 
was fcnt to the duke of Ormond, direfting him to 
concur with the general of the allies in a fiege. 

On the twenty-eighth day of May, lord Halli- S^^houft ^ 
fox, in the houfc of peers, defc.anted upon the ill i^"!*^ thu 
cbnfcqucnces o£ the duke's refufmg to co-operate " ^' 
wirfi.princc Eugene i and moved 'for an addrcfs,' 
defiring her ^majefty would order the general to aft 
offenfively, in concert with her allies. The trea- 
farcr ' obferved it was prudent to avoid a battle on 
the eve of a peace, efpecially confidering they had 
10 'do whh an enemy fo apt to break his word. The 
carl of 'Wharton replied, this was a ftrong reafon

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A. c. 171ft. for keeping no meafures with fuch an enemy. When 
Oxford declared, that the duke o£OraK>nd had re- 
ceived orders to join the allies in a iiege^ tiie duke 
of Marlborough affirmed, it was impoffible to carry 
on a fiege without either hazarding a battle; in cafe 
the enemy (hould attempt to relieve die piace^ or 
{hamefully abandoning the enterprize* Thp^ duke 
of Argyle having declared his opinioo, that fince 
the time of Julius Csefar there ' had not been a 
greater captain than prince Eugene of Savoy, pb- 
ferved, that confidering the dxfiercnt interefts of 
the houfe of Auftria and of Great-Britain, it might 
not confift with prudence to truft him with the ma- 
nagement of the war, becaufe a battle won or loft 
might intirely break off a negotiation of peace^ 
which, in all probability, was near bdng conclud- 
ed. He added, that two years before, the confe- 
derates might have taken Arras and CuaixAji in- 
Head of amufing themfelves with the infigmficant 
conquefts of Aire, Bethune, and St. Ven^t. The 
duke of Dcvonlhire faid, he was, by proximity of 
blood more concerned than any other in the repu- 
tation of the duke of Ormond y and therefore could 
not help expreffing his furprize, that any one would 
dare to make a nobleman of the firft rank, and of 
fo diftinguiflied a charaifter, the inftrumcnc^ fuch 
proceedings. Earl Pawlet anfwcred, that no body 
could doubt the duke of Ormond's courage ^ but 
he was not like a certain general, who led troops 
to the flaughter, to caufe a great number of officers 
to be knocked on the head, that he might fill his 
pockets by difpofmg of their commiffions. The 
duke of Marlborough was fo deeply affeded by 
this refledion, that though he fuppreffed his re- 
fentment in the houfe, he took the. firft opportunity 
to fend lord Mohun to the earl with a meffage, im- 
porting, that he fhould be glad to come to an ex- 
planation 
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blanation widi hia lordfhip about fome exprelllon 
he had ufed'in that day'« debate ^ and defiring his 
edmpany to take tbc.air in the country.. The earl 
underftood; hts meaning) but could not conceal his 
cmation from the oblcTvation of^his lady, by whofe 
means the affair was communicated to the earl of 
Dat'tmouth iecretary of ftate. Two ceminels were 
iriimediately placed at his lordlhip's gate j the queen, 
by the. ^^^lal of lord Dartoiouth, defired the duke 
of Marlborough would proceed no farther in the 
quarrel : and he alilired her he would pundually 
obey ixer majcfty*s commands. The earl of Ox- 
fond afluned the houfe, that a feparate peace^ was 

, never intended : that fuch a peace would be fo 
bafe, fo knavilh, and rib villainous, that every one 
who ferved the qucf^n knew they muft anfwer it with 
theh- heads to the nation % but that it would appear 
to be a (afc and glorioifs peaqp, much more to the 
hpmxur and intcrell of the nation thaa the firft pre-^ 
liiiuaarics in^ifted upon by the allies. The queftion 
being put for adjournlog, the debate was carried in 
t^c efiicniative ; but twenty lords entered a proteft. 
Tfae«arlofStrafFard,whohadreturned from Holland,

• fidercd. that of Utrecht. He bbferved, . tnat in the 
former negotiations the French minifters had con-

. than what was judged proper to let them know : fo 
thatf the Dupch were abfolutc matters of the fecret. 
He afferted^ that the ftatcs- general ,had confentcd 
to give Naples and Sicily to king Philip : a circuni- 
ftance which proved that the recovery of the whole 
Spanifli naonarchy was looked upon as impraftica-. 
..ble.. He concluded with a motion for an addrefs 
to her' majefty, defiring, that the papers relating 
to the negotiations of the Hague and Gertruyden-

carried without a divifion. 
toyti td- In the houfe of commons Mr. Pulteney moved 
dref. of the £^^ ^^ addrcfs, acquainting her majefty, that 

her faithful commons were juftly alarmed at 
the intelligence received from abroad, that her 
general in Flanders had declined afting offen-r 
fively againft France in concurrence, with her 
allies •, and hefought her majefty, that he might re- 
ceive fpeedy inftrudions to profecute the war with 
the utmoft vigour. This motion was rejeded by a 
great majority. A certain member having in- 
finuated, that the prefent negotiation had been 
carriM on in a clahdcftine dnd treacherous manner, 
Mr. fecretary St. John laid, he hoped it would not 
be accounted treachery to aft for the good and ad- 
vantage of Great Britain : that. he gloried in the 
fmall fhare he had in the tranfaftion ; and what- 
ever cehfure he might undergo for it, the bare fe- 
tisfaftion of adling in that view, would be a fuffi- 
cient recompence and comfort to him during the 
whole courfe of his life. The houfe refolved, That 
the commons had an intire confidence in her ma- 
jefty*s promife t6 communicate to her parliament 
the terms of the peace before it fliould be condud-, 
ed : and, That they would ftipport her againft all 
fuch perfons either at home or abroad as fliould 
endeavour to obftruft it. The queen thanked them 
heartily for this refolution, as biing dutiful to her, 
honeft to their country, and very feafonable at a 
time when fo many artifices were ufed tox^bftruft a 
good peace, or to force one dfiadvantageous to 
Britain, fhey likewife prefented an addrefs, dc* 
firing, they might have an account of the nego- 
tiations and tranfaflions at the Hague and Gertruy- 
deriberg, and know who were then employed Zf 
her m^cfty's plcnipoteatiaries^

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The miniftry forefceing, that Philip would 'not ^•c.»7'»* 
iKTillingiy rcfign his hopes of fuccecdirtg to the 
crown oif France, propofed an alternative, that, in 
cafe of his preferring his expcAation of the crown 
oi France to the prefcnt poffeflSon of Spain, this 
kingdom, with the Indies, fhould be forthwith 
ceded to the duke of Savoy; atnd Philip in, the 
mean time fliould pofiefs the duke's herecfitary do- 
minions and the kingdom of Sicily, together with 
the Montfcrrat and Mantua ; all which territories 
fiiouk} be annexed to France at Philip's fucceffion 
to that crown, except Sicily, which fhould revert 
to the houfe of Aufkria.

this ' expedient, which, however, was rejected by hoonce the 
Philip, who chofe to make the renunciation, rather JJ^'^ef 
than quit the throne upon which he was eftablilhed* 
The queen demanded, that the renunciation fhould 
be ratified in the moft folemn manner by the ftates 
of France ; but fbe afterwards waved this demand, 
in coniuieration of its being regiflered in the diffe- 
rent parliaments. Such forms are but flcndcr fe- 
curities againfl the power, ambition, and interefts 
of princes/ The marquis de Torcy frankly owned, 
thjk Philip's renunciation was in itfelf void, as be- 
ing contrary to the fundamental laws and conflitu* 
tion of the French monarchy ; but it was found 
necelSbry for the fatisfaftion of the Englifh people. 
Every material article being now adjuiled between 
the two courts, particularly thofe relating to the 
king of Spain, die commerce of Great-Britain, and 
the delivery of Dunkirk, a fufpenfion of arms 
prevailed in the Netherlands, and the duke of 
Ormond aftcd in concert with the marcchal de 
Millars. 

On the lixth day of June the queen going to 
he houfe of peers, communicated the plan of peace 
JO her parliament, according to the promife fhe

articles to which both crowns had agreed. Without, 
however, concluding the treaty. She told them 
(he had f^cured ' the proteftant fucceflion, which 
France had acknowledged in the ftrongeft terms ; 
and that* the pretender would be removed from the 
French dominions : that the duke of Anjou (hbuld 
renounce for himfelf and his defcendants all claim 
to the crown of France j fo that the two mo- 
narchies would be for ever divided. She obfervcd, 
that the nature of this propofal was fuch as would 
execute itfelf : that it would be the intcreft of Spain 
to fupport the renunciation : and in France, the 
perfons entitled to th6 fucceflion of that crown upon 
the death of the dauphin, were powerful enough to 
vindicate their own right. She gave them to under- 
ftand, that a treaty of commerce between Eng- 
land and France had been begun, though not y^t 
adjufl:ed j but provifion was made; that England 
Ihould enjoy the fame privileges that France grant- 
ed to the moll favoured nation : that the j^rich 
king had agreed to make an abfolutc ceflion of the 
ifland of St. Chriftophcr*s, which had hitherto been 
divided between the two nations : that he had a!fo 
.confented to reftpre the whole bay and ftraits of 
Hudfon ; to deliver the ifland of Newfoundland, 
with Placentia i to cede Annapolis, with the reft 
of Acadia or Nova Scotia J to demolifti'the forrifir 
(Cations of Dunkirk ; to leave England in poflef- 
fion qf Gibraltar, Port-Mahon, and the whole 
jfland of Minorca : that the trade to Spain , m the 
Weft-Indies might be fettled as it was in the reign 
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his late catholic majeft^ : aod, that fhe had obtain- ^•^- ■7"a' 
cd for h^r fubjefts, the afliento or contraft for fiir- 
nilhing the Spanilh Weft-Indies with negroes for 
the term of thirty years, in the fame manner as it 
had been enjoyed by the French. With refpeft 
to the allies, flie declared, that France offered to 
make the Rhine the barrier of the empire ; to yield 
Brifac^ Fort^Kehl and Landau, and raze all the for- 
treffcs both on the other fide of the Rhine and in the 
iflands of that river : that the proteftant intcreft in 
Germany would be re-fettled on the footing of the 
treaty of Weftphalia : that the Spanifh Nether- 
lands, the kingdoms of Naples and Sardinia, the 
dutchy of Milan, and the places belonging to Spain 
on the 9oaft of Tufcany, might be yielded to hii 
Imperial majefty -, but the difpofitiori of Sicily was 
not yet determined : that the demands of the ftates- 
general with relation to commerce and the barrier 
in the Low-Countries, would be granted with a 
few exceptions^ which might be compenfated by 
bther expedients: that no great progrefs had yet 
been made upon the pretenfions of Portugal ; but 
that thofe of rruffia would be admitted by France 
without much difficulty : that the difference be- 
tween the barrier demanded by the duke of Savoy 
in the year one thoufand feven hundred and nine, 
and that which France now offered, was «ry incon- 
fiderable: that the eleftor Palatine ftiould main- 
tain his prefent rank among the ele&ors : and, 
that France would acknowledge the eleftoral dig- 
nity in the houfe of Hanover. Such were the 
conditions which the queen hoped would make 
fome amends to herfubjeits for the great. and un* 
equal burden they had borne during the whole 
courfe of the war. She. concluded with faying, 
(he made no doubt but they were fully perfuaded^ 
that nothing would be neglefted on her part in the

«ticie»., diately voted, drawn up, and prefented to the 
queen by the commons in a body. When the houfe 
c^ lords took the fpeech into confidcra^iom the duke 
of Marlborough afferted, th^t the irie^wes pur- 
fued for a year paft were direftiy coiijtrary to her 
majefty's engagements with the allies ; that they 
, fullicd the triumphs and glories of her reign » and 
would render the Englifh name odious to all na-: 
tions. The earl of Strafford faid, that fomc of. 
the allies would not have (hewn fuch b^ward- 
nefs to a peace, bad not they been perfuaded and 
encouraged to carry on the war by a member of 
that illuftrious aflembly, who maintained ,a iecret .^ 
correfpondence with them, and fed them with 
hopes that they would be fi^pprted ^r a ftrqng 
party in England. In anfwer to this uit&nuation 
againft Marlborough, lordCowper obfcyrved* that it 
could never be Riggefted as a crime in the meanelt 
fubjed:, ihuch lefs in any member of that auguft 
aflembly, to hold correfpondence with the alli^ of 
the nation ; fuch allies, efpecially, whofe intereft 
her majei^had declared to be infeparable from her 
own, in her fpeech at the opening Otf the felfipn ; 
whereas it would be a hard nutter to juftify and 
reconcile cither with our laws, or with the iaws of 
honour and juftice, the conduft of fonac perfons, 
in treating clandeftinely with the common enemy, 
without the participation of the allies. This was a 
frivolous argument: A correfpondence with way 
perfons whatfoever becomes criminal, whenlt lends 
to foment the divilions of one's country, and arm 
the people againft their fovereign. If £ng}aad ha4 

it 
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it not m her pow^r^ without infringing the laws A»c.i7f», 
of jufiice ^d hopour, to withdraw herfejf from a 
cpnfederacy which Ihe could no longer fupport, 
and p-eat for peape on her own bottoin> then was 
ihc not an a0bciate, but a (lave to th^ alliaace. The 
carl of GkHk^hin affirmed, that the trade to Spain 
w^ fuch a trifle as deferved no confideration ; and 
th|K it would continually diminiih until it Ibould 
be Entirely engroffed by the French merchants, 
^^^Qtwitl^anding thefe rernonftranccs againft the 
plan of pe^ce, the majority agreed to an addrefs, 
in which they thanked the queen for her extraor- 
(Canary condelcenfion in communicating thofe cour 
ditions to her parliament ; and exprefled an intire 
fotisfaiftion with her condud. A motion was made 
for a claufe in the addrefe, defiring hcrmajefty 
would take fuch meafures in concert with her 
y allies, as might induce them to join with her in a 
mutual guaranty. A debate enfued : the queftion / 
w^ put, and the claufe rcjefted. Several noble- 
mp» tntcred a proteft, which was expunged from 
the books of the houfe by the decifion of the ma- 
jority.. 

In the houfe of commons a complaint was exhl- ^ 
b^ied againfb biihop Fleetwood, who, in a preface 
to four lerrftons which he publilhed, took occafion 
to extol the laft miniftry, at the expence of the 
prdent adminiftration. This piece was voted ma- 
licious and faftious, tending to create difc<xd and 
ieditioii amongft her majefty's fubjeds ; and con- 
demned to be burned by the hands of the common 
hangman. They prefented an addrefs to the queen, 
afiuring herof thejuft fenfe they had of the indig- 
nity offered to her, by printing and publifhing a 
letter from the ftates-general to her majefty ; and 
defiring {he would fo far refent fuch iniults as to 
give no anfwer for the future to any letters -or me- 
morials that (hould be thus uihered mto the worl4 

as 
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A c. 17". as inflammatory appeals to the public. Mr. Hamb- 
MoticM for den moved for an addrcfs to her majefly, that flbc 
ofS^proT would .give particular inftruftions to ber plenipo^ 
teftantfuc tentiarics, that in the conclufion of the ttczxy oi 
j^cTii/thc peace, the feveral powers in alliance with her raa- 
hoafe of jefty might be guarantees for the proteftant fucccf- 
•ommons. g^^ jj^ ^j^g illuftrious' houfe of Hanover. The 

queftion being put, was carried in th^ negative. 
Then the houfe rcfolved^ That they had fucn con- 
fidence in the repeated declarations her m2geft3rhax£ 
made of her concern for affuring to the^ king- 
doms the proteftant fucceffioh as by law dlablilh* 
ed, that they could never doubt her taking the 
proper meafures for the fecurity thereof: that the 
houfe would fupport her againft faftion at home 
and her enemies abroad; and did humbly befeech 
her, that fhe would be pleafed to^ diicDuntenance 
all thofe who fliould endeavour Co raife jeakiufies 
, between her majefty arid her fubj€6fes :- especially by 
mifreprefentirig her good intentions for the wdfei 
of her people. The queen ^ixs excreniely pleafed 
with this refolution. When it was prefentcd^ {Hte 
told them, that they had fhewn themfclves hoincft^ 
affertors of the riionarchy, zealous defenders of the. 
conftitution, and real friends to the pmteftant ftiCH 
ceffion. She thought (he had very little. reafon to* 
countenance a compliment of fupcrerogatioi>te 3 
prince who had caballed with the enemies of herr 
adminiftration. On the twentyfirft day of June 
the queen clofed the feflion with a fpeech, expired 
fing her fatisfaAion at the addrefles and fuppUm 
fhe had received ; obferving, that fhould the treaty^ 
be broke off, their burdens would be at leaft con* 
tinued, if not increafed : that Britain would lofe 
the prefent opportunity of improving her own com- 
merce, and eftablifliing a real balance of power in 
Europe: and, that though fome of the aUics might 
be gainers by a continuance of the war, the reft

ftanding the ferment of the people, which was 
now rifcn to a very dangerous pitch, addreffcs ap- 
proving the qucen*j5 condufl: were p refer nted by the 
city of London, and all the corporations in the 
kingdom that efpoufed the Tory intereft. At this 
junqture the nation was to wholly pofleffed \)y the

During riiefe tranfaAions the trenches were open- 
ed before Quefnoy, and the fiege carried on with 
uncommon vigour under cover of the forces com- 
manded by the duke of Ormond. . This nobleman, 
however^ having received a copy of the articles 
Signed by the marquis de Torcy, and frefh inftruc- 
.tions from the queen, fignified to prince Eugene 
and the Dutch deputies, that the French king had The duke of 
agreed to .feveral articles demanded by the queen, SlU^'liti^" 
as the foundation of an armiftice ; and among others, no longer 
to pptthe Engfifh troops, in iminediate poffeffion ^e^of^* 
of Dunkirk : that he cquI^ therefore no longer Q!i«fi»y- 
cover the fie^ of Quefnoy, as he was obliged by 
hi^ loftru&ions to iparch with the Brltifti troopa 
and thofe in the queen's pay ^ and declare a fufpen- 
Son of arifis as foon as he Ihould be pofleffed of 
Punkirk. He expreffed his hope, that they would 
neadily acquiefce in thefe inftrudigns^ as their con- 
currence would aA as the moft powerful motive to 
ihduce. the queen to take all poffible care of their 
Ittcerefts at the congrefs ^ and he endeavoured to 
detnonftrate, that Dunkirk, as a cautionary town, 
was a place of greater cpnfequence to the allies 
tilan Quefnoy. The deputies dcfired he would 
dday his march five days, that thev might have 
time to conl'ult their principals, ana he granted 
jHrce days without hefitation.. Prince Eugene 
obferved, that his marching off with the Britilh 
(troops and the foreigners in the queen's pay, would

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A* c. i7». leave the allies at the mercy of the enemy ; but 

he hoped thefe laft would not obey the duke's or- 

' der. He and the deputies had already tampered 

with their commanding officers^ who abfolutely 

refufed to obey the duKe of Ormond, alleciging', 

that they could not feparate from the confederacy 

without exprefs direftions from their matters^ to 

wliom they had difpatched couriers* An extraor- 

, dinary affembly of the ftates wai immediately film- 

moned to meet at the Hague. The miniftcrs of 

the' allies were invited to the conferences. At 

length, the princes, whofe troops were in the pay of 

Britain, aflured them that they would maintain them 

under the command of prince Eugene for one 

month at their own expence, and afterwards. fuf- 

tain half the charge^ provided the other half fhould 

be defrayed by the emperor and ftatcs-gcneral. 

The bifhop of BriHol knparted to the other 
plenipotentiaries at Utrecht, the conceflions which 
France would make to the allies ; and propofed a 
fufpenfion of arms for two months, that they might 
treat in a friendly manner, <ind adjuft the demanda 
of air the confederates. To this propofalthey 
made no other anfwer^ but that they had no in- 
ftruftions on the fubjedt. Count Zinzendorf, the 
firft Imperial plenipotentiary, prefented a memo- 
rial to the ftatesrgeneral, explaining the danger 
that would refult to the common caufe from a cef- 
fation of arms ; and exhorting them to perfevere in 
their generous and vigorous refolutions. He pro- 
pofed a renewal of the alliance for recovering the 
Sp;anifh monarchy to the houfe of Auftria, and a 
certain plan for profecuting the war with redoubled . 
ardour. Prince Eugene, in order to dazzle the 
confederates with fome bold . enterprize, detached 
major general Grovcftein with fifteen hundred ca- 
valry, to penetrate into the heart of France, This 
officer, about the middle of June, advanced into 
^ Cham- 
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Champagne, paffcd the Noire, the Maefe, the a. c. 1712. 
Mofelle, and the Saar, and retired to Trae^rbach imiption ; 

with a rich booty, and a great number of hoftages, '^^"^^^^ | 

after having extorted contributions as far as the Gro?efteift» 
gates of Metz, ravaged the country, and reduced 
a great number, of villages and towns to afhes. 
The confternation produced by this irruption 
reached the ^y of Paris : the king of France did 
not think himfelf fafe at VerTailles with his ordinary 
guards : all the troops in the neighbourhood of the 
capital were ^Hembled- about the palace, Villars 
fent a detachment • after Gfoveft^ as foon as h« 
underftQod his deftinatipn •, but the other had ] 

gained a day's march -of the French troops, which 1 

had the mortification to follow him fo elofe, that 
they found the flames ftill burning in the villages 
he had deftroycd. By way of retaliation, major- 
; general Pafteur, a famous French parrizan, made 
anexcurlion bpyond Btirgen-op-2oom, and ravaged 
the ifland of Tertole, belonging to Zealand. 

The earl of StnrfFord having returned to Hol- 
land, proppfed a ceflatiort of afms to the ftates- 
general, by whom it wa^ rejefted. ' Then he pro- 
ceeded to the army of the duke of Ormond, where 
he arrived in a few days after the reduction of 
Quefnoy, the garrifon of which were made pri- 
foners oif war on the fourth day of July. By this

rince Eugene refolded to undertake the fiege of 
andrecy : a defjgn is fiud to have been formed by 
e German generals to confine the duke, on pre- 
nce of the arrears that were due to them; and 
jfarm the Britifh troops, left they fiiould join the 
f^nch army.

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A.c. i7ia.fpondence was maintained between the Ei^gUth 
general, and the niarechal de Villars. France hav- 
ing confcntcd to deliver up Dunkirk, a body of* 
troops W4S tranfported from Eiigjand, under the 
command of brigadier Hill, who took poiTeflion 
of the place on the fevcnth day of July, the French 
garrifon retiring to Winoxberg. On the fixteenth 
of the fame month prince Eugene marched from 
his camp at Hafpre, and was followed by all the 
auj^iliaries in the Britifti pay, except a few batta- 
lions of the troops of Holftein-Gdttorp, and 
Walefs regiment of dragoons belonging to the 
ftate of Liege, 
wbopro- ; Landrecy was immediately invcfted, while the 
^r**of ^"^^ of Ormond with the Englilh, forces removed 
K^^ ifrom Chateau-Cambrcfis, and encamped at Avcfne 
le Sceg, proclaimed by found of trumpet a cefla- 
tion of arms ifor two months. On the fame day 
the like arniiftice was declared in the French army. 
The Dutch wcrp fp exafperatcd at the ceflation of 
the, Ejogliih tropps^ that the governors would not 
allow the earl of SfraflFprd to enter Bouchaine, nor 
the Britilh ?rrny to. pals through pouay, though 
in that town th^y had left great qiianjcitjr 6f^ ftbres, 
tpgethcr with their general-fiofpital.^ Prince \ 
Eijgene and the Dutch deputiesli underftahding 
that the duke of Ormond had begun h|s marc!h to- 
wards Ghent, began ^to be in pain for that city, 
anjd fent count Naffau Woudenburg to him with 
. a written apology, condemning and difavowingthc 
conduft of the commandants of Bouchame ^nd^ | 
Douay ; but, notwithftanding thefe excufes, the, 
Englilh troops afterwards met with the 'fame treat- 
ment at, Tournay, Oudenarde, and Lifle : inlults 
which were refented by the whole Britifh nation. 
and feizet The dukc, howcver, purfued his march, and took 
Bru^eL*"^ pofleffion of Ghent and Bruges for the queen ol 
England : then he reinforced the garrifon of Dun-^j 

* kirk; 
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kirkj which he likewife fupplied with artillery and^'^ ■7»>' 
ammunition. ,His conduft was no lefs agreeable 
to his fovereign than mortifying to the Dutch, who , 
nqver dreamed of leaving Ghent and Bruges in the 
hands of the. Englifh, and were tiovf fairly outwit- 
ted, arid anticipated by the motions and expedi- 
tion of the Britifh genc;ral. 

Thf; lofs of the Britifh forces was foon fcverely ThctUJat 
felt in, the allied army. Villars attacked aTeparatei «*cfcated at 
body of their troops encamped at Denain, under ^"**"* 
the command of the earl of Albemarle. Theic 
intrenchments were forced, arid feventeen bat- 
talions either killed or taken. The earl himfelf 
and all the furvivipg officers were made prifoncrs. 
Five hundred waggons loaded with bread, twelve 
pieces of brafa cannon,, a large quantity of ammu- 
nition and f^rovifions,^ a great number of horfes, 
and a cqnftdp^hle boc^ty fell into the hands .of the 
enemy \ and iljis advantage tKey gained in fight of 
prince Eugene,, who advanced on the other, fide of 
the Schelfjp Vto/Aiftain Albemarle; but the'bridjgc 
over that river was broke . down by accident j fq 
that he was prevepted 'from' lending the leaft aflSf* 
tance. * Villars inanjediately inverted Marchiennes, 
wj^erc the principal ftores of the allies were lodged. 
,The place was furrendered on the laft day of July j 
and thegarriTon, confifting of five thoufand men^ 
were conduced prifoners to Valenciennes. He 
afterwards undertook the fiege of pouay ; an en- 
terprise, in confequence of which prince Eugene 
abandoned his defign on Landrecy, and marched 
towards the French, in order to hazard an engage- 
ment. The ftatej), however, . would, not run the 
rifque ^ and the prince had the mortification to fee 
., JDouay reduced by the enemy. He coiild not even 
, prevent their retaking Quefnoy and Bouchaine, of 
which places, they, were in pofleflion before the 
tenth day of Oftober i while the allies enjoyed no 

. Pthcr 
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A*c.i7ii. orfier compenfation for their jgreat loflis, butth^i 
conqueft ot fort iCnocque, which was furprifed by 
one of their partifans. . 
l^gpcfiiof The Bricifli minifters at the congfefs continued 
tcncM^a^r to prefs the Dutch and other allies to join in the 
vtrcchr* armiftice ; but they were deaf to the propofaU and 
concerted meafures for a vigorous profecution of 
the war. Then the earl of Strafford infiiled uponT 
their admitting to t\it congrcfs the plenipotentiaries 
- 6f king Philip ; but he found them equally averie 
to this expedient. In the beginning of Atiguft 
fecretary St John, now created lord vifcount Boling- 
broke^ was fen t to the court of Verfailles incognito^ 
to remove all obftrudtions to the treaty between 
England and France. He was accompanied by 
Mr. Prior and the abbe Gualtier, treated with the 
moft diftinguilhed marks of refpeft, carefled by 
the French king and the marquis de Torcy, with 
whom he adjulted the principaUnterefts of th6, 
duke of Savoy and the cle6kor of Bavaria. He 
fettled the time and manner of the renunciations, 
2tid agreed to a fufpenAon of arms by Tea and land 
for four months between the crowns of France 
^d England j which was accordingly proclaimed 
at Paris and I^ohdon. This negotiation being 
-finilhed in a few days, Bolingbroke returned to 
England, and Prior remained as refident at the 
court of France. The ftates-general breathl&d no- 
thing but war : the penfionary Heinfius pronoun- 
ced an oration in their affembly, reprefenting the 
' impoflibility of concluding a peace without lofing 
the fruits of all the blood and trjcafure they had 
expended. The cortferences at Utrecht were in- 
terrupted i)Y a quarrel between the domeftics of 
Menager and thole of the count de Rechteren, one 
of the Dutch plenipotentiaries. The populace in* 
fulted the earl of Strafford and the marquis del 
Borgo, minifter of Savoy, whofe maftcr was re- 
ported 
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|)6rt^d[ to have agreed to the armiftice. Thefc^*^* »7". 
obftnidions being removed, the conferences were 
renewed, and the Britifti pleilipotentiaries exerted 
all their rhetoric both in public and private to en-' 
g^gc the allies in the queen's meafures. The 
duke of Savoy was prevailed upon to acquiefce in 
die offers of France. Mr. Thomas Harley had 
been fent ambaffador to Hanover, with a view t6 
pejrfiwuk the elcdor that it would be for his intereft 
0> co-^3erate with her majefty: but that princess 
refoluiiioa was already taken. ** Whenever it 
^^ fliail pleafe God (faid he) to caU me to the 
•' throne of Britain, I hope to a£t as becomes me ' 
•* for the advantage of my people : in the mean 
•* time fpcak to me as to la German prince, and a 
** prince of the empire/* Nor was (he more fuc- - 
ceis&d in her endeavours to bring over the king of 
Pniffia to her fentiments. • Lord Lexington was 
appointed ambaffador to Madrid, where king Philip 
iwrnnty fwore to obferve the renunciation, which 
^TOs eppK)v^ and confirmed by the Cortez. The 
like renunciation to the crown of Spain was after- 
wards made by the princes of France : and Philip 
was declare^ incapable of fucceeding to the crown - 
of that realm. The court of Portugal held out 
agiinft the retnonftrances of England, until the 
marifuis Bay invaded that kingdom at the head of 
twenty thoufand men, and undertook the fiege of 
Caippo-M^or, and they found they had no longer 
«ny |5c^ of being affifted by her Britannic majefty. 
The Portuguefe minifter at Utrecht figned the 
fuljperifion of arms on the feventh day of Novem- 
ber, and excufed this ftep to the allies, as the pure 
«ffeft of neceflity; The Englilh troops in Spain 
'•we ordered to feparate from the army of count 
Staremberg, and march to the neighbourhood of 
fcrcdona, where they were cmbark^^d on board of 
N^-93, I an 
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A. c. i7xi. an Englifli fquadron, commanded by Sir Johit 
Jennings, and tranfported to Minorca. 

The campaign being at an end in the Nether- 
lands, the duk^ of Ormorid returned to England-, 
where the party-difputes were become more violent 
/ than ever. The Whigs aftVfted to celebrate the 
anniverfary of the late king's birth-day in London 
with extraordinary rejoicings. Mobs were hired 
^ by both faftions, and the whole city was filled with 
. riot and uproar. A ridiculous fchcme wasconr 
trived to frighten the lord-treafurer with feme 
fquibs in a band-box, which the minifters magni^^ 
fied into a confpiracy. The duke of Hamilton 
having been : appointed ambaflador extraordinary 
to the court of France, the Whigs were alarmed; 
..on the fuppofition that this nobleman favoured the 
pretender. Some difpute arifing between the duk« 
and lord Mohun on- the fubjeft of a law-fuit, 
furnilhed a pretence for a quarrel Mohun, who 
had twice been t;rLed for murder, and was counted 
.a mean tool, as well as the Hedtor of the Whig 
party, fent a m'eflage by general Macartney to the 
duke, challenging. him to fingle combat. The 
principals met by appointment in Hyde park, at«- 
tended by Macartney and colonel Hamilton. They 
mUto "od f^^g'^t withfuch fury, that 'Mohun was killed upon 
icrd Mohun the fpot, and the duke expired before he could be 
duci!^ *" *' conveyed to his own houfe. Macartney difappearf 
• ed, and efcapcd in difguife to the continent. Co*- 
lonel Hamilton declared upon oath before the 

Erivy- council, that when the principals engaged, 
p and Macartney followed their example : tha* 
Macartney was immediately difarmed •, but the 
colonel feeing, the duke fall upon his antagonift, 
threw away the fwords, and ran to lift him up : 
that while he was employed in raifing the duke» 
'Macartney having taken up one of the fwords, 

. Habbed 
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ftabbed his grace over Hamilton's fhoulder, and ^' ^- '7^f* 
retired immediately. A proclamation was iflfued, 
promiiing a reward of five hundred pounds td 
thofe who fliould ippfehe]\d or difcover Macartney^ 
kndthe dutchefs of Hamilton offered three hun- 
dred founds for the fame piirpofe. The Tories 
exclaimed againft this event as a party-duel : they 
treated Macartney as a cowardly afliffin ; and af- 
firmed, that the Whigs had pofted others t)f the 
fame ftamp dl around Hyde-park, in cafe the duke 
of Hamilton had triumphed over his antagonift^ 
knd efcaped the treacherv of Macartney. The 
Whigs, c5n the other hancf, affirm^ that it was alto- 
gether a private quarrel : that Macartney was in- 
tirely irinoceilt of the perfidy laid to his charge: • 
fhat he aftei'wards fubmitted to ^ fair trial, at 
which colonel Hamilton prevaricated in giving his 
evidence, and was contradifted by the teftimony 
of divers perfons who f^w ih6 combat at a dift^nce^ 
The duke of Martbofougli hearing himfclfaccufed ixjo-rf 
as the author of thofe party-milchiefs, and feeing Maribo- 
IS enemies grow every day more and more mi- to tL coi». 
placable, thought proper to retire to the continent,>n«tt«« 
whither he was followed by his dufchels. His 
friend Godolphi'ii had died in September, with the 
general charafter of an able, cool, difpaflionate 
miniftcrr, who had rendered hlmfelf neceffary to 
fbiir Jiicceflive fove reigns, and managed the. fin- 
ances with equal {kill and incegriry. The duke of 
Shrewlbury was liominltcd ambaflador to France,, 
in the room of the dukd of Haniilton : the duke 
D* Aiimont arrived at London in the fame quality 
froin the court of Veffailles \ and aibout the fame 
tfime the queen granted an audience to the marquis 
dc M6nteleone, whom Philip had appointed one 
of his plenipotentiaries at the congrefs. 
. In vain had the Britifh minifters in Holland en* 
deavourcd to overcome the obftinacy of the ftatcs- 
- ^ 1 2 general. 
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A.c. 1711. general, by alternate threats, promifes, and 

ments. In vain did they reprefent, that the confe- 
deracy againft France cduld be no longer fupported 
with any pfofpcft of fuccefs : that the queen's^ aim 
had been to procure realbnable terms for her allies ; 
but that their dppofition to her meafures prevented 
her from obtaining fuch conditions as me would 
have a right to demand in their favour, were they 
unanimous in their confultations. In Norfcmber, 
the earl of Strafford prefented a new plan of peace, 
in which the queen promifcd to infill upon France's 
ceding to the ftates the city of Tournay, and fome 
other places, which they could not cxpcft to poflcfs, 
fhould (he Conclude a feparate treaty. They noVr 
began to waver in their councils. The firft tran- 
fports of their refentment having fubfided, they 
plainly perceived that the continuation of the 'war 
would inrail upon them a burthen which they could 
not bear, cfpecially fince the duke of Savoy and 
the king of Portugal had deferted the alliance : be- 
fides, they were ftaggered by the affair of the new 
barrier, lb much more advantageous than . that 
which France had propofed in the beginning of the 
conferences. They were influenced by another 
motive : namely, the apprehenfion of new mifchiefs. 
to the empire from the king of Sweden, whofe af- 
fairs feemed to take a favourable turn at the Otto- 
man Porte, through the interceflion of the French 
monarch. The czar and king Auggftus had pene- 
trated into Pomerania : the king of Denmark had 
, taken Staden, reduced Bremen, and laid Hamburgh 
under contribution; but count Steenbock the 
Swedifli general defeated the Danifh army in 
Mecklenburg, ravaged Holftein with great bar- 
barity, atid reduced the town of Altena to afhes. 
The grand fignor threatened to declare war againft' 
the czar, 6n pretence that he had not performed 
fome cflTentiai articles of the late peace > but his 

real 
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real motive was an inclination to fupport the king a.c. »7i». 
pf Sweden. X^is difpolition, however, was de- 
feated by a powerful party at the Porte, which was 
averfe to war. Charles, who ftill remained at Ben- 
der, was defired to return to his own kingdom* 
and given to underftand, that the fqltan would pro- 
cure him a. fafe spafTage. He treated the perfon 
who brought this intimation with the mpft out- 
rageous infolence, reje&ed the propofal, fortified 
his houfe,,and refolved to defend himlelf to the 
laft extremity. Being attacked by a confiderable 
body of Turkifh forces, he and his attendants 
fought with the moft fwntic valour, l^hey flew 
fome hundreds of the aflailants j but^ at laft, they 
fet fire to the houfc: fo that he was obliged tp 
furrender himfelf and his followers, who were ge- 
nerally fold for flaves. He himfelf was conveyed 
under a ftrong guard tp Adrianpple. Mean while 
the czar landed with an army in Finland, which 
he totally reduced. Steenbock maintained himfelf 
in Tanningen/ until all his fupplies were cut ofF^ 
and then he was obliged to diliver himfelf and hi? 
troops prifoners of wan But this reverfe was no^ 
forefeen when the Dutch dreaded a rupture be- 
tween, the Porte and the Mufcovit^s, and were 
given to underftand, that the Turks would reviyi 
the troqbles in Hungary. In that cafe, they knew 
the "emperor would recal great part of his ^troops 
from the Netherlands, where the burden of the 
yrar muft lie upon their fhoulders. After various 
confukayonsjin their different affemblies,. they. came generaffigi 
jiHo the queen's meafures, and figned the barrier- ^^^ ^^^riev- 
treaty. • "^^' 

Then the plenipotentiaries of the fgur aflbciajjed 
circles prefented a rempnftrance to the Britifh 
mixiifters at Uurecht, imploring tne queen's inter- 
ppfitign in their favour, that they might not ae 
left jn ,thc mijerable condition to which they had

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4. c. 17 ji. {jggjj reduced by former treaties. They were giveri[ 
to underftand, that if they fhould not obtain what 
they defired, they themfelves would be juftly 
blamed as the authors of their difappointnient ; 
that they had been deficient in furnifhing their 

{)roportion of troops and other neceffaries; and 
eft the whole burden of the war to fall upon the 
queen and the ftates in the Netherlands: that 
When a ceflation was judged neceflary, . they had 
deferted her majefty to follow th^e chimerical projefts 
of prince Eugepe : that while (he profecuted the 
war with the utmoft vigour, they had afted with 
coldnefs and indifference ; but when (he inclined 
to peace they began to exert themfelves in profc- 
icuting hoftilities with uncommon eagernefs : that, 
hevprthelefs, (he would not' abandon their interefts^ 
tut endeavour to procure for them as good condi- 
tions as their prepofterous conduft would allow her 
^ilc$**te-' ^o demand. Even the emperor's plenipotentiaries 
come more began to talk in HI orc moderate term s. ^ ^inzen- 
m^abie. ,^^j,^ declared, that his maiter was very well difpofed 
ifo promote' a general peace j and no longer infifted 
bn a ceffion of the Spaniih monarchy to the houfii 
ofAviftria. ' Philip's minifters, togetner with thofe 
pf BaVaria and Cologne, were admitted to xh6 
congrefs j and now the plenipotentiaries oF Britalr( 
afted as mtdiators for f he reft of the allies. ' 

[' ' The pacification between France and EnglarKl 
was retarded, however, by fome unforefeen difficul- 
ties that arofe in adjufting the. commerce an'd the 
limits of th^ countries pofiefTed by both nations in 
, North- America. A long difpute enfued; and the 
duke of Shrewfbury and Prior held many confe- 
rence? with the French nainiftry : . at length, it was 
compromifed, though not much to the acivantagd 
of Gre?^t- Britain ; and the Englifh plenipotenti- 
aries received an order to fign a feparate treaty, 
"^^ley declared to the minifters Of the Other poWefSj 
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■fliat they and fome other plenipotentiaries were -^•9'*'"' 
ready to fign their rcfpeftive treaties oil the 
eleventh day of April. Count Zinzendorf endea- 
voured to poftpone this tranfaftion, until he fhould 
be furnifhed with frefh rnftruftions from Vienna y 
and even threatened that if the ftates fhoyld fign 
the peace contrary to his defire, the emperor 
would immediately withdraw his troops from the 
Netherlands. The minifters of Great-Britain agreed ^"^^t. 
with thofe of France, that his Imperial majeftynw' 
ftould have time to confider whether he would or^^^'^^' 
would not accept the propofals j biitthis time wasRoJIret. 
extended no farther than the firft day of June ; nor*^^'[2[\ 
would they agree to a ceffation of arms during broke, 
that interval. Mean while the peace with France Vhe peace 
was figned in different treaties by the plenipotenti-.'r'"^ ^^^^^^ 
aries of Great-Britain, Savoy, Pruffia, Portugal, utr^ht!

Jht court and. the minifters of the German 
princes exclfiimed againft the infoience of France, 
which had not even beftowed the title of emperor 
on Jofeph ; but wanted to impofe terms upon 
them with relation to the electors of Cologne and 
Bavaria, - ' ' ^ . x ,. , 

The treaties of peace and commerce betv/e'en ^.c. 1713,^ 
Endand and France being ratified by the queen 
of England, the parliament was aflembled on the 
ninth day of April. The cjueen* told them the 
treaty was figned, and that m a few days the rati- 
fications would beexchanged. Siie faid, what fhc ^ 

had done for the proteftant fucceffion, and the per- 
fedt friendlhip fubfifting between her and the. houfe 
^f Hanover, woiild ~ convince thofe who wiftied' 
well to both, '' and defired the quiet and fafcty of 
* 1 4 % their 
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A.c. 171 3. tjieir qountry, how vain all attempts, were to divide 
' them. She left it intirely to the houfe of com-r 
mons to determine what force might be peceffary 
for the fecurity of trade by fea, and for guatds anc^ 
garrifons. " Make yourfeives fafe ((aidlhe)and 
*' I ftiall be fatisfied. Next to the proteftion of 
_ " the divine providence, I depend updh the loy- 
*' alty and affeftion of my people. I want na 
/ '^ other guaranty.** She recomnicnded to their 
pfoteftion thofe brave men who had ^xpofed tj^eir 
Jives in the fervice of their country, and could not 
be employed in time of peace. She defired they 
would concert proper mcafures for eafipg the fo- 
reign trade of the kingdom J for improving and 
encouraging manufaftu res and thefiftiery-, and for 
employing the hands of idle people. She expreffed 
her difpleafure at the fcandalous and feditious libels 
whiclv had been lately publiflied. She exhorte4 
them to confider of new laws to prevent this licen- 
tioufnefs, as well as for putting a flop to the .im- 
pious practice of duelling. She conjured them to. 
vfe their utmofl: endeavours to calm the minds of 
^ men at home, that the arts of peace might be cul-r 
tivated 5 and that groundlefs jeaTouiies contrived 
by a faftion, and fomented by party-rage, might 
not cfFedl that which thfeir foreign enemies could 
not accomplilh. This was the language of a pibus» 
candid, and benevolent fovereign, who loved her 
fubjedls with a truly parental affedion. The par- 
Botu hrufes liament confidered her in that light. Each houfe- 
mcnto>n. prefented her with, a warm addrels of thanks and 
gratuUte congratulatiorf, expreffing in particular, their in- 
11 ^rnThT violable attachment to the proteftant fucceflion in 
!**"•» the illuftrious houfe of Hanover. The ratifica- 
tions of the treaty being exchanged, the peace was 
proclaimed on the fifth of May, with the ufual ce- 
remonies, to the inexpreffible joy of the natioh in 
general; and it wa^ about this period, that the

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chevalier de St. George conveyed .a printed re- A.c.1713. 
Ddonftrance to the minifters at Utrecht, folemtily 
protefting againft ^11 that might be ftipulated to 
his prejudice. The commons, in ^ fecond addrefsy 
had befou^ht her majefty to communicate to the 
houfe in due time the treaties of peace and com- 
merce with France ; and now they were produced 
hy Mr. Benfon chancellor of the exchequer. 

By the treaty of peace the French king obliged 
himfdf to abandon the pretender, acknowledge the 
queen's title and the proteftant fucccffion ; to raze 
die fortifications of Dunkirk within a limited time, 
on condition of receiving an equivalent : to cede 
Newfoundland, Hudfon*s-bay, and St. 'Chrifto- Subftanceof 
pher*s, to England 5 but, the French were left in Jj^'^t^^'p'^c. 
pofleffion of Cape Breton, and at liberty to 'dry 
their fifh on Newfoundland. By the treaty of com- 
merce a free trade was eftabliflied, according to 
the tariff of the year one thoufand fix hundred and 
fixty-four, except in fome commodities that were 
fubjefted to new regulations in the year fifteen 
hundred and ninety-nine. It was agreed. That no 
other duties fliould be im^ofed on the productions 
of France imported into England, than thofe that 
were layed on the fame commodities from other 
countries : and, That commiflaries ihould meet at 
London p adjuft all matters relating to com- 
merce : as for the tariff with Spain, it was not yet 
finished. It was ftipulated. That the emperor 
ftould poffcfs the kingdom of Naples, the dufchy. 
of Milan, and the Spanilh Netherlands, That the . 
dul^e of Savoy flaould enjoy Sicily, with the title of 
king : That the fame title, with the ifland of Sar-' 
dinja, ftiould be allotted to the elector of Bavaria, 
as aninderanificfttion for his lofles : That the ftates-. 
general fhould reftore Lifle and its dependencies : 
and. That Namur, CharlerOy, Luxemburg, Yrpres, 
^nd Newpoit, flioUld be added to the osher places 
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A^B c. 1713. ^j^gy already poffeffed in Flanders, That the king* 
of Pruflla fliould have Upper Gueldres, in lieu of 
Orange and the other cltates* belonging to that 
faoiily in Franche Comte. The king ot Portugal 
was fatisfied ; and the firft day of Jun^ was fixed* 
^s the period of time granted to the emperor for 
Coiifideration.

of Frapce, than tholjb that were drawn from the 
iatne produftions of aAy other people. The ba-* 
lanoe of trade having long inclined to the fide of 
France, fevere duties had been laid on all the prb-^ 
du(5lions and manufaftures of that kingdom, fo is 
almoft to amount to a total prohibition. Some 
members obferved, that, by the treaty betwe'en 
England and Portugal, the duties charged Upon' 
the wines of that country, were lower cbaft thofe 
I|iyed upon the wines of France : . that ftiould tHcy 
now be reduced to fin equality, thft difference of 
freight was fo great, that the French wines ^ouM; 
be found much cheaper than thofe of Portugal ; 
sttid, as they werfe more agreeable, to the tafte of 
the nation in general, there would be no hiafk^t 
for the PortUguefe wines in England : that fhould' 
this be the cafe, the Englifh would lofe their ttade' 
with Portugal, the moft advantageous of ariy 
traffic which they now carried on : for it cohfumed 
a great quantity of thefr manufaftures, and re-' 
tiirned 2^ yearly fum 6f fix hundred riioufand pounds' 
in gold. Mr. Nathaniel Gould, formerly gbver-' 
nor of the bank, affirmed, that as France Iwtd, fince* 
'^ ' the 
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t5;e revolation, encouraged woollen mamlfaftures, a;g. 1713; 
^nd prepared at home . lever^l commodities which' 
formerly they drew from England 5 fo the JLnglifh 
had learned to make filk ftufFs, paper, and all man- 
ner of toys formeriy imported from France : by 
which means, an infinite number of artificers was 
employed, and a vaft fjim annually faved to the' 
nation : btrt thefe people would npw be reduced 
to beggary, and that money loft again to the . 
kingdom, Ihould French commodities' of the fame- 
kind be imported under ordinary duties, becaufe 
labour was much cheaper in France than in Eng-* 
land, cbnfequfenly the Britilh manufaiftures would 
be uriderfold and ruined. He urged, that the ruih- 
of the filk manufafture would be attended with* 
another di fadvan tage. Great cjtraritities of woollen^ 
cloths Afrere vended in Italy and TuVky, in cohfe- 
quenc^ of the raw filk which the 'T!,nglifti nier- 
chants bought trjp ^n th6je countries • and,- IhoukJ 
the filk |iiariufa(5^ur,e at horjfie be loft, thofe mairkets v 

fpr Britifii commodities woiild fail ofcourfe. Others^ 
alfcdged, that if t;he artcles of dbmmercc had beerf 
fettled before the* Englifh troops fepai-ated from* 
fhofedf the confederates, thePrench king would 
pot have prefumed- to infift upon fuch terms, hut 
Jianne teen glad to comply vith more moderate Con- 
ations. Sir William Wyndham reflefted on the 
Idtc mjriiftry, for' having neglefted to make an ad-* 
varitageous pester when it was in their power. He 
faid, that Portugal would always have occafioh for' 
the woollen minufafturies and the corn of Eng- 
land^ 4 J^d be obliged to buy them at all events. 
After ^ violent debate, the houfo refolved; by a 
great majority. That a bill ftiould be brought in 
to make good the eighth and ninth articles of the 
treaty of ' commerce with Frarice. Againft thefe 
^ articles^ however, the Portuguefe miftifter prefented 
a memorial, declafinrgj* that ftiould the duties -©tit

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A. c, 1713. prench wines be lowered to the fame Jevel with 
thofe that were layed on the wines of PdrtugaU his 
mailer would renew the prohibition of the woollen 
manufadures, and other produfts of Great-Bri- 
tain. Indeed all the trading part of the nation ex- 
clained againft the treaty of commerce^ which feems 
to have been ccxicluded in a hurry, before the mi- 
niilers fully undcrftood the nature of the fiibjedt. 
This precipitation was owing to the fears that their 
^ endeavours after peice would mifcarry, from the 
intrigues of the Whig fadion^ and the obfenatc 
oppofition of the confederates. 

The comnions having granted an aid pf two 
ftiUings in the pound, proceeded to renew the 
duty on malt for another year, and extended this 
t^x to the whole iiland, notwithilanding the warm 
r^monftrances of the Scoi;tifli members, who reprc- 
fented it as a burden which their country could 
the ra" r not bear. They infifted upon an exprefs article of 
1^""^^ ,the union, ftipulatipg, That no duty (hould be 
*^ ' layed on the malt in Scotland during the war, 
which they affirmed was not yet finiihed, inaimuch 
as the peace with Spain had not been proclaitned. 
Puring the adjournment of the parliannyent, on ac- 
coupt of the Whitfun- holidays, the Scots of both 
houses laying aQde all partyrdiftin&ions, met and 
deliberated on this iiibjed. They deputed the 4ukc 
of Argyle, the earl of Mar,^ jMt. Lockhart, and 
Mr. Cockburne, to lay their. grievances before the 
queert. They reprefented, that their countrymen 
bore with impatience the violation of fome articles 
pf the union ; and that the impofition of iiich an 
infupportable burden as the malt- tax* would in all 
probability prompt them to declare the unipn dif- 
fijived. The queen, alarmed at this remonftrance, 
anfwered, that fhe wifhed they might not have 
caufe to repent of fuch a precipitate refolution.; 
but ihe W9uld endeavour .to make all ^iags.eafy«

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On the firfl: day of June, the carl of Findlater, in ^' c* >7«3* 
the houfe of peers, reprcfented that the Scottifh 
nation was aggrieved in many inffances : that they 
were deprived of a privy -council} fubjeflied to th^ 
Englilh laws in cafes of U'eafon •, that their nobks 
were rendered incapable of being created Britifli 
peers : and that now they were oppreffed with the 
infupportable burden of a mak-tax, when they ha4 
reafon to expedt they ftiould reap the benefits of 
peace : he therefore moved, that leave might b? 
given to bring in a bill for diflblving the union, 
and fccurbg the proteftant fucceffion in the houfe ^. 
of Hanover. The lord North and Grey aifirmed, tuhiordt' 
that the complaints of the Scots were groundlcfs j ^J^j^^j^^'f* 
that the diflblution of the union was impraftica- rdye the 
ble i and he made fome farcaftic refleftions on the '*"^**°' 
poverty of that nation. He was anfwered by tte 
earl. of Eglington, who admitted the Scots were 
poor^ and therefore unable to pay the malt-tax* 
The earl of Hay, among other pertinent remarks 
upon the union,^ obferved, that when the treaty 
was maxle^ the Scots took it for granted that the 
parliament of Great- Britain would never load them 
with any impofition that they had reafon to believe 
grievous. The earl of Peterborough compared the 
union to a marriage. He faid, that though Eng- 
land, w)ip mull be fuppofed the hufband, might 
in fome inftances prove unkind to the lady, fhe * 
Ought not immediately to fuc for a divorce, the 
rather becaufe fhe had very much mended her for- 
tune by the match. Hay replied, that marriage 
was an ordinance of God : and the union no more 
than a political expedient. The other affirmed, 
that the contract could not have been more folemn, 
unlefs, like the ten commandments, it had come 
from heaven : he inveighed againfl: the Scots as a 
people that would never be fatisfied i' that would 
We all the advantages refulting from the union, 

but 
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A,c. 1713. but wQuld pay nothing l?y their good will, although , 
they had received more money from England than 
the amount of all their eftates. To thcfe animad- 
ycrfipns the duke of Argyle made a very warm re- 
fly. " I have been reflefted on by fome people 
<^ (faid he) as if I was difgufted and had changed 
*' fides; but I defpife their perforis, as much as i 
<« undervalue their judgment.** He urged, that 
the malt-ta^c in Scotland was like taxing land by 
the acre thrdtighdut England, becaufe land was 
worth five pounds an acre in the neighbourhood 
^ of London, and would not fetch fo many Ihillings 
in the remote counties. In like manner, the Eng- 
^ lilh malt was valued at four times the price of that 

which was made in Scotland ; therefore' the tix iri 
this country muflt be levied by a regiment of dra- 
goons. He owned he had a great fhare in maldng 
the union, with a view to fccure the proteftant 
fucceflion ; but he was now fatisflcd this end might 
be anfwereid as effedtually if the union wais diffolv- 
cd ; and, if this ftep fliould not be taken, he did 
did not expeft long to have either property left in 
Scotland, or liberty in England. All the Whig 
members voted for the diffolution of that treaty 
which they had fo eagerly promoted ; while the 
Tories ftrenuoufly fupported the meafure, agiainft 
which they had once argued with fuch yehemence.. 
In the courfe of the debate, the lord-treafurer obV 
ierved, that although the malt-tax were impofed, 
it might be afterwards remitted by the crown. The 
earl of Sunderland exprefled furprize at hearing 
that noble lord broach a dodrihe which tended to 
cftablifh a defpotic dilpenfing power and arbitrary 
government. Oxford replied, his family had never 
been famous, as fome others had been, for pro- 
moting and advifing arbitrary meafures. Sunder- 
land confidering this expreffion as a farcafm levelled 
a^ the memory of his father, took occafioW to vin-» 

dicate 



tiicate his conduft ; adding, that in thofe days the ^C- >7iv 
other lord's family was hardly known. Much 
.violent altercation was difcharged. At length the 
motion for the bill w$s rejedbed by a fmall majority^ 
and the malt- bill afterwards paffed with great dif- 
ficulty. 

Another bill being brought into the houieof 
commons, for rendering the treaty of commerce 
cfFcdual, fuch a number of petitions were delivered 
againft it, and fo many folid arguments advanced 
by the merchants who were examined on the fub- 
jed, that even a great number of Tory members 
were convinced of the bad confequence it would 
produce to trade, and voted againft the miniftry on 
this occasion; fo that the bill was rejefted by a ma- 
jority of nine voices. At the fa:me time, however, 
the houfe agreed to an addrefe, thanking her ma- 
jefly for the great care Ihe had taken of the fecurity 
and honour of her kingdoms in the treaty of 
peace -, as alfo for having layedfq good a founda- 
tion for the intereft of her people in trade. They 
likewife befought her to appoint commiflloners to 
treat with thofe of France, for adjoifting fuch mat- 
ters as fhould be neccflary to be fettled on the fub- 
jed of commerce, that the treaty might be ex- 
plained and perfefted for the good and welfare of 
her people. The queen interpreted this addrefe 
into a full approbation of the treaties of peace and 
commerce, and thanked them accordingly in the 
warmeft terms of fatisfaftion and acknowledgment. 
The commons, afterwards defired to know what Adtfrefrof 
equivalent Ihould be given for the demolition of ^^'^ *=««^- 
Dunkirk ; and fhe gave them to underftand, that Jatin'g,to' 
this was already in the hands of his moft chriftian ^"'»fcif'=» 
nwjefty : then they befought her that (he would 
pot evacuate the towns of Flanders that were in 

her poffeflion, until thofe who were mtitled' to the

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A e. 1^13: forefeignty of the Spanifli Netherlands- fhouW 
agree to fuch articles for rcgnlaring trade as might 
place the fubjefts of Great- Britain upon an eqwA 
footing with thofe of any other nation. The 
queen made a favourable anfwer to all their rtttMi^ 
ftrances. Such were the fteps taken by the par- 
liament during this feffion, with relation to the fa- 
mous treaty of Utrecht, againft which the Whigi 
fo violently exclaimed, that mftny- well- meaning 
people believed it would be attended with the icai 
mediate ruin of the kingdom : yet, under the 
fliadow of this very treaty, Gr^feit* Bl-itatn enjoyed 
along term of peace and tranquility. Bifliop Bur- 
net was heated with an enthufiaftic terror of the 
hotifc of Bourbon. He declared to the queen k 
private, that any treaty by which Spain and the 
Weft-Indies were left in the haiuis of king Philips 
muft in a little time deliver at) Europe into the 
hands of France : that if any fuch peace was made, 
the queen was betrayed and her peopk ruined; 
that in lefs than three yeirs fhe would be murder^ 
^d, and the fires would blaze again in Smithfleldi 
This prelate lived to fee his prognoftic c&£ip^ 
pointed -; therefore he might have luf^preCed tlul 
anecdote. -^ 

On the twenty-fifth day -of June, the queen fig- 
nified, in a meffage to the houfe of conMnons, that 
her civil lift was burdened with fome debts incurred 
by fcveral articles^^ of extraordinary expence ; and 
that fhe hoped they would impowcr her to raofe 
fuch a fum 6f money upon the funds for th^x. pfo- 
vifion, as would be fumcient to difchafge the in- 
cumbrances, which amounted to five hundred thou^ 
fend pounds. A bill was immediately prepare 
for raifing this fum on the civiWift revenue, and 
paffed tl?/ough both houfes with fome difficully. 
Both lords and commons addrcfled the queen con* 

ccrning. 
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terning the chevalier de St. George, who had re- a.c 1713. 
paired to Lorrain. They defired fhc would prcfs 
the duke of that name, and all the princes and 
ftates in amity with her, to exclude from their do- 
minions the pretender to the Imperial crown of 
Great Britain. A public thanksgiving for the ^*®!^"^* <»^ 
peace was appointed and celebrated with great fo- tn^hnd. 
Icmnity -, and, on the fixteenth day of July, the 
cjueen clofed the feflion with a fpeech, which was 
not at all agreeable to the violent Whigs, becaufc 
it did not contain one word about the pretender 
and the proteftant fucceffion. From thefe omif- 
fions they concluded, that the diftates of natural 
aflFeftiofl had biaffed her in favour of the cKevalier 
de St. George. Whatever fentimerits of tender- 
nefs and companion (he might feel for that unfor- 
tunate exile, the acknowledged fon of her own fa- 
ther, it docs not appear that Ihe ever entertained a 
thought of altering the fucceffion as by law efta- 
bliflied. - The term of Sacheverel's fufpenfion be- 
ing expired, extraordinary rejoicings were made 
iJpon the occafion. He was defired to preach be- 
fore the houfe of commons, who thanked him for 
his fennon ; and the queen promoted him to the 
rich benefice of St. Andrew's Holborn. On the 
other haad, the duke D'Aumont, ambaflador from 
France, was infuUed by the populace. Scurrilous 
ballads were publifhed againft him, both in the 
Englilh and French languages. He received divers 
anonymous letters, coutaining threats of fetting fire 
to his houfe, which was accordingly burned to the 
ground, though whether by accident or defign he 
could not well determine. The magiftracy of 
Dunkirk having fent a deputation with an addrefs 
to the queen, humbly imploring her majefty to 
^re the port and harbour of that town, and re- 
prefcnting that they might be ufeful to her own 
lubjefts, the memorial was printed and difperfed,

A. c,f7i3,and the arguments it contained were anfw^red^ud 
refuted by Addifon, Steele, and Maynwaring. 
Commiflioners were fent to fee the fortifications of 
Dunkirk demoiifhed. They were accordingly raeed 
to the ground y the harbour was filled up -, and the 
duke D*Aumont returned to Paris in the mqnth 
of November. The queen, by her remonftranoes 
to the court of Verfailles, had procured the en- 
largement of one hundred and thirty-fuc protef- 
tants from the gallies ; but underftanding that as 
many more were detained on the fame aiccount, (he 
made fuch application to the French miniftry, that 
they too were releafed. Then flie appointed ge- 
neral Rofs her envoy extraordinary to the king of 
France, 

The duke of Shrewlbury being nominated lord- 
lieutenant of Ireland, afiembled the parliament of 
that kingdom on the tw/enty-fifth day of Novem- 
ber, and found the two houfes (till atvariance^ on 
the oppofite principles of Whig and Tory. Allan; 
Tf th7^l"r?* Broderick beir>g chofen fpeaker of the co«uno«3f . 
1 ament of they Ordered a bill to be brought in to attaint the 
Ireland, pretcndcr and all his adherents. They pro&cuted 
Edward Loyd for publiihing a book intituled,, 
" Memoirs of the chevalier de Sl George \* and 
they agreed upon an addrefs to tbe^qyecn, to re- ^ 
move from the chancellorihip Sir ConftaAtine 
Phipps, who had countenanced the Tories of that 
kingdom. The lords, however^ refolvcd, that • 
chancellor Phipps had, in his feveral ftations, ac<- 
quitted himfelf with honour and integrity. The. 
, two houfes of convocation prefented an addrefs to 
the fame purpofe. They likewife complained of Mr. 
Molefworth, for having infulted them, by faying 
when they appeared in the caftle of Dublin, *' The 
•« that have turned the world upfide down ar 
** come hither alfo •/' and he was removed froH 
the privy-council. The duke of Shrew(bury receive( 

order 
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orders to prorogue this parliament, which was di- ^.c. tji^, 
yided againft itfelf, and portended nothing but do- 
meftic broils. Then he obtained leave to return 
to England, leaving chancellor Phipps, with the 
afchbifhops of Armagh and Tuam, juftices of the 
kingdom. 

The parfiament of England had been diffolved ; ^^ f '^- 
and the eleftions were managed in fuch a manner En^iaal 
as to retain the legiflative power in the hands of 
the Tories : but the meeting of the new parlia- 
ment was delayed by repeated prorogations to the 
tenth day of December ; a delay partly Owing to 
the queen's indifpofition, and partly to the con- 
tefts among her miniftcrs. Oxford and Boling- 
brokc were competitors for power, and rivals in 
reputation for ability. The treafurcr's parts were 
deemed the mbre folid ; the fecretary's more Ihin- 
ing: but both minifters were afpiring and ambi- 
tious. The firft was bent upon maintaining the 
firft rank in the adminiftration,' which he had pof- 
feffed fince the? revolution in the miniftry : the other 
diHalned to aft as a fubaltern to the man whom he 
thought he excelled in genius and equalled in im- 
portance. They began to form feparate cabals, 
and adopt different principles. Bolingbroke in- 
fmuated himfelf into the confidence of lady Maf-' 
harli, to whom Oxford had given fome caufe of 
dHguft. By this communication he gained ground 
in the good opinion of his fovcreign, while the 
trcafurer loft it in the fame proportion. Thus flie 
who had been the author of his elevation, was now 
ufed as the inftrumentof his difgrace. The queen 
was fenfibly afFefted with thefe diffentions,- which 
flie interpofed her advice and authority by turns to 
t cafe ; but their mutual animofity continued to 
I de under an exterior accommodation. The in- 
t ft of Bolingbroke was powerfully fupported by 
i Simon Harcourt the chancellor, Sir William 

K 2 Wyndham, 
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A,c.i7i3, Wyndham, and Mr. fecrctary Bromley. Oxford 
perceived his own influence was in the wane, and 
began to think of retirement. Mean while, the 
carl of Peterborough was appointed ambaffador to 
the king of Sicily ; and fet out for Turin. The 
queen retired to Windfor, where (he was feized 
with a very dangerous inflammatory finrcr. The 
hopes of the Jacobites viiibly rof©: the public 
funds immediately fell : a great run was n\ade upon 
the bank, the direftors of which were overwhelm- 
ed with confternation, which was not a little increaC> 
^d by the report of an armament equipped in the 
ports of France. They fent ooe of their members 
to reprefent to the treafurer the danger that threat- 
ened the public credit The queen being made 
acquainted with thefe occurrences, figned a letter 
to Sir Samuel Stancer lord mayor of London^ de- 
claring, that now ihe was recovered of her late in- 
difpofltion, (he would return to the place of her 
ufual reildence, and open the parliament <» the 
fixteenth day of February. This intimarion (he 
fent to her loving fubjefts ctf the city of 1-ondon,. 
to the intent that all of them, in their fbveral fta- 
tions, might difcountenance thofe malicious ru- 
mours fpread by evil-minded perfohs, to. the pre- 
judice of credit, and to the imminent hazard of the 
public peace and tranquillity. The queen's re • 
covery, together with certain intelligence that the 
armament was a phantom, and the pretender ftiU 
in Ijorrain, helped to afluage the ferment of the 
nation, which had been induftrioufly raifed by party- 
wtitewem- wrftings. Mr. Richard Steele publilhtd a perfor-

I of England were aflerted in a large volume, fu - 

pofed to be written with a view to pave the w- 1 
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fcr t^c- pretender's acceflion. One Bedford wasA}c.t7ia* 

apprehended, tried, cOnvifted, and feyerely puniih- 
cd, as the publiiher of this treatifc. 

While England was harraffed by thefe inteftine 
commotions^ the emperor, rejefting the ter ms^ of 
peace propofed by France, refolved to maintain tht 
war at his own cxpcnce, with the afliftance of the 
empire. - His forces on the Rhine, commanded by 
prince Ei^ne, were to much outnumbered by the 
Preach, under Villars, that they could not prevent 
the enemy from reducing the two important for- 
treflcs of Landau and Friburg. His Imperial ma- 
jefty hoped,, that the death of queen Anne, or that 
of Lewis XIV. would produce an alteration in 
Europe that might be favourable to his intereft ^ 
and he depend^ upon the conrluft and fortune of ' 
prince Eugene for fome lucky event in war. But 
finding. himitlf difappointed in all thefe expecta- 
tions^ and abfblutely unable to fupport the expence 
of aaodier campaign, he hearkened to overtures 
g£ peace that were made by the electors of Cologne 
and Paladne ; and conferences were opened at the 
-caftle of Al-Raftadt, between prince Eugene and 
^larechal de Villars, on the twenty-fixth day of 
November* In the beginning of February they J^^^^^J^^^'J 
ffparatcd, without feemihg to have come tp any tween the 
4:ondufion: but all the articles being fettled be-rXl'*"* 
tween the courts of Vienna and Verfailles, they met 
again at the latter end of the month : the treaty 
was figned on the third day of March ; and orders 
were* fent to the governors and commanders on 
both fides, to defift from all hollilities. By this 
treaty, the French king yielded to the emperor 
d Brifacv with all its dependencies, Friburg, the 
ts in the Brifgau and Black Foreft, together 
th fort Khel. He engaged to dcmolifh the 
tifications oppofite to Huningen, the fort of Sel- 
ighen, and all between that-and Fort Louis. The 
vn and fortrcfs of Landau were ceded to the king 

K.j of 
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A, c, i7»3-of Francejwho acknowledged the cIe£tor of Hanover. 
. The eledors of Bavaria and Cologne were reftorcd 

to all their dignities and dominions. The emperor 
was put in immediate ppffeflion of the Spanifh 
Netherlands ; and the king of Pruflia was permit- 
ted to retain the high quarter of Gueldres. Finally, 
the contrafting parties agreed that a congrefs fhouM 
be opened on the firft of May, at Baden in Swif- 
ferland, for terminating all differences : and prince 
Eugene and marechal de ' Villars were appointed 
their firft plenipotentiaries. 
Principal ^^^ ratificatwns of the treaty between Great- 
articiesin Britain and Spain being exchanged, the peace was 
betw^n^ proclaimed' on the firft day of March, in London ; 
Great Bri. ^and the articles were not difagreeable to the Eng- 
f^^^ lilh nation. The kingdoms of France ahd Sjpain 
were feparated for ever. Philip acknowledged thp 
proteftant fucceflion, and renounced the pretender. 
He agreed to a renewal of the treaty of navigatioti 
• ^nd commerce concluded in the year one thoufand 
fix hundred and fixty-feven. He granted an ex- 
dufive privilege tp the, Englifli for furnilhing the 
Spanifh Weft-Indies with negroes, according to 
the affiento contradt. He ceded Gibraltar to Eng- 
land, as well. as the ifland of Minorca, on condition 
that the Spanifh inhabitants (hpuld enjoy their eftates 
and religion. He obliged himfelf to grant a full par^- 
don to the Catalonians, with the poflfeflion of all their 
Mcrtin w ^ft^^^^9 honours, and privileges, and to yield the 
tke pariia- kingdom of Sicily to the duke of Savoy. The new 
F">^' parliament was opened by commiflion in February, 
and Sir Thomas Hanmer was chofen fpeaker of 
the houfe of commons. On the fecond day of 
March, the queen being carried in a fedan to the 
houfe of lords, fignified to both houfes, that ft^e 
had obtajned an honourable and advantageous 
peace for her own people, and for the greateft part 
of her allies j and fhe hoped her interpofition might 
prove effedua} to complete thp fettlemerit of 
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lEuropc. She obferved, that fome perfons had^*^**7»3» 
been fo malicious as to infinuate that the protec- 
tant fucceffion in the houfe of Hanover was in dan- 
ger under her government j but that tho'fe who 
endeavoured to diftraft the minds of men with 
imaginary dangers, could only mean to difturb 
the public tranquillity. She faid, that after all fhe ' 
had done to fecure religion and the liberties of her 
people,! ^^ could not mention fuch proceedings 
without fome degree of warmth ; and Ihe hoped her 
parliament wopld agree with her, that attempts to 
weaken her authority, or to render the pofleflion of 
the crown uneafy to her, could never be proper 
means to ftrengthen the proteftant fucceffion. Af- 
feSionate addreffes were prefented by the lords, 
the commons, and the convocation ; but the ill 
humour of party ftill fubfifted, and was daily in- 
flamed by new pamphlets and papers. Steele, fup- 
ported by Addilbn and Hallifax, appeared in the 
front of thofe who drew their pens in defence of 
Whig principles j and Swift was the champion of 
the rainiftry. ^ 

The carl of Wharton complained in the houfe of thc IoHs 
lords of a libel intituled, " The public fpirit of **^^^^J]?ni- 
'^ the Whigs, fet forth ih their generous encou - Jibd againft 
^\ ragement of the author of the Crifis." It was a '^* ^"' 
farcaftic performance, imputed to lord Boling- 
broke and Swift, interfperfed with fevere reflexions 
upon the union, the Scottifh nation, and the duke 
of Argyle in particular. The lord treafurer dif- 
claimed all knowledge of the author, and readily 
concurred in an order for taking into cuftody John 
Morphew the publifher, as well as John Barber, 
"inter of. the Gazette^j from whofe houfe the 
pies were Brought to Morphew. The carl af ' 
harton faid k highly concerned the honour of 
It auguft aflembly, to find out the villain who was 
thor of that falfe and fcandalous libel, that juf- 
X might be done to the Scottifh nation. He 

K 4 moved. 
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A.c.^7rj. moved, that Barber and his fcrvants naight be ex-- 
amined : but, next day the earl of Mar, one of the fe- 
cretaries of ftate, declared, that, in purfuance to her 
majefty's command, he had direded John Barber 
to bp profecuted. Notwithftanding this interpoli- 
tion, which was calculated to fcrcen the offenders, 
the lords prefented an addrefs, befeeching her ma- 
jefty to iffuc out her royal proclamation, promifing 
a reward to any perfon who (hould difcover the 
author of the libel, which they conceived to be 
falfe, malicious, and fadtious, highly difhonourable 
and fcandalous to her^majefty's fubjefts of Scot- 
land, mofi: injurious to her majefly, and tending to 
the ruin of the conllitution. In compliance with 
their requeft, a reward of three hundred pounds 
was offered i but the author remained fafe from 
all detcftion. \ 

The commons having granted the fupplies, or- 
dered a bill to be brought in for fecuring the free- 
dom of parliaments, by limiting the number of 
officers in the houfe of commons ; and it pafTed 
through both houfes with little difficulty. la 
March, a complaint was made of feveral fcanda- 
lous papers lately publifhed, under the name o£ 
Richard Steele, efquire, a member of the houfe^ 
Sir William Wyndham obferved, that fome of that 
author's writings contained infolent, injurious, re- 
fleftions on the queen herfelf, and were ditStated by 
the fpirit of rebellion. Steele was ordered to at- 
tend in his place : fome paragraphs of his works 
were read ; and he anfwered them with an affefted 
air of felf- confidence and unconcern. A day being 
appointed for his trial, he acknowledged the wri- 
tings, and entered into a more circumftantial de- 
fence. He was affifted by Mr. Addifon, general 
Stanhope, and Mr. Walpole ; and attacked by Sir 
' William Wyndham, Mr. Foley, and the attorney- 
general. Whatever could be urged in his favour 
' was but little regarded by the majority, which 

voted. 
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vojtS, that two pamphlets, intitiiled, The Englifli- ^^' '7 11. 
man, and the Crifis, written by Richard Steele, ^»-- steeic ^ 
efquire, were fcandalous and feditious libels j and roufe^oV*** 
that he fhould be expelled! the houfe of com- ^^^'n'ooM. 
mons. 

" The lords taking into confideration the ftate of 1*^^^^^,^, 
the nation, refolved upon addrefles to the queen, ©^thc 
defiring they might know ^ what fteps had been Sl^rSwrit^ 
taken for removing the pretender from the domi- o^^cpio- 
nions of the duke of Lorrain : that fhe would im- ccffi"©."^" 
part to them an account of the negotiations of 
peace ; an account of the inftances which had been 
made in ifavour of the Catalans j and an account 
of the monies granted by parliament fince the year 
one thoufand (even hundred and ten, to carry on ^ 
the war in Spain and Portugal. They afterwards 
agreed to other addrefles, befeeching her majefly to 
lay before them the debts and ftate of the navy, the 
particular writs of Noli profequi granted fince his 
acceffion to the throne ; and a lift of fuch perfpns 
as, notwithftanding fentence of outlawry or attain- 
der, had obtained licences to return into Great- 
Britain, or other her majefty's dominions fince the 
revolution. Having voted an application to the 
queen in behalf of the diftrefled Catalans, the houfe 
adjourned itfelf to the laft day of March. As the 
minds of men had been artfully irritated by falfe 
reports of a defign undertaken by France in be- 
half of the pretender, the ambaflador of that 
crown at the Hague difowned it in a public paper^ 
by command of his moft chriftian majefty. The 
fufpicions of many people, however, had been too 
deeply planted by the arts and infinuations of the 
^^hig leaders, to be eradicated by this or any 
\er declaration ; and what ferved to rivet their 
prchenfions, was a total removal of the Whigs 
m all the employments civil and military which 
y had hitherto retained. Thefe were now be-

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A.C. 1713. ftowed upon profefled Tories, fome of whom wertf 
attached at bottom to the fuppofed heir of blood. 
At a time when the queen's views were maEcioufly 
mifreprefented : when the wheels of her govern- 
ment were adually inipcded, and her ferv^its 
Boyef. threatened with profcription by a powerful, turbu** 
THii ^^"^' ^^^ implacable faftion ; no wonder that flue 
Torcy/ difchargcd the partifans of that fa6Hon from her 
fcrokcf ' fervice, and filled their places with thole who were 
Voltaire/ diftinguifhed by a warm afFeftion to the houfe of 
Stuart, and by a fubmiffive refpeft for the regad 
authority. Thofe were fteps which her own faga- 
city muft havefuggefted ; ahd which her miniftcrs 
would naturally advife as neceflary for their own 
prefervation. The Whigs were all in commotion, 
either apprehending, or affefting to apprehend, 
that a defign was formed to fecurc the pretender's 
fucceflion to the throne of Great-Britain. Their 
chiefs held fecret confultations with bamn Schutz, 
A'C. 1714. ^he refident from Hanover. They communicated 
tlieir obfervations to the eleftor : they received his 
inftruftions ; they maintained a correfpondenee 
with the duke of Marlborough ; and they c<Micett- 
ed meafures for pppofing all efforts that might be 
made againft the proteftant fucceflion upon the 
death of the queen, whofe health was by this time 
fo much impaired, that every week was believed to 
be the laft of her life. This conduft of the Whigs 
was refolute, adlive, and would have been laudable, 
had their zeal been confined within the bounds of 
truth and moderation ; but they, moreover, em- 
ployed all their arts to excite and encourage the 
fears and jealoufies of the people. 
. . The houfe of peers refounded with debates up- 
thc houfe of on the Catalans, the pretender, and the danger that 
Icrnifl^'the ^^^^^^^^^^ the protcftant fucceffion. With refpeiSt 
pretenrer to thc Catalonians, they reprefented, that Great- 
^J^^ ^*' Britain had prevailed upon them to declare for the 

houfe 
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houfe of Auftria, with promife of fupporti and^•c•l7^• 
that thefe engagements ought to have been made 
ffood. Lord Bolingbroke declared; that the queen 
had ufed all her endeavours in their behalf; and 
that her engagements with them fubfifted nO 
longer than king Charles rcfided in Spain. They 
agreed) however, to an addrefs, acknowledging her 
maqdky^s endeavo\|rs in favour of the Catalans, 
and requefting ihe would continue her interpofi* 
tion kivtheir behalf. With refpeft to the preten- 
der, the Whig lords exprcffed fuch a fpirit of per- , 
' fixution and rancorous hate, as would have dif- 
graced the members of any^ even the loweft aflcm- 
bly of chriftfarts. Not contented with hunting 
him from one country to another, they feenned 
eagerly bent upon extirpating him from the face 
of the earth, as if they had thought it w^ a crime 
in him to be born. The earl of Sunderland de- 
clared, from the information of the minifter of ' 
Lorraifl, that notwithftanding the application of 
both houies to her majcfty during the laft feflion, 
concerning the pretender's being removed from 
jLorrain, no inftances had yet been made to the 
ihike for that purpofe^ Lord Bolingbroke affirm- 
ed, that he himfelf had made thofe inftances in the 
queen's name, to that very minifter before his de- 
parture from England. The carl of Wharton 
propofed a queftion, '^ Whether the proteftant 
>* focceflion was in danger \ under the prefent ad- 
•" miniftration ?" A warm debate enfued, in which 
the archbiOiop of York and the earl of Anglefey 
joined in the, oppofi tion to the miniftry. The earl 
pretended to be convinced and converted by the 
•ffuments ufed in the courfe of the debate. He 
wned he had given his aflent to the ceflation of 
.rrps, for which he took fhame to himfelf, vafl<ing 
»ardon of God, his country, and his confcience. 
je jiffirmed, that the honour of his fovcreign, and 

the 
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^ c« 1714. the good of his country, were the rules of his ac- 
tions ; but, that without refped of perfons, (hoiild 
he find himfelf impofed upon, he duril purfue an 
evil minifter from the queen's clofet to ihe Tower, 
. and from the Tower to the feaffold. This cqnver- 
fion, however, was much more owing to a full per- 
fuafion, that a miniftry divided againil itfelf could 
not long fubfift ; and that the proteftant fuccellion 
was firmly fecured. He therefore refolved to 
make a merit of withdrawing himfelf from the in- 
terefts of a tottering adminiftration, in whofe ruin 
he might be involved. The duke of Argylc 
charged the miniilers with mai- adminiftration both 
within thofe walls and without : he offered to 
pfove, that the lord-treafurer had yearly remitted 
a fum of money to the Highland clans of Scotland, 
who were known to be intirely devoted to the pre- 
tender. He affirtped, that the new modelling <^ 
the army, the praftice of dilbahding fome regi- 
ments out of their turn, and removing a greatnum- 
ber of officers, on account of their affeftion to the 
houfe of Hanover, were clear indications of the 
miniftry's defigns : that it was a difgrace to the nar 
tion to fee men who had never looked an enemy ia 
the face, advanced to the pofts of feveral brave 
ofiicers, who, after they had often expofed their 
lives for their country, were now ftarving in prifon 
for debt, on account of their pay*s being detained. 
The treafurer laying his hand upon his breaft, laid, 
he had on fo many occiafions given fuch lignal 
proofs of affeftion to the proteftant fucceflion, that 
he was fure no member of that auguft aflembly 
did call it in queftion. He owned he had remitted 
for two or three years paft, between three and four 
thoufand pounds to the Highland clans ; and he 
hoped the houfe would give him an opportunity to 
clear his condud in that particular 5 and, with re- 
fpc£t to the reformed officers, he declared, he 

had 
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had given orders for their being immediately paid. ^^ ^.i^r^. 
The proteftant fucccflion was voted out of danger 
by a fmall majority. 

Lord Hallifax propofed an addrefs to the queen, J^^^^' 
that flic -would renew her inftances for the fpcedy que^ toret 
removing the pretender out of Lorrain ; and that ^y^^^"^ 
Ihc would, in conjunftion with the ftates-gencral, the pretcA- 
enter into the guaranty of the proteftant fucceflion ^*^' 
in the houfe of Hanover. 1 he earl of Wharton 
jnoveql, that in the addrefs her majefty fliould be 
defired to ijQTue ^ proclamation, promifing a reward 
to any perfon who ihould apprehend the pretender 
dead or alive^ He was fcconded by the duke of 
Bolton ; and the houfe agreed, that an addrefs 
ihould be prefentcd, Whep it was reported by ^ 
the committee, the lord North and Gray expatiated 
upon the barbarity of fetting a price on any one'a 
hca^ : he proved it was an encouragement to mur- 
der and aflaffinacion ; contrary to the precepts of 
Chriftianity; repugnant to the law of nature and 
nations •, inconfiftcnt with the dignity of , fuch an 
auguft affembly,' and with the honour of a nation 
famed for lenity. and mercy. , He was fupported 
by lord Trevor, who moved, that the reward fhould / 
jb^ promifed for apprehending and bringing the 
pretender to juftice, in cafe he fhould land or at- 
tempt to land in Gr*eat- Britain or Ireland/ The 
cruelty of the firfl: daufe was zealoufly fupported 
and vindicated by the lords Cowper and Hallifax ; 
tut, by this time the carls of Anglefey and fome 
others who had abandoned the miniftry, were 
brought back to their former principles, by pro- 
mife of profitable employments ; and the mitigaf 
tion was adopted \>y a majority of ten voices. To 
s addrefs, which was delivered by the chancellor 
1 the Whig lords only, the queen replied in thefe. 
.rds. '^ My lords, it would be a real ftrengthen- 
ing to the fucceflion in the houfe of Hanoveiv 
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A. a i7«4« " as well as a fupport to my govcmmttt, that ait 
*' end were put to thofe groundlefs fears and jea- 
*' loulies which have been fo induftrbufly pro- 
^^ moted. I do not at this time fee any occafion 
«' for fuch a proclamation. Whenever I judge it 
/' to be neceffary, I ftiall give my orders for having 
U it iflbed. As to the other particulars of this ad- 
*' drefs, I will give proper dice&ions th^rein.^* She 
was likewife importuned by another addrefs, to iflVrc 
out a proclamation againft all jefuits, popi(h priefts, 
' and bifhops, as well as againft sdl iueh as were 
outlawed for adhering to the late king James and 
the pretender. They rcfoived, That rto perfon^ 
not included in the articles of Limerick, and who 
had borne arms in France and Spain, (hould be 
capable of any employment civil or military : and. 
That no perfon, a natural-born fubjeA of hcif 
majefty, fhould be capable of fuftaining the cha- 
rafter of a public miniftcr from any foreign poten- 
tate. Thefc refolutions were aimed at Sir Patrick 
Lawlefs, an Irilh papift, wlio had come to England 
with a credential letter from king Philip, but now 
thought proper to quit the kingdom. 

Then the lords in the oppofition made an attack , 
upon the treafurer, concerning the money he had 
remitted to the Highlanders; but he 'filcnced hi^ 
oppofers, byafferting, that in fo doing, he hadfbi^ 
lowed the example of king William, who, after he 
had reduced that people, thought fit to allow yearly 
penfions to the heads of clans, in order to k^ep 
them quiet. His conduft was approved by the 
houfe 5 and the lord Ndrth and Grey moved. That 
a day might be appointed for confidering the ftate 
of the nation, with regard to the treaties of peace 
and commerce. The motion was feconded by th 
earl of Clarendon ; and the thirteenth day of Apr 
fixed for this purpofe. In the mean time, baroi 
Schutz demanded of the chancellor a writ for th 
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clcflioral prince, of Hanover, to fit in the houfe of a. c. 1714, 
peers as duke of Cambridge, intimating, that his a writ de- 
defign was to refide in England. The writ wa^ Srcilaoni 
granted with reiudance; but the prince's defign prince of 
q£ coming to England was fo difagrecable to the JJk^of'" 
queen, that £he fignified her difapprobation of Cambridge. 
fuch a ftep, in a letter to the princefs Sophia. She 
obfcrved, that fuch a method of proceeding would 
be dangerous, to th« fuqceffion itfelf, which was 
not fecuf e any other way, than as the prince who 
wai$ in a(5lual pofiefHon of the throne maintained 
her authority and prerogative : Ihe faid, a greac 
many people in England were feditioufly difpofed ^ 
fa ihe left her to judge, what tumults they might 
be able to raife fiiould they have a pretext to begin 
acopimotion : flie therefore perfuaded herfelf, that 
her ^vint would aot confent to any thing which 
might difturb the repoie of her and her fubje^ts.. 
At thf . h^Q time fhe. wrote a letter to the elcdorai 
pfi^ce, complainings that he had formed fuch a . * 
reliction without firfl: knowing her fentiments on ' 
the fubje^t ; and telling him plainly, that nothing 
coii&ld be. more danigerous to the tranquillity of her 
dq](|iinion$, to the right of fucceflion in the Hano- 
v^Viniine, or more difiigreeable to her, than fuch. 
coj^difdt at.this jundure. A third letter was writ- 
ten > to the eleftor his father; and the treafurer 
took; this opportunity to aflure that prince of hisj 
iwiolable attachment to the family of Hanover. 

The Whig lords were difiatisfied with the queen's 
anfwer to their addrefs concerning the pretender 5. 
and Aey moved for another addrefs on the fame 
fulled, which was refolved upon, but neyer pre-, 
ft .ed. They took into confideration the treaties 
^ace and commerce, to which many exceptions 
^ e taken ; and much farcafm was expended qn 
b h fides of the difpute ; but, at length, the ma* 
j< ty carried the queftion in favour of an addrefs, 

5 acknow- 
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-A.c. i7>4. ac^knowledging her m4jefty*s goodnefs, in deliver- 
ing them by afafe^ honourable, and advantageous, 
peace with France, from the burden of a conlum-*^ 
ing land- war, unequally carried on, and beconae 
at laft impradticable. The houfe of commoM* 
concurred in this addrefs, after having voted. That 
the proteftant fucceflBion was out of danger; but 
thefe refolutions were not taketi witJioat violent 
oppofition, in which general Stan hope;' Mr. Lech- 
mere, and Mr. Walpole, chiefly diftinguiflied 
thtmfelves. The letters which the queen had 
written to the eleftoral houfe of Hanover were 
printed and publiihed in England, with a view to 
inform the fi-iends of that fkmily, of the reaibns 
i^ich prevented the duke of Cambridge from exe- 
cuting his dcfign of rcfiding in Great-Britain. The 
queen confidered this ftep as a perfonal infult, as 
well as an attempt to prejudice her in the opinions 
of her fubjefts : fhe therefore ordered the publifher 
r)««th of to be taken into cuftody. At this period the 
s^phii!^*^* princcfs Sophia died in the eighty- fourth year of 
her age ; and her death was intimated to the queen 
by baron Bothmar> who arrived in England with 
the charafter of envoy extraordinary from the 
eleftor of Hanover. This princefs was the fourth 
and youngeft daughter of Frederick clcftor Pala- 
I tine, king of Bohemia, and Elizabeth, daughter 
of king James I. of England. She enjoyed' from 
nature an excellent capacity, which was finely cul^ 
tivated : and was in all refpedts one of the moft 
accompliflied princefles of the age in which fhe 
lived. At her death the court of England appear- 
ed in mourning -, and the elector of Bruafwick. was 
prayed for by name in the liturgy of the church 
Bill to pre- England. On the twelfth day of May Sir Willia 
rowtt^of ^y^dham made a motion for a bill to prevent t 
ukfin. growth of fchifm, and for the further fecurity 
the church of England as by law eftabliflied. Tj 

defr 
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defign of it was to prohibit diffcnters from teaching a. c. 1714. 
in fchools and academies. It was accordingly pre- 
pared, and eagerly oppofed in each houfe as a 
fpecies of perfecution. Neverthelefs, it made its 
way through both, and received the royal affent ; 
but the queen dying before it- took place, this laW 
was rendered inefFeftual. 

Her majefty's conftitution was now quite broken: 
one fit of ficknefs fucceeded another; and what 
completed the ruin of her health was the anxiety 
of her mind, occafipnied partly by the difcbntents 
which had been raifed and fomented by the ene- 
mies of her goyerntpent;;. ^nd parfly by the diffen^. 
fions among her m^niftcrsiyvhjch were now become 
intolerable. The council chamber was turned in- 
to afcene pf pbfl:jnate, difput^ . and ;bittcr alterc^^ 
tion. Even in the qucen*.s prefence, the trcafurer 
and fecretary did npt abfbtin from mutual obloquy, 
and reproach. , Oxford advifed nioderate mieafures^ 
and is £ud to . have. n^M^ advances towards a re- 
conciliation with the leaders of the Whig party* 
As he forefaw it would foon be their tur)i to. domi- 
neer, fuch pfecwtions were neceflaiy for his own 
fafety. Boiingbrpl^e; affcfSted tp fet the Whigs at 
defiance : he profefled a warm zeal for the church t; 
and foothed the queen's irtGlinatioifis with, the m.oft 
^duous attention, tie and.his.coadjutrix iiifinu- 
ated,' that the treafurer was biaflcA in favour of fhe 
diilenters, and eveh, thiat he a&ed as a fpy for the 
houfe of Hanover. In the midft of thefe difputes 
and commotions the Jacobites were hot idle. . They 
flattered themfelves, that the queen in fccret favour- 
ed the pretenfions of her brother -, and they de- 
Dcndcd upon Bolingbroke's attachment to the 
ne intercft. They believed the fame fcntiments 
re cherifhed by the nation in general. They

Anite Stuart, queen of Great- 
Britain, was^ in.heiperfon of the miJdle fine, well 
proportioned; Her hair was of a dark brown 
colot}r> h&t (tomplexipn ruddy^ her features were 
r^ilar,,.her coufitenance wais rather round than 
oval,' and her afpeft more comely than majeftic.

#d ihcrexhibit any marks of extraordinary geniuSj 
or perfonal ambition. She was certainly deficient 
rti that vigour of mind by which a prince ought 
to.prefcrve his independence, and avoid the fnares 
a^d fttters of fycophants and favourites : but, 
whatever her weaknefs in this particular might 
have been, the virtues of her heart were never cal- 
kd in queftion. She was a pattern of conjugal 
iffedion and fidelity, a tender mother, a warm 
Tiend, an indulgent miftrcfs, a munificent patron, 
j \ mild and merciful princefs, during whofe reign 
I 10 fubjed's blood was fhed for treafon. She was .

She felt a mother's fortdnefs for her people, by 
whom (he was univerfally beloved with a warmth 
of affc&ion which even the prejudice of party could 
not abate. In a word, if flie wasnot the greateft, 
fhe was certainly one of the beft and moil un- 
bkmifhed fovereigns that ever fat^upojr jM throqe

The queen hid no fooncr refigned her laft 
l»eath, than the privy-council met, and the arch- 
M^p of Canterbury, the lord chancellor, and 
the Hanoverian refident Kreyeniierg, produc- 
ed die three inftruments in which the eleftor 
of Bfunfwick tiad nominated the perfon$*to be 
aijded^s^ lords^ juftkes to the feven great officers 
of the reaJm. Orders were immediately iffued for King 
Proclaiming' king George in England, Scotland, ^a^j^f*^ 
ai)d Ireland. The regency appointed the earl bf 
Ddrfet to tarry to Hanover the intimation of Ki* 
mnjefty^s acceflion, and attend him in his journey; 
to England. They fcnt the general officers in 
wbjom they co^lld coitfide, to their refpeftive pofts ;- 
tjiey reinforced 'the giwrifon of Portfmouth \ .and 
appointed Mr/ Addifoi) their fedretary'j while Bq- 
)iftgbro4^^ was obliged to fiand at the door of the 
(Jcteteil-chamber with his bag and paperr, and 
Ufideinnrent .every (pi^cled of mortification. On the 
vliade, king <ie6r^ afcended'the throne of Great-' 
BfJtak in the fifty-fifth year of his age, without 
the te^ft oppofition, tumult, or (ign of popular 
Content ; and the unprejudiced part of the na- 
tiofliwai npw fully perfuaded that no defign ha*- 
twf been concerted by queen Anne and her mi- 
mftry in^favour of the pretender. The mayor of 
Oxtord received a letter,' requiring him to pro- 
claim the pretender. This being communicated 
to the vice-chancellor, a copy of it was immedia- 
tely tranfnfiitted to Mr. fecrctary- Bromley, member

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A»c. t>i4* confequence were concerted by a cabinet-council 
or junto, compofcd of the duke of Marlborough, 
the earls of Nottingham and Sunderland, the lords 
Hallifax, Townfhend, Somers, and general Stan^ 
hope. The regency had already removed Sir Con- 
ftantine Phipps and the archbifhop of Armagh 
from the ofiice of lords juftices in Ireland, and filled 
their pUces in the regency of that kingdom with 
the archbiihop of Dublin and the earl of Kildare. 
Allan Broderick was appointed chancellor y another 
privy-council was formed, and the duke of Or* 
mond was named as one of the members. The. 
treafury and admiralty were put into commiflion ; 
all the governments were changed; and, in a word, 
the whole nation was delivered into the hands of 
the Whigs. At the fame time, the prince royal 
was declared prince of Wales, and took his place 
in council. The king was congratulated on his 
. ^cceflion in addrefles from the two univerfities, and 
all the cities and cofporations of the kingdom. He 
expreifed particular iatisfaftion at thefe exprei&ona 
, of loyalty and affedion. He declared in council, 
his firm purpofe to fupport and maintain the 
churches of England and Scotland as they were 
by law eftabliflied.. This he was of opinion might 
be . effeftually done without impairing the tolera* * 
tion allowed by law, to protefbuit diflenters, and 
fo neceilary to the trade and riches of the king- 
dom : and he moreover aflUred them, he would 
carneftly endeavour to render property fecure ; the 
good effedts of which were no where fo clearly fJcen 
as in this happy nation. Before the coronation he 
created fome new peers, . and others were pro- 
moted to higher titles *. On the twentieth day

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bf bftober he was crowned in Weftminfier with ^.c. 17.4- 
the ufual Iblemnity, at which the earl of Oxford and 
lord Boiingbroke afTifted f. On that very day^ the 
Univcrfity of Oxford, in full convocation, unani- 
mouOy conferred the degree of docStor of civil law 
On Sir ^onftantine Phipps, with particular marks 
of honour and efteeni. As the French king was 
faid to protraft the demolition ^ Dunkirk, Mr, • 
Prior received orders to prefenWa memorial to 
haften'this work, and to prevent the canal of Mar- 
dyke from being fi'niQied. The anfwer which he 
received being deemed equivocal, this minifterwas 
recalled, and the earl of Stiir appointed ambaffa- 
dor to the court of France, where he profecuted 
this affair with uncommon vigour. About the 
fame time, general Cadogaii was fent as plenipo- 
tentiary to Antwerp, to affift at the barrier- treaty, 
there negotiated between the emperor and the 
ftates-general. 

Mean while, the number of the malcontents in 
England was confiderably increafed by the king's 
attachment to the Whig faftion. The clamour of 
the church's being in danger was revived; jea- 
Ibufies were excited, feditious libels difperfed ; and 
dangerous tumults* raifed in different' parts of 
the kingdom. Birmingham, Briftol, Chippenham, 
Norwich, and Reading, were filled with licentious 
riot. The party cry was, ** Down with the Whigs. 
** Sacheverel for ever." Many gentlemen of the 
Whig faftiqn were abufed j magiftrates in towns, 
and juftices in the country, were reviled and ihfuked

The pretender took this opportunity to tranfmic, 
by the French mail, copies of a printed manifefto^ 
to the dukes of Shrewfbury, Marlborough, Argyle, 
Prftender^s and Other noblemen of the firft diftindtion. In 
roam efto. ^j^j^ declaration, he mentioned the good intentions 
of his filter towards him> which were prevented by 
her deplorable death. He obfcrved^ that his peo- 

Ele, inftead of J^ing him and themfelves juftice, 
ad proclaimecnfor their king a foreign prince> 
contrary to the fundamental and inconteftaUe laws 
of heicditary right, which their prcteftded a6ts of 
fettlement could never abrogate. Thefe papers 
being delivered to the fecretaries of ftatc, the kipg 
refufed an audience to the marquis de Lamberts, 
minifter from the duke of Lorrain, on the fuppo- 
fition that this manifefto could not have been pre- 
pared or tranfmitted without the knowledge and 
countenance of his mafter. The marquis having 
communicated this circumftance to the duke, that 
prince abfolutely denied his having been privy to 
the tranfadlion, and declared that the chevalier de 
St. George came into Lorrain by the direftions of 
the French king, whom the duke could not difo- 
blige without expofing his territories to invafion. 
Notwithftanding this apology, the marquis was 
given to underftand, that he could not be admitted 
to an audience, until the pretender fhould be re- 
moved from the dominions of his mafter; he 
therefore quitted the kingdom without further he- 
fitation. Religion was ftill mingled in all political 
difputes. The high-churchmen comrplained that 
impiety and herefy daily gained ground^ from the 
connivance, or at leaft the fupine negligence, o£ 
' the Whig prelates. The lower houfe of convoca- 
tion had, before the queen's death, declared that a 
book publifhed by dodtor Samuel Clarke, under 
4he tide of '^ The fcripturc-dodrine of the Tri- 

^ nity,*! 
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*« nity/* contained affcrtions contrary to the catho- ^^.ht¥ 
lie faith. They fent up cxtrafts from this per- 
formance to the bilhops ; and the doftor wrote an 
anfwer to their objeftions. He was prevailed upon 
to Write ah apology, which h6 prel^nted to the up- 
ber houfe 5 but apprehending it might be pilbliflied 
feparately, and mifunderftdod, he afterwards delii 
Vered an explanation to the bifliop of Lohdon. This 
w^s fatisfaftory to the biftiops ; but the lower houfe 
tefolved, that it was no recantation of his heretical 
iffcrtions. The difputes about the Trinity in- 
creaGng, the archbifhops and bifliops received di* 
reftions, which were publifhed, for prefei^ving unity 
in the church, the purity of the chriftian faith con- 
terhing the holy Trinity ; and for maintaining the? 
peace and quiet of the ftatd. By thefe every 
preacher Was reftrifted from delivering any othci* 
doftrine thah what is contained in the holy fcripi 
turfes With refpeft td the Trinity ; and from inter- 
meddling in any affairs of ftate or government; 
The like prohibition was extended to thofe who 
Jhould write, harangue, or difpute^ on the fame' 
fubjedts. 

The parliament being diflblved, another Wasjij^^p^^ 
called by a very extraordinary pi^oclamation, in^^wa*, 
which the king complaiiled of the evil defigns of 
mcn^difaffcfded to his fuccefllon j and of their hav-^ 
irig mifreprefented his conduft ahd principles. He 
mentioned the perplexity of public Jlffairs, the iri- 
terruption of commerce, and the heavy debts of 
the nation. He expfeffed his hope that his loving 
fvlbjeds would fend up to parliament the fitteft 
perfons to redrefs the prefent diforders •, and that^ 
in the eleftions, they would have a particular re- 
gard to fuch as had cxpreffed a fif m attachment 
to the proteftant fucceffion when it was in darfgen 
It does not appear that the profeftant fuccefiioii

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A.G. I7I4* was ever in danger. How then was this declara* 
tion to be interpreted? People in general ponftrued 
' it into a defign to maintain party- diftinftigns, and 
encourage the; Whigs to the full exertion of their 
influence in the eleftions ; into a renunciation of 
the Tories, and the firft flafh of that vengeance 
which afterwards was feen to burft upon the heads 
of the late miniftry. When the earl of Strafford 
returned from Holland, all his papers were feized 
by an order froqj the fccrctary's office. Mr. Prior 
was recalled from France, and promifedto difcover 
all he knew, relating, to the condud of Oxford's, 
adminiftration. Uncommon vigour was exerted orj 
botk fides in the eledions ; but, by dint of the 
monied-intereft, which prevailed in moft of the . 
corporations through the kingdom, and the coun- 
tenance of the miniftry, which will always have 
weight with needy and venal eleftors^ a great ma- 
_ jority of Whigs was returned both in England and 
Scotland. 

When this new parliament aflemWed on the 
feventcenth day of March at Weftminfter, Mr. 
Spencer Compton was chofen fpeakcr of the com- 
mons. On the twenty- firft day of the month, the 
king appeared in the houfe of lords, and delivered 
to the chancellor a written fpeech, which was read 
Subfttnce of in prefence of both houfes. His majefty jthanked 
foft^cwh ^^^ faithful and loving fubjeds for that zeal and 
* firmnefs they had fiiewn in defence of the protef- 
tant fucceffion, againft all the open and feqret prac- 
tices which had been uled to defeat it. He told 
them, that fome conditions of the peace, eiTei^tial 
to the fecurity and trade of Great-Britain, were 
not yet duly executed ; and that the performance 
of the whole might be looked upon as precarious, 
until defenfive alliances (hould be forpied to gua- 
ranty the prefent treaties. He obferved, that thc^ 

pre- 
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pretender boafted of the affiftance he expefted in ^•^•'714. 
England, to rcfiair his former difappointmcnts : 
that great part of the national trade was rendered 
imprafticable : that the public debts were furpri- 
fingly increafedjv even fince the fatal ceflation of 
arms. He ^ave the commons to underftand, that 
the branches of the revenue formerly granted for. 
the fupport of the civil government, were fo far en- | 

cumbered and alienated/ that the produce of the 
funds which remained, ami had been granted to 
him, would fall ftiort of what was at firft defigned 
for maintaining the honour and dignity of the 
crown : that as it was his and their happinefs to fee 
a prince of Wales who might in due time fucceed 
him on the throne •, and to fee him bleffed with 
many children-, thefe circumftances would natu- 
rally occafion an expence to which the nation h^d 
not been for many years- accuftomed ; and- there- 
fore he did not dotibt but they would think of it 
with: that affeftion which he had reafon to hope 
fl'om his commons. He defired that no unhappy 
divifions of parties might divfert them froni pur- 
fuing the common interelVs of their country. He 
declared that the eftabliffied conftitution in church 
and ftate ffiould be the rule of his government; 
and that' the happinefs, eafe,' and prosperity of hiis 
people, ftiould be t1ie chief care of his life. He 
concluded with expreffing .his confidence^ that, 
with their affiftance, he* fliould difappoint the dt- 
figrrt of thofe who would deprive him of that blef- ni 

flng which he moft valued, the afFeftion of his 

people. 

S^ecihes/ fiiggefted by, a vindiftive* miniftry, 
better became the leader of 'ah incenfed party, than 
the father iaiid fovereign of a divided people'. This 
portended meafures which nt was the intereft of the 
crown to avoid, and fuited the temper of the» ma- 
jority in both houfes, whicW breathed nothing but

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A'C,?»y|4.<lcftruftion to their political adverj^ies. The 
lords, in their addrefs of thanks, profefled their 
- jiope that his majefty, affifted by the parliament, 
wovild be able to recover the reputation of the 
kingdom in foreign parts, the lofs of which they 
Jioped to convince the world by their aftions, wa^ 
by no means tq be imputed to the nation in gene- 
ral. The Tories faid this was an invidious reflec- 
XiotXr calculated to midead and inflame the people ; 
for the reputation of the kingdom had never been 
fo high as at this very junfture. The commons 
pretended aftonifhment to find that any (;onditioi\s 
of the late peace fhould not yet be duly executed; 
and that care was not taken to form fuch alliances 
jis might have rendered the peace not precarious. 
They declared their refolution to inquire into thefe 
fatal mifcarriages ; to trace out thofe meafures 
whereon the pretender placed his hopes, ^nd bring 
the authors of them to condign punilhment. Thefe 
^drefleswere not voted without oppofition. In 
the houfe of lords, the dukes of Buckingham an4 
.Shrew(bi|ry, the earl of Anglefey,. the archbifliop 
of York, and other peers both fccular and eccle- 
fiaftical, obferycd, that their addrefs was injurious 
to tlie late queen's memory, and would ferve only 
%o incrcfife thqfe unhappy divifions that diftrafted 
. the kingdom. In the lower houfe. Sir WiUianni 
Wynclhj^m, Mr, Bromley, Mr. Shippen, gener^ 
Rofs, Sir William Whitelock, and other members, 
took exceptions to paflTages of the fame nature, in 
the addrefs which the commons h^d preparec}. 
They were anfwered by Mr. Walpole, Mn Puke- 
ney, and Mr. fecnjtary Stanhope, Who took occa- 
sion to declare, that notwithftanding the endea- 
vours which had been ufed to prevent a difcovery 
pf the late mifmanagements, by convj^ying away 
feveral papers from the fecretary's office ; yet the 
gqvernment had fuiScicnt cyidcnce U^U to pi-ove 
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the late miniftry the mpft corrupt that ever fat at a. 0,1714. 
the helm : that thofe matters would foon be layed 
before the houfe, when it would appear, that a 
certain Englifh general had a£ted in concert with, 
if not received onlers from marecbal dc Villars.. I 

Lord Bolingbroke, who had hitherto appeared in Loni bo- I 
public, as ufual, with great ferenity, and fpoke in Ungbroke j 
the hbufe of lords with jgreat freedom and confi- J^fI^! | 
dence, thought it was now high time to confult 
Tiis perfonal fafety. He accordingly withdrew t^ ^ 
the continent, leaving a letter which was afterwards Torcy. 
printed in his juftification. In this paper he de- J^nigr 
claredjie had received certain and repeated infor- *»^okc. 
mations that a refolution was taken to purfue him '^*^^"*'*' 
to the fcafFold : that if there had been the leafl: 
reafon to hope for a fair and open trial, after having 
been already prejudged unheard, by the tw6 houfes 
of parliament, he Ihould not have declined the 
ftrifteft examination. He challenged the mod in- 
veterate of his enemies to produce any one inftance 
of crimiinal correfpondence, or the leaft corruption 
in any part of the ^dminiftration in which he was 
ccMicemed. He fatd, if his zeal for the honour 
and dignity of his royal miftrefs, and the true in- 
tereft of his country had any where tranfported 
liim to let flip a warm and unguarded expreffion, 
he hoped the moft favourable interpretation. would 
be put upon it. He affirmed that he had ferved 
her majefty faithfully and dutifully, in that ^fpe- 
cially which (he had moft at heart, relieving her 
people from a bloody and expenfive war ; and that 
he had a^lways been too much an Englifl^man to 
facrifice the intereft of his country to any foreign 
ally whatfoever. 

^n tT\t midft of all this violence againft the late a c. t7f^. 
fninifters, friends were not wanting to efpoufe their 
fCaufe in the face of oppofition ; and even in fome 
fiiddrefles to the king, their conduct was juftiBed.

Nay, fomc individuals had courage enough to ^ 
tack the prefent adminiftracion. When a motioii 
was made in the houfe of commohs, to conffder 
the king's proclamation for calling a pew parlia- 
ment, bir William Wyndham, member for the 
univerfity; of Oxford, boldly declared it was un- 
. precedented and unwarrantable. Being called up-. 

re^Jrimandcd on to explain himfclf, he made an apology. Ne- 
by the verthelefs, Sir William rifirtg up, faid the procla- 
^ ^^' mationwas not only unprecedented and unwarrant- 
able, but even of dangerous confequence to thp 
very being of parliaments. When challenged to 
juftify his charge, he obferyed, that every member 
was free to'fpeak his thoughts. Some e.xclaimed, 
" The Tower, the Tower/* A warm debate en- 
fued : Sir William being ordergd to withdraw, wa$ 
accompanied by one hundred and twenty- nine 
members ; and^ thofe who remained in the houfe 
refolvcd, That he Ihould be reprimanded by the 
fpeaker. » He was accordingly rebuked for baying 
jprefumed toreflefl: on his majeily's proclamation^ 
iind made an unwarrantable vif(? of the freedpip of 
, fpeech granted by his majefty. Sir William f^id, 
he was notconfcious of having offered any- indlgr 
jiity to his majefty, qr of having been guilty of a 
breach of privilege : that heaquiefced in the de- 
termination of the houfe ; but had no thanks to 
give to^ thofe gentlemen, who,, under preter^ce of 
lenity, had fubjedted him to this cenfure. 

On the ninth day of April general Stanhope de- 
livered to the houfe of commons fourteen volumes, 
confifting of all the papers relatirig to the late ne- 
. , gotiations of peace and commerce, as well as to the 
cefTation of arms ; and moved, that they might be 
•fTTi"^*^ referred to a feled committee of twenty perfons, 
^^^^' who fliould digeft the fubftance of them under 
proper heads, and report them, with their obferva- 
tions, to the houfe. One more, was added to the

fiir John On the eighteenth day of May Sir John Norris 
^^"Iflwt f^il^d with a ftrong fquadron to the Baltic, in order 
CO the to proteft the commerce of the nation, which had 
^*^- fuffered from the king of Sweden, who caufed all 
ihips trading to thofe parts to be feized and con- 
fifcated. That prince had rejefted the treaty of 
neutrality concerted by the allies for the fecurity ctf 
the empire ; and confidered the Englifh and Dutch 
as his enemies. The minifters of England and 
the ftatcs-general had prefented memorials to the 
regency of Sweden ; but finding no rcdrefs, xhey 
refolved to proteft their trade by force of arms. 
After the Swedifh general Steenbock and his army 
were made prifbners, count Wellen concluded a 
jreaty with the adminiftrator of Holftcin-Gottorp, 
hy which the towns of Stetin arid Wifmar were 
fequeftered into the hands of the king of Pruflia j 
^na the adminiftrator engaged to fecure them and 
all the reft of Swedifli Pomerania from the Pole? 
and Mufcovitcs ; but, as the governor of Pomera- 
nia refiifed to comply with this treaty, thofe allies 
jtnarched into the province, fubdued the ifland of 
Kugen, and obliged Stetin to furrender. Theij 
the governor confented to the fecjueftration, and 
payed to the Poles and Mufcovites four hundred 
thoufand rix-doUars, to indemnify them for the 
cxpence of the fiege. The king of Sweden return- 
ing from Turkey, rcjefted the treaty of fecjueftra- 
tion^ and infifted upon Stetin*s being reftored, 
without his repaying the money. As this mr- 
narch likewife threatened to invade the ele£torte 
Qf Saxony, and chaftife his falfe friends-, V^^ 
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George, for the fecurity of his German dominions, A- ^' ^7H* 
.concluded a treaty with the king of Denmark j 
by which the dutchies of Bremen and Verden, 
which h^d been taken from the Swede in his ab- 
fence, were made over to his Britannick majefly, 
on condition that he fhould immediately declare 
war againft Sweden. Accordingly, he took pof- 
fefiion of the dutchies in Oftober ; publiflied a 
declaration of war againft Charles in his German 
dominions ; and detached (ix thoufand Hanoverians 
to join the Danes and Pruffians in Pomerania. 
Thefe allies reduced the iflands of Rugen aind 
Uledon, and attacked the tovrtis of Wifmar and 
Stralfund, from which laft place Charles was 
obliged to retire in* a veflel to Schbnen. He 
affcmbled a body of troops, with which he pro- 
pofcd to pafs the Sound upon the ice, and attack 
Copenhagen ; but was dilappointed by a fudden 
thaw. Neverthelefs, he refufed to return to 
Stockholm, which he had not fecn for fixteen 
years •, but remained at Carlefcroon, in order to 
Jiaftcn his fleet for the relief of Wifmar. 

The fpirit of difcontent and difafFe6tion feemed Difeonteoe 
to gain ground every day in England. Not with - ©f tiie . 
ftanding proclamations againft riots, and orders of "***^ 
the juftices for maintaining the peace, repeated 
tumults were r^ifed by the malcontents in the 
cities of London and Weftminfter. Thofe who 
celebrated the anniyerfary of the king's birth-day 
with the ufual marks of joy and feftivity, were in* 
fultcd by the populace -, but, qext day, which was 
the anniverfary of the reftoration, the whole city 
was lighted up with bonfires and illuminations, and 
ccchoed wi^h the found of mirth and tumultuous 
rejoicing, The people even obliged the life- 
guards who patroled through the ftreets, to join 
jn the cry of ^' High church and Ormond !" and 
i^ 3mithfield they bvH-ned a pidhire of king Wil- 
li vn» 
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A.C. i7i5.1iam. Thirty perfons were imprifoned for beini 
concerned in thefe riots. One Bournois, a fchool^ 
mafter, who affirmed that king George had * m 
right to the crown, was tried and fcourged through 
the city, with fuch feverity, that in a few days he | 
expired in the utmoft torture. A frivolous ifici- j 
dent fcrved to increafe the popular ferment. The 
fhirts allowed to the firft reginiient of guards, com- 
manded by the duke of Marlborough, w^erc fo 
coarfe, that the foldiers could hardly be perfuadcd 
to wear them. Some were thrpwn into the king's 
and duke of Marlboiough's gardens. A detach- 
nient;^ in marching through the city, produfced 
' them to the view of the (hopkeep^rs and paffen- 

fTs, exclaiming, " Thefe are iht Hanover ftiircs." 
he ?6urt being informed ^of this clamour, order- 
ed thofe new fhirts to be burned immediately ; but 
even this facrince, and an advertifenient publifhed 
by the duke of Marlborough in his own vindica- 
tion,, did not acquit' that general of a fufpicion that 
he was concerned in this mean fpecies of pecula- 
tion. A reward of fifty pounds was offered by the 
government to any perfon that would difcover one 
captain Wight, who, by an intercepted letter, ap- 
peared tO'be difaffedled to king George ; and Mn 
George Jeffries was feized at Dublin with a packet 
diredled to Dr. Jonathan Swift, dean of St: Patrick's. 
Several treafonable papers being found in this 
packet, were tranfmitted to England : Jeffries was 
obliged to give bail for his appearance j. and Swift 
• thought proper to abfcond. 

The houfe of lords, to demonftrate their abhor- 
rence of all-who fhould. engage in cotilpiracies 
againft the.ir fovereign, rejedled with indignation 
a. petition prefented to them, in behalf of Black- 
burn, CalTils, Bernarde, Meldrum, and Chambers, 
who- had' hitherto continued prifoners, for having 
conf^ired againU the life of king William. On 

the 
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I the ninth day of June, Mr.'Walpole, as chairman a. c. lyis* 
of the fecret committee, declared to thehoufe of 
commons, that the report was ready •, and in the 
mean time moved, TIvaI a warrant might be iflued 
i by Mr. Speaker for apprehending feveral perfons, 
I particularly Mr. Matthew Prior and Mr. Thomas 
\ Harley, who being in the houfe, were im'medi- 
I arely taken into cuilody. Then he read the, report, Report of 
I ranged under thefe different heads : The ciandeftine-^*^^ ^^^"*

Ofdinary meafiires purfued to form the congrefs at 
Utrecht : the trifling of the French plenipotenti^- » 
aries, by the connivance of the ISritifh minifliers :

' Spanilh monarchy :. the fatal fufpenfion of arms : 
the feizure of Ghent and Bruges, in order to diftrefs 
the allies and favour the French : the duke of 
Ormond's ading in concert with the French gene- 
1 tal : the lord Bolingbroke's journey to i^rance to 
I negotiate a feparate peace : Mr. Prior's and the 
I duke of Shrewsbury's negotiations in France : the 
precipitate conclufion of the peace at Utrecht, 
The report .being recited. Sir Thoqjias^ Hanmer 
moved, T'hat the confide ration of it mould be ad- 
journed to a certain day : and, that in the mean 
time the report fliould be prefented for the perufal 
of the members : he. was feconded by the Tories ; . 
a debate enfued ; and the motion was rejeded by 
a great majority. 

This point being gained, Mr. Walpole im- Re/btutions 
peached Henry lord vifcount Bolinjgbroke of high- wdB^Hil'g. 
treafon, and other high crimes and mifdemeanours. broke, the 
Mr. Hungerford declared his opinion, that nothing ford,\he*' 
mentioned in the report, in relation to lord Boling- duke of or- 
broke, amounted to high^treafon •, and general r'ne^ari^af 
Rofs expreffed the fame fentiment, ' 1 hen lord ^'^^''^^<*- 
Coningfby ftanding up, ** The worthy chairman 
" (faid he) has impeached the hand, but 1 impeach 

" the 
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A.C. 1715. <6^ the head: he has impeached the clerk, and f/ 
*^ ^he juftice : he has impeached the fcholar, and 
"1, the mafter. I impeach Robert earl of Ox- 
** ford and carl Mortimer, of hightreafon, and 
** other crimes and mifdcmeanours." Mr. Audi- 
tor Harley, the earl*s brothef, fpoke iii vindication 
of that miniftef. He kffirmed he had done no- 
thing but by the immediate command of his fovc- 
teign : that the peace was a good peace, and ap- 
proved as fuch by two parliaments : and that th6 
rafts charged to him in the report amounted onl/ 
to mifdemcanours. Mr. Auditor Foley^ the earPs 
brother-in-law, made a fpeech to the fame pufpofc: 
Sir Jofeph Jekyll, a ftaunch Whig, and iliembcf 
of the fecrct committee, txpttfkd his doubt, 
whether they had fufficient matter dr evidence, to 
impeach the earl of high-treafon. Neverthelefi, 
the hoiife refolved to impeach him, without a 
divifion. When he appeared in the houfe of lords 
next day, he found himfelf avoided by his brother 

} Jeers, as infeftious : and retired with figns of con- 
ufion. Prior and Harley having been examined 
by fuch of the committee as were juftices of thd 
peace for Middlefey, Mn Walpole informed the 
houfe, that matters of fuch importance appeared 
in Prior's exanfiinatiori, that he was direfted to i 
move them for that member's being ctofely con^ 
fined. He was accordingly cut off from all com- 
munication. On the twenty- firft day of June Mn 
fccretary Stanhope impeached James duke of Or- 
mond of high-trcafon, and other high Crimes 
and mifdcmeanours. Mr. Archibald Hutchinfon, 
one of the commiffioners of trade, fpoke in favour' 
of the duke. He expatiated on his noble birth 
and qualifications : he enumerated the great fervice^ 
performed to the crown and nation by his grace 
and his anceftors : he obferved, that in the whole 
courlc of his late conduft^ he had only obeyed the \ 

queer/s 
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queen*$ commands: and affirmed, that all the^^*7>A 
allegations againft him, could not, in the rigour of 
the law, be conftrued into high-treafon. Mr^ 
Hutchinfon was fecondcd by general Lumley, who 
urged that the duke of Ormond had oil all occa- 
fions given fignal proofs of his affeftion for his 
country, as well as of perfonal courage : that he 
had generoufly expended the beft part of hi^ 
eftate by living abroad in a moft noble and fplen^ 
did manner, for the honour of his country. Sir 
Jofeph Jekyll faid, if there was room for mercy, 
he hoped it would be fliewn to that noble, gene- 
rous, and courageous peer, who had in a courfe 
of many years exerted thofe great accomplifh- 
ments for the good and honour of his country : 
that, as the ftatute of Edward III. on which the 
charge of high-treafon againft him was to be 
grounded, had been mitigated by fubfequent ads, 
the houfe ought not, in his opinion, to take ad- 
vantage of that aft againft the duke, but only 
impeach him of high crimes and mifdemeanours. 
General Rofs, Sir William Wyndham, and the 
fpcakers of that party, did not abandon the duke 
in this emergency ; but all their arguments and 
eloquence were loft upon the other fadtion, by 
which they were greatly outnumbered ; and the 
queftion being put, was carried for the impeach- . 
ment of the duke of Ormond, who perceiving 
every thing condufted by a furious fpirit of re- 
venge, and that he could not expeft the benefit of 
an impartial trial, confulted his own fafety by with- 
drawing himfelf from the kingdom. On the 
twenty-fecond day of June the earl of Strafford was 
likewife impeached by Mr. Aiflabie, for having 
advifed the fatal fufpenfion of arms, and the Icizing 
of Ghent and Bruges ; and for having treated the 
?noftfcrcne^ hoxifc of Hanover with infolence and ^ 

con- 
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A. c.i7i5» contempt. He was alfo defended by his friends^ 
but overpowered by his enemies. 

When the articles againfl: the carl of Oxford 
were read in the hoiife, a warm debate arofe upon 
the eleventh, by which he was charged with hav- 
ing advifed-the French king in what manner Tour- 
nay might be gained from the ftates-general. The 
queftion being put, Whether this article amounted 
to high-treafon ? Sir Robert'' Raymond, formerly 
follicitor-general, . maintained the negative, arid 
v/as fupported not only by Sir William Wyndhani 
and the Tories, but alfo by Sir Jofeph Jekyll, who 
faidi, it ' was ever his principle to do juftice to 
'every body from the higheft to the loweft ; andj 
that it was the duty of ain honeft man never to adt 
by a fpirit of party : that he hoped he might pre- 
tend to have fome knowledge of the laws of theJ 
kingdom ; and would not fcruple to declare, that 
in his judgment, the charge in queftion did not 
amount to higli-tieafori* Mr. Walpole anfwered 
with great warmth, that there were feveral perfons 
both in and out of the committee, who did not 
in the leaft yield to that member in point of honefty ; 
and who were fuperior to him in the knowledge of 
the laws, yet were fatisHed, tUaf the charge ipeci- 
fied in the eleventh article amounted to high-trea- 
fon. This point being deciddd againfl: the earl, 
and the other articles approved by the houfe; the 
lord Coningfby, attended by the Whig members, 
impeached the earl of Oxford at the bar of the 
houfe of lords, demanding, at the fame tiitie, that 
he might be fequeftcred from parliament, and com- 
mitted to fafe cuftody. A motion was made, that 
the confideration of the articles might be adjourn- 
ed. After a fhort debate the articles w^'re read : 
then the Tory lords moved, that the judges might 
be confulted. Thi$ motion being rejefited, an- 
other 
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other was made, that the earlfliould be comfnit-A- 0.1715. 
ted to fafe cuftody : this occafioned another debate, 
hi which he himfelf fpbkc to thefoUowing purpofe : 
That the whole charge might be reduced to the 
negotiations and conclufion of the peace : that the 
nation wanted a peace, he faid, no body would 
(deny : that the conditions of this peace were ^% 
good as could be expefted, confidering the back- 
wardnefs and reluftancy which fome of the allies 
Ihewed to come into the queen's meafures : that 
the peace was approved by two fucceflive parlia- 
ments : that he had no Ihare in the affair of Tour* 
nay, which was wholly tranfafted by that unfortu- 
nate nobleman who had thought fit to ftep afide : 
that, for his own part, he always afted by the im* 
mediate direftions and commands of the late queen^ 
without offending againft any known law ; and be* 
ingjuftified by his own confcience, was unconcern- 
ed for the life of an infignificant old man ; that, if 
niinifters of ftate, ading by the immediate com- . 
mands of their fovereign, are afterwards to be made 
accountable for their proceedings, it might one day 
or other be the cafe with all the members of that 
auguft affembly : that he did not doubt their lord- 
Ihips, out of regard to themfelves, would give him 
an equitable hearing : and that, in the profecution 
of the inquiry it would appear, he had merited not 
only the indulgence, but even the favour of this 
government. *' My lords (faid he) I am now to 
*' take my leave of your lordfhips, and of this ho-- 
" nourable houfe, perhaps for ever. I Ihall lay 
" down my life with pleafure in a caufc favoured 
by my late dear royal miftrefs. When I confider 
that I am to be*judged by the juftice, honour, 
" and virtue of my peers, I ftiall acquiefce, and 
" retire with great content : and, my lords, God's 
<* will be done.*' The duke ofShrew(bury hav- 
ing acquainted the houfe, that the earl was verv. 
N^^ 9^4. N much 
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A c. 171$, much iixdirpofed with: tlie gravel, be was iqfi^ec} 
to remain at his own houfe, b cuftody of the black, 
rod: in his way thither hq was attended by ^ 
great multitude of people, crying, ^^ High-ch\|rch^ 
" Ormond, and Oxford for evert** Next day he. 
was brought to the bar, where he received a copy 
of the articles, and was allowed a month to prepare 
his anfwer. Though Dr. Mead declared, that if 
the earl fliould be fent to the Tower his life would 
be in danger ^ it was carried, on a divifion, that he 
fhould be conveyed thither on the fixteenth day oC 
July. During the debate the earl of Anglefey 
obfcrved, that thefe impeachments were difagrec-, 
able to the nation -, and that it was to be feared,, 
fuch violent meafures would make the fceptre (hake 
ki the king's hands. This eypreflk>n threw the 
whole houfe in a flame. Some members cried^ 
♦* To the Tower/' Some, " To order/' The 
carl of Sutherland declared, that if thefe words bad. 
been fpoken in another place, he would have called, 
the perfon that fpdke theni to an account ; in the 
mean time he moved, that he (hould explain hin>- 
felf. Anglefey, dreading the refcntment of the. 
houfe, was glad to make ai> apology ; which was 

fori ill?xo a^^^^^- The earl of Oxford was attended to die 
tht Tower. Towct by a prodigious concourfe of people, who: 
did not fqruple to exclaim againft his perlccutors. 
Tumults were raifed in StafFordflurc and other 
parts of the kingdom, againft the Whig party, 
which had depreffed the friends of the church and 
embroiled the nation. The houfe of commons- 
prefented an addrefs to the king, deHring that the* 
laws might be vigoroufly executed ags^nft the rio^ 
ti^'-X ^^^*- They prepared the proclamation- aft, decree- 
ing, tjhat if any perfons to the number of twelve^ 
iiniawfuUy affembled, fhould continue together one 
hour after having been Required to difperfe^ by a 
juftice of peace or oth^r officer, and hesird the pro*^ 

claixiatipa 
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tiamatkm againft riots read in public, they fhould A.Ciyi^ 
be dcemcii guilty of fekmy without benefit of the 
clergy. 

When the king went to the houfe of peers on "^^ ^"8 
the twentieth day of July, to give the royal affent fhe^pl^ia- 
to this and fome other bills, he told both houfcs^ "*Sn '^^^ * 
that a rebellion was aftually begun^ at home ; and) Tegunr * 
that the nation was threatened with an invafion 
from abroad. He therefore expefted, thit the 
commons would not leave the kingdom in a de*- 
fencdefs condition, bui enable him to take fuch 
meafures as fliould be ncccflary for the public 
fafcty. Addrefles in the ufual ftile were immediar 
teljr prefented by the parliament, the convocation^ 
the common- council, and lieutenancy of London^ 
and the two univerfities, though that of Oxford 
was received in the moft contemptuous manner, . 
the deputies being charged with difloyalty, on ac- 
count of a fray which had happened between fbmc 
recruiting officers and the fcholars of the univerfity* 
The addreflfes from the kirk of Scotland, and the 
diffenting minifters of London and Weftminfter, 
met with a much more gracious reception. The 
parliament forthwith paffed an aft, impowering the 
king to fecurc fufpefted perfons, and to fufpeixd 
the Habeas-corpus aft in that time of danger. A 
claufe was added to a money-bill,, offering the re- 
ward of one hundred thoufand ppunds to fuch as 
fcould feize the pretender dead or alive. Sir 
George Byng was fent to take the command of the 
fleet: general Erie repaired to his government of 
Portfmouth : the guards were encamped in Hyde- 
park : lord Irwin was appointed governor of Hull, 
m the room of brigadier Sutton, who, with lord 
Windfor, the generals kofs, Webb, and Stuart, were 
<lifiniffcd from, the fcrvicc. Orders were given for 
^fing thirteen regiments of dragoons, and eight 
of intantryj and the trained- bands were kept in 

N 2 readinefs 
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A.ai7i5. rcadinefs to fupprefs tumults. In the midft of 
thefe tranfadions the commons added fix aru- 
cles to thofe exhibited againft the earl of Oxford. 
Lord Bolingbroke was impeached at the bar of 
the houfe of lords by Mr. Walpole : bills being 
brought in to fummoh him and the duke of Or- 
mond, to furrender themfelves by the tenth of 
September, or in default thereof, to attaint them 
of high-treafon j they pafled both houfes, and re- 
ceived the royal aflent. On the laft day of Auguft 
the commons agreed to the anicles againft the 
earl of Strafford, which being prefented to the 
houfe of lords, the earl made a fpeech in his own 
vindication. He complained that his papers hiad 
, been feized'in an unprecedented manner; He faiid, 
if he had in his letters, or difcourfe, dropped any 
unguarded expreflions againft fome foreign mini- 
fters, while he had the honour to rcprefent the 
crown of Great-Britain, he hoped they would not 
be accounted criminal by a Britifli houfe of peers : 
he defired he might be allowed a competent time to 
anfwer the articles brought againft him, and have 
duplicates of all the papers which had either been 
layed before the committee of fecrecy, or remained 
in the hands of the government, to be ufed occa- 
fionally in his juftification. This requeft was ve- 
hemently oppofed by the leaders of the other 
party, until the earl of Hay reprefented, that in all 
civilized nations, all courts of judicature, except 
the inquifition, allowed the perfons arraigned all 
that was ncceflary for their juftification : and, that , 
the houfe of peers of Great Britain ought not, in J 
this cafe, to do any thing contrary to that honour ) 
and equity for which they were fo juftly renowned 
throughout all Europe. This obfervation inade an 
impreffion upon the houfe, which refolved, that the 
earl fhouldbe indulged with copies of fuch papers 
as he might have occafion to ufe in his defence. ' 

On 
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On the third day of September Oxford's anfwer ^•^- '7«s. 
y93s delivered to the houfe of lords, who tranfmitt- 
ed it to the commons. Mr. Walpole having heard 
it read, faid, it contained little more than a repeti- 
tion of what had been fuggefted in fome pamphlets 
and papers which had been publifhed in vindica- 
tion of the late miniilry : that it was a falfe and 
malicious libel, laying upon his royal miftrefs the 
blame of all the pernicious meafures he had led her 
into, againft her own honour, and the good of his 
country : that, it was likewife a libel on the pro- 
ceedings of the commons, fince he endeavoured to 
clear thofe perfons wJio had already confeffed their 
guilt by flight. After fome debate the houfe re- 
folved. That the anfwer of Robert earl of Oxford 
(faould be referred to the committee appointed to 
draw up articles of impeachment, and prepare evi- 
dence againft the impeached lords : and, That the 
committee fhould prepare a replication to the an- 
fwer. This was aQcording prepared, and fent up 
to the lords. Then the committee reported, Th^t Duke of 
Mr. Prior had grofly prevaricated on his examina- i^rTeoulS* 
tion, and behaved with great contempt ' of their »>«^kc at- 
authority. The duke of Ormond and the lord *"'*^^' 
vifcount Bolingbrbke having omitted tofurrender 
themfelves within the time limited, the houfe of 
lords ordered the earl-mar(hal to raze out of the 
lift of peers their names and armorial bearings. In- 
ventories were taken of their perfonal eftates •, and 
the duke*s atchievement, as knight of the garter, * 

was taken down from St. George's chapel at Wind- 
for. A man of candour cannot, without an emo- 
tion of grief and indignation, refled upon the ruiij 
of the noble family of Ormond, in the perfon of a 
trave, generous, and humane nobleman, to whom 
no crime was imputed, but that of having obeyed 
the command of his fovereign. About this pe- 
riod the royal affent was given to an ad for encoU-

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A. c. 1715* raging loyalty in Scotlaad. By this law, the tenant 
who continued peaceable while Us lord took armi ( 
in favour c^ the pretender^ was inveft^^ wkh the \ 
j>roperty of the lands he rented ; and, on the other \ 
hand it was decreed. That th^ lands pofTefled by 
any perfon guilty of high-treaibn, ihould revert to 
the fuperior of whom they were held, and be con- 
folida^ed with the fuperiority : and. That all incail^ 
and fettlements of eftates fince the firft day of Au- 
goft, in favour of children, with a fraudulent in- 
tent to avoid the punifhment of the law due to the 
offence of high-treafpn, (hould be null and void. 
It iikewife contained a claufe for fununoning fuC- 
. pefted perfons, to find bail for their good beha- 
viour, on pain of being denounced rebels. By vir- 
tue of this claufe all the beads of the Jacobite clans, 
.and other fufpeded perfoqs, were fummoned to 
Edinburgh ; an4 thoie who did not appear were 
declared rebels. 
intrfgues of By this time the rebellton was adludjy begun in 
the jaao- Scotland. The diffenfions occafioned in that coun- 
try by the union had never been wholly appeafed. 
iEven fince the queen's death, addreffes were pre- 
parjcd in different parts of Scotland againft: the 
union, which was deemed a national grievance : 
and the Jacobites did not fail to encourage this 
averfion. Though their hopes of diffolving that 
treaty were baffled by the induftry and other arts 
of the Revolutioners, who fecured a majority of 
Whigs in parliament, they did not lay afidc their 
defign of attempting fomething of confequence in 
favour of the pretender ; but maintained a corref- 
^pondencc with the malcontents of England, a great 
number of whom were driven by apprehenfiOHf 
bard ufagc, and refentment, into a fyftem of poli- 
tics whichptherwife they would not have cfpoufed. 
The Tories finding themfelves totally exclude4 
from any fliare in the govcrnnient ar^d fegiflaturc. 
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w3 OTpofed to the mibleffice' artd fury of a h&ion a. c. 1715. 
which they defpdfed, began 10 wifh in earneft for 
a revcdotioiu Some of them held private confqi- 
tadons, and communicated with the Jacobites, 
who conveyed their fentiments to the clwvaBer de 
St George, with fuch exaggerations^ as were dic- 
tated by their own eagernefs and extravagance. 
They affured the pretender^, that the nation wa$ 
wholly difafiefted to the new government ; and in- 
deed, the clamoufs, mmult^ and converfation of 
the people in general, countenanced this aHertioti.. 
They promifed to take arms without further delay 
in his favour ; and engaged that the Tories fhould 
join thcmi at hi^ firft landing in Great-Britain. 
They, thereforei befought him to come over with 
all poffible expedition, declaring, that his appear- 
ance would produce aft immediate revolution. The 
chevalier refolved to take the advantage of this fa^ 
vourable difpofition. He had recourfe to the 
French king, who had always been the refuge of 
:hift family. Lewis favoured him in fecret ; and, 
notwithftanding his late engagements with Eng- 
land, cherifiied thd ambition of raifing him to the 
throne of Great-Britain. He fupplted him pffV 
vately with fums of money, to prepare a fmall ar- 
mamerit in the pc»t of Havre, which was equipped 
in the name of Depine lyAnicaut : and without all 
doubt, his defign was to affift htm more effeftually, 
in proportion as the Englifh ihould manifeft their 
attachment to the houfe of Stuart. The duke of 
Ormond and the lord Bolingbroke, who had retired 
to France, finding theml'tlves condemned un- 
heard, and attainted, engaged in the fervice of 
the chevalier, and correfponded with the Tories of 
England. 

All thefe intrigues and machihatioAs were difco- 
vcred and communicated to the court of London 

N 4 by 
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A. c* 1715. by the carl of Stair, who then refided as En^tflt 
atnbafiador at Paris. He was a nobleman of un^- 
queftioned honour and integrity, generous, humane^ 
difcerning, and refolute. He had fignaHzed him- 
felf by his vajour, intrepidity, and other military 
talents, during the war in the Netherlands ; and 
he now a<5lcd in another fphere with uncommon 
vigour, vigilance, and addrefs. He detefted the 
chevalier's fcheme while it was yet in embryo, and 
gave fuch early notice of it, as enabled the king 
of Great-Britain to take efFeftual meafures for de- 
feating the defign. All the pretender's intcreft in 
France expired with Lewis Xi V. . that ofleBtatioos 
tyrant, who. had for above half a centuiy &crificed 
the repofe of Chriiibendom to his infatiate vanity 

i^llxiv. ^^ ambition. At his death, which happened on 
the firft day of September, the regency of the 
kingdom devolved to the duke of Orleans, 
who adopted a new fyftem of polidcs, and had 
already entered into engagements with the king of 
Great-Britain. Infteadof afiifting the . pretender, 
he amufed his s^nts with myfterious and equi- 
vocal expreffions, calculated to fruftrate the deftgn 
of the expedition. Neverthelefs, the more violent 
part of the Jacobites in Great*Britain believed he 
was at bottom a A*iend to their caufe ; and depend- 
ed upon him for fuccour. They even extorted 
from him a fum of money by dint ctf importuni- 
ties, and fome arms; but the veffel was fliip- 
wrecked, and the cargo loft upon the coaft of 
Scotland. 

The partifans of , the pretender had proceeded 
too far to retreat with fafety ; and therefore refolv- 
ed to try their fortune in the field. The earl of 
Mar repaired to the Highlands, where he hdd 
confultations with the marquiffes of Huntley and 
Tullibardine, the earls Marifchal and Southeflt,

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the generals Hamikan andGordon^ with the chiefs ^ €• >7ts. 
of the Jacobite clans. Then he aflembled three ^j^^ 
hundred of his own vaflals, proclaimed the preten- mL^ up 
der at Caftletown, and fet up his ftandard at Brae- ^»J*^' 
Mar on the fixth day of September. By this timeaardin * 
the earls of Home, Wigtown, and Kinnoul, the^*^°'^^» 
•lord Defkford, and Lockhart of Carnwath, with 
other perfons fufpe6led of difafiedion to the pre- 
fent government^ were committed prilbners to the 
•caftle of Edinburgh ; and major-general Whetham 
marched with the regular troops which were in that 
kingdom, to fecure the bridge of Stirling. Before, 
thefe precautions were taken, two veflels had ar- 
rived at Arbroath from Havre, with arms, ammur 
nition, and a good number of officers, who aflured 
the earl of Mar, that the pretender would foon be 
with him in perfon.

•ftrack a general damp upon their ipifits ; but they 
layed their account with being joined by a powerful 
body in England. The earl of Mar, by letters 
and meflages, prefled the chevalier to come over 
without further delay. He, in the mean time, af- 
fumed the title of lieutenant-general of the preten- 
der'a forces, publifhed a declaration, exhorting the 
people to take arms for their lawful fovcreign ; and 
this was followed by a Ihrewd manifefto, explain- 
ing the national grievances, and alluring the peo- 
ple of redrefs. Some of his partifans attempted to 
iurprife the caftle of Edinburgh ; but were pre- 
vented by the vigilance and adivity of colonel 
Stuart, lieutenant-governor of that fortrels. The 
duke of Argyle fet out for Scotland as commander 
in chief of the forces in North^Britain : the earl 
of Sutherland fet fail in the Queenborough (hip of 
war for the North, where he propofcd to raife his 
vaflals for the fervice of the government; and 
many other Scottilh peers returned to their own

^^ of I^ England the prafticcs of the Jacobites did nos 
the lower efcape the notice of the ihiniftry. Lieutenant-co- 
^t^^ loncl Paul wa3 imprifoncd in the Gate-houfe, for 
to^. inlifting men in the fefvice of the pretender. The 
titular duke of Powis was committed to the Tower; 
the lords X>anidown and Duplin were taken into 
<uftody } and a warrant was ifiued for apprehend- 
ing the carl of Jerfcy. The king defired the con- 
fent of the lower houfe to feize and detain Sir Wil- 
liam Wyndham, Sir John Packington, Mn £d- 
.ward Harvey of Combe, Mr. Thomas Fofter, Mr. 
John Anftis, and Mr. Corbet Kynaiton^ who were 
members of the houfe, and fufpe&ed of fayouring 
the invaiion. The commons unanimoufly agreed 
to the propofal, a^d prefented an addreis fignifying 
their approbation. Harvey and Anftis were im- 
mediately fecured. Fofter, with the affiftance of 
fome popiih lords^ affembled a body of men in 
Northumberland : Sir John Packington being exa- 
mined before the council, was difipiifed for want of 
^vidence« Mr. Kynafton abfconded : Sir William 
Wyndham was feized at his own houfe in Somcrfct- 
Ihire^ by colonel Huike and a mefienger, who fe- 
cured his papers : he found means, however, to 
efcape from them; but afterwards furrendered 
himfelf, and having been examined at the coun- 
cil-board, was committed to the Tower. His fa- 
ther-in-law the duke crfSomerfet offered to become 
bound for his appearance; and being tejcAed as bail, 
ezpreiTed his rcfentmcnt fo warmly, that the king 
thought proper to remove him from the office of 
matter of the horfc. On the twenty- firft day of 
September the king went to the houfe of lords, 
and paiTed the bills that were ready for the royal 
alTent. Then the chancellor read hk majeft/s

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4)e6ch» cxpreffing his acknowledgment and fatlf- ^^* ^««- 
faction for the uncommon marks of their affe&ion 
he had rcjceivcd ; and the parliament adjourned to 
jthe fixth day of 06kobejr. 

The friends of the houfe of Stuart were very nu- 
merous in the weftern counties, and began to make 
preparations for an infurre&ion. They had con- 
<:€aled fofne arms and artilkry at Bath, and formed 
a defign to furprife Briftol % but they were betrayed 
and difcovered by the ^miiTaries of the govern- 
inent ( which baffled all their fchemei, and apprc^ 
hended every peribn of confequeace fufpeded of 
Attachn[ient to that caufe* The univerfity of Ox- 
ford fek the rod of power on thi^occaSon. Major-^ 
general Pepper, with a ftroUg detachment of dra- 
goons, took pofieffion of ^ the city. at day>brekk, 
declaring he would ufe military execution oh all 
iludedts who ibouki prefume to appear without die 
limits -erf their rrfpedive colleges* He feized ten 
.or eleven perfon^, among whom was one Lloyd, a 
cofieeman ; and made prize of ibme horfes and for- 
piture belonging to colonel Owen, and odier gen- 
tlemen. With this booty he retreated to Atnng- 
don 5 and Handafyde^s regiment of foot was after- 
wards quartered at Oxford, to overawe the univer- 
fity. The miniftry found it mott difficult to fup- 
prefs the infurgentsin the northern counties. Itirhg^aAd 
the month of OkStober, the earl of Derwentwator Dorweot- 
and Mr. Fofter took the field with a body of horfe, ZTf^ 
iaod being joined by feme gentlemen from the bor- p«-c<^i«»^ 
ders of Scc^laij^dj, proclaimed the pretender in Watk- u^d^rT 
worth, Morpeth, and Alnwick. Their firft defign 
was to feizie the town of Newcaftle, in which they 
|iad iTiany friends : but they found the gates (hut 
upon them, and retired to Hexham; while gene- 
ral Carpenter having aflembled a body of dragoon's, 
refolved to march from Newcaftie ^d attack them 
|)e£p]te they Ihould be reinforced* The rebels re- 
tiring 
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A. c. 1715. tiring northward to Wooler, were joined by two hun- 
dred Scottifli horfe under the lord' vifcount Ken- 
muir, and the earls of Carnwath and Wintoun, 
who had fet up the pretender's ftandard at MofFat, 
and proclaimed him in different parts of Scotland. 
The rebels thus reinforced, advanced to Kelfd, 
having received advice that there they would be 
joined by Mackintx>fh, who had crolTed the Forth 
with a body of Highlanders* 

By this time the earl of Mar was at the head of 
ten dioufand men well armed. He had fecured the 
pa(s of the Tay at Perth, where his head-quarters 
were eftablilhed^ and made hhnfelf mailer of the 
whole fruitful province of Fife, and all the &a- 
coaft on that fide of the frith <^ Edinburgh* He 
feleded two thoufand five hundred men, comiisanui' 
ed by brigadier Mackintoflb, to make a defcentrup- 
on the Lothian fide, and join the Jacobites tn that 
county, or fuch as ihould take arms on the borders 
cf England. Boats were aflembkd for this pui^ 
pofe; and, notv^thllanding all the precautions 
that could be taken by the king*s fliips \tytbi& frith, 
to prevent the defign, above fifteen hundred chp- 
fen men made good their paflage in the night, and 
ooff^hf iMded on the coaft of Lothian, having croflfed an 
frith of arm of the fea about fixteen miles broad, in open

wb^ats^j executed with more condud or courage, than 

' was this hazardous enterprize. They amufed the 

king's fliips with marches and countermarches along 

the coaft, in fuch a manner that they could not 

pofiibly know where they intended to embark. 

The earl of Mar, in the mean time, marched from 

Perth to Dumblaine, as if he had intended to crofs 

the Forth at Stirling- bridge : but his real defign was 

to divert the duke of Argyle from attacking his 

deuchment which bad landed in Lothian. So far 

the 
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the fchemc fucceeded. The duke, who had af-A.c.1715% 
fembled fome troops in Lothian, returned to Stir- 
ling with the utmoft expedition, after having fecur- 
cd Edinburgh, and obliged Mackintolh to aban- 
don his delign on that city. He had adually taken 
pofleffion of Leith, from whence he retired to Sea- 
toun-houfe, near Prefton<pans, which he fortified 
in fuch a manner that he could not be forced with-^ 
out artillery. Here he remained until he received 
an order acrofs the frith from the earl of Mar, to 
join lord Kenmuir and the Englifh at Kelfo, for 
which place he immediately began his march, and 
reached it on the twenty- fecond day of Oftober, 
though a good number of his men had deferted oa 
the route. 

'tht lord Kenmuir, with the earls of Wintoun, 
Nithfdale, and Carnwath-, the earl of Derwent- 
Witer and Mr. Forftcr, with the Eogliih kifur- 
gents, arriving at the fame time^ a council <>f war 
was immediately called. Wintoun propoied that 
ihesjr ihould march immediately into the we&era 
'parts of Scotland^ and join general Gordon, who 
commanded a ftrong body of Highlanders in 
Argylelhire. The Englilh infilled upon croffing 
the Tweed, and attacking general Carpenter, 
whofe troops did not exceed nine hundred dra- 
goons. Neither fcheme was executed. They 
took the route to Jedburgh, where they refol vcd 
to leave Carpenter on one fide, and penetrate into 
England by the weftcrn border. The Highlan- 
ders declared they would not quit their own coun- 
try i but were ready to execute the fcheme propofcd 
•by the earl of Wintoun. Means however were 
found to prevail upon one half of them to advance, 
while the reft returned to the Highlands. At 
Brampton, Forfter opened his commiflion of ge- 
neral^ which had been fent to him from the carl of 
'Mar, and proclaimed the pretender. They con- 
1 ' tinued 
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^>,CJ7i5*tintied theilr nurch to Penrith, where the flieriifff 
affifted. by the lord Lonfilale and the bilhq> of 
Carlifle, had afiembled the whole po& comitatus 
of Cumberland, amounting to twelve thoufand 
men, i^ho difperfed with the utmoft precipitation at 
the approach of the rebels. From Penrith, Fot* 
fter proceeded by the way of Kendal and Lancafter 
to Prefton, from whence Stanhope's regiment of 
dragoons, and another of militia, immediately re^ 
tired ; fo that he took poflcfiion of the place with-* 
cut reiiftance. General Wills marched againft the 
enemy with (ix regiments of horfe and dragoons^ 
and one battalion of foot commanded by colonel 
Prefton. They had advanced to the bridge e£ 
Ribble before Forfter received intelligence of their 
approach. He forthwith began to raife barrica^ 
does, and put the place in a pofture of defence. 
On the twelfth day of November, the town was 
brifkly attacked in two different places : but the 
king's troops met with a very warm reception, mid 
vho trc at- were repulfcd with confiderable lofs* Next day 
p'ft*"***^ general Carpenter arrived with a reinforcement of 
'^ °°* three regiments of dragoons ; and the rebels were 
invefted on all fides. The Highlanders declared 
they would make a fally fword in hand, and either 
cut their way through the king's troops, or perifh 
in the attempt; but they were over-ruled. For* 
fter fent colonel Oxburgh with a trumpet to gene- 
ral Wills, to propofe a capitulation. He was given 
to underftand, that the general would not treat 
with rebels \ but, in cafe of their furrendering at 
difcretion, he would prevent his foldiers from put- 
ting them to the fword, until he fhould receive 
further orders. He granted them time to confider 
till next morning, upOn their delivering the earl 
of Derwcntwater and Mackintolh as hoftages. 
When Forfter fubmitted, this Highlander declar- 
ed, he could not promife that the Scots would 

furrender 
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(irrendcr in that manner. The general defired a. c» 1715^ 
him to return to bis people, and he would forth-* 
wkh attack the town^ in which cafe every man of 
tfaem fliould be cut in pieces. The Scottifli noble-^ 
men did not chufe to run that rifque ; and per*- 
fuaded the Highlanders to accept the terms that 
were offered. They accordingly laid down their ^df^j^a-. 
arms, and were put under a ftrong guard. AH <i^ ^^ <ii^v 
the noblemen ana leaders were fecured. . Major ^"^^"' 
Nairn, captain Lockhart, captain Shaftoe, and en- 
fign Erikine, were tried by a court martial as de* 
fercers, and executed. Lord Charles Murray, (otx 
of the duke of Athole, was likewife condemned 
for the^ fame crime, but reprieved. The common 
men were imprifoned at Chcfter and Liverpool : 
the noblemen and confiderable officers were fent to 
London, conveyed through the ftrcets, pinioned 
like malefaftors, and committed to the Tower and 
toNewgatc^ 

The very day on which the «bels furrendered Battle «t 
at Prefton, was remarkable for the battle of Dum- D«°^^i«»^ 
blaine, fought between the duke of Argyle and 
the c*rl of Mar, who commanded the pretender's 
forces.^ This nobletnan had retreated to his camp 
ait Perth, when he underftood the duke was re- 
turned from Lothian to Stirling. But being now 
joined by the northern clans under the earl of Sca- 
forth, and thofe of the weft commanded by gene^ 
ral Gordon, who had fignalized himfelf in the fcr- 
vice of the czar of Mufcovy, he rciblved to pafs 
the Forth, in order to join his fouthern friends, that 
they might march together into England. With, 
this view he marched to Auchtcrardcre, where he 
reviewed his army, and refted on the eleventh day 
of November. The duke of Argyle, apprifed of. 
his intention, and being joined by fome regiments 
of^dragoons from Ireland, determined to give him 
batde in the neighbourhood of Dumblaine. On 

the 
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A.C. J715. iJie twelfth day of the month he pafled the Forth 
at Stirling, and encamped with his left at the vil- 
lage of Dumblaine, and his right towards SheriflP- 
moor. The earl of Mar advanced within two miles : 
of his camp, and remained till day-break in order 
of battle ; his army confiding of nine tboufand' ef- 
feftive men, cavalry as well as infantry. In the 
morning, the duke underftanding they were in mo- 
tion, drew up his forces, which did not exceed 
three thoufand five hundred men, on the heights 
to the north-eaft of Dumblainc : but he was out- 
flanked both on the right and left. The clans that 
formed part of the center and right wing of the 
enemy, with Clanronald and Glengary at their 
head, charged the left of the king^s army fword in 
hand, with fuch impetuofity that in feven minutes 
both horfe and foot were totally routed with greit 
flaughter ; and general Whetham who commanded 
them, fled at full gallop to Stirling, where he de- 
clared that the rtryal army was totally defeated. 
In the mean time, the duke of Argyle, who com- 
manded in perfon on the right, attacked the left 
of the enemy, at the head of Stair's and Evans's 
dragoons, and drove them two miles before him, 
as far as the water of Allan : though in that fpace 
they wheeled about and attempted to rally ten 
times ; fo that he was obliged to prefs them hard, 
that they might not recover from their confufion. 
Brigadier Wightman followed, in order to fuftain 
him with three battalions of infantry; while the 
viftorious right wing of the rebels having purfued 
Whetham a confiderable way, returned to the field, 
and formed in the rear of Wightman, to the 
amount of five thoufand men. The duke of 
Argyle returning from the purfuit, joined Wight- 
man, who had faced about and taken pofTeffion of 
fome inclofures and myd- walls, in expeftation of 
being attacked. In this pofture both armies front- 
ed 
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fed each other till the evening, when the duke a^-C1»7is* 
drew off towards Dumblaine, and the rebels retired 
to Ardoch, without mutual moleftation. Next 
day, the duke marching back to the field of battle, 
carried off the wounded, with four pieces of can- 
non left by the enemy, and retreated to Stirling. 
Few prifoners were taken on either fide : the num- 
ber or the flain might be about five hundred of 
^ach army, and both generals claimed the vidory. 
This battle was not fo fatal to the Highlanders as 
the lofs of Inverness, from which Sir John Mac- ^ ' 
kenzie was driven by Simon Frazer Jord.Lovat, 
who, contrary to the principles he had hitherto 
profeljcd, fecurcd this important poft for the go^ 
vernment; by which means a free communica- 
tioa was opened with the north of Scotland^ where 
the earl of Sutherland had raifcd a confider^ble 
body of vaffals. The marquis of Huntley and the 
carl of Seaforth were obliged to quit the rebel 
army, in order to defend their own territories j and 
in a little time fubmitted to king George : a good 
nwrnbet of the Frazers declared with their chief 
againftthe pretender: the marquis of Tullibardine 
withdrew from the army to cover his own country • 
and the clans, feeing no likelihood of another ac- 
tion, began to difperfe, according to cuftom, 

The government was now in a condition to fend 
ftrong reinforcements to Scotland. Six thoufand 
men that were claimed of the ftates general by vir- 
tue of the treaty, landed in England, and began 
their march for Edinburgh : general Cadogan fet 
out for the fame place, together with brigadier 
Petit and fix other engineers j and a'train of art'd- 
fery was fliipped at the Tower for that country, 
the duke of Argyle refolving to drive the earl of 
Mar out of Perth, to which town he had retire4 
with the remains of his forces. The pretender

his behalf y and the duke of Ormond having made 
a fruidefs voyage to the weftern coaft, to try the 
difpofition of the people, he was now convinced of 
the vanity of his expcdlation in that quarter ; and, 
. us he knew not what other courfe to take, he re- 
folvcd to hazard his perfon among his friends in 
Scotland, at a time when his affairs in that king- 
The preten- dom werc abfoJutcly defperate. From Brittany he 
s^oSld?'" pofted through part of France, in difguife, . and 
embarking in a fmall veffel at Dunkirk, hired for 
that purpofe, arrived on the twenty-fecond day of 
December at Peterliead, with fix gejitlemen in his 
retinue, one' of whom was the tnarquis of Tin- 
mouth, fon to the^duke of Berwick. Hepaiflifed 
through Aberdeen incognito to FfetteroflCd wJier e 
he was met by the earls of Mar and Marifchal, and 
about thirty noblemen and gentlemen' of. the ftf ft 
quality 1 Here he was folemnjy proclaimed i his 
declaration, dated at Commercy^ was. printsed ^nd 
circulated throu^ all the parts in that neighbpur- 
hood; and here he received addrefles from, the 
€pifcopal dergy, and the laity of that communion 
in the diocefc of Aberdeen. On the fifth <Jay of 
January, he made his pubbc entry into Dundee ; 
and on the feventh arrived at Scoon, where he 
feemed determined to ftay until the ceremony of 
his coronation (hould be performed. From thence 
ht made an excurfion to Perth, where he rpvicw; 
ed his forces. Then he formed a regular council • 
and publiftied proclamations for a general thankf- 
giving, on account of his fafe arrival ; enjoining 
the minifters to pray for him in churches ; efta- 
blifhing the currency of foreign coins ; fummton- 
ing the meeting of the convention of eftates ; or- 
dering all fenfibic men to repair to his ftandard, 

and 
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knO, fixing the twenty third day of January ^for his -^•^•»7»5' 
cojponiarion. He made apathetic fpeech m a grand 
^diincU, at which all the chiefs of his party alfifted. 
Here they determined to abandon the enterprJze^ 
as the king's army was reinforced by the Dutch 
auxiliaries, and they themfelves were not only re- 
duced to a fmall number, but like wife deftitute of 
money, arms, ammunition, forage, and provifion : 
for the duke of Argyle had taken poffeffion of 
Burntifland, and tranfported a detachment to Fife, 
' Ibas to cut off Mar's communication with that fer- 
tiJ© county. 

^ ' Notwithftanding the feverity of the weather, and 
a prodigious faU of fnow which rendered the roads 
alilioft impaffable, the^ duke; &n tht twenty-ninth 
'4bi^ of January, feegaH'his triarch to Dumblain, and 
^mxt day reachefd'TuUib^rdine,' where he received 
^^^■tetelligeftCe thai? the pretender :and his force sf had, 
'iOh the precedingday, retired towards Dundee; He 
forthwith 'took ^poffeffion of Perth ; a;nd then be- 
'gaii hiis anarch to Aberbrbtfeick, in purfuit of the 
ie^ierfly; The chevalier de-St. George being thus . . -. . ^ 
"fiotly purfued, was prevailed upon to embark on Frlnce;" 
;ife6ani of a fmall French ftiip that lay in the har- 
* hour of Montrofe. He was accompanied by the 
- earh of Mar and Mclfort, the lord Drummond^ 
' lieutenant-general Bulkely, and other perfons of 
diftinftion, to the number of feventeen. In order 
to avoid the Englifh cruifers, they ftretrhed over 
to Norway, and coafting along the German and 
Dutch fhores, arrived in five days at Gravelin. 
General Gordon, whom the pretender had left 
commander in chief of the forces, with the affif- 
tance of the earl Marifchal, proceeded with them 
to Aberdeen, where he fecured three veffcls to fail 
northward, and take on board the perfons who in- 
tended to make their efcape to the continent. Thtn 
they continued their march through Strathfpey and 

O a Strath- 
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A.C. 1715. Strathdown, to the hills of Badenocb, where febec 
common people were quietly difiniffed. This re- 
treat was made with fuch expedidon, that the dukfr 
of Argyle, with all his aftivity, could never over- 
take their rear- guard, which confifted of a thou-^ 
fand horfe, commanded by the earl Marifchal*. 
Such was the iflUe of a rebellion that proved fatak 
to many noble families : a rebellion which, in all. 
probability, would never have happened, had not 
the violent meafures of a Whig miniftry kindled 
fuch a flame of difcontent in the nation, as encou^^ 
raged the partizans of the pretender to hazard a 
Itvolt. 

The parliament of Ireland, which met at Dubois 
on the twelfth day of November, feemed evea 
more zeal6us, if poflible, thaa that of Englandr 

« .. for the prefent adminiftration* They pafled bills 

of the hUk for recognizmg the king s title ; for the fecurxtf 
far^iamcnt. ^f |^jg perfon and government ; for fetting a price 

on the pretender's head j and. for attaintii^g tha 
duke of Ormond. They granted the fupplie$ with- 
out oppofition. All thofe who had addreflled thqr 
late queen in favour of Sir Conftantine PhippS|; 
then lord chancellor of Ireland, were now brought 
upon their knees, and cenfured as guilty of* 
breach of privilege. They defired the lords juftice* 
would iiTue a proclamation againil the popi(h ii^ 
habitants of Limerick and Galway, who, prefum- 
ing upon the capitulation figned by king Williana* 
claimed an exemption frpni the penalties impofed 
upon other papifts. They, engaged, hi an afibcia* 
tion againft the pretender and all his abettors^ 
They voted the earl of Anglefey an enemy to the 
king and kingdom, becaufe he had advifed the 
queen to break the army and prorogue the late 
parliament; and they addrefled the king to remove 
him from his council and fervice. The lords- 
juftices granted orders for apprehending the carls

c£ Antrim and Weftmcath, the lords NatterviUc, a. 0.1715, 
Cahir, and Dillon, as perfons fufpedted of difaffec- 
tion to the government. Then they adjourned 
the two houfes. 

The king, in his fpeech to the Englifli parlia- 
ment, which met on the ninth of January, told 
them he had reafon to believe the pretender was 
landed in ^Scotland : he congratulated them on the 
fuccefs of his arms in fuppreffing the rebellion : 
on the conclufion of the barrier- treaty between the 
emperor and the dates- general, under his gua- 
ranty : on a convention with Spain that would de- 
liver the trade of England to that kingdom, from ' 
the new impofitions and hardihips to which it was 
iubjedted in confequence of the late treaties. He, 
likewife gave them to underftand, that a treaty for 
renewing all former alliances^ between the crown of 
Great-Britain and the ftates general, was aloiofl: 
<ioncluded ; and he affured the commons he would 
fredy give up all the eftates that ftiould become 
forfeited to the crown by thjs rebellion, to be ap- 
plied towards defraying the extraordinary expence 
in<:rurrcd on this occafion. The commons, in their 
addrefs of thanks, declared that they would pro- 
fecute, in the moft vigorous and impartial manner, 
the authors of thofe deftrudbive counfels which had - 
drawn down fuch miferies upon the nation. Their 
refolutions were fpeedy, and exadlly conformable 
to this declaration. They expelled Mr. Forfter 
from the houfe. They forthwith impeached theThcfcM 
earls of Derwentwater, Nithfdale, Carnwath, and|;7a'l5,tdV°*' 
Wintoun ; the lords Widdrington, Kcnmuir, and 
Nairn. Thefe noblemen being brought to the 
bar of the houfe of lords, heard the articles of im- 
peachment read on the tenth day of January, and 
were ordered to put in their anfwers on the fix- 
tecnth. The impeachments being lodged, the 
lowcr-houfe ordered a bill to be brought in for

then they prepared another to attaint the marquis 
of TuUibardine, the earls of Mar and Linlitbgov, 
and lord John Drummond. On the twenty-firft: 
day of January, the king gave the royal affent to 
the bill for continuing the fufpenfion of the habeas 
corpus- a£t. He told the parliament that the pre- 
tender was aftoally in Scotland, heading the rebel- 
lion, and affuming the ftile and title of kingrf 
thefc realms : he demanded of the commons fucli 
fupply as might difcourage any foreign po wr from 
anH pie^d a^^ifting thc 'f^bfils. Ou Thurfday the ninet^eath 
fuiity. day of January, all the impeached lords pleaded 
guilty to the articles exhibited agfinft them,; ex- 
cept the earl of Wintoun, who petitiooed for a 
longer time> on.variQii3 pretences. The reft re- 
ceived fentence qf death on the ninth day of Febru- 
ary, in the court , creiled in Weftminfter-^hall, 
wWre the lord chancellor Cowper prefided as lord 
high feward on that occafion. The countcfs of 
Nithidale and lady Nairn threw thcmfelvcs at the 
king*s feet as he paffed through the apartments of 
the palace, and implored his mercy in behalf of 
their hufbands : but their tears and intreaties pro- 
duced no effe.61. The council refolved that the 
fentence fhould be executed, and orders were 
givei) for that purpofe to the lieutenant of the 
Tower, and the fherifFs of London and Middle^ 
kx.

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twenty otliers of the fame quality, and begged the ^i^' *7>s« 
imerccflion of the houfe : but no regard was payed 
to; their petition. Next day, they petitioned both 
liotries of parliament. The commons rejefted their 
-fuit. In the upper houfe, the duke of Richmond 
delivered a petition from the carl of Derwentwater, 
to whom' he was nearly related, at the fame time de- 
claring, that he himfelf fliould of^pofe his foUici- 
tation. The carl of Derby expreffed fome com- 
paffion for the numerous family of lord Nairn* 
Petitions from the reft were prefented hy other 
lords, nrtoved with pity and humanity. Lord 
Townfliend and others vehemently oppofed their 
t>eing read. The earl of Nottingham thought this 
■indulgence might be granted: tne houfe affehted 
to His opinion j and Ugreed to an addrefs, praying 
Hfe majefty would t-eprieve fuch of the condemned 
Ibrd^ as fhould deferve his mercy. To this peti- 
'tioti the king anfwired, That on this and all other 
'4ic(iafion9'; he would do what he thought moft 
confiftent with the dignity of his crown and the 
fafcty of his people.. The earl of Nottingham, 
^efident of the council ; his brother the carl of 
Aylelbury, chancellor of the dutchy of Lancafter 5 
}iis fon lord Finch, one of the lords of the treafufy 5 
his kinfman lord Guemfcy, mafter of the jewel- 
office, were altogether difmifled from his majefty's 
fervice. Orders were difpatched for executing the 
earls of Derwentwater and Nithfdale, and the vif- 
count of Kenmuir, immediately ; the others were 
refpited to the feventh day of March. Nithfdale 
made his cfcape in woman's apparel, furntrtied and 
conveyed to him by his mother. On the twenty- The ear! of 
fourrh day of February, Derwentwater and Ken ^^7*"^" 
muir were beheaded on Tower-hill. The former jSnmX 
was' an amiable youth, brave, open, generous, hof- *^^^^- 
pitable, and hvinriane. His fate drew tears from 
the fpeftators, and was a great misfortune to the

A.c. 1716. When the king pafled the land-tax biU, which 
was uftiered in with a very extraordinary preamble^ 
he informed both houfes of the pretender's flight 
from Scotland. In the beginning of April, a comw 
miffion for trying the rebels met in the court jof 
commo0 pleas, when bills oi high-treafon were 
found againtl Mn Forfter, Mackintolh^ and twentjr 
of their confederates. Forfter efcaped from Ntvn* 
gate, and reached the continent in fafety; the reft 
pleaded Not guilty, and were indulged with time 
to prepare for their trials. The judges appointed 
! to try the rebels at Liverpool found a con&derable 
number guilty of high-treafon. Two and twenty 
were executed at Prelton and Maiichefter : about a 
thoufand prifoners fubmitted to the king's niercy, 
and petitioned for tranfportation. Pitts, the keeper 
of NewgatCj being fufpedted of having coaoiv^ 
at Forfter's efcape, was tried for his life at the Odd 
Bailey, and acquitted. Notwithftanding this pro- 
fecution, which ought to have doubled the vigi- 
lance of the jailors, brigadier Mackintofh, andi^r 
veral other prifoners, broke from Newgate, iafter 
having mattered the keeper and turnkey, and difr 
trUi« of armed the centinel. The court proceeded with

was found guilty ; four or five were hanged, drawn, 
and quartered, at Tyburn 5 and among thefe WiU 
liam Paul, a clergyman, who^ w his hfcft fpeech, 

pro- 
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profefied himfelf a true and fincere member of the ^-^^ '7«4' 
church of England, but not of the revolution fchif- 
matical church, whofe bifliops had abandoned the " 
king, and fhamefuUy jgiven up their ecclefiaftical 
lights, by fubmitting tp the unlawful, invalid, lay- 
deprivations authorilcd by the prince of Orange. 

Though the rebellion was extinguiflicd, th^ 
flame of national dilTatisfadtion il^l con^imied to 
rage : the feverities exercifed againft thf ' rebels in- 
creafed the general difcontent : ^for noW the danger 
was blown over, their humane paffions began to 
prevail The courage and fortitude with which 
the condemned perfons encountered the pains of 
death in it« moft dreadful form, prepoflcfled many 
fpeftators in favour of the caufe by which thofe uth 
happy vi(5lims were animated. In a word, perfecu- 
tion, as ufual, -extended the hercfy. The miniftry 
^ceiving this univcrfal difafFedion, and dreading 
th^ revolutit)n of a new parliament, which might 
wreft the power from th^ir faftion, and retoct upoa 
them the violence of their own meafurcs, formed a 
r^iblution equally odious and effectual, to eftablifti 
their adniiniftration. This was no other than ^^f^-J^^ 
fcheme to repeal the triennial aft, and by a new liam^^t?"" 
Jaw to extend the term of parliaments to feven 
y«^rs. On the tenth day of April, the duke of 
DevonOure reprefented, in the houfe of lords, that 
triennial eki^ions ferved to keep up party divi- 
fions ; to.raife and foment feuds in private fami- 
lies J to produce ruinous expences, and give occa- 
fion to the cabals. and intrigues of foreign princes : 
that it became the wifdom of fuch an auguft affem- 
bly to apply proper remedies to an evil that might 
be attended with the moft dangerous conftquences, 
frfpecially in the prcfent temper of the nation, is 
the; fpirit of rebellion ftiU remained unconquered* 
He therefore propofed a bill for enlarging th^ 
COn^iou^iKe Qf parliaments^ He was feconded by 

6 the 
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A.c. J7»6. the earls of Dorfet and Rockingham, the duk^e of 
Argyle, the lord Townfhend, and the other chiefs 
of that party. The motion was oppofed by the 
eark of Nottingham, Abingdon, and Powlet. They 
obferved, that frequent parliaments were required 
by the fundamental conftitution of the kingdom, 
afcertained in the practice of many ages ; that the 
members of the lower h6ufe were chofen by the 
people for a certain term of years, at the expira- 
tion of which they fould be no longer rcprcfcntar- 
tivesof the people, who, by the parliament'^ prc^- 
trading its own authority, would be deprived of 
the only remedy* which they have againft thoic, 
who, through ignoranpe or corruption, betrayed 
the truft repofed in them : that the reafons in fa- 
vour of fuch a bill were weak and frivolous : that; 
with rcfpeiSt to foreign alliances, no prince orflatse 
could reafonably depend upon a people to defend 
their liberties and interefts, who (liould he thought 
to have given up lb great a part of -their own: 
nor would it be prudent in them to wiQi. for « 
change in that conftitution under which £t3fDpe 
had ot lafe been fo powerfully fupported. On the 
contrary, they might be deterred from efjteriog 
into any engagements with Great- Britain, when 
informed by the preamble of the bill, that the po- 
pifh faftion was fo dangerous as to threatoi de- 
ftrviAion to the government : they would appre* 
hend that the adminiftration was fo weak as to want 
fo extraordinary a provifion for its fafcty : that the 
gentlemen of Britain were not to be trufted : and, 
that the good affeftions of the people were reftrain- 
ed within- the limits of the houfe of commons. 
They affirmed that this bill, far from preventing 
the expence of eleftions, would rather increafe it^ 
and encourage every praftice of corruption ; fori 
the value of a feat would always be in proportion 
to the dupatiqn of a parliamtnt.i and the purchafe 

would 
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would rife accordingly. That a long parliamient ^^''yi^* 
•would yield a greater temptation, as well as a bet- 
ter opportunity to a vicious miniftry, to corrupt 
?the members, than they could poffibly have when 
'the parliaments were (hort and frequent : that the 
fame reafons urged for palling the bill to continue 
this parliament for feven years, would be at lead as 
iftrdng, and by the condu6t of rhe'miniftry, nlight 
be made much ftronger before «the end of that 
term, for continuing, and even perpetuating their 
fegiflativc power, to the abfolute fubverfion of the 
third eftate of the realm. Thefe arguments ferved 
only to form a decent debate ; after which the bill 
for ^ feptennial parliaments pafled by a great majo- 
rity, though twenty |>eers entered a proteft. It 
met with the fame fate in the lower houfe,' where . 
many flrong objefticms* were ftarted to no putpofe. 
They were reprefente^ ^s the effeds of party- 
fplcen ; OTd, indeed, this was the great fpnng of 
adion xm both fides. The queftion for the" bill 
was carried in the affirmative ; and in a little time 
k received the royal fanftion. 

The rebellion being utterly quelled, and all the 
^fjpe6ted perfons of confequence detained in fafe 
cuftody, the Hing refolved to vifit his German do- 
minions, where he forcfaw a ftorm gathering from 
the qtiarter of Sweden. Charles XII. was extremely 
cxalperated againft the eteftor of Hanover for hav- 
ing entered into the confederacy againft him in , 
his abfence, partitularly for hisi having purchafed 
the dutchies of Bremen and Verden, which con- 
ftitoted paft of his dominions ; and he breathed 
nothing but revenge againft the king of Great- 
JBritain. It was with a view to avert this danger, 
or prepare againft it, that the king now determin- 
ed T'.pon a voyage to the continent. But as he was 
reftrifted from leaving his Britifh dominions, by 
the afl: for^the further liniitatipn of the crown, this 
* ■ " j. ^ claufe 
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A.c. 1716. claufc was repealed in a new bill that paffed through 
both houfes without the leaft difficulty. On the 
twenty -fixth day of June the king clofed the fef- 
fion with a fpeech upon the ufual topics. In whidi, 
however, he obferved, that the numerous inftances 
of mercy he had (hewn, ferved only to encourage 
the faftion of the pretender, whofc partifans afted 
with fuch infolence and folly, as if they intended to 
convince the world, that they were not' to be re- 
claimed by gende methods. He intimated his 
purpofe of vilitlng his dominions in Germany; ami 
gave them to underftand, that he had conftitutcd 
his beloved fon, the prince of Walesa guardian of 
the kingdom in his abfence. About thi^ period 
general Macartney, who had returned to England 
at the accoffion of king George, prefented himfeif 
to trial for the murder of the duke of Hamiltbii. 
The dcpofition of colonel Hamilton was contra^ ■ 
dialed by two park-keepers: the general was ac-- 
quitted of the charge, reftored to his rank in the 
army, and gratified with the command of a reg^^^ - 
ment. The king's brother, prince Erneit bifhopof 
Ofnaberg, was created duke of York and Albany, 

ArSedif. ^"d ^*^l ^^ Ulftcr. The duke of Argyle and th«'* 
traced. carl of lUy, to whom his majefty owed, in a great 
meafure, his peaceable acceffion to the throne, as - 
well as the extinftion of the rebellion in Scotland, ' 
were now difmifled from, all their employnnents, 
General Carpenter fucceeded the duke in the chief 
command of the forces in Scotland, and in the 
government of Port-Mahon ; and the duke of 
Montrofe was appointed lord regifter of Scodand, • 
in the room of the earl of Hay. 

On the feventh day of July the king embarked 
at Gravefend, landed on the ninth in Holland, 
through which he paffed incognito to Hanover-, 
and from thence fet out for Pyrmont. His aim 
was, to fccure his German dominions from. th€ 

Swede, 
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I Swede, and Great-Britain from the pretender, a, 0.1716-' 
I Thefe two princes had already begun to form a de-. 
[ fign, in conjundion, of invading his kingdon. He 
kaew the duke of Orleans xefolved to afcend the 
diroiie of France, in cafe the y.oufng king, wha 
was a fickly child, fhould die without mate ifTue. 
The regent was not ignorant, that Philip of Spain 
would powerfully conteft that fucceffion, notwith*. 
ftanding his renunciation ; and he was^ glad of an 
Oj^rtuAity to ftrengthen his intereft by an alliance 
with the mariume powers of England and Hol« 
land. The king of England founded him on thiar 
ftibjeA, and found him eager to engage in fuch an 
afbciation. The negotiation was carried on l>y^., 
general Cadogan for Engird, the abbedu Bds^webJ 
for France, and the pcnfmnary Hcinfius for thtf **^«^« ^"s^ 
flate^gener al.. The regent readSy cosbplicd with ifLw, ui« 
all their dem^wids. He engaged, that the preten- **^*^^ 
der ihould immediately depart from Avignon to 
the other fide of the Alps; and nerer remrn to 
Lorrain or France on any prctenci? whatfocver i 
that no rebellious fubjefts of Greac- Britain Ihoold 
be allowied to reiide in that kingdom : and, that 
the treaty of Utrecht, with rd'peft to the demoli* 
tton of Dunkirk, (hould be fully executed to the 
fatasfaftioi^ of his Britannic naajefty. The treaty 
contained a mutual guaranty of all the places pof- 
feffed by the contrading, powers ; of the proteftant 
fucceffion on the throne of England, as well as of 
that of the duke of Orleans to the crown of France ; 
aaid a defenfive alliance, ftipulating the proportion 
of (hips and forces to be furniftied to that power 
which fhould be difturbed at hcKne or invaded from 
abroad. The Englifli people murmured at this 
treaty* They faid, an unneceffary umbrage wai 
given t^ Spain, with which the nation had great 
^cnmercid connexions 5 ' and that, on pretence of ^ 
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A.C, X7itf. an invafion, a body of foreign troops might.blft 
introduced to cnflave the kingdom. '• 

His majelly was not fo fuccefsful in his end^ 
vours to appeafe tlie king of Sweden, who refbfed to 
liften to any overtures until Bremen and Ver dert 
{hould be reftored. Thefe the elcdor of Hanover rcw 
£)lved to keep as a fair purchafe ; and he engaged in 
< a confederacy with the enemies of Charles, tor the 
maintenance of this acquifition. Mean while hi& 
rupture with Sweden was extremely prejudicial'^ 
the commerce of England, and had well nigh 4n*^ 
tailed upon the kingdom another invafion, rfAidh 
more formidable than that which had rohtely mif 
carried. The minifters of Sweden refident at-Lia^ 
doh, Paris, and the Hagtie,- maintained a 'coir^- 
ponderice \<rith the difaffcdted fuM^fts of Gi^iE- 
Britain. A fcheme was formed tor the Swe<fiA 
king's landing on this ifland with a condcjemfafe 
body of forces, where he fhould be joined by A^ 
malcontents of the united kingdom. Chzvltsti- 
liihed the cnterprize, which flattered his ambieioh 
^nd revenge: nor was it difagreeable to the efefr 
of Mufcovy, who refented the ele6tor*s offer of 
joining the Swede againft the Ruffians, pro^^idfcfl 
he would ratify 'the ceffion of Bremen and Verdfeft. 
King George having received intimation of thefe 
intrigues, returned to England towards the end of 
January ; and ordered a detachment of foot-guafids 
Unbul ^hl' ^^ fecure count Gyllenburg the Swedifli miniftefj 
swcdi/hmi- with all his papers. At the fame time Sir Jacob 
wftS "' Bancks and Mr. Charles Casfar, were apprehend* 
ed. The other foreign minifters took the a1arrti< 
and remonftrated to the miniftry upon this outrage 
committed againft the law of nations. The two 
fecretaries Stanhope and Methuen, wrote circular 
letters to them, afluring -them, that in a day or 
two they ftiould be acquainted with the reafon? 
that induced the king to take fuch an extraordinary

timation •, but the marquis de Monte Leope, am- 

baflador from Spain, expreffed his concern, that 

lio other way could be found to preferve the peace 

of the kingdom, without arrefting the perfon of a 

public minifter, knd feizing all his papers which 

were the facred repolitories of his matter's fccrets : 

he obferved, that in whatever manner thefe two 

fads might feem to be underftood, they very fen- 

fibly wounded the law of nations. About the 

f^me time baron Gortz, the Swedifli refidentiary 

in Holland, was feized with his papers at Arnheim, 

at the defire of king George, communicated to the 

ftates by Mr. Leathes.his minifter at the Hague. 

The baron owned he had proje^ed the invaiiofl, a 

icfign that was juftified by tbe,c9ndu£t of king '' 

George, who had ^fliftcd the princqs in confede- 

Wy againft the king pf Sweden, . withput having 

i^cciyed the J^aft provocation \, who aflilled . the 

king of Denmark, in fubduing the dutchics .of 

Bremen and Vcrden -, and then pur chafed them:' of 

the ufurpcr^ and who had,, in the courfe of tKis 

,yeiy fummer, lent a ftrong fquadron of fhips to 

;.tbe Baltic, where it joined the Danes and Ruffians 

againft the Swcdifh fleet, . 

When the parliament of Great-Britain met on 
the twentieth day of February, the king informed 
them of the triple alliance he had concluded with' 
prance and Holland. He mentioned the projeft- 
cd invafion j told them he had given orders for 
laying before them copies of the letters which had 
paffed between the Swedilh minifters on that fub- 
je6ti and he demanded of the commons fuch fup- 
plies as (hould be found neceffary for the defence 
of the kingdom. By thofe papers it* appeared, 
that the fgheme projected by baron Gortz was very 
plaufibk, and even ripe for execution; which, 
however, was poftponed until the army Ihould be 

reduced. 
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A,c.i7i6, j-^juced, and the Dutch auxiliaries fent back Ccr 
their own country. The letters being read in par- 
liament, both houfes prefented addreffes, in whicli 
they extolled the king's prudence in eftablifhlng 
fuch conventions with foreign poteritates, as might 
repair the grofs defers, and prevent the pernicious 
confequcnces of the treaty of Utrecht, which they 
termed a treacherous and difhonourable peace: 
and, they cxpreffed their horror and indignatioft 
at the maHcc and ingratitude of thofe who had 
encouraged an invafion of their country. He 
fikewifc received an addrefs of the fame kind 
from the convocation ; another from the dif- 
fenting minifters ; a third from the univerlity of 
Cambridge •, but Oxford was not fo lavifli of her 
, compliments. At a meeting of the vice-chan* 
cellor and heads of that univerlity, a motion was 
made for an addrefs to the king, on the fuppref- 
fion of the late unnatural rebellion ; his majefty*s 
fafe return ; and the favour lately fliewn to the 
univerfity, in omitting, at their requeft, the cere-r 
mony of burning in effigy the devil, the pope, the 
pretender, the duke of Ormond, ahd the cari of 
Mar, on the anniverfary of hrs majefty's accef&on« 
Dr. Smalridge bifhop of Briftol, obferved, that the 
tebcUion had been long fuppreffed : that there 
would be no end of addreffes, Ihould ome be pre- 
fented every time that his majcfty returned from 
his German dominions : that tne late favour they 
had received was overballanced by a whole re^- 
ment now quartered upon them : and, that there 
was no precedent for addrefling a king upon his 
return from his German dominions. The univer- 
fity thought they had reafon to complain of the 
little regard payed to their remonftrance, touching 
a riot raifcd in that city by the foldiers thercL quar- 
tered, on pretence, that the anniverfary of the 
prince's birth-day had not been Celebrated witB 
* the ufual rejoicings. Affidavits had been fent up

-petition while the houfe was in a grand commitcee, 
*a motion was made, that the chairman fhould leave 
the chair : btu, this being carried in the negative, 
the<lebate was re&imed, and the m^^rity agreed to 
the following reiblutions : That the heads of the 
vniverfity, and mayor of the city, negleded to 
-make public rejoicings on the prince's . birth-day : 
^That the officers having met to celebrate that day, 
. the houfe in which diey were was afiaulted, and 
the windows were broken by the rabble: That 
thift aflault was the beginning and occafion of the 
riots^ that enfued : That the conduct of the major 
fettned well jufttfied by the affidavits produced on 
kfs part: That the printing and publiftiing the

The commons pafled a bill, prohibiting all cc>fn- 
liicrcc with Svreden, a branch of trade which was 
of the utmoft confequence to the Englifh mer- 
chants. They voted ten thoufand feamen for the 
enfuing year, granted about a million for the main- 
tenance of guards, garrifons, and land-forces s&nd 
paflTed the bill relating to mutiny and defeFtion. 
The houfc likewife voted four and twenty thou- 
fand pounds for the payment of four battalions ef 
Munfter and two of Saxegotha, which the king 
had taken into his fervice, to fuj^ly the place of 
fuch as might, be, during the rebellion, . drawn 
from the garrifons o£ the ftates*general to the af- 
fiftance of England. This vote, however, was not 
cairied without a violent debate.

trade : that the fupply demanded feemed to bd 
inconfiftent with the glQrious advantages which his 
majefty had obtained for the people. Hh was 
feconded by Mr. HungerforcJ, who declared, that 
for his ipart he could not underftand what occafiori 
there was for new aUiancies y much lefs, that thef 
ihould be purchafed with ' money.. He exprcfled 
his furprize, that a nation, fo lately the tertor bf 
JPrance and Spain^ fhoiild now feem to fear fo in* 
conliderable an entmy as the king of Sweden; 
The itiOtion was fupported by Mr. Bofcawen, Sit* 
Gilbert Heathcote, and others *, but fome of the 
Whigj fpokc againft it; and Mr; Rdbert Walpofe 
was lilent. The fpeakcr and Mr. Smith, om of 
the tellers of the cxchequei*, oppofed this tinpar- 
liameatary way of demanding the fupply : the fbr- 
nwr piopoied, that part of the army ftiduld be dif*' 
banded, and the money applied towards the mak- 
iflg good fuch new engagements as were deemed 
neceliBiry* After feveral fucceffive debates, the re- 
folution for a fupply was carried by a majority of 
four voices. 

The miniftry was now divided whhiri itfelf ^^^ 
Lord Townlhend had been removed from the of- ftry. 
fice of fecrctary of ftate by the intrigues of the earl 
of Sunderland J and he was nowlikewife difmiffed 
from the place of lord-lieutenant of Ireland. Mr. 
Robert Walpole refigned his pofts of firft commil- / 
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A, c. 1717-ftoncr of the trcafury and charKcllor of the exe- 
chequtr j ^nd his example was foUowcd by Mr; 
Pultency fecretary at wv, and Mr. Methuen ie- 
cretary of ftate. When the affair of the fupplf 
was refumed in the houfe of commons* Mr. Stan- 
hope made a motion for granting two hundred 
and fifty thoufand pounds fox that purpofe. Mr. 
Pulteney obferved, that having refigaed hU place, 
he might npw ad with the freedom becoming aa 
Englifhman : he declared againft the manner of 
granting the fupply as unparliameatary and unpre* 
cedented. He. fe,id, he could ijot perluade himfetf 
that any EmgUihmaa advifed his majeCty to boA 
fuch ameffage: but. he doubted not thexe&lu*-: 
tion of a Britiih parliament \|rouId mak^ a Gemxmt 
miniftry tremble. Mr. Stanfaope having haiaoW 
gued the hovfe in vindication of the minittry, Mr, 
Smith anfwered every artkk: of lus fpeeeh. : he af- 
firmed, that if an eftimate of the conduit of ilfet 
iplniftry ini relation to affairs, abroad^ -was to fee* 
mad? from a comparifon of their condud at kome^ 
they would- not appear altogether fo faultlcfs a& they 
were rcprefented. " Was it not a miftake, feid 
be, not to preferve the peace at home, afcer thf 
king had aJcended. the throne with the umytriA 
applaufe aud joyful acclamations of all his fiA- 
^ jeds ? Was it not a miftake, upon the breakii^^ 
out of the rebellion, not to -iffue a proclamati«v 
to offer pardon to fuch as fhouki return hoitie 
peaceably, according to the cuftom on former 
occafions. Qjf jche. fame nature? Was it not a 
niiftake, after the fuppreffion of the rebellion, * 
and the trial and execution, of the principal au- 
thors of it, to keep up animofitics, and driw 
^ people .to defparr by iiot paffing an aft of indem- 
nity ; by keeping fo many perfons under hard 
^ and tedious confiBcmcnt ; and by granting par- 
dons to Xome, without leaving them any ifieans 

to 
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** to fubfift ? It is not a miftake, not to truft to a a. c nit^ 

** vote of parliament for njaking good fiich en- 

*' gagcments as his majefty Ihall think proper to 

** enter into -, and, inftcad of that, to infift on the 

*' granting this fupply in fuch an extraordinary 

** matiner ? Is it not a miftake, to take this op- 

^' portunity to create divifions, and render fome of 

** the king's beft friends fufpefted and obnoxious ? 

" Is it not a miftake, in Ihort, to form parties and 

** cabals, in order to bring in a bill to repeal the 

" aft of occalional conformity ?'* A great mam- 

ber of members had agreed to this meafurc in pri^ 

yate, though at this period it was not brought into 

the houfe 6f commons. After a long debate the 

fum was granted. THefe were the firft fruits of 

Brttaia's being wedded to the interefts ' of the coh- 

tinieiit. The eieftor of Hanover quarrelled^ with 

the king of Sweden ; and England was . not only 

cfeprived of k ne<acffary branch of commerce, but 

vftxi obMged to fuppof t him in the profecutibn of 

the vi^. The miniftry r«)w underwent a new re- 

v(Slution« The earl of Sunderland and Mr. Ad- 

dildn were :^ointed fecretaries of ftate ; and Mn 

Scanho^e became firft commiflioner of the trcafury, 

aiid' chancellor of the exchequer. 

Gte'the fixth day of May the king going to the 
iioufe of peers, gave the parliament to landcrftand, 
that the fleet wider Sir George Byng, which had 
fmied to die Baltic to obferve the motion of the 
Swedes, was fafely arrived in the Sound. He faid, 
he had given orders for the immediate reduftion of 
l;en thoufand ibldiers, as well as diredions to pre- 
pare an aft iOf indemnity. He defired^^hcy would 
\ ke proper meafures for reducing the public debts 
' ith ft juft regard to parliamentary credit; and,^ 
\ lat they would go through the public bufihefs 
' 'ilh all poffible difpatch and unanimity. Some 

ropier had already been made in deliberations 
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A, c. 1717. upon the debt of the nation, which was compre^ 
hcnded under the two heads of redeemable ahd 
irredeemable incumbrances. The firft had been 
contrafted with a redeemable inrereft ; and theft:* 
the public had a right to difcharge : the others 
confifted of long and fliort annuities granted for a 
greater or lefr number of years, which could not 
be altered without the confent of the proprietors. 
Mr. Robert Walpoje had projefted a fcheme for 
leffening the intereft, and paying the capital of 
thofe debts, before he refigned his place in the tx- 
chequen He propofed, in the. houfe of commons, 
to reduce the intereft of redeemable fund^, and 
offf r an alternative to the proprietors of annuttWs. 
His plah was approved -, but when he rcfigfied 
his places, the minifters made feme fmall altera- 
tions in it, which furnilhed him with a pretente 
for oppofmg the fcheme. In the courfe of the 
debiite fome warm altercation paflcd between him 
and Mr. Stanhoptf, by which it appeared^ they had 
made a praftice of felling places and reverfions. 
Mn Hungerford flanding up, faid, he was &rry to 
fee two fuch great men running foul of one «yc- 
ther; that, however, they ought to be looked up- 
on as patriots and fathers of their country; and, 
fince they had by mifchancc difcOvered their naked- 
nefs^ the other members ought, according to the 
cuftom of the Eaft, to turn their backs upon them, 
that they might not be feen in' fuch a fhamefbl 
condition. Mr. Bofcawen moved. That the hptrfe 
would lay their commands upon them, that no 
further notice fliould be taken of what had pafled. 
He was feConded by Mr. Methuen : the houfe ap- 
proved of the motion -, and the fpeaker took their 
.word and honour, that they fliould not profecute 
their relentment. The money corporations having 
agreed to provide cafti for Ibch creditors as ftioold 
t>e Aj'illing to receive their principal, the houfe 

came 
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tame to certain refolutions, on which were found- ^.c, 1717. 
ed the three bills that paffed into laws, under the 
names of " The South -feaadl:, the Bank-aft, and monrpTrs 
** the General- fund aft." The original (Vock of'^« souths 
the South-fca company did cot exceed nihe mil- Bank-ia/ 
lions four hundred and fcventy-one thoufand three an*^ «hcGc. 
hundred and twenty- five pounds; but the funds aa! "" 
granted being fufficient to anfwer the intereftof 
ten millions at fix per cent, the company made up ' 
that fum to the government, for which they receiv- 
ed fix hundred thoufand pounds yearly, and eight 
thoufand pounds a year for management. By this 
aft they declared themfelves willing to receive five 
hundred thoufand pounds, and the eight thoufand 
for nianagement. It was enafted, That the corn^ 
pany fhould continue a corporation, until the re- 
dcihption of their annuity, towards which not lefs 
than -a million ftiould be payed at a time. They 
were likcwife required to advance a fum not ex- 
ceeding two millions, towards difcharging the prin- 
cipal and intereft, due on the four lottery funds of 
the ninth and tenth years of queen Anne. By the 
bank- aft the governors and company declared 
themfelves willing to accept an annuity of eighty- 
eight thoufand feven hundred and fifty-one pounds, 
feven Ihillings, and ten-pence half-penny, or the 
principal of one million feven hundred andfeventy- 
five thoufand twenty-feven pounds, feventeen fhil- 
Hngs, and ten-pence half- penny, in lieu of the 
prefent annuity, amounting to one hundred and 
fix thoufand five hundred and one pounds, thirteen 
(hillings, and five pence. They likewife declared 
themfelves willing to difcharge, and deliver up to 
3e cancelled, as many exchequer bills as amounted 
£o two millions, and to accept of an annuity of 
one hundred thoufand pounds, being after the rate 
of five per cent, redeemable after one year's no-^ 
ticej to circulate the remaining ejcchequer bills at 

P 4 three 
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A.C.1717 three per cent and one penny per day^ It was 
cna<5lcd, that the former allowances fhould be con- 
tinued to Chriftmas, and. then the bank ihoul<l 
have for circulating the two millions five hundred 
and fixty-one thouland and twenty-five pdunds re-r 
maining exchequer-bills, an annuity of feventy-fix 
thoufahd eight hundred and thirty pounds fifteen 
{hillings, at the rate of three pounds per cent, till 
redeemed, over and above the one penny a-day 
for intercft. By the fame a£t the bank was requir- 
ed to advance a fum not exceeding two millions five 
hundred thouiand pounds, towards difchar&ing the 
national debt^ if wanted, on condition, that they 
^ fhould have five pounds per <:ent. for as much as 
they might advance, redeemable by parliament* 
The general-fund ad recited the feveral a£ts of 
parliament, for cftablilhing the four lotteries in 
the ninth and tenth y^ars of the late queen, and 
ftated the annual produce of the feveral funds, 
amounting in all to feven hundred twenty-four 
thoufand eight hundred forty-nine pounds, fix 
^hillings, and ten-pence one fifth. This was the 
general f und j the deficiency of which wa3 to be 
made good. annually, out of the firft aids granted 
by parliament, For the regular payment of s^ll 
fuch annuities as fhould be made payable by this 
^it, it was\enaacd. That gU the duties and revq* 
nues mentioned therein, fhould continue for ever, 
with the provifo, however. That the revenues ren- 
dered by this ad perpetual, fhould be fuly eft to re^ 
demption. This aft contained a claufe by which 
the finking fund was eftablifhed. The- reduftlon 
c£ intereft to five per cent, producing a furplus or 
f xcefs upon the appropriated funds, it w^ enadedj^ 
That all the monies arifing from time to time, as 
well for the furplus, by virtue of the afts for re- 
deeming the funds of the bank and of the South- 
fps company^ as alfc^ for the fyrplus of the duties 
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and revenues, by this a& appropriated, to make a. c. 1717. 
good the general fund, fhould be appropriated 
and enaployed for the difcharging the principal and 
intereit of fuch national debts as were incurred be- 
fore the twenty fiftEi of December of the preceding 
year, in fuch manner as ibould be dire&ed or ap^ 
pointed by any future a£t of parliament, to be dif^ 
charged out of the fan^ and for none other ufe, 
intent, or purpofe i;?hatfoevcr. 

The earl of Oxford, who had now remained al- 
moft two years a.prifoner in the Tower, presented . 
a petition to the houie of lords, praying, that his 
imprifonment ought not be indefinite. Some of 
the Tory lords affirmed, that the impeachment wasf, 
deftroyed and determined by the prorogation of 
parliament, . which fuperfeded the whole proceed- 
ings ; but the contrary was voted by a considerable 
ms^rity. The thirteenth day of Jime was fixed • 
for the trial i and the heufe of commons made ac- 
quaintied with this determination. The commons 
^pointed a committee to inquire into the flate of 
the earl's impeachment ; and, in coniequence g£ 
their report, fent a meflage to the lords, demand- . 
ing longer time to prepare for tht trial. Accord- 
ingly the day was prolonged to the twenty-fourth 
of June ; and the commons appointed the com- 
mittee, with four other members, to be the mana- 
gers for making good the articles of impeachment* 
At the appointed time the peers repaired to the 
court in Weftminfter-hall, where lord Cowper pre- 
fided as lord-fteward. The commons were af^ 
fembled as a. committee of the whole houfe: the / 

Icing, the reft of the royal family, and the foreign 
miniiters, aflifted at the folemnity : the earl of 
Oxford was brought from the Tower: the arti-. 
des of impeachment were read, with his anfwers, 
and the replication of the commons. Sir Jofeph 
Tekyll {landing up to make pood the firft article, 

' ' - lord 
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A. c. 1717- lord Harcourt fignificd to their lordfliips, that he 
had a motion to make, and they adjourned to their 
own houfe. There he reprefented, that a great deal 
of time would be unneceffartly co^fumed m going 
through all the articles of the impeachment; that 
if the commons would make good the two articles 
for high-treafon, the carl of Oxford would forfeit 
both lite and eftate, and there would be an end of 
the matter : whereas, to proceed on the method 
propofed by the commons, would draw the trial*oa 
to a prodigious length. He therefore moved, that 
the commons might not be admitted to proceed, 
until judgment fliould be firft given upon the ar- 
ticles for high-treafon. He was fupported by the 
carls of Anglefey and Nottingham^ the lord Tre- 
vor, and a confideraWe number^ of both parties j 
and though oppbfed by the earl of Sunderland, the 
lords Coningfby, and Parker, the motion was car- 
ried in the affirmative. It produced a difpute be- 
tween ?he two houfes. The commons, at a con- 
ference, delivered a paper, containing their reatons 
foraflcrting it as their undoubted right to impeach 
a peer either for trcafon, or for high crimes and 
mitdemeanours ; or Ihould they fee occafibn, to 
mix both in the fame accufation. The houfe of 
lords infifted on their former refolution ; and, in 
another conference, delivered a paper, wherein they 
afierted k to be a right inherent in every court of 
juftice, to order and dired fuch methods of pro- 
ceeding sis it Ihould think fit to be obferved in all 
caufes that fall under its cognizance. The eom- 
mons^ demanded a free conference, which was rc- 
fiifeJ. The difpute grew more and more warm. 
The lords fenc a meffage to the lower houfe, im- 
porting, that they intended prefently to proceed on 
the trial of the earl of Oxford. The commons 
payed no regard to this intimation ; but adjowrned 
to the third day of July., The lords repairing to 

Weft' 
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Weftmi^fter-hall, took their places, ofdefed the -^•^•'717. 
carj to be brought to the bar^ and made proclama- Trui of the 
tion for his accufers to appear. Having waited ^}^\f^^' 
quarter of an hour, they adjourned tq their own 
houfe, where after fortie debate, the earl was ac- 
quitted upon a divifion : then returning* to the 
hall, they voted. That he* fhould be fet at' liberty. 
Oxford owed las iafety to the diflenfions among 
the minifters, and to the late change in the adrpi- 
niftratipq, in confequence, of which he was deliver- 
ed from the perfecutipn of Walpole ; and number- 
ed anaong hts friends the dukes of Devonfhire and 
Argyle, ^ the earls of Nottingham and Hay, and the 
k)rd Townfhend. The comrtions, in ofder to ex- 
prefs their fenfe of his ' demerit, prefented an ad- 
drefs to the king, defiring he might be excepted 
out of the intended aft of grace. The king^^ pro^ 
mifed to comply with their requeft -, and in the 
mean time forbade the earl to appear a;t court. On Aftcfin-. 
the fifteenth day of July the earl of Sunderland ^°^^"y- 
delivered in the houfe of peers the aft of grjice^^ 
which pafled through both houfes*with great ex- 
pedition. From this indulgence were excepted 
the eari of Oxford, Mr. Prior, Mr. Thomas Haf- 
ley, Mr. Arthur Moor, Crifp, Nodes, Obryati, 
Redmaynethe printer,' and Thompfon, the affaffi- 
nators in Newgate, and the clan of Macgregor in 
Scotland. JBy virtue of thrs aft, the earl of Carn* 
wath, the lords Widdrington and Nairn were im- 
mediately difcharged ; together with all the gen- . , 
tle'men under fentence of death in Newgate, and 
thofe that were confined on account of the rebel- 
lion, in the Fleet, the Marfbalfea, and other pri- 
fons of the kingdom. The aft of grace j^eing pre- 
pared for the royal aflent, the king went to the 
houfe of peers on the fifteenth day of July, and 
having given his fanftion to all the bills that were 
3 . ready. 
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A. c* 1 717* ready, clojfd the felfion with a ipeech on the ufu^it' 

topics. 
Proceedings The procecdiflgs in the convocation turned 
in the con- chicfly upon two performances of ,Dr. Hoadley 
with regard bifhop of Bangor. One was intituled, " A per- 
!*»^7."°^-,''.fervative againft the principles and practices of 
Bangor. '* thc Nonjutors : the other was afermon preach- 
ed before the king, under thc title of, " The na-, 
" ture of the kingdom of Chrift/' An anfwcr to 
this dHcouffe was publiflicd by Dr. Snape matter of 
Eton College, and the convocation appointed a 
committee to examine the biIhop*s two performan-. 
ces. They drew up a reprefentation, in which 
thc Prefervative and the ^mon were cenfurcd^ 
as tending to fubvert all government and difcipline 
in the church of Chritt^ to red}ice his kingdom to 
a ilate of anarchy and confufion ; to impugn and 
impeach the royal fupremacy In caofes ecclefiaftical, 
and the authority of the l?giflaturc to iaforcc obe- 
dience in matters of religion by civil iandions. The 
government thought proper to put a flop to thefe 
pjoceedmgs by a prorogation ; which, howevef, 
inflamed the controverfy . A great number of pens ^ 
were drawn againtt the bilhop ; but, his chic{ 
antagonitts were Dr. Snape and Dr. Shedock^) 
whom thc king removed from the office of hts; 
chaplains ; and the convocation has not -been per- 
mitted to fit and do bufinefe fince that period. 
Difference During thcfc tranfadlions, the negotiations of.. 
i»et>*een thc North wcic continucd againtt the king of 
ajld^the^clar Sweden, who had penetrated into Norway, and 
ofMufcovy. advanced towards Chriftianftadt the capital of that 
kingdom. The czar had fent five, and twenty 
thouland Ruffians to affitt the allies in the redu&icHi 
of Wifmar,. which he intended to beftow upon 
his niece, lately- married to the duke of Mecklea-^ 
burgh Swerin : but before his troops arrived,- the 
^ » place 
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place had furrendercd, and the Ruffians were not a.c. 1717, 
admitted into the garrifon -, a circunoftance which 
increafed the mifunderftanding between him and 
the king of. Great- Britain. Ncverthclefs, he con- 
fented to a projeft for making a dcfcent upoa 
Schonen, and aftually took tipon him the com- 
mand of the allied fleet ; though he was not at all 
pleafcd to fee. Sir John Norris in the Baltic, becaufe 
he had formed defigns againft Denmark, which he 
knew the Englifli fquSdron would proted. He 
fuddenly dcfifted fraom the expedition againft 
Schonen, on pretence that the ieafon was too far 
advanced ; and tfee king <rf Denmark publifheda 
naain&fto remonftrating agaicvft his condud on 
this occafion. Sy^is time baron Gortz had plan- 
imd a papficatioh between his mafter and the czar^ 
ipi^ was difcontent^d with all his German alliens, 
bifbuife they oppofed his having any footing in the 
emipire. This monarch arrived at Amfterdim in 
December; whither he was followed by the cza- 
rina ; and he a&ually refided at the Hague whe^ 
king George paffed through it, in return to his 
Britifh dominions : but he declined an interview 
with the king of England. When Gyllenburg's 
letters were publifhed in London, fome paffages 
filmed to favour the fuppofition of the czar*s be- 
ing privy to the confpiracy. His minifter at the 
Englilh court prefented a long memorial, com- 
plaining that the king had caufcd to be printed, 
the malicious inQnuations of his enemies. He de-. 
nied his having the leaft concern in the defign of 
the Swedifh king. He charged the court of Eng- 
land with having privately treated of a fcparate 
peace-with Charles, and even with having promifed 
to aflift him againft the czar, on condition that he 
would relinquilh his pretenfions to Bremen and 
Verden. Neverthelefs, he expreffcd an inclination 
to re-cftablifli the anticnt good Underftanding, and 

fio 
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A.C. 1717. ^Q engage in vigorous meafurcs for profecuting tfiC 
war againft.the common enemy. The menfiorial 
Was anfwcred by the king of Great-Britain, who 
aflfured the czar he fhpuld have rcafbn to, be folly 
fatisfied, if he would remove the only obftaclfe to 
their mutual good underftanding ; in other words^ 
withdraw the Ruffian troops from the empire. Nat- 
ivithftanding thefe profeflions, the two monarchs 
were never perfedtly reconciled. 

The czar made an excurfion to the court of 
France, where he concluded a treaty of friendfliip 
with the regent^ at whofe earneft defire he promifed 
to recal his troops from Mecklenburg* At his re-, 
turn to Amfterdam, he had a private interview with 
Gortz, who, as well as Gyllcnburg, had been fee 
at liberty. That minifter undertook to adjuft all 
differences between the czar and the king of 
Sweden within three months ; and Peter engaged 
to fufpend all operations againft Sweden, until 
that term fhould be expired. A congrefs was 
opened at Abo, between the Swedifli and Rufliaa 
minifters ^ but the conferences \vere afterwards re- 
moved to Aland. By this convention, the czar 
obliged himfelf to affift Charles in the conquett of 
Norway ; and they promifed to unite all their 
forces againft the king of Great- Britain, ftiould 
he prefume to interpole. Both were incenfed 
againft that prince ; and one part of their .defign 
j ' was to Taife the pretender to the throne of Eng- 

* fhekjngofland^ Baron G^rtz fet out from Aland for Fre- 

kiifcd at" derickftadt in Norway, with the plan of peace ; 

Frederick- but before he arrived, Charles was killed by a 

**^^* cannon-ball from the towp, as he vifited the 
trenches, on the thirtieth of November. BaroA 
Gortz was immediately arrefted, and brought to 
the.fcaffold by the nobles of Sweden, whofe hatred 
he had incurred by his infolence of behaviour. The 
death of Charles was fortunate for king George. 

Sweden 
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Swedtri was now obliged to fubmit: while tlic^«^^ '7^7* 
czar, the king of Denmark, and the elcftor of 
Hanover, kej>t poflefilon of what they had ac- 
quired in the courfe of the war. 

Thus Bremen arid Verden were fecured to the 
Jioule of Hanover : an acquidtion towards which 
the Englifh nation contributed by her money^ as , 
well as by her arms : an acquilition made in eon- 
tradition to the engagements into whiqh Eng- 
land entered when king William became guarantee 
for the treaty of Travendahl : an acquilition that 
maybe confidered as the firfl: link of a political 
chain by which the Englifh natioh was dragged 
back into expehfive €onne6Uons with the continent. 
The king had not yet received the inveftiture of 
thpfe dutchies 5 and, until that ftiould be procured, 
it was neceflary to efpoufe with warmth the interefts 
of the emperor. This was another fource of miC- 
underftanding between Great-Britain and Spain. 
Prince Eugene gained another complete vidory 
over a prodigious army of the Turks at Belgrade, 
which was furrendered to him after the battle. 
The emperor had engaged in this war as an ally 
of the Venetians, whom the Turks had attacked 
and driven from the Morea. The pope cpnfider- 
ed it as a religious war againft the infidels ; and 
obtained repeated affurances from the king of 
Spain, that he would not undertake any thing 
agadntt the emperor, while he was engaged in fuch 
a laudable quarrel. Philip had even fent a (qua- 
dron of fhips and gallies to the afliftance of the 
Venetians. In the courfe of this year, howeyer, 
he equipped a ftrong armament, the command of 
which he beftowed on the marquis de Lede, who 
(ailed from Barcelona in July, and landing at Cag- 
liari in Sardinia, which belonged to the emperor, 
made a conqucft of the whole ifland. At the fame 
time, the king of Spain endeavoured to juftify 

thcfe 
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A.C. 17x7. thefe proceedings by a manifefto, in which he al« 
. ledged that the archduke, contrary to the faith of 
treaties, encouraged and fupportcd the rebellion rf 
his fubjefts in Catalonia, by frequent fuccours 
from Naples and other places ; and that the great 
inquifitor of Spain had been fdzed^ though fur- 
hifhed with a paffport from his hdinefs. He pro- 
mifed, however, to proceed no farther, and fufpend 
^ operations, that the powers of Europe might 
have time and opportunity to contrive expedieots 
for reconciling all differences, and fecuring the 
peace and balance erf" power in Italy : nay, he con- 
fented that this important affair fhould be kft to 
the arbitration of king George and the ftates-ge- 
, .^ neral. Thefc powers undertoc^ the office. Con- 
for die'quT- fcrences were begun between the minifters of the 
drupieaiii- empcror, France, England, and Holland; and 
thele produced, in the courfc of the following 
year, the famous quadruple alliance. In this treaty 
it was ftipulated. That the emperor (hould re- 
nounce all pretenfions to the crown, of Spain, and 
exchange Sardinia for Sicily, with the duke of 
Savoy : That the fucceffion to the dutchies of Tuf- 
cany, Parma, and Placentia, which the queen of 
Spain claimed by inheritance, as princefs of the 
houfe of Farnefe, fhould be fettled on her eWcfl 
ion, in cafe the prefent pofTefTors fhould, die widi- 
out male-ifTue, Philip, difTatisfied with this par- 
iiition, continued to make formidable preparations 
•by.fea and land. The king of England and the 
regent' of France interpofed their admonitions to 
no purpofe. At length his Britannic majeflyhad 
recourfe to more fubftantial arguments, and order- 
ed a ftrong fquadron to be equipped with all pof- 
fiblc expedition -f.

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On the third* day of November the princefs of a*c. lyijr*

fo would fhe reap the principal benefit of every 
advantage accruing from the union and mutual 
rn''"r'il"^' charity of all proteftants- After the addrefles of 
inent. thanks, which were couched in the ufual ftile, the 
commons proceeded to take into confideration the 
- eftimates and acc6unts, ia order to fettle the efta- 
blilhment of the army, navy, and ordnance. Ten 
thoufand men were voted for the fea-fervice. When 
the fupply for the army fell under deliberation, a 
very warm debate enfued upon the number of 
troops neceflary to be maintained; Sir William 
Wyndham, Mr. Shippen, and Mr. Walpole, in a 
long elaborate harangue, infifted upon its being 
reduced to twelve thoufand. They were anfwered 
by Mr. Craggs, fecretary at war, and Sir David 
Dalrymple. Mr. Shippen, in the courfe of the 
debate, faid the fecond paragraph of the king's 
fpeech feemed rather to be calculated For the 
meridianof Germany than for Great-Britain -, and it 
was a great misfortune that the king was a ftranger 
to our language and conftitution. Mr. Lechmere 
affirmed this was a fcandalous i'nveftive againft the 
king's perfon and government ; and moved that he 
' ' fhould be fent to the Tower. Mr, Shippen refuf- 
ing to retraft or qxcufe what he had faid, was 
voted to the Tower by a great majority ; and the 
number of (landing forces Vas fixed at fixteen 
thoufand three hundred and forty-fcven effeftive 
men. 

On account of the great fcarcity of filver coin, 
occafioned by the exportation of filver and the im- 
portation of gold, a motion was made to put a 
ftop to this growing evil, by lowering the 'value of 

gold 
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^old (pecies. The commons examined a reprefen- a. c. 171^; 
ration which had been made to the treafury by Sir 
Ifaac Newton mafter of the mint, on this lubjeft. 
Mr. Calwel explained the nature of a clandeftine 
trade carried on by the Dutch and Hamburghers, 
in concert with the Jews of England and other 
traders, for exporting the filver coin and importing 
gold, which, being coined at the mint, yielded^ 
profit of fifteen pence upon every guinea. The * 
houfe, in an addrefs to the king, deiired that a pro- 
clamation might be ifiued, forbidding all perfon^ 
to utter or receive guineas at a higher rate than 
ohe and twenty fliiUings each. His majefty com- 
plied with fheir requeit : but people hoarding up 
their filver, in hope that the price of it would be ^ 
raifed ; or in apprehenfion that the gold would be 
lowered ftiU farther, the two houfes refolved that 
the ftandard of the gold and filver coins of the 
kingdom fliould not be altered infinenefs, weight, 
or denomifiation ; and they ordered a bill to be 
brought in to prevent the melting down of the 
filver coin. At this period, one James Shepherd, jamcsShfpr. 
a youth of eighteen, apprentice to a coachmaker, J^J^^"^^ ^ 
and ah enthufiaft in Jacobitifm, fent a letter to adcfign 
nonjuring clergyman, propofing a fcheme for aflaf- ^^Q^^ 
finating king George. He was immediately ap- 
prehended, owned the defign, was tried, con- 
demned, and executed at Tyburn. This was 
jlikewife the fate of the marquis ^de Palleotti, an 
i Italian nobleman, brother to the . dutchefs of 
Shrewfbury. He had, in a tranfport of paflion, 
killed his own fervant -, and feemed indeed to be 

Itiifordered in his brain. After he had received 
fentence of death, the king's pjirdon was earneftly 
JfoUicited by his fifl:?r the dutchefs, and many other . 
perfons of the firft diftindion : but the commoa 
people became fo clamorous, that it was thought 
dangerous to refcue him from the penaltiei^ of the 

Qji law, 
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A c. 1717- law, which he accordingly underwent in the mofl: 
ignominious manner. No ftibject produced lb 
much heat and altercation in parliament during this 
feffion, as did the bill for regulating the land-forces, 
and punifliing mutiny and defertion : a bill which 
was looked upon as an incroachment upon the 
liberties and conftitution of England, inafmuch 
as it eftablifhed martial law, which wrcfted from 
. the civil magiftrate the cognizance of crimes and 
mifdemeanburs committed by the foldiers and offi- 
cers of the army : a jurifdidion inconfiftent with 
the genius and difpofition of the people. The 
dangers that might accrue from fuch a power were 
explained in the lower houfe by Mr. Hutchinibnr 
Mr. Harley; and Mr. Robert Walpole, which laft, 
however, voted afterwards for the bill. In the 
houfe of lords, it was ftrenuoufly oppofed by the 
earls of Oxford, Strafford^ and lord Harcouit. 
Their objedtions were anfwered by lord Carteret. 
The bill paffed by a great majority i but divers 
lords entered a proteft. This affair being difcuffed, 
a bill was brought in for veiling in truftees, the for- 
feited e dates in Britain and Ireland, to be fold for 
the ufe of the public ; for giving relief to lawful 
creditors, by determining the claims ; and for the 
more effeftual bringing into the refpeftive ex- 
chequers, the rents and profits of the eftltes till

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ftance, not doubting but that in cafe he fliould be ^r^- '717- 
obliged, at this critical junfture, to exceed the 
number of men granted this year for the fea fer- 
vice, the Houfe would provide for fuch exceeding. 
The commons immediately drew vip and prefented 
an addrels, afluring his majefly that they would 
make good fuch exceedings of feamen as he fliould 
find neceffary to preferve the tranquility of Europe. 
On the twenty-firft day of March the king went to Thepariu- 
the houfe of peers, and having pafled the bills that JlJgutf/''" 
were ready for the royal affent, ordered the parlia- 
ment to be prorogued *. 

The king of Spain, by the care and indefatigable a. c. 17x8. 
diligence of his prime minifter cardinal Albercni, 
equipped a very formidable arlmament, which, in 
the beginning of June, fet fail from Barcelona 
towards Italy ; but the deftination of it was not 
known. A ftrong fquadron having been fitted out 
iii England, the marquis de Monteleone ambafla- 
dor from Spain, prefented a memorial to the Britifh 
miniftry, importing, that fo powerful an armament 
in time of peace could not but give umbrage to the 
king his mafter, and alter the good intelligence 
that fubfifted between the two crowns. In anfwer 
to this reprefentation, the minifters declared, that . 
the king intended to fend admiral Byng with a Nature of 
powerful fquadron into the Mediterranean, to^^**!^'"- 
maintain the neutrality in Italy. Mean while, the ^ ^* 
negotiations between the Englifti and French mini- 
fters produced the quadruple alliance, by which 
king George and the regent prefcribed a peace be- 
tween the emperor, the king of Spain, and the

and. the Savoyard to fubmit to fuch conditions as 
they had concerted with the emperor. Thefe 
powers were allowed only three months to confidci* 
the articles, and declare whether they would rejeA 
them, or acquiefce in the partition. Nothing could 
be more contradiftory to the true incereft of Great- 
Britain than this treaty, which deftroycd the balance 
in Italy, by throwing fuch an acceflion of powcF 
into the hands of the houfe of Auftria -, interrupte4 
the commerce with Spain ; involved the kingdom 
in an immediate war with that monarchy; and 
gave rife to all the quarrels and difputes which have 
arifen between England and Spain in the fequel. 
The dates general did not approve of.fuch violent 
meafures, and for fome time kept aloof •, but at 
length they acceded to the quadruple alliance, 
which indeed was no other than a very expenfive 
compliment to the emperor, who was defirous of 
adding Sicily to his other Italian dominions. 

The king of England had ufed fome endeavours 
to comproniife the difference betwceq his Imperial 
majellyand the Spanilh branch of the houfe of 
Bourbon. Lord Stanhope had been fent to Ma- 
drid with a plan of pacification, which being re? 
jcded by Philip, as partial and iniquitous, the 
king determined to fupport his mediation by force 
Admiral of arms. Sir George Byng failed from Spithead 
to^hcMik ^^ ^^^ fourth day of June, with twenty fhips of 
♦(Manejui. thc line,' tv/o .fire-lhips, two bomb- veflels, and 
ample inftruftions how to acb on all emergencies. 
He arrived off cape St. Vincent on the thirtieth 
day of the month, when he difpatched his fecretary 
to Cadiz with a letter to colonel Stanhope the 
Britifh minifter at Madrid, defiring him to inform 
, his moft catholic majefty of the admiral's arrival in 
^ thofe parts, and lay before him this article of his 
jnftruiaions : i« You are tq make inftances with

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ofhoitility: but in cafe the Spaniards do ftill 
infift, with their fliips of war and forces, to at- 
tack the kingdom of Naples, or other the ter- 
ritories of the emperor in Italy, or to land in 
any part of Italy, which <:an only be with a de- 
fign ta invade the emperor's dominions, againft 
whom only they have declared war by invading ■^ 

Sardinia; br if they ftiould endeavour to makti 
themfclyes mailers of the kingdom of Sicily, 
which mufl: be with a defign lo invade the king- 
dom of Naples 9 in which cafe you are, with all 
your power, to hinder and obftruft the fame. 
If it fliould fo happen, that at your arrival, 
with our fleet lander your command, in the 
Mediterranean, the Spaniards fhould already 
^' have landed- any troops in Italy, in order to in-, 
** vadc the emperor's territories, you fiiall cndea- 
** voiir amicably to diffuade them from perfevering 
** in fuch an attempt, and offer them your affii- 
■** tance to help them to withdraw their troops, 
" and put an end to all further afts of holtility. 
But, in cafe thefe your friendly endeavours Ihould 
prove ineffedual, you fhall, by keeping com- 
pany with, or intercepting their Ihips or convoy; 
or, if it be ncceffary, by openly oppofing them, 
defend the emperor's territories from any further 
attempt.*' When cardinal Alberoni perufed thefe 
inftruftions, he told colonel Stanhope with fome 
warmth, that his matter would run all hazards, 
and even fuffer himfelf to be driven out of Spain, 
rather than recal his troops, or confent to a fufpen- 
iion of arms. He faid the Spaniards were not to 
be frightened ; and he was fo well convipxed that 
the fleet would do their duty, that in cafe of their 
being attacked by admiral Byng, he ftiould be in 
.^pain for the fuccefs. Mr. Stanhope prefenting 

0^4 huTi 
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^A.c. 171S. hini with a lift of the Britilh fquadron, he threw 
it upon the ground with great emotion. He pro- 
mifed, however, to lay the admiral's letters be- 
fore the king, and to let the envoy know his nia- 
jtfty's refolution. Such an interpofition could not 
but be very provoking to the Spanifli minifter, 
who had laid his account with the conqueft of 
Sicily, and for that purpofe prepared an armament 
which was altogether furprifing, confidering the 
late fliattered condition of the Spanilh affairs. He 
feems to have put too much confidence in the 
ftrength of the Spanifli fleet. In a few days he fent 
back the admiraFs letter to Mr. Stanhope, with a 
note under it, importing, that the chevalier Byng 
rnight execute the orders he had received from the 
king his matter. 

The admiral, in pafling by Gibraltar, was joined 
by vice admiral Cornwal with two ftiips. He pro- 
ceeded to Minorca, where he relieved the garrifori 
of Portmahon. Then h6 failed for Naples, where 
he arrived on tl^e firft day of Auguft, and was re- 
ceived as a deliverer: for the Neapolitans had 
been under the utmoft terror of an invafion from 
the Spaniards. Sir George Byng received intel- 
iigence from the viceroy count Daun, who treated 
him with the moft diftinguifliing marks of refpeft, 
that the Spapifti army amounting to thirty thou- 
fand men, commanded by the marquis de Lede, 
had landed in Sicily, reduced Palermo and Meflina, 
and were then employed in the fiege of the citadel 
belonging to this laft city : that the Piedmontefe 
garrifon would be obliged to furrender, if not 
fpeedlly relieved : that an alliance was upon the 
carpet between the emperor and the king of Sicily,' 
which laft had defired the affiftance of the Impe- 
rial troops, and agreed to receive them into the 
. . citadel of Mtffina, The admiral immediately re- 

folvcd 
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folved to fail thither, and took under his convoy a a, a 171s. 
reinforcement of two thdufand Germans for the ci- 
tadel, under the command of general Wetzel. . He* 
forthwith failed from Naples, and on the ninth d^y 
^^^x>f Auguft was in fight • of the Faro of Meflina. 
He difpatched his own captain with a polite mefTage 
to the marquis de Lede, propofing a ceflation of 
arms in Sicily for two months, that the powers of 
Europe might have time to concert meafures for 
reftoring a lafting peace -, and declaring, that 
fliould this propofal be rejefted, he would, in pur- 
fuance of his inftruftions, ufe all his force to. pre- 
vent further attempts to difturb the dominions his 
mafter had engaged to defend. The Spanifli ge- 
neral anfwered, that he had no powers to treat, 
confequently could not agree to an armiftice, but 
Ihould obey his orders, which direfted him* to re- , 
duce Sicily for his mafter the king of Spain. The 
Spanifli fleet had failed from the harbour of Meflina 
on the day before the Englifti fquadron appeared. 
Admiral Byng fuppofed they had retired to Malta, 
and diredted his courfe towards Meflina, in order 
to encourage and fupport the garrifon in the cita- 
del. But, in doubling the point of Faro, he dcr 
fcried two Spanifli fcouts, and learned from the 
people of a felucca from the Calabrian fliore, that 
they had feen from the hills the Spanifli fleet lying 
to in order of battle. The admiral immediately 
detached the German troops to Reggio, under 
convoy of two fliips of war. Then he fl:ood through 
the Faro after the Spanifli fcouts that led him to 
their main fleet, whic^ before noon he defcried in 
line of battle, amounting to kvcn and twenty fail 
large and fmall, befides two fire-fliips, four bomb- 
veflTels, and feven gallies. They were commanded 
in chief by don Antonio de Caftranita, under whonv 
were the four rear admirals Chacon, Mari, Gue- 
vara, and Cammock. At fight of the Englifli 

fqua- 
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A* c, i7it (quadron they flood away large, and Byng gxvt 
cbace all the reft of the day. In the morning, 
which was the eleventh of Auguft, the rear-admiral 
de Mari, with fix Ihips of war, the gallies, fire- 
ihips, and bomb-ketches, feparated from the main 
fleet, and ftood in for the- Sicilian fliore. The 
Englifli admiral detached captain Walton with five 
fliips in purfuit of them ; and they were foon en- 
gagedi He himfelf continued to chace their main 
fleet; and about ten o'clock the battle began* 
t^esSS ^^^^ Spaniards feemed to be diftrafted in their 
^retofT cape counsels, and a£bed in confuficm. They made a 
^aflkro. running fight, and the admirals behaved with cou- 
rage and aftivity^ in fpit« of which they were all 
taken but Cammock, who made his efcape with 
three ihips of war and three frigates. In this en- 
gagement, which happened off cape Paflaro, cap- 
tain Haddock* of the Grafton fignalized his cou- 
rtage in an extraordinary manner. ,On the 
eighteenth the admiral received a letter from 
•captain Walton, dated off Syracufe, intimating 
that he had taken four Spanilh fhips of war, to- 
gether with a bomb-ketch, and a veflel laden with 
arms ; and that he had burned four fhips of the 
line, a fire-fhip, and a bomb-velTel *. Had thfc 
Spaniard^ followed the advice of rear-admiral Cam- 
mock, who was a native of Ireland, Sir George 
Pyng would not have obtained fuch an eafy vic- 
tory. That officer propofed that they fhould remain 
at anchor in the road of Paradife, with their broad- 
fides to the fea ; in which cafe the Englilh admiral 
would have found it a very difficult talk to attack 
jthem: for the coaft is fo bold^ jthat the largeft 
ihips could ride with a cable alhore ; whereas far*

the Englifh fquadron could not have come to 
anchor, or lie near them in order of battle : be- 
fides, the Spaniards might have been reinforced 
from the army on fhore, which would have raifed 
batteries to annoy the aflailants. Before king" 
George had received an account of this engage- 
ment from the admiral, he wrote him a letter with 
his own hand, approving his condud. When Sir 
George's eldeft fon arrived in England, with a cir* 
cumftantial account of the aftion, he was graci- 
oufly received, and fent back with plenipotentiary 
powers to his father, that he might negotiate' 
with the feveral princes and. dates of Italy, as he 
fliould fee occafion. The fon likewife carried the 
king's royal grant to the officers and fcamen, of all 
the prizes they had taken from the Spaniards. Not* 
v/ithftanding this victory, the Spanifli army carried 
on the fiege of the citadel of Mcffina with fuch 
vigour, tliat the governor furrendiered the place by 
capitulation on the twenty- ninth day of September. 
A treaty was now concluded at Vienna between the 
emperor and the duke of Savoy. They agreed to 
form an army for the conquefl of Sardinia in be- 
half of the duke ; and in the mean time this prince 
engaged to evacuate Sicily : but until his troops 
could be conveyed from that ifland, he confented 
that they fhould , co-operate with the Germans 
againft the common enemy. Admiral Byng con- 
tinued to aflift the Imperialifts in Sicily, during 
the beft part of the winter, by fcouring the feas 
of the Spaniards, and keeping the communication 
open between the German forces and the Calabrian 
fliore, from whence they were fupplied with pro- 
vifions. He afted in this fervicc with equal con* 
duft, refolution, and aftivity. He conferred with 
the viceroy of Naples, and the other Imperial gc- 
perals, about the operations of t^e enfuing cam- 

. paign, 
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A.C. J7i8.paign, and count Hamilton was difpatched to 
Vienna, to lay before the emperor the refult of their 
deliberations : then the admiral fet fail for Mahon, 
where his fhips might be refitted, and put in a 
condition to take the fea in the fpring. 

The dcftruftion of the Spanifh fleet was a fub- 
jeft that employed the deliberations and conje&ure 
of all the politicians in EurcJpe. Spain exclaimed 
againft the conduft of England, as inconfiftent with 
the rules of good faith, for the obfervation of 
which ihe had always been fo famous. The mar- 
Ji'^Ttof ^^^^ ^^ Monteleorie wrote a letter to Mr. fecretary 
th^^iTifii Craggs, in which he expoftulated with him upon 
fuch an unprecedented outrage. Cardinal Albe- 
roni, in a letter to that minifter, inveighed againft 
it as a bafe unworthy a£lion« He faid the neutra- 
lity of Italy was a weak pretence, fince every body 
knew that neutrality had long been at an end ; 
and that the princes guarantees of the treaty of 
Utrecht were intirely difcharged from their engagc- 
mekits, not only by the fcandalous infringements 
committed by the Auftrians in the evacuation 
of Catalonia and Majorca; but alfo becaufe the 
guaranty was no longer binding than till a peace 
was concluded with France. He taxed the Britifh 
miniftrywith having revived and fupported this 
neutrality, not by an amicable mediation, but by 
open violence, and artfully abufing the confidence 
and fecurity of the Spaniards. This was the lan- 
guage of difappointed ambition. Ncverthelefs, it 
mull be owned, that the conduft of England on 
this occafion was irregular, partial, and preci- 
pitate. 

The parliament meeting on the eleventh day of 
November, the king, in his fpeech, declared that 
the court of Spain had rejefted all his amicable pro- 
pofals, and broke through their moft folcmn en- 
gagements for the fecurity of the Britifh commerce. 

To 
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To vindicate therefore the faith of his former trea- a, c i?!*- 
ties, as well as to maintain thofe he had lately 
made, and to proteft and defend the trade of his 
fubjeds, which had in eVery branch been violently 
and pnjuftly oppreffed, it became neceflary for his 
naval forces to check their progrefs : that notwith- 
ftanding the fuccefs of his arms, that court had late- 
ly given orders at all the ports of Spain and of the 
Weft-Indies, to fit out privateers againft the Engr 
lifh. He faid he was perfuaded. that a Britifli par- 
liament would enable him to refent fuch treat- 
ment : and he aflured them that his good brother 
the regent of France was ready to concur with him 
in the moft vigorous meafures. A ftrong oppoii- 
tion was made in both houfes to the motion for an 
addrefs of thanks and congratulation propofed by 
lord Carteret. Several peers obferved, that fuch 
an addrefs was, in efFed, to approve a fea-fight 
which might be attended with dangerous confe-* 
qucnces, and to give the fandion of that augufl: 
siflembly to meafures, which, upon examination, 
might appear either to clafli with the law of nations, 
or tbrmer treaties, or to be prejudicial to the trade ^ 
of Great-Britain : that they ought to proceed with 
the utmoft caution and matureft deliberation, in an 
affair wherein the honour, as well as the inrereft 
of the nation were fo highly concerned. Lord oifputes m 
Strafford moved for an addrefs, that Sir George Ith^^Z. 
,Byng*s inftruftions might be laycd before the n^M Byn^'i 
houfe. Earl Stanhope replied, that there was no the^splaffli 
occafion for fuch an addrefs, fince by his majefty's; fleet, 
command he had already layed before the houfe the 
•treaties, of which the lare fea fight was a confer 
quence : particularly the treaty for a defenfive 
aJliance between the emperor and his majefty, con* ^ 
eluded at Weftminfterjon the twenty-fifth day of 
May, in the year one thoufand feven hundred and 
, fixteen •, and the treaty of alliance, ibr rcftoring 

2 and 
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A.c. 1718. and fettling the public peace, figned at London on 
the twcnty-fecond day of July. He affirmed, that 
the court of Spain had violated the treaty of 
Utrecht, and afted againfl: the public faith, in at- 
tacking the emperor*s dominions, while he was en- j 
gaged in a war'againft the enemies of Chriftendom : * 
that they had rejected his majefty's friendly offices 
and offers for mediating an accommodation. He 
explained the caufe of his own journey to Spain, 
and his negotiations at Madrid. He added, it was 
high time to check the growth of th^ naval power 
of Spain, in order to ^roteft and fecure the trade 
of the Britifh fubjefts, which had been violently 
oppreffed by the Spaniards. After a long debate, 
the motion was carried by a confiderable majority. 
' The fame fubjcft excited difputes of the fame na- 
ture in the houfe of commons, where the lord Hia- 
chinbroke moved, that, in their addrefs of thanks, 
they Ihould declare their entire fatisfaftion in thofe 
mcafures which the king had already taken for 
ftrengthening the proteftant fucceffion, and eftablifti* 
ing a lafting tranquility in Europe. The members in 
the oppofition urged, that it was unparliamentary 
An^* unprecedented, on the firft day of the feffion, 
to enter upon particulars : that th? bufinefs in 
queftion was of thehigheft importance, and deferv- 
ed the moft mature deliberation : that, before they 
approved the meafures which had been taken, they 
ought to examine the reafon on which thofe mea- 
fures were founded. Mr. Robert Walpole affirm- 
ed, that the giving fanftionin the manner propofed,. 
to the late meafures, could have no other view than 
that of fcreening minifters who were confcious of 
having begun a war againft Spain, and now wanted 
. to make it the parliament's war. He obferved, that 
inftead of an intire latisfaftion, they ought to ex- 
prcfs their intire diffatisfaftion with fuch condufl; 
as was contrary to the law of nations, and a breach 

of 
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of the moft folemn treaties. Mr. fecretary Graggs, a,c. 171^^ 
in a long fpeecb^ explained the nature of the qua- 
druple alliance, and juftified all the meafures which 
had been taken. The addrels, as moved by lord 
Hinchinbroke, was at length carried, and pi'cfented 
to his majefty. Then the commons proceeded to 
confider the fupply. They voted thirteen thou* 
fand five hundred Tailors •, and twelve thoufend 
four hundred thirty five men for the land-fervicc. 
The whole eftimare amounted to two millions two 
hundred and fifty-feven thoufand five hundred and 
eighty-one pounds, nineteen Ihillings. The mo- 
ney was raifcd by a land-tax, malt-tax, and lot- 
tery.^ ^ 

On the thirteenth day of December, earl Stan- 
hope declared, in the houfe of lords, that, in order ^ 
to unite the hearts of the well-affefted to the pre- 
fent eftablifliment, he had a bill to offer under the 
tide of 'n* An aft for ftrengchening the P^o^eftant ^^^^^^ . 
'^ intereft in thefe kingdoms." It was accordingly ing the pro- 
read, and appeared to be a bill repealing the ads ^^^^^ "***', 
againft occafional conformity, the growth of fchifm, 
and fome claufes in the corporation and teft-adb. 
This had been concerted by the miniftr y, ^ in pri- 
vate meetings with the moft eminent difienters. 
The Tory {ords were aftonifhed at this motion, for 
which they were altogether unprepared. Never- 
thelefs, they were ftrenuous in their oppofition^ 
They alledged that the bill, inftead of ftrengthen- 
ing', would certainly weaken the church of Eng- 
land, by plucking off her beft feathers, invcfting 
her enemies with power, and (baring with church- 
men the civil and military employments of which 
they wiere then wholly pofleffed. Earl Cowpcr de- 
dared himfelf againft that part of, the bill by which 
fome claufes of the teft and corporation ads were 
repealed j becaufe he looked upon thofe ads- as the

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A* c. i72.^*maini bulwark of our excellent conftitution in 
church and ftate, which ought to be inviolably pre- 
ferved. The earl of Ilay oppofed the bill, becaule, 
in his opinion, it infringed the pada conventa c^ 
the treaty of union, by which the bounds both. of 
the church of England and of the church of Scbt^ 
Jand were fixed and fettled ; and he was apprehen- 
.fivc, if the articles of the union were broke with 
relpedt to one church, it might afterwards be a pre- 
cedent to break thenfi with refpedb to the other. 
The archbifhop of Canterbury faid, the afts which 
-by this bill. would be repealed, were, the main bul- 
wark and fupporters of the Englifti church : he ex- 
preffed all imaginable tendernefs for well-meaning 
•confcientious diffenters j but he could not forbear 
•faying, fome anwng that feft made a wrong ufe of 
the favour and indulgence fhewn to them at the 
revolution, though they had the leaft fhare in 
that happy event j it was therefore thought necef- 
fary for the legiQature to interpofe, and put a ftop 
to the fcandalous praftice of occafional conformity. 
He added, that it would be needlefs to repeal the 
a<5t agjtioft fcHifm, fmce no advantage had been 
taken of it, to the prejudice of the diflentersi Dr. 
.Hoadlcy bilhop of Bangor endeavoured to' prove 
that the occafional and fchifm ads were in efftSt 
perfecuting laws ; and that by admitting theprin- 
xiple of felf defence and felf-pr^fervation, in mat- 
ters of religion, all the pcrfecutions maintained by 
the heat^hens againlt the profeflbrsbf Chriftianitjr, 
and even the popi(h inquifition,. might be juftified. 
With refpeft to the power of Which many clergy- 
.men appeared fo fond and fo zealous, he owned i 
thedefire of power and riches vyas natural to all mert; 
ibut that he had learned both from reafcn and

men. After a long debate, the houie agreed cq 
leave out fome clauies Qoncerning the teft and cor* 
poration-a£ts : then the bill was committed, and 
afterwards paffed. • In .the lower houfe it met with 
violent Qppofition, in fpite of which it was carriect 
by the majority. . 

The king, on the (jijventeenth day of December,- 
fent a K^flage to the commons, imf>orting, that 
all his endeavours to procure redrefs for the in^ 
juries done to his fubjefts by the^ king of Spain, 
having proved inefFed:\ial, he Imd found' it necef-* 
fary to declare war .againft that monarcl^i. . When ^ 
motion ..wa3 made for ^n addrefs^ to afliire the 
king they would chearfully fuppqrt himjntbe pro- 
fecutipn of the war, . Mr. 3hippen and fome othef; 
members (aid, they did iiot fee the _nece0ify of in- 
volving the nation ip/a war on account of fomQ 
grievances of which the merchants complained, as 
thefe might be amicably redrefled. ' Mr. Stanhope 
aflbred the hpufe, that he had.prefented five and 
twenty .meinorials to the miaiftry of Spain on that 
fubjea, without fuccefs.- Mr. Methuen accounted 
for the dilatory proceedings of the Spanifli court in 
conjmeccial affairs, by explainipg the great variety 
of regulations in the fcveral provinces and ports of 
that kingdom. It was fuggefted, that .the miniftry 
payed very little regard to the trade and intereit • 
of the natipn ; inafmiuch as it appeared by the an- 
fwer from a fecretary of ftate to the letter of the 
marquis de Montelcone, that they would have 
overlooked the violation of the treaties of commerce, 

f provided Spain had accepted the conditions, ftipu- 
&ted in the quadruple alliance : that his majefty 
the king of Great-Britain did not feek to aggran- 
uiie himfelf by any new acquifitiop, but was rather 
inclined to facrifice fomething of his own to procure 
the general quiet and tranquility of Europe.

A.c. i7*^-{hould be agreed upon between the company and. 
the refpeaive proprietors. They were likewife 
authorized to take in all the redeemable debts,, 
amounting to the fame fum as that of the irre-. 
deemables, either by purchafe, by taking fubfdSp- 
tions, or by paying off the creditors. For the 
liberty of taking in the national debts, and in-., 
creafing their capital ftock accordingly, the com- 
pany confented^ that their prefent^ and to be in^ 
cresicd annuity, fhould be continued at five per . 
cent, till Midfummer, in the year one .thouiahd 
' feven hundred and twenty-feven ; from, thence to, 
be reduced to four per cent, and be redeemable by . 
parliament. In confideration of this and other ad- ' 
vantages exprefled in the aft, the company decla- ^ 
red thcmfelves willing to make fuch payments int(>' 
the receipt of the exchequer, as were Ipecified for 
the ufe of the public, to be applied to the dif- 
charge of the public debts incurred before Chriftr* 
mas, in the year one thoufand feven hundred and, 
fixteen. The fums they were obliged to pay for 
the liberty of taking in the redeemable debts^\ 
four years and a half s purchafe for all the long and , 
fhort annuities that fhould be fubfcribed, and one , 
year's purchafe for fuch long annuities as ihould: 
not be fubfcribed, amounted on the execution of 
the aft to about feven millions. For enabling the 
company to raife this fum, they were, impowered 
to make calls for money from their meoibers j tOt 
open books of fubfcription 5 to grant annuities re- 
deemable by the company ], to borrow money up- 
on any contraft or bill under their common feal, .' 
or on the credit of their capital ftock j to convert 
the money demanded of their members into ad- 
ditional ftock, without, however, making any addi- 
tion to the company's annuities, payable . out of. 
the public duties. It was enafted, That out of 
the firft monies arifuig from the furps payed by the

'The heads pf the royal- affurance and London- 
alfiirance companies, underftanding that the civil 
lift Was' confiderably iii arrears, offered to the mini; 
(fry fix hulidfed thoufand jpounds towards the dif- . 
cHarge of thatt debt, oh condition of their obtain- 
ing the king's charter, with a parliamentary Hinc- 
tlonfor the eftablifliment of their refpexEli ve.com - 
pkAieS* The propofal was embraced j and the charten 
Kng communicated it in a meflage to the houfe of e^*"f<^^ [* 
c{)inmons, defiring their concurrence. A bill was InVjLondon 
iiiimediately paffed, eriabling his majefty to grant *^^';^"? 
littefs of incorporation to the twp companies. *'°"'^^"^'' ' 
tt foon obtained the royal aflent; and on the 
eleventh day of June an end was put to the fef- 
fidh. This was the age of intereftcd projefts in- 
fpired by a venal fpirit of adventure ; the natural 
confequence of that avarice, fraud, and profligacy, 
ivhich the monied corporations had introduced. 
This, of all others, is the mOll unfavourable asra 
for ah hiftorian. A reader of fentiment and ima- 
^tiatioft cannot be entertained or intereiled by a 
dry detail of fuch tranfaftiohs a^ admit of no 
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A. c. 17x0. warmth, no colouring, no embcllifhnicnt ^ a detail 
which ferves only to exhibit an inanimated pidurc 
of taftelefs vice and mean degeneracy, 
Trtatyof By this time an alliance ofFenfive and defenfive 
•lUancc y^2i^ concludcd at Stockholm between king George , 
to. *^^ and the queen of Sweden, by which his majefty 
engaged to fend a fleet into the Baltic Uf.^Oi 
againit the czar of Mufcovy, in cafe that monarch 
ihould rejeft reafonable propofals of peace. Peter 
loudly complained of the infolent interpofition. pf 
king George, alledging, that he had failed in his 
engagements, both as elefkor of Hanover and 
king 6f Great Britain. His refident at London 
prelented a long memorial on this fubjeft, \yhic.h 
was anfwered by the'Britifli and Hanoverian mijai- 
ftry. Thefe recriminations ftrved only to j^fia.ine 
the difference. The czai" continued to prpfecute 
the war ; and at length' concluded a peace without 
a mediator. At the inftances, however, of kipg 
George and the regent of France, a treaty ^of 
peace was figncd between the queen of Sweden apd 
the king of Pruffia, to whom that princefs cp^ed 
^thecityof Stetin, the diftrift between the.riyers 
Oder and Pehnne, with the illes of WoUih'^pd 
Ufedoni. On the other hand he cngageCtpicj^n 
the king of Great-Britain in his endeavours to 
cffeft a peace between Sweden and Denmai^c, 
on condition that the Danifh king fhould ireftorc 
to queen Ulrica that part of Pomerania which he 
had feized : he likewile promifed to pay to that 
queen two millions of rixdoUars, in confideration 
of the ceffions flie had made. The treaty between 
Sweden and Denmark was figned at Frederickftadt 
in the month of June, through the mediation of 
the king 'Of Great Britain, who became guarantee^ 
•for the Dane's keeping poffeflion of Slefwick. He 
confented, however, to reftore the Upper Pome- 
-rania, the ille ' of Rugen; the city of Wifmar^and 

what: 
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''Whatever he had taken from Sweden during the ^^ ^. i7a°» 
war, in confideration of Sweden's renouncing the 
exemption from toll in the Sound/ and the two 
Belts ; and paying to Denmark fix hundred thou- 
fend rixdpllars. 

Sir John Norris had again failed to the Baltic 
' with a ftrong fquadron, to give weight to the king's 
mediation. Wlien he arrived at Copenhagen he 
wrote a letter to prince Dolgorouki, the czar's am- 
baffador at the court of Denmark, fignifying, that 
he and the king's envoy at Stockholm were veiled 
with full powers to a6b jointly or fepar^^tely in qua- 
iity of plenipotentiaries^ in order to effect a peace 
b^twee/i Sweden and Mufcovy, in the way of .me- 
diation. The prince anfwered, that the czar had 
ndthing more at heart than peace and tranquility ; 
ahd, in cafe his Britannic>majefly had. any propofals 
tb make to that prince, he hoped the admiral 
'W6uld cxcule him frorr^ receiving them, as they 
'iiirght be delivered in a much more compendipps 
Way. The Englifh fleet inimediatdy joined that 
'of Sweden as auxiliaries ; but they had np oppor- 
"tunity of afting againfl: the Ruffian fquadron. 
Which fecured itfelf in Revel. Ulrica^ queen of 
Sweden and fifter to Charlies XII. had married the 
prince of Hefle, and was extremely defirous that 
' *ne fhould be joined with her in the adminiftration 
of the regal power. She wrote a feparate letter to pri„ee ©f 
each of the four ftates, defiring they would confer Hefreeicaed 
•upon him the fovereignty ; and, after feme oppo- s^tdcn, 
fition from the nobles, he was actually ekftcd king 
of Sweden. He fent one of his general officer^ 
to notify his elevation to the czar, who congratu- 
lated him upon his accefliori to the throne ; and 
this was the beginning of a negotiation which end- 
ed in peace, and cftablilhed the tranquillity of the 
North; In the midft of thefe tranf^dions king 
George fet out from England for his Hanoverian

Mr.-Wdpolet now 
paymaftcfT of tfaeibrces, obfenred^ that fuch a me- 
thod would protcaft^lthe inquiry, while thepab^k 
credit lay in a bleeding condidon. He told the 
houie he had formed a fcheme for reftoring pul^ 
csedit; but, before he would oomnramcMr this 
plan^ defired to know whether the fubfcrtptiom^ 
public debts and incumbrances,, money^fiibfefip- 
tions, and odier contra&s made with the Smuih^Ala 
company, fiiould remain in the prefent flate. After 
t warm debate^ the . queftion waa earned in the* 
affirmative, with this addition, ^^ Uniefs alteydd 
^> for the eafe and relief of the proprietors, by *a 
general cxHn-t of the South- fea company^, or Ust 
afide in due oourfe of law/' Next day Walpcde 
produced his fcheme to ingraft nine millions of 
Sbuth-'fea ftodc into thie bank of England, and tibe 
like fum into the EaflrJudia company^ on certaiQ 
' conditions. The houfe voted^ that propof^ls fhouU 
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*.|iie x^ceived from the bank, and tiwrfc two com- ^•^' "t*^ 
panies, on this lubjeft ; and thefe being delivered, 
the commons relblvcd, that an ingroiTment of 
AUie miUionsof the icapiital ftock of the South^fea 
vcomany, into the capital fbck of. the bank and 
£aft-Indi.a company, ^ propofed by thefe com^ 
^anies., would contribute very much to tiie reftor- 
fing public credit. A bill upon this refohition was, 
Jbrought in, pafled through both houfes, and re- 
^^ived the ipyal afient. Another bill was enadted

■ 40 find out and punilh theofFendcrs feverely, with- 
lOUC refpedb of perfons. The fub and deputy go-* 
•3?!ernprs, .the direftors and officers of the Soutlvfea 
:^cpfiQpany, were exai^ined at the bar of the houfe. 
•'Then a biU was brought in, difabling them to cn- 
^y any office in that company, or in the Eaft- India 

' ' • ' N " com- 
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,A.:C. t:wo. ccMnpany, or in the bairk oi England. Thfcfe 
brokers were likewife examined, and made gte* 
difcoverics. Knight, the treafurcrof the South- 
company, who had been intrufted with the fecret^ 
:of the whole affair, thought proper to withdraw 
himfelf from the kingdom. A proclamation was 
ififued tO' apprehend him ; and another for prevent- 
ing any of the direftors from efcaping ^ut of the 
kingdom. At this period, the fccrct comoiittefc 
informed the houfe of commons, that they hild ^ 
ready dtfcovered a train of the deepeft viliany and 
iraud that hell, ever contrived to ruin a nation, 
which in due time they would lay before the hotrffe ; 
in the; mean whib, they ^thought it highly nee^IHiry 
^to fecore«the per^ns of fome of the- direAors' ai^ 
principal officers^of the^South-fea company, ds IrHl 
afr to feiK their paipers. A^vorder wtis ma^e tb 
'fecure the books and papers of Knight, S'^riMR) 
.ami Turner. The pcrforis of Sir George' Ca^lfel, 
Sk Jofaa Blunt, Sir John Lambert,* Sir John f^el- 
low?, and Mr. Grigfliy, were taken int30 cuftot^. 
Sir jFhwdofpe Janfieti, Mr. S^wbridge, Sir R6Mft 
Chaplain, md Mr. Eyles, were expelled the'ht>tjrfe 
and apprehended. Mr. Aiflabie refigned hk eifn- 
ployments of chancellor t)f the exchequer' and loiti 
of the trea^fury •, and orders were given to remove 
all dircftors of the.South-fea company from thSe 
places they poflefied \mder Che government; 

The lords; in the courfe of their examinat!^, 
difcovei^d that large pev tions of South^fea Otodk. 
had been- given to levcral perfons in theadminif- 
tration and houie of commons, for promoting the 
paffage of the South-fea aft. The boufe imnie- 
iliately refplved, that this pra&ice was a notorious 
and moft dangerous fpecics of corruption : that the 
diredors of the Southfea company having orckred 
great quantities of their ftock to be boi^ht for the 
Service of the cpmpany,"wl)e)i it was at a very high 
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.{udf^) ^nfi, oa pretence af keeping up the ppttt of a* c.'i7x«. 
ijlpck > aad at the fame tique feveral of the dircdoxs, 
and. other officers beloaginjg to the company, hav- 
ing, in a clandeftine manner, fold their own ftock 
to the company, fuch direftors and officers were 
guilty, of a notorious fraud and breach of trull ; and 
their fp doing was one great caule of the unhappy 
lurn of affiiirs, that had fo much ^Efcded pub- . 
lie predit. Many other refolurions were takea 
^gsink that infamous .confederacy, in which, how- 
ever, the innocent were confounded with , the 
jpailty. Sir John Blunt refufing tp anfwcr certain 
interrogations, a violent debate arofe about the 
manner in which he fliould b<;. treated. The duke 
rof;. Wharton, obfcrved,. tjbat the. gov^mmmt of the 
\^p^ princes ,W4S ^skmetim^s Jieiidered iaix>lerahk tp 
^ir fubjpdsby ba4 miniftefs:. he mentioned the 
^^p^ of £i^nt)$, • who iiad made a divi&on in 
thp Imper^ iJMa^ly* ;ind rendered . the reign. of 
.i^udius hateful to. the Romans. Earl Stanhope 
C9Ji;i^ceiving thjs reflexion wus aimed at him, was 
S^A with a traniport of anger. He undertook 
^vindicate the miniftry i and fpokc with Hack ye- 
l^^e^^ence as produced a violent head^acb, which 
[obliged him to retire. He underwent proper' cva- 
awtion$, and feemcd to recover ; but next day, in p^^^,^ ^^ 
the evenings became lethai[gic, and being feizedearistan* 
with a fufFocauon, inftantly expired. The king **°p^» 
deeply regretted the death of this favourite mini- 
fter, which was the more.; unfortunate as it hap^ 
pencd at fuch a critical conjunfture ; and he ap- 
pointed the lord Townfhend to fill his place of ie- 
cretary* Earl Stanhope was, furvived but a few 
days. by the other fecretary Mr. Craggs, who died 
of the fmall-pox on the fixteenth day oif February, ^nd ivg-. 
Knight, the calhier of the South-fea company, be- crag^s, 
ing fei;2;ed atTirlemont, by the vigilance of Mr. 
Gandot, fecretary to Mr, Leathes^ the Britifh re- 
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AC.f72o.fi(Jent at Bruflels, v^as confined in tfiecStaddo^ 
Antwerp. Application was made to the cotrrrof 
Vienna, that he (hould be delivered up to fuclr 
perfons as might be appointed to receive fmn : but 
he had found , means to intereft the ftates of Bra- 
bant in his behalf. They infilled upon their pri- 
vilege granted by charter, that no pcrfon appre- 
hended for any crime in Brabant, (hould be triecjf 
in any other country. The houfe of commons^ 
cxprcflcd their indignation at this frivolous pre^ 
tence : inftances were renewed to the empcroi'; 
and in the mean time ' Knight efcaped from* the { 
citadel of Antwerp. 

The committee of fecrecy found, that W Pb r B 
any fubfcription cotfld bt ftiade, a fiftttious ftock 
of five hundred antJ ftfvtrity^lbur thdufarid^poondii' 
had been difpofed oft^ the -difcftors, to fadlitafti 
the paffing the bill. Great part bf^hi^ was dift^ii' 
btited among the eart'of Suhderhttd,' Kfr. Craj 
fenior, the dutchefs of Kendal, the countefs of 
ten and her two nieces, Mr. fecretary Craggs, 'JciiA] 
Mr. Aiflabie chancellor of t3ie exchequer. In i^^'^ 
fequence of the committee's report, the hotife'-^ 
came to feveral fevere though juft ' reCd (itrciffti^ ^ 
agairift the direftors and officers of the 9outh-fei 
company ; and a bill was prepared for* the rclitf 
of the unhappy fufierers. Mr. Stanhope, one 6f 
the fecretaries of the treafury, charged, in th4 re- 
port, with having large quantities of ftock aiid 
fubfcription^, defired that he might have an op-* 
portun?ty to clear himfelf. His rcqueft was grant- 
ed ; and the affair being difcufled, he was clearrtl 
by a majority of three voices. Fifty thoulahd 
, pounds in ftock had been taken by Knight for the 
ufe df the earl of Sunderland. Great part of tH4 
houfe entered eagerly into this inquiry ; and a vio^ 
lent difpute enfued. The whole ftrength of the mi- 
niftry was muttered in his defence. The majority

of.another opinion. He refigned his place of firft 
commiffioner in the treafurjr, which was bellowed, 
upon Mr, Robert Walpole; but he ftill retained, 
the'confitience of his mafter. With refpeft to Mr. 
Aiikbie, the evidence appeared fo ftrong againft. 
him, that the commons revived, he had promoted 
the deftruftive execution of the South-fea fcheme, 
with a view w his own exorbitant profit^ and com- 
bined with the directors in their pernicious prac- 
ticcs^ to . the ruin of public credit. He was ex* 
pc^ed the houfe^ and committed to the Tower« 
Mr. Craggs ienior died of the lethargy before he 
underwent the cenfurex>f 4:he houfc. Neverthclefs, 
thj^ refi)lved, thgt he was a. notorious accomplice, 
with Robert JCnight, . and fome of the direftors, in 
caiJ^ing on their fcandalous . pra&ices ^ and 4^hf re*-. : 
fore^. chat all:tbe eitate of which he was pofic^d,; 
fiam the firft day of December^ in the prepe^ii^gr 
yeaiv ihould be applied towards the relief 6f the 
ujJbappy fuffcrcrs ia the South^fea company. The TIlceib^» 
dire^rj, in obedience to the order of the houfe ^^if^ 
ddiivejred inventories of their eftates, which were sooth-fca 
copfifcatcd by aft of parliament, mwarda making Z^ikJ^ 
good, the damans fuftained by the company, after o^^^mlxaa. 
a^certain allowance was deduced for each, accord* HhTRe^. 
ing tahis conduft and circumftances* Deb ^i^pSl 

The delinquents being thus punifhed by the for- Tindai. 
fittture of their fortunes, the hoiife converted their ^ ^ , 
attemion to means for repairing the mifchiefs which p . 
the&heme had produced. This^ was a very diffi- ofXtom- 
cml^ talk, oa account of the contending interefts of "^"y^^*^ 
thofe engaged in the South^fea company^ which [hiftock of 
rendered it impofilble to relieve fome but at the ^^^f^}^' 
cxpcnce of others. Several wholcfome rcfolutionspany, 
were, taken, and prefented with an addrefs to the 
king, explaining the motives of their proceedings. 
On, the twenty- ninth day of Juljr, the parliament 
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^>^*«7M*wa&ph3ragued for two days only. Then his ma-** 
jcfty going to the houfe of peers, declared, ' that 
he had called them together again fo fuddenly, that 
they might refume the confideration of the itatse of 
. public credit. The commons immediately prepar* 
ed a bill upon the refolutions they had taken. The 
virhole capital flock, at the end of the year one 
thoufand feven hundred and twbnty, amounted to 
about thirty- feven millions eight hundred thoufand 
pounds. The ftpck allotted to all the proprietors 
did not exceed twenty-four millions fire hundred 
thoufand pounds ; the remaining capital ftock be-> 
longed to the company in their corporate capacity. 
It was the profit arifing from the execution of the 
South>fea fcheme ; and out of this the bill enaft^ 
cd, that feven millions ftlould be payed to thii pub- 
lic. The prefent aft likewife direfted fevers! ad-» 
ditions to be made to the ftock of the proprietors^ 
oyt of that poffeffed by the company to their own 
right : it made a particular diftribution of 'ftock,;: 
amounting to two millions two hundred thou&hd* 
pounds ; and, upon remitting five millions of the 
feven to be payed to the public, annihilated twor 
millions of their capital. It was enafted, ihac 
aifter thefe diftributions, the remaining capital flx)ck 
flipuld b^ divided among all the proprietors. This 
dividend amounted to thirty- three pounds fix fhit-' 
lings and eight-pence per cent, and deprived the' 
company of eight millions nine hundred thoufend^ 
pounds. They had lent above eleven millions on* 
ftock unredeemed. Of which the parliament dif- 
charged all the debtors upon their paying ten per: 
cent. . Upon this article the company's lofs cxccfed- 
ed fix millions nine hundred thoufand pounds ; for- 
many debtors refufcd to make any payment. The 
proprietors of the ftock loudly complained of their- 
being deprived of two millions ; and the parliament, 
in: the fequel, revived that fum which had been 
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iftnihilated. . While this afFair was in agitatiofli A.c*f7«i« 
petitions from counties, cities, and boroughs, in 
an parts of the kingdom, were prefented to the 
houfe, crying for juftice againft the villainy of the 
direftors. pamphlets and papers were daily pub- 
Kihed on the fame fabjcfti fo that the whole na- 
tion was cxafperated to the higheft pitch of refent- 
ftient. By thic ^wife and vigbrous relolutions of the 
parliament, the South-fea company was foon in i 
Conditioh to fulfil their engagements witK the pub-^ 
Kc } the ferment of the people fubfidedj and the 
credit of the nation was reftored; 

During the infatuation produced by this infat 
tubus fchenie, luxury,, vice, and profligacy, in- 
creafjid to afhocking degree of extravagance. The 
adventurers, i|ito;cicated by their imaginary wealthy, 
pampefcd themfelves with the rareft dainties, and 
the' molt expenfivc wines that could be imported i 
they purchaled the moft fumptubus furniture, equi-^ 
page, and apparel, thoiigli without tafte, or difcern- 
ment : they indulged their criminal paffions to the 
moft fcandalous excefs : th^ir difcourfe was the lan- 
guage of pride, infolence, and the moft rfdiculous 
oftentation : they affcded to fcofF at religion and 
morality ; ^nd even to fet heaven at de&ance The iMMigrih^] 
carl of Nottingham complained, in the houfe of I'^^'^^l^^^ 
lords, of the growth of atheifm, profanenefs, and poftponed. ' ^ 
immorality ; arid a bill was brought in for fuppref^ 
fing blafphemy and profanenefs. It contained fe^ 
veral articles feemingly calculated to relirain the 
liberty granted to nonconformifts, by the laws of 
the laft feflion : for that reafon it met with violent 
oppofition. it was fupported by the sirchbifliop of 
Canterbury, the earl of Nottingham, the lords 
Bathurft and Trevor, the bifhops of London, Win-* 
chelier, Litchfield and Covenct-y. One of thefe 
faid, he verily believed the prefent calamity, oc- 
cafioned by the South-fca projed, was a judgment 
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A.c. i7»f. of God on thte blafphemy and profanenefs of the 
nation. Lord Onflow* replied, " That noble peer 
mud then be a great finner, for he has loft oon- 
fidcrably by the South-fea fchcmc." The duke 
of Wharton, who had rendered himfelf famous, by 
his wit and profligacy, faid he was not infenfible of 
the common opinion of the town concerning h}Xtt- 
felfi and gladly feized this opportunity of vrndi- 
eating his charader, by declaring he wa^s far from 
being a patron of blafphemy, or an. enemy to re- 
gion. On the other hand, he could not but c^* 
pofe the bill, becaufe he conceived it to be repug- 
nant to the holy fcripcures. Then pulling sm (dd 
family bible frotn his pocket, he quoted feveral 
paifages from the epiftlesof St Peter andSt^Pasili 
concluding that the bill> might be throwjLOUt 
The eari of Peterborough declared, that thoBghl;hc 
^as for a parliamentary king, yet he did.notdciBce 
to have a parliamentary God, or a parliameixtaiy, 
religion ; and, (houM the houfe declare foij one of 
this kind, he would go to Rome and endeavour to 
be chofen a cardinal ; for he had rather fit intdi'e 
conclave than with their lordfhips upon . thAfe 
terms. After a vchemcat debate, the bill was. poft- 
poned to a long day, by a confiderable majority/ 

The feafon was far advanced before the fupplies 
were granted j and at length they were not vatcd 
with that chearfulnefs and good humour which 
the majority had hitherto manifefted on fuch occsl- 
fions. On the fixtcenth day of June, the king 
fent a mcffage to the houfe of commons, importing, 
that he had agreed to pay a fubfidy to the crown of 
Sweden, and he hoped they would enable him to 
make good his engagements. The leaders of the 
oppofition took fire at this intimation: They de- 
fired to know whether this fubfidy, amounting to 
feventy-two thoufand pounds, was to be payed to 
Sweden over and above the expencc of maintaining

They 
were given to undetftand, by a fecond meffage, that 
theral^s of the civil lift amounted to fivehun- 
dned and' fifty thoufand pounds; and hismajefty 
iiOf)ed they would impDwer him to ratfe that fum 
upim .the revenue, as he propofed it Ihould be re- 
phced to the civil lift, and rcimburfed by a deduc- 
tion from the falarie$,and wages of all officers, and 
the penfions and other payments from , the crown. 
A WU was prepared for this purpofe, though not 
without warm oppofition : and, at th^ fame time, 
M ad pafled for a general pardpn. On the. tenth

- la the courfe of this year pope Clement XL 
died i and the princefs of Wales was delivered of 
aisirincf^i baptized by the name of William- Auguf- ' 

fiu&i now duke of Cumberland. A dreadful piague at 
plague, raging at Marfcilles, ,a proclamation was ^^'^^^ 
publiihed, forbidding any perfon to come into 
England) from any part of France between the 
b^/ofBifcayand Dunkirk, without certificates of 
health* Other precautions wei-e taken to guard 
againft ivntagion. An a6t of parliament, had pafied 
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A.c. 1721. in tlie preceding feflion for the prcvcntioiar of 
infection, by building pdt-houfes, to which aU in- 
feded perfons, and all perfons of an infe&ed faau« 
• ly, fhould be conveyed ; and, by drawmg tren- 
ches ancl lines round any ciqr, town, or place in- 
fe&ed. The king, in his fpeech at opening the 
feffion of parliament, on the nineteenth day of 
Oftober, intimated the pacification of the North, • 
by the conclufion of the treaty between Mufcovy 
and Sweden. He defired the houfe, of commons 
to conlider of meaas for raifing the duties upon the 
imported comnH)d]ties ufed in the manufaftures of 
the kingdom! He obferved, that thenaticm mifi^t 
be fupplied with nave^ (iores from our own' colo- 
nies in North America 9 and that their being em- 
ployed in this ufeful and advantageous bratvch pfj 
commerce would diwrt them from fetting up ma- 
nufadtures which dire£Uy. interfered with thofe of 
Great Britain. He expreffed a defire that, widi 
reiped to the fupplie^, his people might reap ibrnf;? 
immediate benefit from the prefent circunaftaiiccs 
of affairs abroad ; and he earneftly recommended 
to their confideration, means for preventing the 
plague, particularly by providing againft the prac^ 
tice of fmuggling. ?

lordsabllf ?^** ^^ ^^^ upper houfe, was Law the famous pro- 
jMr. Law jcftor. The refentment of the peofde on account 
je^o?!*" ^^ ^'^ Miffiffippi fcheme, had obliged him to leave 
France. He retired to Italy ; was faid to have 
vifited the pretender at Rome, from whence he re- 
paired to Hanover j and returned to England from 
the Baltic, in the ' fleet commanded by Sir John 
Norris. The king favoured him with a private 
audience : he kept open houfe, and was vifited by 
great numbers of perfons of the firft quality. Earl 
Coningfby reprcfented, in the houfe of lords, that 
he could not but entertain fome jealoiify of z per- 
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ion who had done fo much mifchief in a ndgh- a. c. 17*1. 
bouring kingdom •, who being inimcnfely rich, 
might do a great deal more hurt here, by tampering 
with thofe who were grown defperate, in confc- 
quence of being involved in the calamity occafion- 
cd by the fatal imitation of his pernicious projedbs. 
He obfervdd, that this perfon was the more dan- 
gerous, as he hajd renounced his natural affedlion 
to his country, bis. allegiance to his lawful fove- 
r^ign, aCnd his religion, by turning Roman catho- 
lic. Lord Carteret replied, that Mf. Law had,- 
many years ago, the misfortune to kill a gentleman * 
in a du«l ; but that having at kft received the be- 
nefit of the king's clemency, and the appeal lodged 
by tlie relations of the deceafed : being taken off, 
he was come over to plead W^ majefty's pardon. . 
I^ faid there was* no law to keep any Englifhrnan 
out of his country ; and^ WMr. Law was a' fub^ 
jift of Great^Bntaini it was not even in the kiagV 
power to hinder Him from coming over. After'. 
Ibmc dWpute, the' fiibjeft was dropped, and thi« 
^re^ projector pleaded his pardon at the king*« 
bepch, according to the ulbal form. ' 

The miniftry had by this time ftcured fuch a ma-- 
jbrity4n both houfes, as enabled them to carry any 
point without the leaft difficulty. Some chiefs of 
the oppofition they had brought over to their mea- 
fures, and among the reft lord Harcourt, who was 
Created ^ vifcount, and gratified with a penfion of 
four thoufand pounds. Ncverthelefs, they could 
notihut the mouths of the minority, who ftill pre- 
fervcd the privilege of complaining.

while a Britiflb miniftcr and a fecretary of ftate were 
treating amicably at Madrid : that the war .wap 
neither juft nor politic, fince it interrupted one. of 
the moft valuable branches of the Englifti com- 
merce, at a time when tl\e nation groaned under 
the prefl\ire of heavy debts, incurred by the former , 
' Jong expenfive war. He therefore moved for an 
addrefs to his majefty, defiring, that the inftruc- 
tions given to Sir George Byng, now lord Torring- 
ton, fliould be laycd before the hpufe. This mo- 
tion being likewiie, upon the quefl;ion, rejefted, ^ 
protelt was entered, They voted an addreft, howr

^ The quakers hiving prefented a petition to the ^titio^of 
tiotnc of conimons, praying that a bill might be

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The bill being pafled and fcnt up to ,the lords, A-^- '7»». 
the bifhop was brought to his trial before them on 
the ninth of May. Hitnfelf and his couniel hav- ^ 
ing been heard, the lords proceeded to confidet 
the ardcles of the bill ; when they read it a third 
time, a motion was made to pafe it, and then a 
long and warm debate enfued. Earl Powlet de- 
monftrated the da'hger and injuftice of fwerving 
in fuch an extraordinary manner from the fixed 
nilcs of evidence. The duke of Wharton having 
fummcdup the depofitidns, and proved the infuffi- 
cicncy of them, concluded with faying, that let the 
confequences be what they would, he hoped'fuch.a 
hellifh ftajn would never fully the luftre and glory 
<rf that illuftrious ' houfe, as to condemn a m^n - 
without the le^ft et^idence. The loM Bathurffi * 
fpoke againft' the bill* with equal ftrcngth and 
eloquence. He faid, if fuch extraordinary pro- 
ceedings were countenanced, he faw nothing re- 
maining for him and others to do, but to retire to ' 
their country- houfes, and there, if poffible,' quietly ' 
enjoy their eftates' within their own families, firice • , 
the leaft correfpi6rtdence, the leaft intercepted letter - 
might be made criminal. He obferved; that car- 
dmal Mazarin bdafbed^ that if he had but two • 
lines of any man's writing, he could, by means of 
a few circumftances^ attefted by witnefles, deprive 
him of life at his pleafure. Turning to the bench 
of bilhops, who hiad been generally unfavourable 
to Dr. Atterbuiy, he faid, he could hardly ac- 
count for the inveterate hatred and malice fome 
pcrfons bore the learned and ingenious bifhop of 
Rochefter, unlefs they were intoxicated with the 
infatuation of fome f^vage Indians, who believed 
they inherited not only the fpoils, but even 
tile abilities of any great enemy whom they had 
killed in battle. The bill was fupported by the 
duke of Argyle, /the earl of Seafield, and the lord

This nobleman obfcrved, that the ftrongeft argu- 
ment urged in behalf of the bill, was neceflity> 
but that, for his part, he faw no fieceffity that coirid 
juftify fuch unprecedented, and fuch dangerous 
proceedings, as the confpiracy had above twelve 
moilths before been happily difcovered, and the 
cffcfts of it prevented : that, befides the intrinfic 
weight and ftrength of the government, the hands 
of thofe at the helm had been ftill further fortified 
by the fufpenfion oi the habeas corpus adt, and 
the additional troops which had been raifed. He 
faid, the known rules of evidence, as laid down at 
firft, and eftabhfhed by the law of the hnd, were 
the birthright of every fubjeft m the nation^ and 
ought to be conftantly obfervcd, not only in the 
inferior Courts of judicature, but alfo in bdtk 
houfes of parliament, tilt altered by the legiilature : 
that the admitting oiF the precarious and uncertaiii 
evidence of the clerks of the poft-office, was a very 
dangerous precedent. In former times it was 
thought very grievous, that in cajntal cafes a man 
Ihould be affedled by fimilitude of hands ; but 
here the cafe was much worfe, fince it was aHow- 
ed, that the clerks of the poft office could carry the 
fimilitude of hands four nionths in their minds. 
He applauded the biftipp's noble deportment in 
declining to anfwer before the houfe of commons^ 
whofe proceedings in this unprecedented manner^, 
againft a lord of parliament, was fuch an ineroach- 
raent on the prerogative of the peerage, that if they 
fubniltted to it, by paffing the bill, Aey might b^ 
termed the lali of Britifti peers, few giving up their 
antient privileges. The other party were not ft> 
foUicitous about anfwering reafonsi as eager to put 
the queftion ; when the bill paffed, and a proteft 
was entered.

his exile. Dodor Freind the cel^sbrated phyfician, "'^*'* . 
who was a naember of the Koufe, and had exerted 
himfelf ftrenuouQy in behalf of the bifliop, was now 
taken into cuftody on fufpicion of treafonabie prac* 
tices. 

Thie ntict d^jeft that excited the refentment of Prc«edings 
the commons, was the fcheme of a lottery to be *f,t!"con "' 
drawn atHarburgh in the king's German domi-cemedinthc 
tiom. The houfe appointed a committee to in- i^^e^,y[^^ 
quire into this and other lotteries^ at that time on . 
foot in London. The fcheme was publiflied, on 
pretence of raifing a fubfcription for maintaining a 
trade between Great-Britain and the king*s terri- 
tories on the Elbe ; but it was a myfterious fcenc 
of iniquity, which the committee, with all thcit 
penetradon, could not fully difcQven They re- 
ported, however, that it was an infamous fraudulent 
undertaking, whereby many unwary pcrfons had 
been drawn in, to their great lofs : and, that the 
manner of carrying it on had been a mantfcft vio- 
lation of the laws of the kingdom : that the mana- 
gers and agents of this lottery had, without any 
authority for fo doing, made ufe of his majefty's 
royal name, ^hereby to give countenance to the 
Htfiimous prcgcft, and induce his majefty*s fubjefts 
to engage or be concerned therein. A bill was 
brought in to fupprefs this lottery j and to oblige 
the managers of it to make reftitution of the 
money they had received from the contributors- 
At the fame time the houfe refolved. That John 
lord vifcount Barrington had been notorioufly 
guilty of promoting, abetti ng, and carrying on 
that fraudulent undertaking; for which offence he 
fliOiild be expelled the houfe* The court of

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A,c. I ^»; Vienna having crefted an Eaft-India company a» 
Oftend, upon a fcheme formed by one Colebrook 
an Englifh merchant. Sir Nathaniel Gould rcprc- 
fented to the houfc of commons, the great detri- 
ment which the Englifh Eaft-India company had 
already received, andVas likely further to luftain 
by this Oftend company. The houfe immediately 
refolved, That for the fubjedb of this kingdom to 
fubfcribc, or be concerned m encouraging, any 
fubfcription, to promote an Eaft-Ihdia company 
now erefting in the Auftrian Netherlands, w.as a 
high crime and mifdemeanour : and a law was en- 
afted for preventing Britifti fubjcds from engaging 
in that enterprize. By another aft relating tp.the 
South- fea company, the tyro naillions of ftock 
which had been j^nnihil^ted, were revived, gfld^ 
to the capital, and dividcid^ among, the, proprietors^ 
A third law pafled, tor the. more effeftual execu- 
tion qfjuftice in a part of Sputhwafk, cftlled the 
Mint, where a great number ,of debtors had takea 
fanftuary/ on the fuppofition that it was a privi- 
ledged place. On the jtwenty-feventh of May thp 
feflion was clofed, with a fpeech chat breadied ao^ 
thing but panegyric, acknowledgmwU, and afftc-* 
tion, to a parliament which had complied witk alt 
his majefty^s wifhes. 

His majefty Wing ennobled the fon of Mr. 
Robert Walpole, in confideration of the fethcr'a 
fervices, made a good number of church-promo- 
tions, admitted the imprifoned lords and gentle- ' 
men to bail, granted a pardon to lord Bolingbroke, 
and ordered the bifhop of Rochefter to be convey- 
ed to the continent, fet out himfelf for Hanover, 
leaving the adminiftration of his kingdoms in the 
^ hands of a regency, lord Harcourt being one g£ 
^ the juftices. The king was attended by the two 
fecretaries, the lords Townfliend and Carteret, who 
were counted »blc negotiators. The affairs of the 
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eontlnent had bfegun to take a new turn. The^-^'?*** 
intcrefts and connexions of the different princes Aff«w rf 
were become perplexed and embarrafled ; and 
king George refolved to unravel them by dint of 
negotiation. Underftandihg that a treaty was on 
the carpet Between the czar and the king of 
Sweden, favourable to the duke of Holllein's prc- 
tenfions to Slefwick, the poffeffion of which the 
cleftor of Hanover had guarantied to Denmark, 
his majefty began to be in pain for Bremen and 
Verden. The regent of France and the king of 
Spain had now compromifed all differences -, and 
their reconciliation was ctimented by a double mar- 
riage between Philip*s fons and the regent's 
daughters. The former -propofed new treaties to 
England ; but infifled upon the reflitution of 
Gibraltar and Portmahon, a,s well as upon the 
king's openly declaring againft the Oftend com- 
pany. His Britannic majefty was apprehenfive, 
that Ihould the emperor be hard prelfed on that 
fnbjeft, he might join the czar and the king of 
Sweden, and promote their defigns in favour of 
the duke of Holttein. On the other hand, all the 
Italian powers exclaimed againft the treaty of 
Eondon. The pope had protefted againft any 
thing that might have been decided at Cambray to 
the prejudice of his right. Memorials to the fame 
cfFeft had been prefented by the king of Sardinia, j 
the dukes of Tufcany, Parma, and Modena. France ' 
and Spain were inclined to fupport them againft ' 
the houfe of Auftria. Europe feemed to be on the 
eve of a new war. King George was intangled in 
fuch a variety of treaties and interefts, that he 
knew not well how to. extricate himfelf from the 
troublefome engagements he had contrafted. By 
declaring for the emperor he muft have counte- 
nanced the new eftablifhment at Oftend, which 
was fo prejudicial to his Bntifti fubjefts, and in-

A.C. 1722, curred the refentmcnt of France, Spain, and their 
allies of Italy. In renouncing the intereft of the 
emperor, he would have expofed his German do- 
minions. In vain he exhorted the emperor to relaic 
in his difputes with Spain, and give up the Oftend 
company, which was fo detrimental and difagree- 
able to his faithful allies : the court of Vienna pro^ 
mifed in general to obferve the treaties which it 
had concluded; but, declined entering into any 
particular difcuflion j fo that all his majefty's en- 
, deavours iflued in contracting clofer connexions with 
Pruffia and Denmark, All thofe negotiations car* 
ried on, all thofe treaties concluded by king 
George, with almoft every prince and ftate in 
Chriftendom, which fucceeded one another fo faft, 
and appear, at firft view, fo intricate and unac- 
countable, were founded upon two fimplc and 
natural principles, namely, the defire of afcertaia- 
ing his acquifitions as eleftor of Hanover ; and his 
relolution to fecure himfelf againft the diiafFedbion 
of his Britiih fubjefts, and the efforts of the pre- 
tender. 

Great Britain, at this period, enjoyed profound 
tranquillity. Ireland was a little ruffled by an in- 
cident which feems to have been mifreprefenced to 
the people of that kingdom. William Wood had 
obtained a patent for furnifhing Ireland with cop- 
per currency, in which it was deficient. A grea^ 
Clamour in damour was raifed againft this coin, Theparlia- 
jreiand^on mcnt of that kingdom, which met in September, 
wood^s ° refolved. That it would be prejudicial to the re* 
cpinajc. venue, deftruftive of trade, and of dangerous con^ 
fequence to the rights of the fubjedt : That the 
patent had been obtained by mifreprefentation : 
That the halfpence wanted weight : That even, if 
the terms of the patent had been complied with, 
there would have been a great lofs to the nation : 
That granting the power of coinage to a private 
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perfon.had ev^r been highly prejudicial to the^*^*'?**. 
kingdom *, and would at all times be of dangerous 
coniequence. Addreffes from both houfes were 
j>r^fcntcd to the king on this fubjedl. The affair 
was referred to the lords of the privy council of 
England. They juftified the conduft of the 
patentee^ upon the report of Sir Ifaac Newton and 
Other officers of the mint, who had made the affay 
and trial of Wood's halfpence ; and found he had 
complied with the terms of the patent. They de- 
clared, that this currency exceeded in goodncfs, 
iincncfs, and value of metal, all the copper money 
which had been coined for Ireland, in the reigns o£ 
king Charles II. king James II. king William and 
queen Mary. The privy council Kkewife demon- 
ftrated, that his majefty's predeceflbrs had always 
cxcrcifed the undoubted prerogative of granting 
patents for copper coinage in Ireland to private 
perfons : that none df thefe patents had been ib 
beneficial to the kingdom as this granted to Wil- 
liam Wood, who had not obtained it in an unpre- 
cedented manner ; but after a reference to the at- 
torney and foUicitor-general, and after Sir Ifaac 
Neirton had been confultcd in every particular : 
finally, they proved, by a great number of wit- 
nefTes, that there was a real want of fuch money in 
Ireland. Notwithftanding this decifion, the fer- 
ment of the Irifh nation was induftri6ufly kept up 
by clamour, pamphlets, papers, and lampoons, 
written by Dean Swift, and other authors ; fo that 
Wood voluntarily reduced his coinage from the 
value of one hundred thoufand to that of fortV 
thoufand pounds. Thus the noife was filencea- 
The commons of Ireland pafTed an a6l: for acV 
cepting the affirmation of the quakers inftead of 
zn oath; and voted three hundred and fortjr 
jhoufand pounds towarfls difcharging the debt ot

fum. 

^ In the month of Oftobcr England loft a wortjiy 
nobleman in the death of earl Cowper, who had 
twice difcharged the office of lord chancellor, with 
equal difcernment and integrity. He was pro- 
foundly (killed in the laws of his country ; in his 
apprehenfion quick and penetrating ; in his judg- 
Dfathof the ment clear and determinate. He poflefled a manly 
dukc or ur- eloquence : his tnanner was agreeable, and deport- 
ment graceful. This year was likewife remarkable 
for the death of the duke of Orleans regent of 
France, who; fince the deceafe of Lewis XIV. had 
ruled that nation with the moft abfolute authority^ 
He was a prince of tafte ^nd fpirit, endowec} with 
ihining talents for empire, which he did not fail (q 
difplay, even in the midft of effeminate purfuits and 
idle debauchery. From the infirm conftitution.cf 
the infant king, he had conceived hopes of afcend- 
ifig the throne, and taken his meafures according-, 
ly -, but the young monarch's health began to be 
eftablifhed, and all the duke's fchemes were defcatf' 
cd by an apoplexy, t)f which he died in the fiftieth 
year of his age, after having nominated thedVike 
of Bourbon as prime minifter. King George Im:. 
mediately received afllirances of the good difpofi-, 
tion of the French court, to cultivate and even im- 
prove the good underftanding fo happily eftablifl\- 
ed between France and Great-Britain. The king 
arrived in England on the cighteenthday of Decern- 
t bcr; and on the ninth of January the parliament 
was affembled. His majefty, in his fpeech, recom- 
mended to the commons the care of the public 
debts ; and he exprefled his fatisfadlion at feeit\g 
the finking fund improved and augmented, fo a3 
to put the debt of the nation into a method of being 
fpccdily and gradually difcharged. 

This 
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This was the repeated theory of patriotifm, a. c. 1723. 
which unhappily foir the fubjeAs was never reduced 
ta practice : not, but that a beginning of fuch a 
laudable work was made in this very feffion, by an ^Jrc'tngUw 
aft for leffening the public debts, by which it was pubUcdcbt^ 
prdvided, that the annuities at five per cent- 
charged on the general fund by a former aft, ex- - 
cept fuch as had been fubfcribed into the South- 
fea, together with the unfubfcribed blanks of the. 
lottery, in the year one thoufand feven hundred 
and fourteen, fliould be payed off at Ladyd^y of 
the year next enfuing, with the money arifing frorfi 
the finking fund. The miniftry however, did not 
perfevere in this path of pruden? oeconomy; The 
coriimons granted fill the. fuppliea that were de- 
manded. They voted ten thoufand feamen ^ and 
the majority, though joot without violent oppofi- 
t}6ri, agreed to maintain four thoufand additionsil 
troops which had been raifed in the preceding 
year; fo that the cftablifhment of the land foreeu 
aVhounted to eighteen thoufand two hundred arid 
fixty- four. The expence of the year was defrayed oidmixon 
by ii land- tax and malt- tax. The commons hav-Poiinstati, 
in^ difpatched the fupply, took into confidcration a "j^^'^jf ^?' 
grievance arifing from proteftions granted by fo- k. ccorg*. 
reign minifters, peers, and members of parlia- '^*'**^*^ 
ment, under which profligate perfons ufed to fcreen 
themfelves from the profecution of their tuft cre- 
ditors. The commons refolved, That, all protec- 
tions granted by members of that houfe fhould be 
declared void, and immediately withdrawn. The 
lords made a declaration to the fame purpofe, with 
an exception of menial fervants, and thofe neceffa-

Cambray had 
proyed ineffeftual, Ihe offered to adjuft her diffe- 
rences with • the emperor under the foic mediatioa 
of Great- Britain. This was an honour which king 
George declined. He was averfe to any under- : 
taking that might interrupt the harmony fubfifting 
between him and the court of VeifaiUes -, and he. 
had taken umbrage at the emperor's refufing to 
grant the inveftiture of Bremen and Verden, ex- - 
cept upon terms which he did not choofe to em-^ 
bniee. The peace between the courts of Vienna Treaty of 
and Madrid, which he refufed to mediate, was cif- ^^'"n'^* ^* 
feifted by a private negotiation, under the manage- Ju^l of* 
mcnt ot the duke de Ripperda, a native of the ^^^J^* ^^ 
ftatcs-general^ who had renounced the proteftant 
religion, and entered into the fervice of his catho- 
lic majefty. By two treaties, figncd at Vienna in 
the month of April, the emperor acknowledged

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aIc i727»!Philip as king of Spain and the Indies, promifing*' 
that he would not moleft him in the pofleffion of 
thofe dominions that were fecUred to him by the 
treaty of ' Utrecht. Philip renounced all pret^n- 
fions to the dominions in Italy and the Nether- 
lands, adjudged to the emperor by the treaty of 
London : Charles granted the inveftiture of the 
dukedoms of Tufcany, Parma, and Placentia, to 
the eldeft fon of the queen <?f Spain, in default of 
heirs in the prefent poiTeflbrS) as mafculine fiefs 
of the empire. Spain became guaranty of the 
Auftrian fucceflion, according to the pragmatic 
fanftion, by which the dominions of that^ houfe 
were fettled on the emperor's heirs general, and 
' declared to be a perpetual, indivifible, and infepar- 
able feoffment to the primogeniture. By the com- 
mercial treaty of Vienna, the Auftrian fubjefts 
were intitled to advantages in trade with Spain, 
which no other nation enjoyed. His catholic majefty 
guarantied the Oftcnd Eaft- India company, and 
agreed to pay an annual fubddy of four millions 
ofpiafters to the emperor. Great fums were re - 
njittcd to Vienna : the Imperial forces were aug- 
mented to a formidable number ; and other powers 
were foUicited to engage in this alliance, to which 
the court of Peterfburgh aftually acceded. 

The king of Great -Britain took the alarm. The 
emperor and he had for fome time treated each 
other with manifeft coldnefs. , He had reafon to 
fear fome attempt upon his German dominions ; 
and projefted a defenfive treaty with France and 
Pruflia. This alliance, limited to the term of fif- 
teen years, was negotiatedand concluded at Hano* 
Treaty of ver in the month of September. It implied a mu- 
Bwiover. ^^^^1 guaranty of the dominions pofiefled by the 
contra6ting parties, their rights and privileges, 
thofe of commerce in particular, and an engage*

had obliged him to concert with other powers, fuch 
meafures as might give a check to the ambitious 
views of thofe who were endeavouring to render 
themfelves formidable ; and put a flop to the Fur- 
ther progrefs of fuch dangerous defigns. He told 
them, that the enemies of his government were al- 
ready very bufy,,by their inftruments and cmifla- 
ries in thofe courts, whofe meafures feemed moft 
to favour their purppfes, in folliciting and promot* 
ing the caufe of the pretender. One fees, at firft 
fights that the interefts of Germany diftated the 
treaty of Hanover; but, in order to fecure the 
approbation of Great-Britain, upon which the fup- 
port of this alliance chiefly depended, it was judg- 
ed neceffary to infert the articles relating to com- 
merce and the proteftant religion, as if the engage- 
ment had been contracted purelyjfor the advantage 
and glory of England.

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AT the aeceffiorj of George II. 'the nation A.c.tr^:. 
had great reafon to wilh for an alteration 
ofmeafures. The pubHe debt, notwithftanding ?Zt\t 
the boafted oeconomy and management of the *^'''"** 
miniftersi notwithftanding , the finking- fund, 
which had been extolled as a growing^ treafure 
facred to the difcharge of national incumbrances, 
was now increafed to fifty millions' two iiundred 
fixty-oric thoufand two Iiundred and fix pounds, 
nineteen .fhillings^ eight-pence, three farthings* 
The kingdom was bewildered in a Idbyrinth of 
treaties and conyehtioris, by which jc ftood en* 
gaged in pecuniary fvibfidies to many powers up- 
on' the contiiicnr^ yviih 'whom its real intererf^ 
could never be cgnhefted.. The wealth of the 
nation had been layiflipd upon thefc foreign con- 
nexions ; iipdn unni?ceffaiy wars and fruitlefs 
expcditipris" 'Dangerous encroachment bad been 
made upon the c6ntlitut;i6ri by the repeal of the , 
aft for triennial jpafljaments j by frequent fuf- 
penfions of the Habeas corpus SL^i upon frivo- 
\ious bccafibris 5 ,by repealing cl;^ufes in the a6tof 
fettlement; by votes of credit ; by habituating 
the people to a ftanding army ;' and above all, 
bycftabliftiing a fyftem of corruption J which at all 
times would fecure a majority in parliament. 
The nature of prerogative, by which the hber- 
ties of tTie nation had formerly been fo often en-; 
NiTMB. XCVIII, Z dangered, 
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A.c.i7i> dangercd, was now fo well ugderftood, andfi> 
fecurdy rcftrained, that it could no longer be 
ufed for the fame oppreffivc purpofes : befides, 
an avowed extcnfion of the prerogitive required 
more ability, courage, and rcfolution, than the 
prefent miniftry could exert. They underftood 
their own ftrength, and had rccourfe to a more 
fafe and effcftual expedient. The vice, luxury, 
aud proftitution of the age, the almoft total ex- 
tinftion of fentimcnt, honour, and public fpirit^ 
had prepared the minds of men for flavery and , 
corruption. The means were in the hands of 
the miniftry : the public treafure was at their 
devotion: they multiplied places and penfions ^ 
to increafe the number of their dependents : thejf 
fquandered away the money of the nation with- ^ 
out tafte, difcernment, decency^, or rcinprfe^^.4 
they cnlifted an . army of the moft abandonedf . 
cmiffaries, whom they employed to. vindica^^j^^ 
the worft meafures, in the face of truth, 'ccm-^jl 
mon fenfe, and common honefty j md thqf jj^^^ 
not fail to ftigmatize as Jacobites and cneijj^^^ 
to the government, dl thofe who prcfumeft, jOj^:

Lord C. who may be counted an auxiliary, tho* 
not immediately concerned in the adminiftration^ 
had diftinguilhed himfelf iq the charafter of en - 
voy at feveral courts in Europe. He had at- 
tained an iiitiniatc knowledge of all the different 
intermits ind Corinexiohs fubfiiiling imdng thd 
powers of the continent ; and he infinitely fur- 
pafled all the minifters in learning and capacity. 
He Was, indeed, the only man of genius employ- 
ca iSihder this government. He Tpoke With cafe 
anW prdjpriety^ his conceptions were juft and 
livdW^ his inferences bold •, his counfels vigorous 
an&wdtt'htl Yet he depreciated his talents by 
aftPAg Ih a fubordinate charafter to thofe whom 
htPieipSfed ; and fecmed to look Upon the pdr- ' , 

nicious meafures of- a bad miniftry with filenc 
e<mfenipt, rather than with avowed deteftation. 
Tm ihterbr government of Great-Britain was 
cl&ily managed by Sir Robert W; a man of ex- 
traordinary talents, who had from low begins 
nirtgS' raifed himfelf to the head of the trcafury. ' 
Having obtained a feat in the lower houfe, he 
dcekred himfelf one of the moft forward parti-

deeply fkilled in the Britifh conffitution, the dk^ 
tall of governmept, and the nanirc of the finan- 
ces, He fpoke with freedom, fluency, and un-: 
common warmth of declamatipn, which was faid 
to be the efFeft of perfonal animofity to Sir R, 
W. with whom he had been formerly con- 
nefted. 

An expreft arriving on the fourteenth day of 
June with an account of the late king's deaitH, 
his prefent majefty king George IL repairedfitnn 
Richmond, where he received this intelfi^ci, 
to Leicefter-houfe ; and thd iticmbers 'of ""the 
privy-coqncil being affembled, werelworha-n^W. 
The king declared his firm purpofe t<i prcftprc 
the conftitution in church and ftate, iSid'to 
cultivate thofe alliances whifeh his' fafthft^ iiid 
rtiadc with foreign princes. At the ftme 'feme 
he took and Ibbfcrfbed the oatVfor thc^fec^»fcy 
of the church of Scotland, as required by the^dft 
of union. Next day he was proclaimed klhg^f 
Great-Britain, The parliament aflembJedin^pAr- 
fuance of the aft made for that purpc^''^ but 
was immediately prorogued by commlffion^ to 
the twcnty-feventh day of the month. AllHhe 
great officers of ftatel continued in their pliatts : 
Sir Robert WalpOle kept pofTeflibn of the trea- 
fury ; and the fyftem of politics which tht late 
Icing cftablilhcd under\<rent no fort of'alteration. 
The king, in his fpeech to both houfes at the 
epening of the feffion, profeflfed a fi^cd refolu^ 
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tion to merit the. love and afFeftion of hk pco 
pie;, by maintaioing them in the full enjoyttient 
of their religious and civil rights. He promifcd 
tip k0en the public expence as (oon as the cir- 
CDmftances of aiFairs would permit : he obferved- ^ 
to the commons, that the grant of the greateft 
part of the civil>^lif): revenues was nowdetermin* 
cd 5 and that it would be neceffary for them to 
moke a new provifion for the fupport of him and 
his family: and he recommended it to both 
, j)Qaif s ta difpaijch the bufinefs that fhould be ne - 
cfi^i)y.: -brought bdbre them, as the feafon pf 
the jf^ar arui tliie circum&ances of time required 
thwr^prcfeftce^in thecountry. Addrefles of condo-

opreicnted)- the comooons, in a committee of the

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A. c. 17*7. appointed firft lord-commiflkmer <^ trade and 
plantations. Philip Dormer Stanhope, • carl of 
Chcfterfield, a nobleman remarkable for his wit, 
eloquence, and poliibed Planners, was nomi- 
nated ambaflador to the Hague. Th^ privy- 
council being diflblvcd, another was appointed 
of the members then prefent. The duke of 
Devon&irc was dignified with the jdace of pre- 
fident ; and the duke of St. Alban's was ap- 
pointed matter of the horfe.

The two houfes feemed to vie with each ochfcr 
in expreffions of appiaufe and affeftion to his 
majefty* The lords, in their «ddre&, hailed 
hint as the beft of kings, and true father of his 
country. The commons exprefled the warmcft 
fcnfe of gratitude for the blelHngs they enjoy*d 
in his rergn, though it was not yet eight moiidur 
old. They approved of all his trania£bioi» ; 
promifed to fupport him in aS his undettak-^ 
^ ings ; and declared they would chearfufly g^^Mt 

whatever fupplies (hoiild bq wanted for the publtt 
fervicc. Having cohfidered the eftimates wUtfr 
were laid before them by ordier' 6i his majefty^ ' 
they voted two and twenty tKoufahd, nine htlJi* 
dred and fifcy-five men for guafds and garrifoni V '' 
and fifteen thouiand feamen for the fervice bf lSx€^'' 
cnfuing year. They granted two hundred ^ff 
thirty thouiand, nine hundred and twenty-tH?ee-^ 
pounds, for the maintenance of twelve thov^Hd^' 
Heiiian troops ; a fubfidy of fifty thoufai^d ^ 
pounds to the king of Sweden ; and half that^q 
fum to the duke of Brunfwick Wblfembunfe*.' - 
The expence of the year amounted to four Iftlt ■ 
lions, raifed by a land-tax of three fliillinga^^tn^ 
the pound, a malt-tax, and by borrowing of tfte' ^ 
bank one million, feven hundrad and fifty thou^ ' 
fand pounds; for which annuities t^ the amount ' 
of fcvcn ty thouiand pounds, to be raifed by dutks 
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\m coals imported into the city of Londoa, wcr^ a, c. i7»5ir 
grafted to that corporation. 

All thefe fum«, however, were hot granted 
without queftion. The nunober of land-forces 
occafioned a debate ; and the Heffian auxiliaries 
were not allowed without difpute and oppo(i« 
tion. When they deliberated on the loan of the 
bank, Mr. W. Pultency obferved, that the 
fliifting of fund^ was but perpetuating taxes, 
and putting off the evil day : that notwith:- 
ftanding the great merit which fome perfons had 
built oa the finking fund, it appeared that the 
national debt iiad been increafed (ince the fet- 
ting: up that poooipous prqeft. Some warm al- 
tercation paired beitween him and Sir Robert 
Walpole on diis Aibjeft. The lord-mayor, al- . 
dermen, and common-council of London, pre* 
fente<i , a petition, fetting forth, that the duties 
already laid upon coals and culm imported into 
Lo^doJir affc^ed the trade of that city only ; 
tha^t{if inequality of the burden was a great dif* 
com^gfment to their manufa&ures, and aa 
hardA^ip upon all the trading inhabitants. The 
petition was rejefted, and the tax impofed. 
The. ho^fe haviiyg addrefled the king for a par- 
ticular and diftin& account of the diftribution 
of two hundred and fifty thou&nd pounds, 
chained to have been iiTued for fccuring the ' 
tradeand navigation of the kingdom, and pre- 
ferving and reitering the peace of Europe ; he 
declined granting their reqi>eft, but fignified in 

general. 
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A.C. i7as. general, that part of the iponcy had been iflu€4 
an^ dilburfcd by his late mjyc^, and the re- 
mainder by himfelf,. for carrying on the fa.aie 
ncceflary fervices, which required thcgre^ittft 
fccrecy. Such a meffage in the reign of king 
William would have raifed a dangerfWM fowc 
in the houfc of comnaons. Mr. W. Pultcn?y 
inyeighed againft fuch a vague ^ad general way 
of accounting for the publip money, as tending 
to render parliaments altogether tnfignificant^ 
to cover embezzlements, and to fcreen corrupt 
and rapacious minifters. The commons having 
taken into confideraitiQn the ftate of tbe na- 
tional debt, examined the accounts, and inter-' 
rogated the proper ofikers ; a motion was made 
by a court-member, that it appeared the monies 
already iiTued and applied cowards dfcharg^ng 
the national debt, together with a fum to be 
ilTued a^ Lady-day, amounted to fix milHom 
fix hundred forty-eight thoufand fevcn hun* 
dred and'iixty-two pounds, five fiiiliings, one 
penny, one farthing. In vain did the leaders 
of the oppolition expofe the fidlacious tendeocf 
of this motion. In vain did they deaion(bafte 
the fraudulent artifice ufed in drawing op the 
accounts : the motion was carried ; and ieveral 
refolutions were taken on the flate of the na- 
tional debts. In the particular accoiunt of i^eie 
debts, upon which the houfe refolyed to fonn 
a reprefentation to his majefty^ an article of 
three hundred thoufand pounds relating to the 

duty 
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duty upon wrought ' plate, was totally omitted* ^^* *Vi?» 
This extraordinary omiffion being difcovered, 
gaye. rife to a very warm debate, and to very 
feverc refledlions againft thofe who fuperintend-i 
ed the public accounts. This error being refti- warmdif- 
fied, a committee appointed for the purpofe wrningUic 
drew up the reprefent^tion, containing a parti- ^ebt;"*^ 
cular detail of the national debts difcharged, and ' 
incurred fince the twenty-fifth day of December, 
- in the year one thpufand feven hundred and fix- 
teeii, with a ftate of the finking fund and of the 
public credit. The draught being approved 
by the houfe, was prefented to the king, who 
received it gracioufly. He took this opportu- 
nity of faying, that the provifion made for gra- 
dually difcharging the national debt was now 
b€<:ome fo certain and confiderable, that nothing 
but fom^ unforefeen event could alter or dimi- 
nish it: a circumftance that afforded the faireft 
profped of feeing the old debts difcharged, 
without^any ijeceffity of incurring new incum- 
brances. 

This anfwer, fraught with many other expref- vot^ ©r 
fidhs of fatherly tendttrnefs for his people, paved 
4^e way for a melTage. to the houfe, demanding 
a votp of credit to fulfil certajn engagements 
entered into, and concerted with the advice and 
Qopcurrence of the laft parliament, for fecuring 
the trade and navigation of the kingdom, and 
for reftoring and prefervirig the peace of 
Europe. Thpwgh a debate enfued upon this 
N''.

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A.c,i72Sr meflTagf, the majority refolved that an addrcf* 
Ihould be prcfented to his majefly, declaring 
the duiy and fidelity of the commons, their en- 
tire confidence in his royal care and goodnefs^ 
and their readinefs to enable his majefty to ful- 
fil his engagements, A vote of credit paflcd 
accordingly. During this feflion^ the peers 
were chiefly employed in examining copies of 
feveral treaties and alliances which the king^ 
fubmittcd to their perufal : they likcwife pre-* 
pared a bill for amending the ftatute of limita* 
tion, which however did not pafs into alawiH 
they confidered the ftate of the, national debt >;; 
a fubjeft fruitful of debates : they paflcd the^H 
mutiny-bill, and thofe that were fern up fron^ x> 
fhe commons, touching the fupplies; together -♦ 
with an aft, obliging fliips arriving frqm iisp- .» 
fc6tcd places to perform quarcntine ; and foco? ,q 
others of a more private nature. Thefi: ,|?||lsi^^ 
having received the royal aflent, the king clpfpd ^c 
the feflSon on the twenty-eightb day of lV(hy> r^i 
when he thanked the commons for the cffefl:u^^^t 
fiipplies thcjr had raifed, and in particular,; fyr , 
having impowered him to borrow five hundi^. .-. 
! thoufand pounds for the difcharge of wages due. •> 

to the feamen employed in the navy. 

England was at this period cpitc barren erf" , 
remarkable events. The king's uncle Erncft 
Auguftus, prince of Brunfwick, duke of York 
and bithop of Ofnabrug, died on the third day 
of Augufty and was fucceeded in the bifliopric 

by 
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by the eleftor of Cologn, according to the pac* a*c. ,7a«. 
%um by which Ofnabrug is alternately pojQcffed 
by the houfe of Brunfwick and that eleftor. In 
the beginning of Decen:iber, his majefty's eldeft 
fon prince Frederick arrived in England from 
Hanover, where he had hitherto refidedj was 
introduced into the privyicouncil,, and created 
prince of Wales, Signior Como, refident from 
the duke of Parma, was ordered to quit the 
Jkingtfotn, bccaufe his mafter payed to the pre- 
tender the honours due to the king of Great- 
Britaift. The congreft opened at Soiflbns, for 
dctermtining all diljputes among the powers of 
Eurojje, proved inefFeaual. Such difficulties 
occurred in fettling and reconciling fo many dif- 
feriitft' pretenlions and interefts, that the con^ 
tra(»fng parties in ^be alliance of Hanover, pro- 
poftd a prdvifional treaty,'' concerning wJiich no. 
definitive anffwer was given as yet by the courts 
of Viertnjt and Madrid. The fate of Europe, 
thcrefbiie,' tontintied in fufpence : the Englifll 
fte^^ay itiaftive and rotting in the Weft-Indies : ; 
the^lBikJrs pcrilhed miferably, without daring to 
avffe^ their country's wrongs : while the 
Spaiifli^ truifers cdmmitted depredations with 
impunity on the commerce of Great-Britain. 
The <*burt of Spain, at this jundture, feemed ■ 

cold and indifferent with regard to a pacification . 
with England. It had renewed a good under - 
ftandihg with France, and now ftrengthened its 
wtereft by a double alliance of marriage with 
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A. c. 1718. ^h^ fQyj^i family of Portugal. The in£uica of il»s 

A double houfe was betrothed to the prince of Afturia$; 

tweentbe whilc the Spanifli infanta, formerly affiaeced 

spafn'^^d to the French king, was now matched with the 

Ponu^ai. prince of Brazil, eldeft fon of his Poctuguefe ma- 

jefty. In the month of January, the two courts 

meet in a wqoden houfe built over the U^tle 

river Coya that feparates the two kic^gdom^, 

and there the princefles were exchanged. 

The parliament of Great-Britain n^ecang ac- 
cording to their laft prorogation on the twen^- 
firft day of January, the king in his fpeech OQtnh 
mtmicated the nature o£ the negotiation ac the 
congrefs ; demanded fuch fuppiies as of^ght «i^ 
able him to aft yigoroufly in concert with rhis 
allies, provided his endeavours to eftabfifhgan 
advantageouis peace fhould^ mifcarry *, aii^irhe 
hinted, that the dilatory conUuft of the ^^^o^r^ 
of Vienna and Madrid proceeded to a grca^^a- 
fure from the hopes that were ^vei^ of Off^^g 
difcontents and diyifions among thf^ fi^lge^ oE 
Great-Britain. This fuggeftion was . f^rliniini- 
fterial artifice to inflame the zeal and refeivt^nt 
of the nation, and intimidate ihe meiA^^ifi^^^^e 
oppofuiOn. Accordingly the hint was pyjfued^ 
^e wm-^ *" and in the addreffcs from both houfes, that^f guld 
not fail of being agreeable, coiifidering die Rjan- 
ner in which they were didatcd, paztiq^ilar 
notice was taken of this article : both peers 
and commons expreffed their deteftation and 
abhorrence of thofe, who by fuch bafe and uo- 

natural 
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natural ftfttfices, fugg^fted the means of diftref- ^^9' '>*^- 
fing their country, and clamoured at the incon- 
vcniencies which they themfelves had occa- 
fioned. In thcfe addrefles, likewife, the par- 
liament congratulated his majefty on die arrival 
bf the prince of Wales in his Britifli domi- 
nions; and the commons fent a particular 
comj^inient to his royal highnefs on that occa- 
fion. ' The eftimates having been examined in 
the ufual form, the houfe voted fifteen thoufand 
feamen for the enfuing year ; but the motion 
'for continuing the fame number of land-forces 
^ %fiSch» had been allowed in the preceding year, 
Was hot carried without difpute. All the argu-- 
' hients againft a (landing army in time of peace, 
^'W^tncorififti^nt with the Briti(h conftitution, 
"'aiitf' dangerous to the liberties of the people, 
^''^ei^e h^pcated'with great vivacity by Mr. Ship- 
^'^n and-* Mr. W. Pulteney. Thefe, however, 
-yM^tt' anfvrered and represented as abfiird, by 
^^' MriH^rmo WalJxAe and Mr. D. two ftaunch 
'•^aSlfierentS of the minifter. The firft had, in 
' *fefpite' of nature,'- been employed in different 
iifejgotiktions : he was' blunt, auk'ward and 
floVenly : an orator without eloquence, an am- 
' baffador without dignity, and a plenipotentiary 
'♦without addrefi. The other had natural parts 
and acquired knowledge; fpoke with confi- 
dence ; and in difpute was vain, farcaftic, petu- 
Jant, andvcrbofe.

HISTORY QF ENGLAND. 

The fubfidies to Sweden^ Ht^c-Q^fftA^iiAd 
Wolfembuttle, were continued, notwithft^mclikg 
the remonftrances of Sir Jofeph Jekjfllt^ Mr. 
Lutwyche, and MnPulteneyi which Lift <4)- 
ferved, that a$ the la&dgr^ve of Hefie-Qificl, 
and the duke of Brunfwick Wolfeo^>utde, ufii* 
ally maintained- a certain number pf tropps in 
their pay, ^it wais but reafonable th^ Grvat- 
Britain ihould defray no more than %ht leai^e^e 
of the additional forces which xhqft pow^^ lad 
raifed, in confequencc of their coiiventioiM^ liflith 
the king of England. Sir Robert W^t^le p«r* 
ceiving, that this remark ma^e m\ impr^flpn 
pn the houfe, thought it nec^flary . to :V^dief|j5c 
his meafure : he expatiated upon tfaie v^iliSM^ 
of th/3 l^te king, in conclvidiflg the jfcf a^^p^r 
alliance. * He afBF#ed> that.the.cpnyecinQ^'^(h 
Heffe-Caflel had prevented a war Jn thft -jsm- 
pire, for which the court of Vienna b^qiade 
great preparations : that the emgeroi; ii^^^t 
only augmented his. own force* ^Y 1'^kfr^k^\Boff^ 
Spaniih fubfidies, but alfo retiaipefi tiji^ VRRB^ 
pf three eledors ^ and if he .had noti b^n Qv^r* 
awed by the HcQians, lyould cctrtainljfjfuive.f^- 
je(5);ed the p^ejimi&^rifs, and all other ad^aoces 
towards a pacification : th^ therefore ti^ ongHt 
not to grudge m expence which h^ ^li^R4y 
proved fo beneficial to the tran^iiiiility q£ 
Europe. Sir Jofeph Jekyll replied^ that K^htC- 
cver glofs might be put upon foch nieafures. 
they were repugnant to the maxims by which 

England 
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Sf^and in former times had fleered and ^-c.*;*!. 
%j«red its conduft with relation to its intercft 
:abroad : that the navy was the natural ftrcngth 
^ Great-Britain -, its beft defence 4nd fccurity : ' 
iut if, in order to avoid a war, theyftiouldbe 
ib free-hearted as to buy and maintain the forces 
X)f foreign i)rinces, they were never like to fee 
an end of fuch extravagant expences. This 
:gCfWBlenian, who cxercifed the office of mafter 
of the rollsj had approved himfelf a zealous de- 
fender of whig principles, was an able lawyer^ 
a ienfible fpeaker, and a confcientious patriot. 
The fupplies were raifed by a continuation of 
"the land-tax, the duties upon malt, cyder, and 
perry, an additional impofition cfn unmalted 
<:orn nfed in diftilling, and by fale ef annuities 
Iter the bank, not escceeding fifty thoufand pounds 
|)ef annum. 

- ' 'Petitions were delirered to' the hotrfe of com- 
Prions from the merchants of London, Livej?- 
poal, and Brtftoli complaining of the interrupt 
iKtfns they hitd "feffer^d in theu* trade for feveral 
ytatrs, by the deptcdadomr of the Spaniards in 
the Weft- Indies. - Thtfe >eing confidered, the 
houfe ordered tKe lords of the admiralty to pro- 
duce the Other meme^pials of the fame kind 
wfakh they had revived; that they might be 
laid bcfijxre the congreft at Soiffons ; and ad- 
drefied his maj^fty for copies of ail the letters 
and inftruftions which had been feht to admiral 
Hotfier, and thole who fucceeded him in the 
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A.c.i72'k. command of the Weft-India fquadron. Mr. 
Oglethorpe having been informed of fliocking 
cruelties and oppreflions pxercifed by goaleris 
upon their prifoners, moved for an examination 
into thefe pradices, and was chofen chairman 
of a' committee appointed to inquire into the 
Committee ft^teof the goals of the kingdom. They began 
k'tifr^' 'with the Fleet-prifon, which they vifited in a 
fotij. body : there they found Sir William Rich, 

baronet, loaded with irons, by order of Barn- 
bridge the warden, to whom he had given fome 
flight caufe of offence. They made a difcovery 
of *many inhuman barbarities "whicK had been, 
committed by that rufEan, ' and detefted the 
moft iniquitous fcenes of fraud, villany, and ex- 
tortion. When the J-eport was made by ^he 
'committee, the houfe unanimoufly rcfolved, that 
Thoipas Bambridge, afting warden of the Ftett, 
had wilfully permitted feveraldebtori to tfkapt ; 
had been guilty of the moft notorious breaeRes 
of truft, great extortions, and the higheft crimes 
and mifdftmeanours in the execution of hiS-'Of- 
fice; that he had arbitrarily and unlawfully 
loaded with irons, put into dungeons, and ^e- 
^'ftroyed prifoners for' debt, under his charge, 
' treating them in the moft barbarous and cruel 
manner, in high violation and contempt of the 
laws of the kingdom. A refolution of the fame 
•'nature pafled againft John Huggins, efqurre, 
who had been warden of the Fleet-prifoh. The 
houfe prefented an addrefs to the king, defiring 
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he would dired his attorney -general forthwith, a. c. 1721. 
to profecute thefe pcrfons and their acconx- 
.|dices, who were committed prifoners to New- 
:gate, A bill was brought in, difabling Bamr 
■bridge to execute the office of warden : another 
ibr the better regulating the prifon of the Fleet; 
^nd for more effedual preventing and punilh - 
ing arbitrary and illegal pradbices of the warden 
of the faid prifon. 

Other merchants complained by petition of Addreii 
the loflcs fuftained by the Spaniards. The sp'L^Jh *<£* 
houfe, in a grand committee, deliberated on p'^*^^^- 
this fubjeft, inquired into the particulars, ex- 
amined evidence, and drew up an addrefs to 
the king, defiring his majcfty would be graci- 
oufly pleafed to ufe his utmoft endeavours for 
preventing fuch ' depredations ; for procuring 
juft and reafonable fatisfaftion 5 and for fecuring 
JtQ; his fubjeds the free exercife of commerce and 
navigation to and from the Britifli colonies, in 
America. The king affured theni he would 
iife . his b^ft endeavours to anfwer the defires 
Bpd expedations of his people, in an aftair of fo 
much importance : and they, in another addrefs, 
thanked him for hi? gracious anfwer. They 
4id not, hpwever, receive fuch a fatisfaftory re- 
ply to a former addrefs, touching the fum of 
Tixty-thoufand pounds that had been ftated in 
the public accouat, without fpecification of the 
particular ufes to which it was ?ipplied. He ' 
jtojd tliem the money had be^A iff^ed and dif^ 

byrfcd 
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A.c.i72g. burfed for fccrct Services; aad thst a dfflifift 
ted particular accDuitf oi the diftribtttioa i^ it 
<x>uld not be given without a oianifbd prejudke 
to the public A bUl was pfepared for the 
more efieduai prevennBg bribery and oorrt^ 
ciof^ in efeftions for meml^ers of paiiianeftt^ 
and it paflbd through the houfe without oppo** 
fition : but, their attention was chieAy empkip 
ed upon the Spanifli depredations^ which bad 
raifed a great clamour thro' the whole kingdom, 
and, excited very warm difputes in ptrfiaunest i 
foir they were generally reputed tfaeifniics of nc^tu 
gence, incapacity, or want of vigour ia tine nri^ 
nifters. The commons having, made fmtiuir 
progrefs in the inquiry, and ttceivitd fidh peci^ 
tions from the merchants, paifird ibhie re&ini. 
tions; in which the Spaniards were ? acca&d;o^ 
having violated the treaties f d^fiBii^ faetwecfli 
the two crowns ; and with having created liidiittxi 
manly the mafters and crewsof .fliips bdditj^> 
ing to Great- Britain* They juftified the inArao* 
tions given to admiral Hofier to £bize and de^ 
tain the flota and galleons of Spain, un^ juftsde 
and fatisfadtion diouid be rendered to his ttoh 
jefty and his allies ; nay, even deckred, titat 
fnch fcizure would have been juft, prudenty 
and necefiary, tending to prevent anf open r^^^ 
, ture ; and to preferve the peace and tranqailh 
lity of Europe. They again addrciled the kiag^ 
to ufe his endeavours to procure iatisfa&itm'^ 
and he promifed to comply witJi their cequeft* 
6 Mr. 
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Mr. 5cropc, member for Brifld, moved fat ^ ^ '^*'* 
an addrefs^ intreating his majefty to ordx^iTan ac- 
xmxxA of thepiodqceof theciviMift reyxnues for 
lasxt year to, be layed before the honfe. "^he ad- 
drefe was preient^, the account produced \ and 
%ht houfe, in a grand committee, took this affair 
inca confideration. The courtiers affirmed, that 
they fellftort of the eight hundred tboufand 
po^ndsfettled upon his majefty ; and Mr. Scrope 
pfopofed^^that the fum of one hundred and fifteen 
tboufand pounds Ihould be granted to the king, , 
on account of thofe deficiencies and arrears. The 
iMtcbn was vigoroufly oppofed by Mr. Pulteney 
and other members. They exprejQTed their fur-* 
prize tihat it fhouid be made fo late in the fcflion| 
when no further demand of money could be 
i^fbnably expefted ; and they feid, it was the 
SDOre extraordinary, bec;;aufe it appeared in the 
forrterieifiiMi,: from the examination of the ac- 
cQunCs theii before the houfe, that the rc- 
vonufcs of the civii- lift produced yeady a mudi 
gneater fum than that for which they were given* 
Mjt. Pulteney moved, that thfe acjoounts and pa- 
pei!$ fliould be referred to the examination o£ a 
feleiSfc comnaittce, properly impowered to inveft 
tigate the truth. The minifters o|)pofed this- 
mii^tion ; and thfe qucftion being put, it pafied 
in the negative. The majority voted the fum a Aim 
demanded j and in a bill for fettling the price of n^'^on ^ 
imported corn, they inferted a refolution for «*>""t«>^ 
grantbg to hi« majefty the fum of one hundred <>[» ^^^, 

and revenue. 
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A.C. iy%%, arid fifteen thoufand pounds, on account of -ar- 
rears due on the civiMift revenues. 
Proceedings The houfc of lords, having prepared a bill for 
S fo^dr* the more effeaual punilhment of forgery, which 
was pafled into a law, and ordered the judges to 
bring in another, on the report of a committee 
appointed to confider the cafe of imprifoned deb- 
' tors ; at length, deliberated upon the ftate of 

the nation, particularly, the poiitive dema<)d 
made by the cdurt pf Spain for the reftitution of 
Gibraltar^ grounded on a letter written by the 
late king to his catholic majefty. From a copy 
of the letter layed before the houfe, it plainly ap- 
peared that king George I. had confenied to this 
reftitution. A motion being made for a refolu- 
tion, importing, that for the honour of his ma- 
jefty, and the prefi?rvation and fecurity of -the 
trade and commerce of the kingdom, ' efffedfeual 
care Ihould be taken in the prefent treaty, that 
the king of Spain fliould renounce all claim 4hd 
jH^etenfion to Gibraltar and Minorca, in plain and 
ftrong terms -, a debate enfued, and the quefl:i0n 
being put, pafled in the negative, though riot 
without a proteft. Then the majority refolved. 
That the houfe did intirely rely upon his majefty, 
that he would, for maintaining the honour and 
fecurrng the trade of this kingdom, take effec- 
tual care in the prefent treaty, to preferve his un- 
doubted right to Gibraltar and Minorca. When 
the houfe examined the papers relating to the 
Sp^nifli depredations, many fevere refleftions 
were uttered againft the condudof the miniftry ; 
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andamotipn was made; to rcfolve. That Ho- A.c.i7aS^ 
fier's expedition was an unreafonable burden on 
the nation j but, this too was rejefted, and oc- 
cafioned another proteft. Nor did the claufc in 
the corn bill, for granting one hundred and fif- 
teen thoufand pounds to his majefty, pafs through 
the houfe of peers without warm oppofition. 
Divers lords alledged, that inftead of a deficiency 
in the civil-lift revenues, there was a confiderable 
Xurplus : that this was a new grant, and a new 
burden on the people : that the nation was load- 
ed* not to complete, but to augment the fum de- 
.iigtied for the ciyiMift ; and this at a time when 
the public debts were increaied j when the taxes 
were heavily felt in all parts of the country ; 
when the foreign trade of Britain was incumber- 
(Cd.anddiminiihed; when her mamifaftures- w€;re 
4t?cayed -, her poor multiplied j and Ibe was fur- 
raundcd by many other national calamities. They 
^bfcrved, that if the produce of, the. civil-lifl: re- 
.venue ihould not amount to the yearly fum of 
.eight hundred thoufand pounds, the deficiency 
,muft be made good to his majefty by the pub- 
lic i whereas no provifion was made, by which, 
if the produce of thefe revenues fhbuld exceed 
.'that fum, the furplus could accrue to the benefit 
of the public : that by this precedent, not only 
real deficiencies were to be made good, but alfo 
fupplies were to be given for arrears ftandirig out 
at the end of every year, which fhould come on 
before the fupplies could be granted, though the 
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A.C- i.7»t. fupply given to make good arrears in one year, 
would certainly increafe the furpluikges in anc^- 
^ ther : that the revenues of the civil-lift were va^ 
riable in.thieir owa nature ; and even when there 
is no deficiency in the produce, there might be 
arrears in the receipt : thefe might be eafily in* 
creafed by the management qf deiigning mi^i- 
fters, by private direftions to receivers, and by 
artful methods of ftating accounts. All thefe 
arguments, and other obje&icMis equally ftrong 
and plaufible, agaihft this unconfcionable and un- 
parliamentary motion, ferved only to eytnoe tbc. 
triumph of the miniftry over fhatne and fetiti^ 
ment, rhcir contempt of public fpirit, and theic 
defiance of national reproach f .

Some 
Hanoverian fubjefts had been preffed or decoy- 
ed into the fcrvice. of Pruffia ; and the regents 
of Hanover had feized certain Pruffian officers 
by Way of reptifal. The whole united kingdom 
of Great-Britain at thisjundure enjoyed unin- 
terrupted repofe j and commerce conthiued to 
incrcafe, in fpite of all reftriftion and difcourawe- 
ment. The people of Ireland found themfelves Wfe coij- 
happy under the government of lord Cartefet i uu^'^^^ 
and their parliament, aflembling in the month of '^"°'°'* 
September, approved themfelves the fathers of 

their country. They eftablilhed funds for the ; 
difc^ge of tkir national debt, and for mainl 

taining the expence of government : they enaa- 

ed .whoklbme laws for the encouragement oi 

manu&(auce, trade, and agriculture -, and they 

fbrnred wife' regulations in different branches of 

civadeconomy. Some time after this feffion, ' 

which was conduced with fo much harmony and 

patriotifm, lord Carteret returned to England ; 

and'was fucceeded by the duke of Dorfet in the 
government of that kingdom. In the month of 

May, Charles lord Townfhend refigned the feals, 
which were given to colonel Stanhope, n6w 
created carl of Harrington ; fo that Sir R. W. 
now reigned without a rival. James earl of 
Waldegrave was appointed ambaflador to the 
court of France, which, about thistime, was filled 
with joy by the birth of a dauphin. . i

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A, c. 1719. In the month of September Vi6lor Amadseus, 
Abdication j^jj^g of Sardinia, refigned his crown to his fon 
cfsardilliL Charles Emanuel, prince of Piedmont. The 
father referved to himfelf a revenue of one hun- 
dred thoufand piftotes per annum, retired to the 
caftle of Chambcrry, and efpoufed the countefe 
' ' dowager of St, Sebaftiao, who declined the title 
of queen, but aflumcd that of marchionefs of So- 
merive. Though the congrefs at Soiffons prov- 
ed abortive, conferences were begun at Seville, 
between the plenipotentiaries of England, France, 
and Spain j and a treaty was concluded (fo the 
* ninth day of Noveniber, not only without the 
concurrence of the emperor, but even oontraiy 
to his right, as eftabliftied by the quadruple al- 
liance. On this fubjeft he communicated an im- 
perial commiflbrial decree to the ftates of the 
empire affembled in the diet at Ratifbon, which 
lAras anfwered by the French minifter de Chavig- 
ny. In Oftober Peter II. czar of Mufcovy, and 
orandfon of Peter. I. died in the fifteenth year of 
his age, at Mofcow, and was fucceeded on the 
Ruffian throne by the princefs Anne Ivanowna, 
fecond daughter of John Alexowitz, elder bro- 
thfcr of the firft Peter, and widow of Frederick 
William dqke of Courland. The following 
month was rendered remarkable by the death of 
pope Bencdift XIII. in whole room cardinal Lau- 
rence Corfini was raifed to the pontificate, and 
aflumed the name of Clement. XII.

i-end^r more effeftual what die contrafting 
powers in the quadruple dlliance were before en- # 
gaged to fee performed. He afllired them that 
all former conventions made with Spain in fa- 
vour of the Britifh trade and navigation, we're 
t-eii^Wed and confirmed : that the free uninter- 
rupted cxercife of their commerce was reftored : 
that the court of Spain had agreed to an ample 
reftitution aiid reparation for unlawful feizures 
iand depredations : that all rights, privileges; 
and poflefiions belonging to him and his allies^ 
were Iblemhly re-cftabliftied, confirmed, and gua^ 
fanticd : and that not one conceflion was made 
to the prejudice of his fubjeds. He told them 
he had given orders for reduting a great num- 
ber of his land-forces, and for laying up great 
part of the fleet ; and obfcrved, that there would - 
be a confiderable faving in the expence of the 
current yfear. After both hoiifes had prcfented 
their addreffes of thanks and congratulation to 
the king on the peace of Seville, the lords took 
that treaty into confideration ; and it did not pafif 
inquiry without fevere animadverfion.

in all probability, would involve Great-Britair^ia . 
endlcfs. quarrels and difputcs, about a country ^ 
o^jcai n« with which they had no concern* They affirm- :

thchoufeoF other treaties, was contradiftory to the qua-

norca. Such was the fubftance of the objeftions 
miadfe 16' the peace : then lord Bathurft moved 
for" i refolution,' that the agreement on the 
treaty 6f Seville, to fecure the fuCceflion of Doii 
Carlos to the dutchies of Tufcany, Parma, and 
Placenta, with Spanifh troops, was a manifeft 
vioS^atibh of the fifth article of the quadruple al- 
liance, tending to involve the nation in a dan- ^ 
geroUs and cxpenfive war, and to deftroy the 
balaiice of power in Europe.

default of an anfwer to any fuch bill, the coMxt 
fhould decree a limited Turn agailift the pej:fpn 
refufing to anfwer. Mr- PanielyPulteney, a 
gentlemanof uncorpmion t^leiptjts and ability^ap<J 
particularly acquainted with cy^ry. br^cfi.of 
commerce, argued ftrcnuoufly agaiftft this l^i^ 
as a reftraint upon trade that would re^ider :;HpJr 
land the .market of Europe, and the niart pf 
money to the nations of the ^ continpntv, |^e;

lifh merchants refiding within his dominions: 
that while the licenCng power remained in the

might gain twenty, thirty, or forty thoufand a 
year : that the bill would render the exchequer 
a court of inquifition-; and that whilft it reftrain- 
ed our merchants from affifting the princes and 
powers of Europe, it permitted our ftock job- 
bers to trade ih their funds without interruption. 
Other arguments of equal weight were enforced 
by Mr. Barnard, a merchant of London, who 
perfc£Bly underftood trade ih all its branches, 
fooke with judgihent and precifion, and upon all 
pccafidns fteadily adhered to the interefts ;ind 
Kbcrties of his country; ' After having explain- 
ed his reafonSj'he declared he Ihould never con-' 
feht to i bill which he deemed a violation of our 
fuhdameiitariaws, a branch of onrMeareft liber- 
ties, and a very terrible hardfhip on mankind. .

They foon increafed to the 
number of one hundred thoufand; marched to 
the fcraglio, and demanded the grand vizir, the 
kiaja, and captain bachau. I'hefe unhappy 
minifters were immediately ftrangled. Their 
bodies being delivered to the infurgents, were 
dfi^gged through the ftreets : and afterwards 
thrown to the dogs to be devoured. Not con- 
tented with this facrifice, the rt^volters depofed 
the grand fignor Achmet, who was confined to 
the fame prifon, from whence' they brought his' 
nephew Machmolit, and raifed him to the throne, 
after he had lived feven and twenty years in con- 
lincment.

ed the royal affcnt. A ^reat number of mer- 
chants from diflFerent parts of the kingdom, 
having repeated their complaints of depredations 
and cruelties committed by the Spaniards in the 
Weft-Indies ; their petitions were referred to 
the confideration of a grand committee. Their 
coniplaints, upon examination, appeared to 
be well founded. The houfe prefented ari 
addrefs to the king, defiring his majefly would

This prelate, 
in a remarkable fpeech, rcprefented it as a 
fcheme to e;ilargc the power of the houfe of 
commons; and to break .the balance between 
the powers effential to the conftitution, fo as 
fooner or later to prove the ruin of the whole. 
The great barrier provided againfl: bribery and 
corruption .by this bill, confifted in an oath to

The bill was vindicated as juft and neceflkry 
by tJ>e earjs of Winchelfea and Strafford, the 
lord Bachgrft, and the lord Carteret, who had' 
by this time joined as an auxiliary in the oppo- 
fition.

The court of Spain expBcffing feme 
doubts with regard to < the j^cgnancy of the 
dutchefs of Parma, flie underwent a formal ex- 
amination by five inidwives of different nations, 
jn prefence of the older dutchefs dowager, fevc-

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Meoh ' and was declared with child : nevcrthe- 
lefe,^ after having kept all Europe in fufoence 
Tor fix months, (he 6wned flie had been deceiv- 
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cdj and general Stampa with the Imperial

Spain and the great'duke 
of Tufcany having accedfed to the lad treaty of 
yienna, the crown of Gr^at-Brifain engaged to 
equip .an armament that fhould convoy Don 
CaripstohiS nfcw dominions.

a family convention was made between the 
courts of Spain and Tufcany, for prefcrving 
iDUtual peace and friendlhip in the two JioUfes.

Sir Wilfred Lawfon obferved, th*|: notwithftaijd- 
ing the great things we had done for the crowq , 
pf Spain, and the favours we had procqred for 
the royal family of that kingdpm, little or 4iq 
fatisfadllpn had as yet been received for the^ 
injuries our merchants had fuftained from that 
nation. Mr. Pulteney took notice, that the na-

>nd concluded with faying, that if affairs abroad 
were now happily eftablifhed, the miniftry which 
Condtr6tcti them might be compared to a pilot, 
who, though there was a clear, fafe, and ftraight

' ;h^t the country was opprefTed' by an arbitrary 
inel;hpd of quartering foldiers, in'an unidue pro- 
position, upon thofe publicans who refufed to 
vQtc in eleftign?, . according to the direftion of 
th^ nainiftry. Mr. Pultcncy aflerted, that the

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A. c. 1731. money raifed for the fubfiftence of eightqerf 
thoufand men in England, would maintain Tixty ^ 
thoufand French or Germans, or the fame num- 
ber of almoft any other people on the continent. 
Sir Wijliam Wyndham declared, that eighteen 
thoufand of the Englifti troops in the late war^ 
were maintained on lefs than two thirds of the 
fum now demanded for the like number : but 
no regard was paid to thefe allegations^ 
. The next objeft of importance that attrafted 
the charitt- the notice of the houle, was the ftate of the ch^- 
^corpor*. ,.jjj^jj|g corporation. This ' company was firft 

crefted in die year one thoufand feven hundred 
feven. Their profefled intention was to leiji^ 
money at legal intereft, to the poor, upon fmdl 
pledges ; and to perfons of better rank upon 
an indubitable fecurity of goods impawnecL 
Their capital was at firft limited to thirty ttojit 
fand pounds ; biit, by licences from the crowpit 
they increafedit to fix hundred thoufand ppun^ 
though their charter was never confirmed by ^& 
of parliament. In the month of Oftober, George 
Robmfon, Efq; member for Marlow, the c^fhier, 
and John Thompfon, warehoufe-keeper of th^ 
corporation, difappeared in one day.. The pro- 
prietors, alarmed at this incident, held feveral 
general courts, and appointed a committee' 
to infpeft the ftate of their affairs. They 
reported, that for a capitaji of above five hundred 
thoufand pounds, no equivalent was found ; in^ 
afmuch as their effefts did not amoimt to ' the 

value 
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Valueof thirty thoufand,. the remainder having a. c. 1731, 
been embezzled by means which they could not 
'difcover. The proprietors, in a petition to the 
houfe of commons, reprefented, that by the moft 
notorious breach of truft, in feveral perfons tp 
^hbm . the care and management of their affairs 
were committed, the corporation, had been de- 
frauded of the greateft part of their capital ; and 
that many of the petitioners were reduced to the 
utmoft degree of mifery and diftrefs : they' there • 
forci prayed, that as they were unable ta detedt 
ih6 bonibinations of thoTe who had ruined them, 
;i)r'to bfing the delinquents to juftice, without 
A'e aid of* the power and authority of parliament, 
'the hbufe would vOuch'fafe to inquire into t|if 
*ftitfe ilf the Corporation, and the coriduft of their 
ttaiiagers ; and gave .juch a relief to the petitioj;. 
tt^fs^' aV to' the houfe ftiould fcem meet. \The 
piititioh'was gracioufly received, and. a fecret 
tSiSiniittee appointed to proceed on the inquiry. 
If^hey' loon difcove're'd a moft iniquitous fcene of 
frku^, which had been afied by Robinrpri an4 
l^Ortlpfon, in concert with' fome of the direfliors^ 
fiif ' eiiibezzling the capital, and* cheating th^ 
prc^rfetofs. Many perfons of rank and quality 
^ere concerned in this* infamous cbnfpiracy : 
{dmt of the firft charafters in the nation did no]: 
efca|)e fufpicion arid cehfure. Sir Robert Sutton 
and'^ir Archibald Grant, were expelled the houfe 
tjt commons, as' having had a confiderable fliare 
in 'thofe fraudulent practices :* and a bill was 
* " brought 
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A. c. i73t. brought in to reftrain them and other defiifi^ 
quents from leaving the kingdom, or alienating 
their efFefts. In the mean time, the committee 
received a letter from fignior John Angelo Bel- 
loni^ an eminent banker at Rome, giving them 
to underftand, that Thompfon was fecured in 
that city, with all has papers, and confined to the 
caftle of St. Angelo ; that the papers were tranf^ 
xnitted to his corre^nden^ at Paris, who fhould 
deliver them up, on certain conditions liip^Uted 
in favour of the prifoner. This letter was con- 
fidered as an artifice to infinuate a favourable 
opinion of the pretender, as if he had taken mea.- 
• ^ fures for fecuring Thompfon, from his zcil for 

juftice, and aflfeftion to the £ngli(h people. On 
this fuppofition the propofals were rejcded with 
difdain ^ and both houfes concurred in ^n order^ 
that the letter fhould be burned at the Koyal 
txcbange, by the hands of the common hang- 
man. The lower houfe refolved, that it was an 
infolent arid audacious libel, abfurd and contra- 
didory ; that the whole tranfadioA a fcandUous 
artifice, calculated to delude tbe unhapj)y, and 
to difguife and conceal the wicked praftices of 
the profeffed enemies to his majefty's perfbn, 
crown, and dignity. 

««vlvai of ^^ motion, during this feflion, prodwed f«cl> 

thefait-tax. i wirm contcft, as did that of Sir Robert Wal- 

pole, when, after a long preamble, he prop<afe<) 

that the duties upon fait, which about two year$

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And granted to his majefty, his heirs and fiictet a. c, 171I* 
ibrs, fqr the term of three years. In order to 
fweeten this propofal, he declared that the landr 
tax for the enfiung year fhould be reduced to 
One fhilliqg in the pound. All the men^^bers of 
the country-party were iniincdiately in commo- 
tion. They expreffed their furprife at the groff- 
nefs of the impofitiori. They obferved, that 
two years had fcarce elapfed fince the king, in a . 
Jpeech from the throne^ had exhorted them to 
abolifli fome of the taxes that were the moft bur- 
denlbme to the poor : th6 houfe was then of 
opinion, that the tax upon fait was the moft bur- 
denfome, and the mqft pernicious to the trade of 
the k^ngdqm^ of all the impofitions to which the 
poor weri? fubj^ftcd, and therefore it was taken 
off: but. that W gopd reafon could be produced 
for altering their option fo fuddcnly, and refolv-^ 
ing to grind the faces of the poor, in order to 
eafe a few rich inen of the landed intereft. They 
affirmed, that the moft general taxes are not al; 
WAjs the ieaft:.burthenfome : that after' a nation 
is obliged to extend , Jier taxes farther than the 
luxuries of their, country, thofe taxes that can b€. 
i;»ifcd with the leaft charge %o the public, are the 
iiioft convenient and the eafieft to the people : 
|i>ut, they ought carefully to avoid taxing thofe ^ 
things which are neceffary for the fubfiftence of 
the poor. The price of all neceffaries being 
thus eiibanced, the wages of the tradefmen and 
inanufafturer muft be encreafed i and, where

fold by thole of cheaper countries. The trade 
fnuft of confequence be ruined ; and it is not^ to 
be fuppofed that the landed gentleman would 
chufe to fave a fhilling in the pound froai the 
land-tax, by means of an expedient that will 
ruin the manufaftures of his country ; and de- 
creafe the value of his own fortune. They al- 
ledged, that the fait- tax particularly affeded the 
poor, who could not afford to cat frelb provi- 
fions : and that,^ as it formerly occafioned mur- 
murs and difcontents among the lower cla($ of 
.people, the revival o( it would, in all probability, 

• cxafperate them into open fedition. Thejt qb- 

ferved, that while it was exaded in England, a 
great number of merchants fent their ihipe to 
Ireland to be vidlualled , for their refpedtivc 
.voyages ; , that, fmce, it had, been abolifli<e«i, 
many cxperipicnts bad been faccefsfuUy ti^e^ 
with fait, for the improvement . of agricultorje, . 
which would be entirely defeated by tlxe reviy^ 
pf this impofitipn. They fuggefted, that the 
J^pd-tax was raifed at a very fmall'expencc^ .afxd 
fubjeft to no fraud, whereas that .uppn fait would 
employ a great number of .additional officers in 
the revenue, wholly depending upon the wni- 
•ftry, whofe influence in cieaions thpy woy^d 
proportipnably increafe. They even hinted^ 
that this confideration was one powerful motive 
for propofing the Revival of an odious tax which 
y^as in efurct an excile, and wou|d be deemed i 

2 ftep 
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ftt^towards a genera) excife upon all forts of*^*^. lyjr 
provifiofts. Finally, they demonftrated that the 
felt-fax introduced numberlefs frayds and per- 
JOTics in different articles of traffic. Sir Robert 
'Walpole endeavoured to obviate aH thefe ob- 
jeftions in a long fpeech, which was minutely 
anfwered and refuted in every article by Mr. 
Pultency. Ncvcrthekfs, the queftion being put, 
the mihifter*s motion wasr carried' in the affirma- 
tive, • and the duty revived : yet, before the bill 
palled, divers motions were made, and additio- 
,^iial tlaufes propofed by the members in the op- 
pofition. New debated were raifed on every ne\V 
objeftron, and the courtiers were obliged to dif* 
pute-theirground by inches. , 

The pcnlion'biH v^as' revived, and for the thifd 
•^me rcjeded in the houfe of lords. A* bill for 
the entauragemcnt of the fugar-colonies pafled 
through -the lower houfe with great difficulty; 
-But was loft among the peers : another for the 
VtticT fecuring the freedom of parliamehts, by 
•fefther qualifying members to fit in the houfe of 
cornmons, 'Wa$ read the third time, and thrbwii 
otttupori the queftion. A committee had been 
apf)ointcd to enquire into a fale of the eftate 
which- had ' belonged to the late earl of ' Del^- 
wentWater. 'It appeared by the report, that the 
fele had been fraudulent : a bill was prepared to 
make it void : Dennis Bond, efquire, and fer- 
jeant Birch, commiflioners for the fale of^the

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A.C.17J1. forfeited eftatcs, were dcdared guilty <rf a aolp^ 
riQus breach of truft, and expelled the houfe, pT 
which they were members : George Robinfqn^ 
cfquire, underwent the fame fcntcnce, on ac- 
count of the part he afted in the charitable cpr- 
poration, as he and Thompfon had negleded.to 
fvirrendcr thcmfelves according to die terms of » 
bill which had paiTed for that purpofe. During

«yftSk' majefty's difpleafure. The king, on the erft day .

i^ii^^kT His owni hand ftruck the name of William Pu!^- 
ney, efquire, out of the lift of privy counfellois : 
his majefty farther ordered him to be put out of 
all the commiffions of the peace! The fevejcal 
lords; lieutenants from whom he had received 
deputations, were commanded to revoke theni ; 

and 
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and the 16rci chancellor and fecretaries of ftate. A.c.1731, 
were direftcd to give the neceffary orders for that 
J)iirpofe. 

Nor did the Koufe of peers tkmely and unimi- 
inoufly fubmit to the meafurcs of the minlftry. 
The pehBon-bill being read, was again rejed^ed, 
and a proceft entered, A debate arofe about the 
humberof ftanding forces-: and the earl of Chef- 
terficld atgued for the court- motion. The earl 
of Oxford moved, that they might be reduced to ^ 
twelve thoufand ^eSeftive mfen. The earl oF 
WincbeHea obferved, that ^ (landing army ren- 
dered mihiftcrs of ftate more daring than other- 
wife they would be, in contriving and executing 
projedts that were grievous to the people t 
fchemes that never could enter into the heads of 
any but thofc who were drunk ^ith cxcefs of 
power. The nriarquis of Twcedale, in reafoftiiig 
againft fuch a number as the miniftry propofed, 

' took occafion to obfcrve, that not one fhilling ot . 
the forfeited cftates was ever applied to the ufe of 
the public : he likewife took notice, that the ejgh- ^ 
teen thoufand men demanded as a ftanding force, 
were modeled in, fuch a manner, that they might 
be fpeedily augmented to forty thoufand men on 

. any emergency. The duke of Argyle endea- 
voured to demonftrate the danger of depending 
for the fafety of the kingdom upon an undifci- 
plincd militia, a fleet, or an army of auxiliaries. 
Then he reprefented the neceffity of having re- 

' courfe to a regular army in cafe of invalion ; -

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and after all acknowledged, that the number 
propofed was no way fui&cient for that purpofe. 
All his arguments were anfwered and refiitfed in 
an excellent fpcech by the lord Carteret ;. never- 
thelefs-, victory declared for the nunifter. The 
parliament having granted every branch of the 
fupply, towards the payment of which they bor- 
rowed a fum from the finking fund, and pa0ed 
divers other afts for the encouras«ment of com* 
merce and agriculture, the king, on the fitft 
day of June gave the royal afent to thehife.

Though it may be generally terttiei! ' 
the . e&a of lunacy proceeding ffom hafcuraT ' 
caufes operating on the human body, in fome ' 
tew inftances it feems to have been the refult of 
cool dehbcration. Richard Smith, a bookbinder, '

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and prifoner for debt within the liberties of the a.c. 173Z. 
kingVbench, perfuaded his wife to follow his 
exampli^, in making 'away with herfelf, after 
they had murdered their little infant. This 
wretched pair was in the month of April found 
hanging in their bed-chamber at .about a yard's 
diftance from each' other-, and in a feparate 
apartment the child lay dead in a cradle. They 
left two papers inclofcd in a fhort letter to their 
landlord, whofe kindhefs they implored in fa- 
vour of their dog and cat. They even left 
moeey to pay the porter who (hould carry the 
iindolod pdpers xo the pcrfon for whom they were 
addjccfie^^' In iCHie of thcfe the hu£band thanked • 
thatlperfon-forthe marks of fri^ndfliip he had 
received at iU banda^ and complained of the 
HI >Q£c6sr he h^ld undergone from a different 
q\^ter«^ The .other paper, fubfcribed by the 
hcift>w4 9^d wife, contained the reafons which 
induced them to aft fuch a tragedy on them- 
felyes,and.their offering. This letter was alto- . 
getiwr f furprifiag for the calm refolution, the 
good huojour, and the propriety with which it 
was. written. They declared, that they with- 
dfw thcmfelvcs from poverty and rags ; evil?, 
thajt through a train of unlucky accidents, were 
become inevitable. They appealed to their 
neighbours, for the indpftry with which they 
had eiukavoured to earn a livelihood. They 
juftlfied the murder of their child, by faying, it 
wa* left, cruelty to take her with them, than to

proved, and the addrefs prefented. The king, 
in anfwer to this remonftrance, gave them to 
underfland, that the meeting of the commiffaries 
of the two crowns had been fo long delayed bff 
unforefcen accidents, that the conferences w^ 
not opened till the latter end of the preceding 
February; and, that as the courts of (^oa- 
don and Madrid had agreed, that the term of 
three years ftipulated for fini(hing the com'mlf* 
iion, (hould be computed from th^ir firft meet- 
ing, a perfeft accoujit of their proceedings could 
not as yet be laid before the houfe of commons^ 
A bill had been long depending for grafting

Britifh fettlemjents in North- America, it met ^'^-^ys*- 
' with a very warm oppofition from thofe who ha(J 
the profpcrity of thofe northern colonies at heart 
But the bill being patronized and fupported by 
'the court intereft, furmounted all objeftiohs ^ 
and afterwards pafled into a law. While the 
commons deliberated upon the fupply. Sir 
Robert Waipole moved, that five hundred thou- 
fend pounds Ihould be ifTued out of the finking '

William Wyndham, Mr. Pulteney, apd Sir John 
Barnard, expatiated upon the iniquity of pillag- 
ing a facred depofit, folemnly appropriated to

' porary eafe, loft the advantage of the accu- 
' mulating intereft which would have arifen from. 
" the linking fund if properly managed and re- 
^fei^Ved. ' All objeftions vanifhed before the 
'-pd^yers of miniftcrial influence, which nothing 
/tio^ could check but the immediate danger of 
^.popular commotion. Such hazardous interpo- 
fition aftually defeated .a fchcme which h^ been 
adopted by the minifter ; and even before its 
appearance alarmed aJl the trading part of the

The houfe having refolved itfelf into a com*

The cife ceding day. The feffion was frequent and full ; 
ichcmcpro- and both fides appeared ready and eager fofr the 
Robert " conteft, when Sir Robert Walpole broached fits 
^^^^ defign. He took notice of the arts which had 
been ufed to prejudice the people againff Ks 
plan before it was known- He affirmed, tfiat 
the clamours occafioned by thefe prejudices had 
originally rifen from fmugglers and fraudbltnt 
dealers, who had inriched themftlves by chfeitihd; 
the public; and, that thefe had been ftrisSiiii- 
oufly aflifted and fupported by another fee of 
rticn, fond of every opportunity to ftir up tftfc 
people of Great-Britain to mutiny and fedftich.

their faftors and correfpondents in England;

public with refpcdt to the revenue. He affert- 
cd, that the fchcme he was about to propofe 
would remove all thefe inconveniencies, prevent 
jiumberlefs frauds, perjuries, and falfe entries, 
aod add two or thr^e hundred thoufand pounds 
per annum to^he- public revenue. He entered 
into a long detail, of Yrauds praftifed by the

Sir John ^*<^m7 
Barnard dcmbnftrated, that it might be eaiy for 
the government to borrow money at three per 
cent, fufficient for paying off fuch of the pro*^ 
prictors of four and twenty millions as were not 
billing to accept of that intereft, but extremely 
iEfikuit to borrow enough to fatisfy the pro- 
prietdrs of four and forty millions, who migljkl 
cJiooife to have their principal rather than fuch 
aii' intereft.
